REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,—In compliance with the ordinances, the trustees 
of the Boston City Hospital present the following report 
of its condition for the year ending January 31, 1921. 

_ This is the fifty-seventh annual report of the Hospital 

Department, which consists of the main hospital, the 
South Department for infectious diseases, the Haymarket 
Square Relief Station, the East Boston Relief Station and 
the Convalescent Home in Dorchester. 

The Board of Trustees was organized on May 3, 1920, 
by the election of Mr. Joseph P. Manning as president 
and Mr. Thomas A. Forsyth as secretary. 

In May Mr. Carl Dreyfus was reappointed to the 
Board of Trustees for the term ending April 30, 1925. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The entire expenditures for all departments of the 
hospital for maintenance during the fiscal year were 
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$1,239,291.29. Of the amount spent for maintenance, 
$786,194.16 was expended upon the hospital proper and 
its subdivisions; $84,028.21 on account of the Out-Patient 
Departments; $259,577.47 on account of the South De- 
partment; $63,797.19 on account of the Haymarket 
Square Relief Station; $32,610.56 on account of the East 
Boston Relef Station; $13,083.70 for the Convalescent 
Home. Of the total amount spent on the Pathological 
Laboratory, $27,485.63, $17,315.95 is included in the hos- 
pital proper expenditures, $274.86 in the Out-Patient 
Department, $9,619.97 in the South Department and 
$274.85 in the Haymarket Square Relief Station expendi- 
tures. Of the total amount spent on the X-Ray 
Laboratory and Photographic Department, $25,700.25, 
$15,420.15 is charged to the hospital proper and $10,280.10 
to the Out-Patient Department. Of the total amount 
spent on the Department of Physical Therapeuties, $4,- 
846.89, $1,211.72 is charged to the hospital proper and 
$3,635.17 to the Out-Patient- Department. Of the total 
amount spent on the Clinical Laboratories, $4,659.91, $2,- 
795.95 is charged to the hospital proper and $1,863.96 to 
the Out-Patient Department. Of the total amount spent 
on the Blood Laboratory, $4,044.14, $3,639.73 is charged 
to the hospital proper and $404.41 to the Out-Patient 
Department. Of the total amount spent on the Vaccine 
and Serum Therapy Department, $2,919.10, $583.82 is - 
charged to the hospital proper and $2,335.28 to the Out- 
Patient Department. Of the total amount spent on the 
Department of Medical-Social Work, $9,207.18, $5,524.31 
is charged to the hospital proper and $3,682.87 to the 
Out-Patient Department. Of the total amount spent in 
ascertaining the settlement of patients, $1,149.62, $689.77 
was spent on the hospital proper and $459.85 on the South 
Department. 

In Table No. 2 the expenditures on the hospital proper 
and the South Department are combined under the title, 
Main Hospital. 

The method of obtaining the per capita costs in the 
various departments are shown in Tables No. 1 and No. 
2 of the superintendent’s report. From the total operat- 
ing expenses are deducted the increases in stock on hand 
at the end of the year over that at the beginning of the 
year (or the decreases are added, as the case may require). 
This gives the amount properly chargeable to main- 
tenance. This cost of maintenance is divided by the 
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number of days’ board given ward patients or the num- 
ber of visits of out-patients to obtain the per capita cost 
per patient. 

The per capita cost at the hospital proper was $3.68 
per day for ward patients, at the South Department 
$3.76; but, taking the hospital proper and the South De- 
partment together, the per capita cost per ward patient 
was $3.70. At the Convalescent Home the per capita 
cost per patient was $2.41 per day. The cost of out- 
patients, per visit, was 71 cents at the hospital proper, 
$2.57 at the Haymarket Square Relief Station, and $1 
at the East Boston Relief Station. The cost of uncooked 
food supplies for the hospital in all its departments has 
been $3.62 per person per week, or 52 cents per day. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


During the year there has been collected for the care 
and treatment of patients of all classes the sum of $167,- 
008.93, itemized as follows: ‘There was received from 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for the board of 
patients at the hospital proper $37,661.95; at the South 
Department, $1,590; from various cities and towns for 
hospital proper, $11,376.16; for the South Department 
$224; collected at the superintendent’s office, on account 
of private room, ward and Out-Patient Department pay- 
ing patients, $86,042.80, of which $11,861.81 was from 
insurance cases; for board of paying patients at the South 
Department, $7,398.20; on account of ward and Out- 
Patient Department paying patients at the Haymarket 
Square Relief Station, $3,653.44, of which $1,928.94 was 
from insurance cases; on account of ward and Out- 
Patient Department paying patients at the East Boston 
Relief Station $1,759.81, $932.02 of this being from 
insurance cases. There was also collected in all depart- 
ments $2,211 on account of insurance cases, $1,492 of 
this being for X-ray cases and $719 being for clinical 
record fees. 

There nas also been collected for the hospital, by the 

Health Department, for the care of infectious cases at the 
South Department, and paid to the City Collector, the 
additional sum of $15,091.07.

The Department of Physical Therapeutics and the 
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various laboratories—some recently established—have 
required much new equipment. 

It has been necessary to purchase a new washing 
machine and two new presses for the laundry. Three 
new chasses have been required for the hospital ambu- 
lances. 

THE THORNDIKE MEMORIAL. 


In May 1919 the trustees of the George L. Thorndike 
Fund turned over to the City Treasurer $200,000. On 
September 16, 1919, bids were opened for the Thorndike 
Memorial Building, under plans and specifications pre- 
pared by Maginnis & Walsh, but as the bids all exceeded 
the amount available, they were rejected. The archi- 
tects have now revised the plans and specifications, and 
have requested of the Mayor and Council a loan sufh- 
cient to erect the building under the new plans and 
specifications.

MepicaL DEPARTMENT. 


During the past year the work and efficiency of the 
Medical Department has been maintained at the usual 
high standard of former years. Free use has been made 
of the recently equipped special laboratories for the 
investigation of nephritis, diabetes, pneumonia and 
diseases of the blood. Special services by different groups 
of physicians have been undertaken for the better study 
and care of patients suffering with nephritis, diabetes, 
and heart disease. The recently installed electrocardio- 
graph is being freely used and adds much to the better 
understanding of otherwise obscure cardiac disturbances. 

Monthly clinical meetings and ward visits have been 
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held between the different medical services, and a keen 
desire for cordial co-operation has been manifested. 


GYNACOLOGICAL AND OBSTETRICAL SECTION. 


Although working at a great disadvantage under pres- 
ent conditions, the Gynecological and Obstetrical Sec- 
tion of the Fifth Surgical Service has cared for 1,988 ward 
patients during the past year. In the obstetric ward, 406 
mothers have been treated, with six deaths. Of the 406 
eases, 160 were followed by our Out-Patient Depart- 
ment, and admitted to the ward. The remaining 246 
cases were emergencies. With the babies delivered, we 
have not been so fortunate, owing to the large number of 
emergencies of various kinds. Number of births during 
the year, 413. There were 29 babies who died after 
birth. The premature children have been well nursed 
and many have survived. One child was successfully 
reared which weighed less than four pounds at birth. In 
Ward 8 operating room, there have been 372 operations 
performed. In Ward H operating room there have been 
248 operations. Among 549 surgical cases outside the 
obstetric ward there have been 14 deaths. The total 
deaths on the service have been 67. 

Pre-natal work in the Gynecological Out-Patient De- 
partment, shows the following statistics: New admis- 
sions to clinic, 366: 121 of these came only for confirma- 
tion of diagnosis made by private physicians, or gave 
false addresses, or are not yet delivered, 229 of the 366 
are accounted for, 160 of them having been admitted for 
maternity in Ward 8. All these patients’ names were 
sent to the Department of Health for pre and post natal 
literature to be sent to their homes. These letters, which 
are mailed monthly by the Health Department, are 
received enthusiastically by the expectant mother. 

The staff has instructed nurses in the delivery rooms, 
given 38 lectures to the Training School, held five clinies 
in the house and three in the Out-Patient Department’ 
every week for the instruction of-sections from the Har- 
vard Medical School. 

The attention of the trustees is invited to the in- 
adequacy of our present quarters and to certain conditions 
which should be remedied. Neither Ward 8S nor Ward H 
are properly arranged for the efficient care of our patients. 
There is no office for the transaction of business. The 
operating plant is outgrown. ‘The sterilizing room is too 
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small. There is no room available for etherizing. We 
should have more isolation rooms for patients; the deliv- 
ery rooms are so situated that sounds are easily heard 
throughout the ward. A recovery room is an urgent 
necessity. A small laboratory is needed. The room used 
for a nursery in Ward § is crowded. Ward H is poorly 
arranged in regard to isolation of patients and facilities 
for examination and treatment. 

By the necessity of housing some patients in Ward L, 
much time is wasted in running back and forth. Ward 
L has not the facilities for the care of gynecological or 
obstetrical patients. 

The Out-Patient Department is not arranged in a man- 
ner suitable for our needs, especially on account of in- 
creased attendance and the prenatal clinic. 

The joining of the Genito-Urinary Department with 
our service has not been entirely satisfactory. The bind- 
ing of our records with those of another section makes 
the search for old records a much more time-consuming 
task. 

These criticisms are not intended as complaints, but as 
statements of facts. They show that the service has out- 
grown its old quarters, and must either go backward or 
else have an opportunity to advance. 

The best solution of the problems would appear to be 

a special building, in a part of which the Out-Patient 
ede tsncnt could be given quarters. 


DEPARTMENT FOR DISEASES OF HAR AND THROAT. 


During the past year 1,734 patients have been admitted 
for treatment in the Ear and Throat Service. Fifteen 
hundred operations have been performed, including op- 
erations for removal of tonsils and adenoids. In the 
Out-Patient Department 3,967 new patients have been 
treated and 5,768 old patients, these patients making a 
total of 9,735 visits for treatment. 

The tonsil work has been exceptionally well done. 
The kind of operation performed and the system which 
is followed insures good results in the future. 

A meeting has been held for reading house officers’ 
theses. We believe such meetings will benefit the whole 
department, as well as the graduating internes. 

The new system for care of the surgical instruments 
has worked well; practically no instruments have been 
lost. | 
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NEUROLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The Neurological Service has shown an increase in the 
number of cases seen. This has been due in part to an 
increased appreciation of the importance of consulta- 
tions with men having especial neurological training, 
by members of other departments of the hospital. While 
the effect of prohibition has been to produce a marked 
diminution of the number of cases treated for alcoholic 
psychoses, both acute and chronie, so that it has been pos- 
sible to close the special ward for the treatment of male 
patients in excited states, the presence of a mild epidemic 
of polomyelitis last summer, and the small epidemic of 
encephalitis still persisting, has more than made up for 
any decrease in alcoholic cases. The poliomyelitis cases 
were treated by the Neurological Service in an isolation 
ward assigned for the purpose. Isolation of the ence- 
phalitis cases has not been deemed necessary either by 
the state authorities or the hospital management. 

Though the return of the members of the staff who 
were in the service of the army during the war, has en- 
abled them to resume their work for the hospital, the 
death of Doctor Knapp, who has long and faithfully 
served the hospital, together with the resignations of 
Doctors Coriat and Daly, has still left the department 
somewhat short-handed. This has been met by the senior 
members increasing the length of their service, so as not 
to interfere with the proper handling of the patients in 
the Out-Patient Department. Doctor Luce of the Neuro- 
logical Staff has largely taken over the treatment of cases 
of neurosyphilis by intraspinous injections, working in 
the laboratory of the Department of Vaccine and Serum 
Therapy. This work was formerly done by the Depart- 
ment for Vaccine and Serum Therapy. 

Doctor Luce’s work has resulted in a closer co-opera- 
tion of the two departments and better co-ordination of — 
this work with that of our department as a whole, and 
better supervision of the cases. 


PATHOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


It is becoming increasingly difficult to hold good as- 
sistants in the laboratory for any length of time owing 
to the great demand everywhere for men well trained in 
pathology and the large salaries offered. The custom of 
obtaining the best men available and training them has 
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at least one advantage; it has given the laboratory a repu- 
tation all over the country for training pathologists. 

It has been possible during the past year to produce 
experimentally in rabbits one type of cirrhosis of the 
liver, the so-called pigment cirrhosis. The result will be 


presented this spring at the meeting of the Association 


of American Physicians. Work of this type is exceed- 
ingly slow. The human cases require many years for 
their development. The first positive results in animals 
were obtained at the end of five months after years spent 
in finding out the agent which causes the lesion. 

Doctor Parker is continuing in New York his study of 
the pathogenic bacillus isolated from the middle ears of 
scarlet fever carriers. The results so far obtained, are 
promising. A number of photomicrographs sent to the 
London Royal Photographic Society were accepted and 
appeared in their recent. exhibition. 

The repainting of the laboratory has greatly improved 
its appearance and has made it a much pleasanter place 
to work in. 

The first duty of the laboratory is the faithful per- 
formance of the routine of the hospital. It is this work 
which helps the clinicians in the intelligent treatment of 
patients; it also gives the assistants the training which 
makes them so valuable when they go elsewhere. 

The various tables included in the report give an idea 
of the amount of work done. The numbers of the differ- 
ent lines of examination vary from year to year but the 
tendency is for them all to increase a little. The num- 
ber of autopsies this year shows an encouraging upward 
tendency.

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X-RAY DEPARTMENT. 


Twenty-five years ago the marvelous discovery of the 
X-ray gave to the world a new and wonderful auxiliary 
to medical and surgical diagnosis and treatment. The 
early work begun in 1895 by Dr. Francis H. Williams, and 
continued by him in the following years, has given to the 
Boston City Hospital an international name as the place 
where important pioneer investigations in the use of the 
X-ray were first performed. 

Since the time of the first small room and crude appara- 
tus, the growth has been rapid, the work has broadened in 
usefulness and become more specialized in application. 
Each year witnesses not only larger numbers of patients 
in attendance but also develops new and detailed methods 
of examination. For example, during the past year the 
examination of the abdominal viscera has been advanced 
by inflating the peritoneal cavity, in suitable cases, with 
oxygen gas, which enables the X-ray to show in brilliant 
contrast the separated outlines of the abdominal organs. 

The therapeutic use of the X-ray has been further ex- 
tended to the treatment of hypertrophied tonsils, a 
method still on trial, and which promises excellent results. 

The problems presented are to properly serve a con- 
stantly increasing attendance with a broadening field in 
the use of the X-ray. 

Grateful acknowledgement is made to a friend for the 
gift of a Dessane fluoroscope, an apparatus such as was 
used by the French roentgenologists in military hospitals, 
to aid in the extraction of foreign bodies, a most useful 
appliance, which enables the surgeon to work in a lighted 
room.

DEPARTMENT FOR VACCINE AND SERUM THERAPY. 


Last year has been one of progress, marked by the es- 
tablishment of a new laboratory, well situated and excel- 
lently equipped for the special needs of the department. 
The laboratory and clinic rooms now occupying the entire 
third floor of the east wing of the Surgical Out-Patient 
Building, have been in use since November 15, 1920. 
This combination of laboratory and clinic units on the 
same floor has proved an admirable arrangement. 

The personnel of the department has increased as fol- 
Ows: : 

As voluntary assistant, Dr. L. A. Luce of the Neurolog- 
ical Department has conducted the treatment of neuro- 
syphilitic cases with salvarsan, salvarsanized serum, and 
other methods. 

Dr. E. F. Walsh of the Medical Out-Patient Depart- 
ment, has interested himself generally in the work of the 
department, and particularly in the study and treatment 
of the respiratory group of cases, including asthma, asth- 
matic bronchitis and hay fever. 

Dr. L. H. Rockwell under a six months’ appointment on 
the Surgical Out-Patient Staff, has undertaken a study 
of furunculosis, chiefly to establish a group of cases un- 
treated by vaccine, to serve as a control for about two 
thousand cases that have received vaccine treatment. 

The work of the laboratory has increased during the 
past year, due to the increase in number of cases of 
respiratory infection, to the preparation of convalescent 
serum for treatment of scarlet fever and measles, at the 
South Department, and to the increased numbers of 
neurosyphilis cases, requiring sera of the Swift-Ellis or 
similar type. 

This department is now equipped with laboratory, 
clinic facilities and personnel, which should enable it to 
carry out the required routine work efficiently, and in 
addition pay some considerable attention to research 
problems.

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CLINICAL LABORATORY DEPARTMENT. 


The work of the department is definitely divided ‘into 
elinical and laboratory. 

Clinical.—The department has supervision of most of 
the cases of diabetes mellitus in the hospital, and a 
number of the cases of nephritis. These cases are all 
referred to the department by the various medical and 
surgical services. The department also has charge of a 
diabetic out-patient clinic, and co-operates in the man- 
agement and study of cases in the thyroid clinic. 

Laboratory.—The department supervises the routine 
clinical laboratory work done on cases from medical 
services, and has entire charge of the routine laboratory 
work on cases from the surgical services. In addition 
special laboratory tests are done on such cases of 
nephritis, diabetes and thyroid disease which are re- 
ferred to the department for study. During the past 
year 96 cases of nephritis, 148 cases of diabetes have been 
carefully studied in the department, and 119 basal 
metalbolism tests have been done on cases in the thyroid 
elinic. In addition to the routine work necessary in 
the proper study of the above mentioned diseases, the 
department is actively engaged in the study of research 
problems in connection with these same diseases.

The great advantage of the segregation of all cases of 
pneumonia and empyema on a special service has been 
constantly apparent. Not only do the patients have the 
benefit of the special equipment and organization, but 
the grouping of such cases affords an opportunity for. 
teaching and research which is not equalled anywhere 
in the country. our papers were published during the 
year by those identified with. the service. 

A research laboratory has been under the direction of 
Dr. William L. Morse. During the first half of the year 
Doctor Morse and his associate, Dr. Howard Osgood, 
conducted a careful research on the bacteriology of in- 
fluenzu. Since September, 1920, Dr. G. H. Bigelow 
and Dr. L. H. Ferguson have been associated with Doctor 
Morse. Three separate investigations are being con- 
ducted in the research laboratory on the abundant clinical 
material available in the pneumonia wards which give 
promise of valuable results. 

The pneumonia service has had the advantage of the 
closest co-operation on the part of the blood research 
laboratory throughout the year. Four important prob- 
lems ure now being studied by members of the two de- 
partments under the direction of Doctor Buckman. 

Doctor Lyon is conducting in co-operation with Doctor 
Buckinan an important study of the blood in pneumonia 
of childhood and infancy. A routine investigation of 
the bacteriology of pneumonia in these ages is also being: 
undertaken by Doctor Lyon. 

By vote of the Senior Staff early in the year, all em- 
pyema cases coming to the hospital are admitted to the 
pneumonia service. It has also been arranged that all 
such cases shall remain in the pneumonia wards after op- 
eration, though under surgical care. The results of this 
arrangement have been extremely gratifying and it is to 
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be hoped that it will be made permanent. The particular 
advantage is that these patients have not only the ad- 
vantage of the special equipment of the pneumonia sery- 
ice for diagnosis but also of the combined medical and 
surgical care following operation. 


Tue BLoop SERVICE. 


In July, 1919, upon the recommendation of the staff 
and with the approval of the trustees, the plan was 
adopted of assigning all blood cases to the First Medical 
Service. Several months later a laboratory was estab- 
lished. The objects of this plan are, first, to improve the 
study and clinical care of patients with diseases of the 
blood and second, to advance research in the same class 
of cases. The research work is being carried out in co- 
operation with the Department of Medicine of the Har- 
vard Medical School, the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital and the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital. 

In accordance with the plan adopted, all cases admitted 
as anemia, hemorrhagic disease, leukemia, pseudo-leuk- 
emia and Hodgkin’s disease are assigned to the First 
Medical Service, unless specifically recommended for 
some other assignment. Other services are requested 
(but not required) to allow the Blood Service to see in 
consultation any cases of these diseases that may come 
under their care, and to transfer such cases to the First 
Medical Service, if such transfer be recommended. 

The special clinic thus constituted is in charge of the: 
Senior Visiting Physician of the First Medical Service, 
who is responsible throughout the year for the clinical 
care of the blood cases, and acts as consultant upon such 
cases in other services. A surgeon is associated with the 
clinic, and to him, by vote of the surgical staff, all surgical 
blood cases are assigned. He has charge of the transfu- 
sions and also does other operations, such as splenec- 
tomies, upon cases on the Blood Service. 

The laboratory is in charge of a salaried director. The 
routine work is performed by four women technicians. 
An opportunity is also given to the house officers, espe- 
cially those associated with the First Medical Service, to 
do their routine blood work in the laboratory under the 
supervision of the director. 

The service has invited all members of the hospital 
staff who wish to do research work on blood problems to 
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make use of the facilities offered by its clinic and its 
laboratory, and there is no reason why the same oppor- - 
tunity should not be enjoyed by other qualified investi- 
gators. A number of technicians and students have 
worked in the laboratory for short periods of time with 
the object of learning some special technique. In ex- 
change for their instruction they have rendered certain 
services in routine work. 

The following statement covers the work done in the 
fourteen months ending March 1, 1921. The director of 
the laboratory assumed his duties November 10, 1919, 
but real work did not begin until January 1, 1920, when 
the laboratory was opened and a technician went on duty. 
In appraising the work of the service, it must further be 
remembered that a laboratory is not born suddenly in 
full activity. Before any serious investigative work can 
be started it must pass through a period of infancy in 
which training of assistants and gradual acquirement of 
physical and personal equipment takes place.

It should be remembered that a “consultation” so far 
as it relates to the Blood Service, does not mean merely 
the expression of an opinion based on physical examina- 
tion and data already collected. In nearly every case it 
means extensive work by the blood laboratory. 

The total number of complete blood examinations made 
was 667; partial examinations, 208, a total of 875. These 
figures represent clinical work, not experiments carried 
out purely for research purposes. In considering this 
figure, the difficult and time-consuming nature of blood 
work should be borne in mind. Most of the examinations 
included not only the usual hemoglobin estimation, cor- 
puscle counts and examination of stained smear, but 
coagulation factors, and recently a platelet count as well, 
the whole examination often occupying several hours. 

The principal work of the surgeon associated with the 
service is in connection with the operation of transfusion, 
although some major operations, including 3 splenec- 
tomies, have been done. A total of 104 transfusions, on 
61 patients, have been performed. This operation is not 
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infrequently an emergency one, which has to be done 
with the least possible delay. To restrict its performance 
to one surgeon or to a small group would be most unwise. 
The City Hospital should encourage every member of 
its Surgical Staff to acquire experience in the rather diffi- 
cult technique. This accounts for the fact that the trans- 
fusions were done by five different surgeons. It is inter- 
esting to note that the number of failures (where less 
than 100 cubic centimeters were transfused) was but 
2 or 1.9 per cent. 

In connection with this work the laboratory has a 
list of blood donors, which has averaged about 100. At 
present the number is but 20. The lst comprises 
students, hospital employees, and persons in. all walks 
of life. The blood of each donor is grouped by the Moss 
method and the Wassermann reaction is done, the tests 
being repeated from time to time. The donors are regis- 
tered on a card catalogue, with addresses and telephone 
numbers, so that a donor of the desired group may be 
quickly obtained. They are paid $50 for each trans- 
fusion of 500 cubic centimeters of blood, the money being 
deposited at the Superintendent’s office in advance by 
the patient. 

The laboratory has supplied serum for agglutination 
tests (in connection with the selection of transfusion 
donors) to seven hospitals in the United States and 
Canada, to numerous physicians in Boston and to other 
clinics in New England. 

No organized teaching has been attempted so far, but 
considerable has been done in a desultory way. Mem- 
bers of the service have, at the invitation of instructors 
connected with the Tufts and Harvard Medical Schools, 
both graduate and undergraduate, given a number of 
lectures and demonstrations. During the summer months 
fortnightly clinics and demonstrations were held by the 
First Medical Service, mostly on hematological subjects, 
to which were invited the staff and house officers of other 
services, and summer students working in the wards. 
The work of the laboratory in training seven technicians 
for special blood work should be mentioned as well as the 
occasional instruction given to visitors. 

The most important function of the laboratory and 
clinic is, of course, research work and in this direction the 
results have been most gratifying both in quantity and 
quality.

During the winter of 1919-20 a great deal of work was 
done in the effort to get regular grade teaching estab- 
lished for the children detained in the wards for weeks 

of illness, during which they run the risk of loss of stand- 
ing in school, with consequent failure to attain promo- 
tion and subsequent graduation. Teaching for these 
invalid children called for careful preliminary organiza- 
tion, in co-operation with the Public School Depart- 
ment, and the selection of the right kind of teachers with 
permanent appointments. In November, after a few 
weeks’ teaching by a substitute, a permanent teacher was 
appointed by the School Committee, and the work estab- 
lished under the name of the Boston City Hospital School, 
taking its place as one of the special classes of the Boston 
public school system. 

Last spring, with the idea of adding occupational 
therapy to the grade teaching, a group of kindergarten 
teachers from the Boston public schools gave a demon- 
stration. The result was successful. Peevish, homesick 
children were made happier and more reconciled. 

A valuable addition to the work for ward children 
has been the children’s library, the beginning of which 
was made possible by a member of the private com- 
mittee. <A trained librarian has given regular volunteer 
service for eight months a year during the last two years. 
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As the result of Miss Robinson’s careful work there is now 
a carefully selected, thoroughly organized, children’s 
library. 

Including the director, assistant director, case workers, 
clerical workers, the monthly average number of paid 
workers during the year was 174, 8 of these were on the 
city pay roll, their salaries being supplemented by the 
private committee. The monthly average number of 
case workers, dealing directly with the patients was 134. 
Included in the 174 workers on the paid staff noted above, 
the committee paid for a librarian to carry on the work 
of the children’s library during the summer months. The 
increase in the executive work of the department has 
made imperative the employment of a regular assistant 
to the director. This has diverted money which might 
otherwise have gone towards the increase of the scope 
of the work. 

Outside the office staff, the case workers have been dis- 
tributed approximately as follows: For medical out- 
patients, 2; for skin out-patients (syphilis), 1; for 
gynecological and maternity out-patients, 1; in Surgical 
Out-Patient Building (general services, no particular 
clinic), 1; aural and eye out-patients (February 1 to July 
15), 1; Medical House Services, adults (including Special 
Service), 2; Surgical House Services, adults, 1; dealing 
with house children, 2; Maternity and Gynecological 
House Service, 2. 

Work for individual patients includes both that which 
is recorded on social record sheets, and that which, while 
outside the hospital, and involving direct contact with 
the home and the community, 1s socially of a more super- 
ficial nature, and is only. noted, if at all, on the medical 
record. This type of. service includes, amongst other 
things, referring patients to dental and other outside 
clinics, certain medical follow-up visiting, putting patients 
in the way of getting free medicine, etc. The monthly 
average of patients receiving this form of service was 200, 
chiefly out-patients. The number of outside visits on 
socially unrecorded cases was 629.

The table on page 22 is an effort to give some idea of 
the social case work with the 1,742 new patients in con- 
crete statistical form. It is, of course, impossible to do 
justice to the subject by this method, and in any space at 
our disposal. In an effort to carry out the physicians’ 
directions and make intelligent plans for after care, an 
attempt is made to find if there are underlying social 
causes which have contributed to the patient’s physical 
disablement. The attempt at adjusting these “social 
problems” is what constitutes social case work. In most 
instances the work with the individual included more 
than one, often several, of the eleven listed. It is possible 
frequently to give definite service to other members of 
the patient’s family.

In the twelve years that the East Boston Relief Station 
has been in operation, 154,634 patients have been treated. 
For the year ending January 31, 1921, 10,394 patients 
were treated. These patients received 28,976 days’ 
treatment. 


CONVALESCENT HoMkE. 


The number -of patients treated during the year was 
261, who received 5,406 days’ treatment.

OBITUARY. 


We regret to record the death of Thomas Amory 
De Blois, M. D., Consulting Surgeon. He had served the 
hospital since July, 1883, at which time he was appointed 
Assistant to the Physicians for Diseases of the Throat. 
In 1912, after almost thirty years’ service, he resigned 
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his position of Surgeon for Diseases of the Throat, and 
was appointed Consulting Surgeon. His death occurred 
in March, 1920. 

Howard Edwin Settle, M. D., Assistant to the Ophthal- 
mic Surgeons since November, 1919, died in December, 
1920. His loss was deeply felt by his hospital associates. 

Philip Coombs Knapp, M. D., Visiting Physician for 
Diseases of the Nervous System, died in February. The 
Senior Staff passed the following resolutions upon his 
death: “Philip Coombs Knapp died February 23, 1920, 
having been connected with the Boston City Hospital 
for practically all the years of his medical life. He grad- 
uated from Harvard College with the class of 1878, from 
the Harvard Medical School in 1882, and became a house 
officer of this hospital in May of the latter year. Scarcely 
had he finished his house officer’s service when he received 
his first appointment on the Hospital Staff, and was made 
assistant to the ophthalmic surgeons in January, 1884. 
From that day until his death, he served the hospital con- 
tinuously. His first appointment to the Department for 
Diseases of the Nervous System came to him in April, 
1885, and at the time of his death he was the head of 
this department. He also served as a member of the 
Administrative Board of the hospital from its inception 
in 1915 to his death. 

“Philip Knapp loved his books, was always surrounded 
by them, and was always happy with them. His memory 
was unusual and gave him the erudition which was his. 
His industry, his learning, and his natural aptitude for his 
profession made him a marked man in his special line of 
work early in his career. 

“Philip Knapp was a courteous gentleman and behind 
his brusque manner and his near-sighted eyes was a 
great kindliness which he was all too little able to show to 
many of his acquaintances. He was a brave man. When 
the last years of his life came, years filled with pain and 
trouble, he bravely stuck to his work and never quit until 
actually incapacitated for further effort, a few weeks 
before the end. 

“This hospital will miss him greatly from its staff, for 
his learning, industry, and natural ability made him a 
conspicuous figure in his profession, and these qualities, 
combined with his loyalty to the City Hospital and his 
devotion to its interests, will make his loss keenly felt.”

The Department of Physical Therapeutics was put on 
full time service, from nine o’clock a. m. to five o’clock 
p.m. 


GIFTS AND BEQUESTS. 


Grateful acknowledgment is made of the following 
gifts and bequests: 

Mr. Thomas A. Forsyth presented a dental engine to 
the hospital; also $25 to aid the work in occupational 
therapy. 

The family of the late Hon. A. Shuman presented the 
hospital with a fine bronze bas relief of Mr. Shuman. 
This has been placed upon the wall of the Administration. 
Building. 

A legacy of $5,000, together with $215.67 interest 
money, was received from the estate of Mr. Timothy 
Smith under a decree of court; this $5,000 to be kept as 
a permanent fund, the income therefrom to be used “for 
the purpose of maintaining and conducting” the hospital. 
The trustees voted that the $5,000 be called the “Smith 
Fund,” and that this interest, together with other inter-

for $250, payable to the Social Service Department.

A donation of six cases of dressings was received from 
the American Red Cross. 

The trustees sincerely appreciate the continued interest 
and generous aid rendered to the hospital by his Honor 
the Mayor and the City Council; the devotion of the 
Medical and Surgical Staffs and their skillful care and 
treatment of the sick, and the faithful and efficient work 
of the Superintendent and his assistants.

The hospital proper has nine subdivisions, the hospital 
(wards) proper, Out-Patient’ Department, Pathological 
Department, X-Ray and Photographic Department, De- 
partment of Physical Therapeutics, Vaccine and Serum 
Therapy Department, Clinical Laboratories, Blood Lab- 
oratory, Department of Medical-Social Work. The ex- 
penditures for the South Department for infectious 
diseases, the Haymarket Square Relief Station, the East 
Boston Relief Station and the Convalescent Home are 
kept in separate tables. 

In Table No. 2 the expenditures of the hospital proper 
are combined with those of the South Department to 
form the main hospital. 

The average weekly expenditure per ward patient in 
the hospital proper was $25.75; at the South Depart- 
ment, $26.34; at the main hospital (hospital proper and 
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the South Department combined), $25.89, At the Con- 
valescent Home the average weekly expenditure per 
patient was $16.90. 

The expenditure per visit per out-patient at the 
hospital proper was 71 cents; at the Haymarket 
Square Relief Station, $2.57; at the East Boston Relief 
Station, $1. 

The expenditure per person for uncooked food sup- 
plies in all the hospital departments was $3.62 per week 
or 52 cents per day. 

The total expenditures of the Hospital Department. 
have been $1,239,291.29, but the net cost to the city for 
maintaining it was only $1,063,936.36. 

The maximum number of patients in the hospital 
proper on any one day was 728, as against 667 in the 
previous year. The minimum number was 453 in com- 
parison with 413 for the previous year. The daily 
average during the year was 575.7, and the average 
length of stay was 13.9 days. 

There have been treated in the various out-patient de- 
partments at the hospital proper 28,896 patients. Other 
statistics may be found elsewhere, including the number 
of out-patients, number of their visits, rate of mortality, 
work of ambulances, census of days’ board for all persons, 
the nativity of patients admitted and physical condition 
of patients when discharged. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1920, to 
January 31, 1921, was 1,211. This does not include the 
statistics of the South Department, but only the main 
hospital.

This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
patients treated in the hospital. The deaths occurring 
within forty-eight hours of admission (463) were 38 
per cent of the whole number of deaths (1,211). 

During the year 15,131 patients were treated in the 
wards of the main hospital, 28,896 as out-patients, 
261 at the Convalescent Home, 2,177 at the South 
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Department; at the Haymarket Square Relief Station 
2,074 were treated in the wards and 21,897 as out- 
patients, and at the East Boston Relief Station 685 were 
treated in the wards and 9,709 as out-patients, a total 
of 80,830 who have received the benefits of the hospital 
in all departments. 

During the year 14,732 persons applied for Acne 
at the main hospital. Of this number 14,489 were ad- 
mitted and 2438 rejected. This number rejected was 154 
per cent of all persons applying, and the causes of rejec- 
tion appear in the table of applicants not admitted ‘on 
page 40. 

There were 457 self-rejected or deferred. Of these, 205 
were admitted within three days and 115 admitted later. 
There were 137 denied admission because they had a 
state settlement, but of these 55 were admitted within 
three days and 16 later. Eighty-two were rejected for 
lack of accommodation, but of these 31 were admitted 
within three days and 29 still later. ‘Twenty-four were 
refused admission because they did not reside within the 
city limits, but 10 of these were admitted within three 
days and 3-later. Four were denied admission on ac- 
count of lack of information that they were suitable ap- 
plicants. Five were referred to other public institutions 
on account of the nature of their diseases but of these, 
2 were admitted later.

William R. Supple, M. D., 
graduating Interne, was then appointed Resident Anzes- 
thetist. 

In January Dr. Mills resigned to take the Interneship 
of the Ophthalmic and Aural Service, and Onis H. Hor- 
rall, M. D., graduating House Officer, was appointed 
Third Executive Assistant. | 

In the Pathological Department there were the follow- 
ing resignations during June: Frank B. Berry, M. D., 
First Assistant in Pathology and Rustin McIntosh, 
M. D., Second Assistant in Pathology. In September 
Frederick Parker, Jr., M. D., Assistant Pathologist and 
Research Assistant in Pathology, resigned. These 
vacancies were filled by the appointment of Bartlett C. 
Shackford, M. D., First Assistant in Pathology, begin- 
ning in July; William H. McKnight, M. D., Second 
Assistant in Pathology for the month of June; Merrill 
J. King, M. D., Second Assistant in Pathology begin- 
ning early in July; Robert N. Nye, M. D., Research 
Assistant in Pathology, beginning in October. 

In August Henry M. Thomas, Jr., M. D., Resident 
Physician for Special Service, resigned and F. Dennette 
Adams, M. D., was appointed to fill the vacancy. From 
April until July, Dwight O’Hara, M. D., served as 
temporary Assistant Resident Physician for Special 
Service. In January 1921, Arthur B. Lyon, M. D., was 
appointed Assistant Physician for Special Service, for the 
care of children. . 

At the South Department, there have been the follow- 
ing changes in the positions of Assistant Physicians: 
Jesse M. David, M. D., resigned in April. Paul C. Car- 
son, M. D., in June, and Lee F. Hill, M. D., in November. 
The vacancies thus caused were filled by the appoint- 
ment of Stuart W. Adler, M. D., in June and Augustine 
W. McGarry, M. D., in November. 

At the East Boston Relief Station, G. Lynde Gately, 
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M. D., Assistant Resident Surgeon, resigned in Septem- 
ber and William L. MacKedon, M. D., was appointed 
to the position. 


CuHigEF ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF THE HospitTaL DURING 
THE Past YRAR. | 


The chief accomplishments for the past year are 
summed up as follows: 

The establishment of a pneumonia laboratory. 

Installation of a new special diet kitchen for the 
preparation of weighed and measured diets. 

Establishment of a complete, electrohydrotherapeutic 
department. 

Installation of a cardiograph, and organization of a 
heart clinic. 

Organization of a nutrition clinic. 

Segregation of diabetic and nephritic cases, to which 
Wards Q and R have been assigned, and a room for 
metabolic work. 

Segregation of eye, ear, nose and throat cases in 
Ward O 

A new laboratory, fully equipped as a department for 
immunization, and remodeling of the third pavilion at 
the South Department into cubicles and small rooms for 
the proper isolation of communicable diseases. 

Besides the above, it is absolutely necessary that large 
sums of money be appropriated to carry on the work of 
the hospital. At least $150,000 should be appropriated 
to add to the $220,000 available from the George L. 
Thorndike bequest, to construct the Thorndike Memorial 
Building for X-ray work and for the intensive study of 
medicine. 

A large sum of money is needed to remodel and 
enlarge the present Out-Patient Building, so that the 
hospital may properly and adequately care for its dis- 
pensary cases. 

The following increased accommodations are urgently 
needed at the present time: 

One hundred beds for male and female surgical cases, 

Fifty beds for medical cases, 

Fifty beds for obstetrical cases, 

Fifty gynecological beds and a nursery accommoda- 
ting fifty infants. 

One hundred beds for communicable diseases at the 
South Department. 
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Besides the above, it is absolutely essential that a 
building be constructed, or -an addition made to the 
present building, to house 100 more nurses, and a build- 
ing with at least seventy-five beds to decently house the 
present group of house officers. 

If a private pavilion containing 150 beds were con- 
structed, the same would be self-supporting, and no 
doubt a source of income. 

To carry.on the work of the Phthblogie Department, 
the space now used for the autopsy room should be re- 
modeled, and.a new, detached autopsy room constructed. 

For the. generous support given to me during the past 
year by the trustees and executive officers of the hospital, 
I am sincerely grateful.

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THE BOSTON. CITY HOSPITAL TRAINING 
SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 





The trustees of the Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Training School for Nurses, the fourth 
organized in the United States, in order to give to women 
desirous of becoming professional nurses a systematic 
course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the trustees of 
the hospital, like all other departments of the hospital 
service. The Superintendent of the Hospital has the 
general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
its course of work and study, lectures and discipline. 
The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of all the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed 
in the wards and also the instruction and management 
of the nurses in the Training School. All female nurses 
in the hospital must be connected with the school. 

The hospital in all its departments contains 1,196 
beds for patients as follows:

The number and variety of cases in each department 
afford ample material for observation and instruction. 
The course requires three years, and includes general 
medical and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, 
aural and gynecological nursing, also the nursing of chil- 
dren and infectious diseases and of emergency surgical 
work. A maternity ward connected with the hospital 
provides a course in maternity nursing. Affiliation at 
maternity hospital elsewhere, without extra cost to the 
nurse, has also been arranged. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
one to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, 
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and should send with their application a certificate from 
a physician certifying to the fact. They should also send 
a brief personal history and give the names and addresses 
of three responsible persons, not of their own kin, prefer- 
ably their last employer, if any, or business men of their 
acquaintance, who know of their good character and 
capabilities. Upon the recommendation of the Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital and Superintendent of Nurses, 
they will be received for three months on probation. The 
fitness of candidates for the training and work, and the 
propriety of retaining or dismissing them will be deter- 
~ mined by the authorities in charge of the school, under 
the direction of the trustees. At least two years of high 
school work is necessary. An entrance examination, held 
every Tuesday morning at ten o’clock except holidays, 
is given to all candidates before ‘the term of probation. 
The examination is in simple arithmetic, English com- 
position and writing from dictation, etc., and is in no 
sense so severe as to prevent anyone who is capable of 
undertaking the work of a trained nurse from so doing. 
The Superintendent of Nurses will have a personal ‘inter- 
view with candiates for the school on Tuesdays from ten 
to twelve o'clock. | 3 ‘Ft 
At the end of the second month, candidates, if consid- 
ered satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and enter 
upon the regular course of training, but such candidates 
are not permitted to join the school formally until the 
end of the third month, when, if accepted, they sign an 
agreement to complete the prescribed course of three 
years and to conform to all rules. At the end of the first 
six months the record and work of each pupil are care- 
fully serutinized as to her fitness to make a good nurse, 
and the right is reserved by the authorities of the hospital 
to terminate then, or at any time, the connection of any 
pupil or nurse with the school for mefficiency, miscon- 
duct, generally unsatisfactory record, or for any other 
reason which may be deemed sufficient. | 
The nurses in the Training School (including proba- 
tioners) reside at the three Nurses’ Homes connected 
with the hospital. These houses are attractive and home- 
like, and have the best of conditions necessary to good 
health and personal hygiene, while recreation and amuse- 
ment, necessary to a wholesome life, have been considered 
in the music room, library and reception rooms provided. 
The Superimtendent of Nurses has. the. immediate 
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charge of the Training School, under the authority of 
the Superintendent of the Hospital and of the trustees, 
and the nurses are subject to the rules of the hospital, 
like any other service. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, 
the making of beds, changing the bed and body linen, 
managing of helpless patients in bed, ete., giving baths, 
keeping patients warm or cool, prevention or dressing of 
bed sores, and proper management of the patient under 
various conditions with different diseases or injuries; the 
making and applying of bandages and rollers, prepara- 
tion of splints, application and management of surgical 
apparatus, applying of fomentations and poultices, the 
dressing of burns, ulcers and wounds and other minor 
dressings and subsequent treatment, the administering 
of enemata and the use of the female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emergen- 
cles occurring in hospital and private nursing, as well as 
in the accidents of ordinary life. They are also given les- 
sons in massage by a professional instructor. There is a 
systematic course of training in cookery for the sick, the 
serving of food and delicacies in the proper manner and 
the feeding of helpless patients or those who resist food. 
Instruction is also given in the best practical methods 
of supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick 
rooms in a proper manner and the proper care of sick 
rooms for the best good and comfort of the patient in 
keeping all utensils and appliances perfectly clean and 
disinfected; in making accurate observations of the pulse, 
temperature, respiration, expectorations, the secretions, 
state of the skin, and eruptions; of mental condition, as 
delirium, stupor, shock, etc., of the condition as to sleep, 
appetite, effects of diet or of stimulants and medicines; 
the behavior of wounds and the after treatment in sur- 
gical operations; and in the managing of convalescents. 
Nurses are taught the administering of medicines and the 
application of external remedies, how to take notes on 
cases, the making up of the nurse’s record, and the reports 
to the attending doctor. 

The three years’ course of training includes a prepara- 
tory course of three months under a special instructor, 
followed by a fixed course of instruction from manuals 
and text-books, mainly given by the instructors, dietitian 
and graduate head nurses. Lectures and demonstrations, 
chiefly upon practical points, are given at stated times 
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by the medical and surgical staff of the hospital. While 
the instruction by the manuals, text-books, lectures, 
demonstrations, quizzes and models is considerable, the 
main reliance is upon accurate daily drill in the wards, 
operating rooms and other departments of the hospital. 
Examinations, both oral and written, are held from time 
to time by the authorities of the school, and nurses will 
not be graduated unless they attain, on critical marking, 
at least 70 per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the 
wards, operating rooms, out-patient departments of the 
‘hospital and the two Relief Stations. They are given 
training in medical, surgical, in contagious and gynzco- 
logical wards. Maternity training is provided. No class 
recitations or lectures are given between July 1 and Octo- 
ber 1, except to the probation classes. 

Probationers are not paid during their first two months, 
but for the remaining ten months of the first year they 
receive $10 a month, for the second year $12.50 a month, 
and for the third year $16.67 a month while on duty in 
the hospital, to pay for the expenses of their uniform, 
personal clothing and other minor requirements. While 
on duty in a maternity hospital they will receive the 
allowance provided by the hospital to which they are 
assigned. This sum is in nowise intended as wages, it 
being considered that their education during this time 
is a full equivalent for their services. When the term of 
three years is completed the nurses receive, if they pass 
all the examinations and are otherwise satisfactory, a 
diploma certifying to the regular course of training and 
practice, and are then permitted to wear the graduate’s 
badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, 
but some are invited to remain in the service of the hos- 
pital as head nurses, with opportunities of promotion 
here or in other hospitals. Graduate head nurses who 
prefer to remain in hospital work, or return after a term 
of private nursing, are given post-graduate instructions 
in ward management, hospital housekeeping and minor 
administrations, fitting them to fill positions of trust in 
hospitals or other institutions. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candi- 
dates are, as a rule, received in classes, beginning every 
three months. When coming to the hospital they should 
bring with them the following articles: Three dresses, on 
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order from Superintendent of Nurses; eight large white 
aprons, made of bleached cotton, two yards wide, meeting 
in back, with bibs, without straps, without pockets, plain 
at the top and gathered slightly at the bottom, two pearl 
studs on the band, two inches wide, with hem at bottom 
five inches in depth, and two inches from the bottom of 
the dress; two bags for soiled clothes; one pair of scissors, 
a pinball, and a plain napkin ring with nurse’s name; a 
good supply of plain underclothing, every article to be 
distinctly marked with pen and indelible ink with the 
owner’s name. ‘Twenty-one pieces are allowed for the 
laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear boots with rub- 
ber heels. If the teeth are out of order in any way they 
must receive attention before coming for the probation- 
ary month. Nurses are required to wear the Training 
School uniform after they join the school. Material for 
dresses will be sold at cost price; caps are furnished at 
a nominal price. Probationers must come prepared to 
expend about $20 for uniforms, books and other needful 
expenses. 

Hours of duty for day nurses will vary from six to 
twelve hours between the hours of 7 a. m. and 8 p. m.; 
for night nurses from 8 p. m. to 7 a. m. No nurse is 
required to do both day and night duty on the same day, 
except in rare emergencies. Each nurse on day duty is 
allowed three hours for rest and recreation, one half day 
after 1.30 p. m., each week, and four hours on Sunday. 
Two weeks’ vacation with pay is allowed each year, and 
one week without pay as leave of absence during the 
third year. If nurses are sick they are cared for in the 
hospital, but pay is stopped, except for illness or injury 
received in the line of duty. Pupils may be expected 
to have a percentage of any considerable time lost by 
illness or absence added to their three years, at the dis- 
eretion of the management. Nurses on night duty are 
required to be in bed from 9 a. m. until 4 p. m. 


CouRSE OF INSTRUCTION. 


I. PROBATIONER’S COURSE. 


The first week the probation class meets in the prac- 
tice room daily for practical instruction in the making 
of beds, including the use of bed rests, cradles, ete. 
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The care of rooms, sweeping and dusting. 

Care of set bowls, wall-stands and utensils. 

Care of linen rooms, the folding of linen. 

The use of hot and cold applications, including the 
making of fomentations and poultices. 

The care of rubber goods. 

The making of surgical supplies, pads, sponges, tam- 
pons, ete. 

The use of slings, binders and supports. 

During this time the class is instructed in the use of 
antiseptics, disinfectants and deodorants, and the prepa- 
ration of solutions. 

Tables of weights and measures. 

The use of abbreviations and symbols. 

The principles of ventilation. 

The temperature of the body. Heat production and 
radiation. 

The use of the clinical thermometer and charts. 

The giving of baths, care of the back, mouth, ete. 

From the seventh (7th) to the tenth (10th) day al- 
lowed to go to the wards, make beds, sweep, dust and fold 
linen (hours from 7 to 10.30 a. m.) 

The tenth (10th) day assigned to wards for regular 
duty, and during the remaining weeks of the probation 
course three hours each day will be devoted to class and 
practice room work, with one additional hour for recre- — 
ation.

HOUSE RULES. 


The House Rules, as well as the rules for House 
Officers, are at the present time being revised, and inas- 
much as many changes will take place, it is deemed inad- 
visable to incorporate the rules in this report. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue shall be 
designated as the South Department of the Boston City 
Hospital. It shall receive patients who require treat- 
ment for diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, whooping 
cough, and for other infectious diseases as may be de- 
termined from time to time by the trustees. 

The Superintendent and Medical Director of the 
hospital shall, under the direction of the trustees, have 
the general control and management of this department 
in the same manner as of other departments of the hos- 
pital. 

The rules of the hospital shall, so far as applicable, 
and except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various 
officers and employees and to the conduct and manage- 
ment of this department. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE HAYMARKET SQUARE AND THE EAST 
- BOSTON RELIEF STATIONS. 


The Boston City Hospital Relief Stations are estab- 
lished not as hospitals, but as departments of the Boston 
City Hospital for temporary relief, and the rules and 
methods prevailing now in the hospital shall, so far as 
_applicable, and not inconsistent with special rules, apply 
to the Relief Stations. 

The stations shall afford temporary relief in all classes 
of accident and disease. They shall be open at all hours 
for patients requiring treatment or attention. Patients 
requiring ward treatment, whether received at the 
stations or taken up in ambulances, shall, so far as is 
consistent with their welfare, be forthwith transferred 
or carried to the hospital for extended treatment, but 
ward accommodations shall be afforded patients whose 
condition is such that they cannot properly be trans- 
ferred. Patients may, however, if it is deemed desirable, 
be transferred by the ambulances to other hospitals or 
to their homes. First treatment may be afforded at the 
stations, although the applicants are not such as require 
ward treatment. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall have the 
general administration, management and control of the 
stations, the same as of other departments of the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall, once a year, nominate for 
confirmation by the trustees a Resident Surgeon and 
one or more Assistant Resident Surgeons for each station ; 
and shall appoint and employ or detail for service in 
each department, from time to time, as may be necessary, 
subject to the approval of the trustees or of the proper 
committees, a Matron, a Supervisor, nurses, male nurses 
and such other minor employees as may be required for 
the proper conduct of the station, who shall be subject 
to his supervision. . 

The various officers and employees of the stations shall 
perform such duties other than those specified as may 
be required by the trustees or the Superintendent, accord- 
ing to the nature of their respective duties. The Resident 
Surgeons, the Matron, Supervisors and such other officers 
as may be so required shall reside at the stations. 
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PATIENTS. 


Alcoholic and insane patients shall not be received un- 
less there is surgical or medical complication making 
hospital treatment absolutely necessary. 

No patient, after being admitted to the wards, shall 
leave the station until his discharge without a pass from 
the proper officer, nor shall he visit other parts of the 
station without permission. 

Ward patients shall be discharged by the Superintend- 
ent or Resident Surgeon. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE AT THE HAYMARKET SQUARE RELIEF 
STATION. 


The ambulance service of the station shall be under 
the direct control of the Resident Surgeon, and shall co- 
operate with that of the hospital, with which it shall 
form one general system. Ambulances shall, in response 
to calls, be dispatched from the station or the hospital as 
the exigency may require. The utmost dispatch shall be 
exercised in the ambulance service, so far as 1s consistent 
with a regard for the welfare of the patient and the inter- 
est of the public. 

Ambulances shall in general be sent from the station or 
the hospital at least upon a general alarm to all fires 
occurring in the city proper and in such further districts 
as may be determined upon. 

An ambulance shall be held during the hours of the day — 
in complete readiness to make immediate response to 
calls, and shall be kept in condition to make prompt 
response to calls at any time of the night. 

A house officer shall accompany the ambulance, shall 
direct its course and shall have direction of the care and 
treatment of the patient until received at his destination. 

The foreman of the ambulance service at the hospital 
station shall visit and inspect the Ambulance Depart- 
ment of the station from time to time, but the immediate 
carrying out of directions shall be under the assistant 
foreman at the station. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE AT THE East Boston RELIEF 
STATION. 


The rules and methods prevailing in the Haymarket 
Square Relief Station ambulance service shall, so far as 
applicable, be effective in the East Boston Relief Station 
ambulance service. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on Dorchester avenue, in Dorchester, shall be known as 
the Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients 
recovering from acute diseases as shall be transferred to 
it from the main hospital for treatment during convales- 
cence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the trustees, have the control and manage- 
ment of the Convalescent Home in the same manner as 
of other departments of the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the ap- 
proval of the trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under 
their direction, such further assistants as may be neces- 
sary for the proper conduct and service of the home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintend- 
ent, shall have the immediate charge of the home and the 
control of all nurses and other employees and patients. 
She shall reside at the home. | 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients daily be- 
tween three and four o’clock in the afternoon. In all 
cases the trustees, Superintendent and Matron may ex- 
ercise discretionary powers as to excluding or admitting 
visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the home and grounds at the ex- 
piration of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of 
the home or grounds other than the reception room, ex- 
cept by permission from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient unless by permission of the Matron.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1921. 


Boston, February 1, 1921. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Sir,— In compliance with the provisions of 
section 24, chapter 3, of Revised Ordinances of the City 
of Boston, the first annual report of the Commissioner 
of Institutions is respectfully submitted for the year 
ending January 31, 1921. 

This report covers the activities of the Boston In- 
firmary Department, Children’s Institutions Depart- 
ment, Institutions Registration Department, and the 
Penal Institutions Department from February 1, 1920, 
to September 29, 1920, on which date the consolidation 
of departments authorized by the Legislature (chapter 
222, Special Acts of 1919) and by the City Council 
(Ordinance of 1920) became effective, and a Department 
of Institutions was created with the control of the several 
departments mentioned above vested in a Commis- 
sioner of Institutions. 

On September 29, 1920, Thomas C. O’Brien qualified 
as commissioner, and on November 20, 1920, Miss 
Margaret Foley, appointed by your Honor, deputy 
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commissioner, was placed in charge of the Child Welfare 
Division. The Institutions Department, organized dur- 
ing the month of October in four divisions — Central 
Office, Child Welfare, Infirmary, and Penal — was 
furnished with commodious quarters on the eighth floor 
of City Hall Annex, where the Central Office force, 
with the exception of the office where persons are regis- 
tered for admission to institutions, is comfortably 
accommodated. . 


CHILD WELFARE DIVISION. 


The Child Welfare Division, which succeeded to the 
duties of the Children’s Institutions Department, is 
eoncerned with the care of the delinquent, neglected, and 
dependent children of the city. It controlled the 
Suffolk School for Boys up to the time of its abandon- 
ment, and now has supervision of the boys paroled from 
that institution. It receives delinquents committed 
from the courts, places them in suitable homes, and 
supervises their actions. By far its most important 
duty is the placing of neglected and dependent children 
in boarding homes. 

During the year this division cared for 1,704 children, 
—1,251 neglected and dependent children and 453 
juvenile offenders. Of this number 168 dependent 
children and 23 neglected children were received during 
the past year. The children classified as dependent 
are those children who are either without parents or are 
the children of parents who for various reasons are 
temporarily unable to care for them. The neglected 
children are received from the courts,— the result of 
broken homes or improper environment. 

All children admitted are given a thorough medical 
examination by the division’s physician, supplied with 
suitable clothing, and placed in private homes, inspected 
and approved by skilled field agents. Great care is 
exercised in the selection of these boarding homes, which 
are located in every section of the state, as near as pos- 
sible to churches and schools. Children are placed in 
the homes of co-religionists in every instance. 

The agents of the division, six in number, three of 
whom are registered nurses, visit the homes of the children 
at least once in two months, at which time the physi- 
eal condition of the children is inquired into, their cloth- 
ing inspected, church and school attendance looked 
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after, and suggestions for the well being of the children 
made. The delinquent and the dependent boys above 
the age of twelve are visited by the male agents. 

The city pays for the education, board, and clothing 
of these children, except in a few instances, where people 
have become so attached to the children that free homes 
are afforded. Medical attention for the children is also 
furnished by the city, and the various clinics in the 
several hospitals in Boston are utilized by the depart- 
ment. Among the institutions which have rendered 
valuable aid in the care of the division’s children are’ 
the Forsyth Dental School, Boston Dispensary, Boston 
City Hospital, Long Island Hospital, Floating Hospital, 
Children’s Hospital, Infants’ Hospital, Massachusetts 
General Hospital, Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary, 
Tufts Dental School and Harvard Dental School. 

Because of the abandonment of the Suffolk School 
for Boys the activities of the Child Welfare Division 
will be less devoted to the delinquent as time goes on, 
and its important field will be with the neglected and 
dependent child. 

Boston was one of the first communities to provide 
separate institutional care for the delinquent boy. In 
1826, it established a House of Employment and Re- 
formation of Juvenile Offenders, which functioned under 
that name until 1901, when the name was changed to 
the Suffolk School for Boys. In 1895, the school was 
removed from Deer Island to Rainsford Island because 
of the close proximity of the school at that time to the 
prison for adult offenders. Since 1898, in practically 
every report of the Trustees for Children, conditions at 
the Suffolk School have been condemned. Chapter 359 
of the Acts of 1901 authorized the City Treasurer, upon 
the acceptance of the act by the City Council, to issue 
bonds for $300,000 for the erection of suitable buildings 
on the mainland for the Suffolk School for Boys. This 
act was never accepted. The Finance Commission 
since 1911 has consistently urged that the school be 
closed and that the care of Boston’s juvenile delinquents 
be entrusted to the state. An investigating committee 
of the City Council, a special commissioner appointed 
by the Legislattire, as well as some of your predecessors, 
have likewise condemned the location and equipment 
of the school without result. 

From the moment, in December, 1919, when your 
Honor definitely decided that the Suffolk School for 
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Boys should be abandoned and rescinded contracts for 
additional buildings, until its closing in December, 
_ 1920, there was much hostility to the plan. It is be- 
lieved however that the best interest of the delinquent 
boys of the city will be served by your action. 

No legislation was found necessary to effect the clos- 
ing of the school. Under the authority vested in it by 
chapter 182, Acts of 1826, the Board of Trustees of the 
Children’s Institutions Department voted, in February, 
1920, to restrict commitments to the Suffolk School for 
Boys and notified the judges of the several courts of ‘the 
county that no further commitments were to be made 
without the assent of the Board of Trustees. By thus 
restricting commitments and by the parole of deserving 
cases, the number was so reduced that on December 1, 
1920, but 50 inmates remained, who, before Christmas 
were paroled to go to their homes and the school closed. 

Hereafter juvenile delinquents will be committed to 
the state training schools and the few school offenders, 
failures of the disciplinary day schools, with which the 
Suffolk School has dealt since the abandonment of the 
Parental School in 1915, may be now committed under 
the provision of chapter 1738, General Acts of 1921, to 
the Middlesex County Training School. 

The commitment of juvenile offenders to the state ~ 
institutions affords a much greater opportunity for self 
improvement to those boys unfortunate enough to need — 
institutional care, and at a lower per capita cost to the 
community. There will be an initial saving to the city 
of $150,000, appropriated for the erection of new build- 
ings, and during successive years a saving of the greater 
part of the annual cost of $85,000. 

A word of commendation is due Mr. Ryan, who 
served as superintendent of the school for nine years, 
and to his successor, Albert L. Shaughnessey, who 
conducted the school from May, 1920 until its closing. 
Both of these gentlemen and their loyal co-workers, 
though hampered by lack of equipment, gave the best 
that was in them to the boy offender and not a few 
young men are the beneficiaries of their kindly interest. 

INFIRMARY DIvIsIon. | 

In its report for the year ending January 31, 1920, the 
Board of Trustees of the Boston Infirmary Department 
directed your Honor’s attention to the shortage of help 
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at Long Island, the depletion of the nursing force and 
_ the general deterioration of the physical equipment of 
the institution. 

The trustees’ investigation into conditions at the 
Boston Almshouse and Hospital, begun immediately 
upon organization as a board on January 19, 1920, was 
continued during the months of February and March 
and resulted in the removal of the superintendent and 
certain subordinate officers for inefficiency. On May 
21, 1920, John J. Ryan, Superintendent of the Suffolk. 
School for Boys, was made acting superintendent of the 
Long Island institution and its rehabilitation begun. 
At the time the board was abolished, in September, 1920, 
some few fruits of its earnest work could be seen. The 
plans formulated by it have been carefully carried out 
since September, and it is felt that the institution is well 
on the way to a recovery of public confidence. 

On February 1, 1920, there were 5 doctors, 19 atten- 
dants, 39 nurses, and 57 employees at the Boston Alms- 
house and Hospital, a wholly inadequate force to 
properly care for an institution of its size. The type of 
person committed to the Boston Almshouse and Hospi- 
tal during the past two years has differed radically from 
the type of some few years ago, when many were physi- 
eally able to do light work and were employed in the 
upkeep of the institution. Conditions are now such 
that the institution is in fact a hospital with an out- 
patient department of infirm old men and women, in- 
mates of the almshouse section who must be provided 
with extra care and attention. ‘To insure proper per- 
sonal care the personnel has been so increased that on 
February 1, 1921, there were 6 doctors, 40 attendants, 
38 nurses, and 88 employees. 

Neglect was not confined to persons. The wharves 
were in a dangerous condition, the buildings in poor re- 
pair, the interior telephones out of service and practi- 
cally no precaution taken against fire. The watchman 
clock system, installed at a considerable expense to the 
city, had never been used, nor were there any night- 
watchmen on the island and a serious condition existed 
in the way of fire hazard. Work is now under way 
upon the installation of automatic sprinkler equipment 
and fire alarms, for which the City Council has appro- 
_priated $105,000. Repairs are being made to wharves, 
and numerous supplementary appropriations granted 
during the year, have made it possible to greatly improve 
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the care and comfort of the inmates and bring the phy- 
sical equipment to a reasonable state of repair. Ceilings 
in the several wards and private rooms have been re- 
newed; extensive plastering has been done throughout 
the buildings; grounds, trees and shrubs cared for; 
gutters dug out; roads resurfaced; steam plant over- 
hauled, and repairs made to the ice making machine. 

The so-called ‘‘dungeon”’ in an unheated basement of 
the administration building, a room without proper 
light and ventilation, heretofore used as a smoking- 
room, has been abandoned and a comfortable, well- 
lighted smoking room, floored with fireproof material, 
properly equipped with tables and chairs, has been 
provided under the west wing of the administration 
building. 

A practise was begun in August, which has proved 
most beneficial, of making a thorough physical examina- 
tion of all persons committed, including a routine blood 
examination and urine analysis. Those committed are 
then detained in an observation ward for a period of one 
week, from which no discharge is made to the hospital 
or almshouse, except upon an order from a member of 
_ the visiting medical staff. } 

Since March, because of the low population at the 
hospital at Deer Island, inmates of the House or Correc- 
tion in need of hospital treatment have been cared for 
at Long Island. This plan has added some acute work 
to the hospital. Another addition to its functions has 
been the care of voluntary drug patients, received at the 
suggestion of the City Council. The plan of thus car- 
ing for voluntary patients has not proved successful. 
Just so soon as a patient feels that he no longer has an 
acute desire for the drug, he is anxious to get back into 
the community and cannot be kept at the institution 
against his will. If a more or less permanent cure is to 
be accomplished, drug patients must have custodial 
eare. The Norfolk State Hospital, at which voluntary 
patients were received and to which court cases were 
referred, is being used by the Federal Government for 
the care of disabled soldiers. The plan of receiving 
voluntary patients at Tewksbury has not worked out 
successfully, and it is strongly felt that the state should 
prepare some real program for the care of inebriates and 
drug addicts. 

The co-operation of the visiting medical staff was 
early secured by the trustees, and an average of fifteen 
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visits by members of the staff has been made each 
month. With the co-operation of the staff the removal 
of tubercular patients to Mattapan, as suggested by the 
special committee on hospitals, appointed by your 
Honor in December, 1919, was accomplished during the 
months of February and March. 

The problem of securing proper pupil nurses for the 
training school has been given much consideration. 
Because of the war and the vast absorption by war in- 
dustries of female help at high wages, the nursing pro- 
fession has suffered throughout the country. At Long ~ 
Island there were graduated but 12 pupil nurses in June 
of last year, while only 11 pupil nurses were enrolled. 
This depletion in the number of nurses has made it 
necessary to employ a larger number of attendants to 
care for the patients. The number of head nurses has 
been increased during the year from 13 to 23, and their 
salaries increased three times to the present rate of $900 
per annum. The salaries of the pupil nurses have in- 
creased from $120 to $300 per annum and they are 
furnished with uniforms. It is hoped that within the 
coming year the number of pupil nurses may gradually 
increase and that the training school at Long Island 
may regain its prestige of some years ago. 

Probably no single service in the Institutions Depart- 
ment is more important than that of the social worker 
with the illegitimate pregnancies. These unmarried 
mothers require a great deal of time and effort on the 
part of the visitor. Home conditions are investigated, 
prosecutions begun against reputed fathers, and the 
young mother and child readjusted into the community 
just as soon as further institution treatment is unneces- 
sary. Another group of women, which affords a social 
problem requiring attention, is the group afflicted with 
venereal disease and in need of hospital treatment. 
Patients of this type are kept at Long Island until danger 
of contagion or infection is passed, and upon discharge 
are cared for and their conduct supervised by the social 
worker. 


PENAL DIVISION. 


The Suffolk County House of Correction is under the 
direct control of the Commissioner of Institutions. On 
February 1, 1920, the total population of the institution 
was 187, of which 2 were women. In September, 1919, 
the few male prisoners on Deer Island were removed 
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from the Old Prison to the Women’s Prison, which had 
been but recently vacated by the navy. During the 
war the navy had used the women’s institution for de- 
tention barracks, and female inmates of the House of 
Correction were housed in the hospital wards near the 
Winthrop shore. 

At the beginning of the year there were nearly as many 
matrons as there were female inmates. It was decided, 
therefore, that the women be transferred to Boston Jail 
and the courts requested to make no further commit- 
ments of female offenders to the House of Correction. 
The few remaining women were transferred to the Jail 
on February 10, and since that date no female inmates: 
have been received. The matrons were transferred to 
positions at the Boston Almshouse and Hospital. 

The House of Correction has presented a complhcated 
problem during the past year. It has been more or less 
the storm center of agitation of state control of county 
penal institutions. The Finance Commission has recom- 
mended its abandonment and the Commissioner of 
Correction its purchase as a State Prison. Pending 
definite action, either on the question of its purchase by 
the state, or on the question of state control, costly 
. repairs to the sea wall, buildings, and wharves should be 
deferred. 

On January 3, 1920, a large number of communists, 
detained by the Department of Justice, were taken to 
Deer Island and committed to the care of the Penal In- 
stitutions Department. The total number received and 
cared for was 483, of which 14 were women. Hearings 
were granted the detentioners, and they were discharged 
gradually, until none remained in June. In October, 
34 men who had been detained in New York were trans- 
ferred to Deer Island and housed there until deportation 
on February 1, 1921. For board and lodging of political 
prisoners from January 3 to date the city has received 
$19,204.70. 

In previous years one of the difficulties confronting 
administrators of penal institutions was the proper 
employment of the large number of inmates. The 
difficulty presented by the present low population, and 
by the general unfitness of the men confined is to make 
@ proper assignment of inmates for the accomplishment 
of the immense amount of work to be done. 

The activities of the House of Correction have con- 
sisted for the most part in ‘‘keeping house.’’ It has 
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been possible to employ not more than an average of 20 
on industries in the sewing room, shoe repairing shop, 
laundry, and printing shop. As stated above, the fiscal 
year opened with a male population of 185. This num- 
ber decreased gradually, reaching the low water mark in 
October, when less than 130 prisoners were serving 
sentence. Of this number an average of 10 men were 
detailed to the Long Island institution, where they did 
splendid work in cleaning up the grounds, transporting 
coal, and doing rough repair work. It was possible also 
to paint the steamers ‘‘Monitor” and ‘‘Hibbard”’ by 
means of inmate labor, to roof, repair, and paint Eastern 
Avenue Wharf, and renovate the detentionrooms. The 
renovation of the bakery, contracted for by the previous 
commissioner, was completed in April, and an electric 
bread mixer installed. 

The farm during the year has not been what might ‘ 
be called a success. A small quantity of potatoes were 
raised and sufficient root crops to take care of the stock. 
The piggery continues to flourish, and furnishes pork for 
use at Long Island as well as the House of Correction. 
At a Holstein disbursal sale, held at Worcester in April, 
9 cows were purchased, of advanced registry stock of 
milk-producing cattle. This purchase marked the be- 
ginning of a thoroughbred Holstein herd. 

The night classes under the direction of Mr. Shaugh- 
nessey and Mr. Anderson have been very successful. 
Inmates without a grammar school education are ex- 
pected and illiterates required to attend the school of 
letters. A consideration, at the time of an inmate’s 
hearing for parole, of his record of attendance at school 
and religious services, has resulted in an increase in the 
number attending church service and also in the daily 
school attendance. 

Religious services have been held as usual, the Catholic 
and Protestant services being held each Sunday, and the 
Jewish services twice a month. 

During the year, one motion picture each week has been 
given in the chapel. The inmates put on a minstrel 
show in January, which was much appreciated by em- 
ployees and inmates of the House of Correction and by 
the inmates of the Long Island institution, for whom it 
was later repeated. During the summer months ball 
games were held on Wednesday and Saturday afterndons. 

With a reduction in the number of women to be cared 
for, it has been possible to utilize the services of the 
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female parole agent for important work in connection 
with the families of inmates. A home department, 
similar to that in operation at the State Department of 
Correction, has been established and its duties have been 
to make the necessary contacts for relief in cases where 
men with dependents are taken from their homes. A 
report, sent to the office from the institution immediately 
upon a man’s commitment, informing the agent of the 
family condition, is immediately investigated, and much 
suffering on the part of the innocent dependent obviated. 
Greater care is taken in the investigation of criminal 
records and social conditions of all inmates than hereto- 
fore. An agent now devotes his entire time to this 
important work. 

It is felt that the few months which have elapsed since 
the consolidation of departments have demonstrated the 
fact that a desirable co-ordination has been secured, 
which results in helpful co-operation. Your Honor’s 
interest, and the co-operation of the City Council are 
appreciated, without which it would have been impos- 
sible to have made the progress, which it is agreed has 
been made at the island institutions during the past 
year. It is hoped that the next annual report will 
record the completion of the many tasks just begun, and 
a progress of which the City may be proud.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF 
OF THE LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston, February 1, 1921. 
To the Commissioner of Institutions: 


The situation at Long Island from the medical stand- 
point does not differ materially from year to year. In 
many respects the efficiency of the institution has un- 
doubtedly improved. Its equipment is entirely suffi- 
cient. for excellent medical and surgical work. ‘The 
laboratories are adequate, the X-Ray equipment is 
modern, and the instruction wards with the recent addi- 
tions are satisfactory for their purpose. 

In spite of these obvious facts it is difficult to main- 
tain the enthusiasm necessary for consistent and pro- 
gressive work on the part of those connected with the 
hospital in a medical capacity. The stimulus of frequent 
visits, so useful for house physicians and house officers, 
is not forthcoming for the reason so often pointed out 
that the difficulty of reaching the Island, the inadequacy 
of transportation facilities, and the necessary time con- 
sumed is practically prohibitive for men engaged in 
active practice on the main land. Without the stimulus 
of older men, it is not to be expected that the younger 
medical officers can show the initiative and accomplish- 
ment which might otherwise be possible. It would be 
to the obvious advantage of the hospital were it possible 
for constant and frequent visits to be made by members 
of the visiting staff. 

Herein lies one of the greatest problems connected 
with this institution on its medical side as has been amply 
demonstrated in the many years during which the in- 
stitution has been established on its present basis. At 
a meeting held at Long Island during the winter, under 
the auspices of the Mayor of Boston and the Commis- 
sioner of Institutions, the unanimous opinion was ex- 
pressed by the visiting medical staff that the usefulness 
of the hospital would be very greatly enhanced could it 
be removed to the main land. The difficulties in the 
way of this change are sufficiently manifest but it may 
be said with assurance that the complete usefulness of 
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the institution as a means primarily of caring for the 
sick and in the second place, of encouraging investiga- 
tion and research in the problems which this institution 
particularly presents, can never be attained until facility 
of communication and constant visits are possible. 
Neither of these can be attained if the institution remains 
on an island at so considerable a distance from the city. 
We, therefore, again feel called upon to urge that in the 
future, if not at present, the plan already outlined may be 
seriously considered to the end that a completely useful 
institution for chronic disease be ultimately established 
for the city. Whether in connection. with the Boston 
City Hospital as its chronic department or independently 
is a matter for the future to decide. 

It is needless to reiterate the loss to medicine and 
progress which the failure to make complete use of such 
a chronic hospital entails. Much of the best work in 
Philadelphia, for example, not to mention many other 
cities both here and abroad, has been possible through 
the proximity to the Medical School of the great city 
almshouse hospital. It should be the endeavor of all 
those interested in the same problem in Boston that, so 
far as possible, a similar arrangement be established 
here. In spite of the difficulties the work at the hospital 
has-been on the whole fairly satisfactory. 

The introduction of women house officers has been . 
successful and the patients have received careful atten- 
tion at the hands of the resident medical officers and of 
the nurses whose task in some respects is one of the most 
difficult imaginable. 

The appointment of Dr. Hugo Mella as neurologist 
to the hospital has resulted in the accomplishment of 
much excellent work in this Department of Medicine. | 
He has made several visits a week, has studied with 
great care the cases, performed certain tests hitherto not 
used at the hospital and instructed both the house 
officers and nurses in matters relating to the nervous 
system. 

The visiting staff feels a very deep gratitude to the’ 
Commissioner of Institutions who has understood the 
problem and done all in his power to foster and encourage 
better medical work.

IMPORTANT LEGISLATION. 


Of the more important legislative acts of the year 
1920, affecting the City of Boston, there were the 
following: 
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Chapter 60, which provided for the recall to duty of 
pensioned firemen. 

Chapter 66, which provided for the sale of the 
Kearsarge Burying Ground. This legislation was 
requested by the Board of Cemetery Trustees in view 
of the statute prohibiting the disposition of a burying 
ground more than one hundred years old. It was 
understood that at the time this matter was presented 
to the committee that all bodies had been removed from 
this cemetery. After the legislation had been enacted 
and approved, however, W. Dudley Cotton, represent- 
ing the trustees of the Roxbury Latin School, which 
school now uses a portion of these premises as a play- 
ground, and claims title thereto, produced documentary 
evidence indicating that all bodies had not been removed 
from the cemetery. In view of Mr. Cotton’s repre- 
sentation, it appears that the bill was introduced under 
a misapprehension and that no action should be taken 
thereon. 

Chapter 74, relative to the apportionment of assess- 
ments for highw ays and other improvements, was 
enacted upon the petition of the chief assessors. 

Chapter 101 provided for the payment of assessments 
for highways and other improvements and was enacted 
upon the petition of the City Collector. The city 
collector, the principal assessor and the legislative 
counsel appeared before the committee. There was no 
opposition to either of these bills relative to the appor- 
tionment of assessments. 

Chapter 91, relative to the construction, alteration 
and maintenance of public buildings. This bill was 
proposed on the recommendation of the Building Com- 
missioner who with the legislative counsel appeared in 
favor thereof. 

Chapter 124, which provided that special assessments 
for public improvements be placed on annual tax bill. 

Chapter 140, relative to the Teachers’ Retirement 
Fund, provided that the City Treasurer, custodian of 
the Boston Teachers’ Retirement Association, collect 
reservations from all members on a basis_of equality. : 

Chapter 142, relative to sessions of the Board of 
Election Commissioners of the City of Boston for 
purposes of registration, was enacted upon the petition 
of the Board of Election Commissioners. 

Chapter 129, specified the time for submitting initia- 
tive and referendum petitions to Boston Election Com- 
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missioners for certification of signers thereof. This bill 
was also enacted upon the petition of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners. 

Chapter 145, relative to the listing and registration of 
voters in the City of Boston, was enacted upon the 
petition of the Board of Election Commissioners. 

The Election Commissioners appeared in person before 
the committee on these three bills providing for changes 
in the administration of the election laws. 

Chapter 207, relative to travel fees of witnesses, was 
enacted upon the petition of the Mayor of Boston 
accompanying House Bill 793, for which the committee 
substituted Senate Bill 378. This bill was introduced 
on the recommendation of the Chief Justice of the 
Municipal Court of the City of Boston, who pointed out 
that the practice-of paying witnesses for travel to and 
from their homes, although the witnesses had places of 
business in Boston, entailed a substantial and unwar- 
ranted expense. The legislation as passed remedied 
this situation. 

Chapter 401 granted a tax limit of $11 for the 
year 1921 or an increase of 48 cents over the limit 
provided for 1920. This legislation was enacted on 
House Bill 817, accompanying the petition of the Mayor 
of Boston for a tax limit of $11.52 for the year 1921. The 
Mayor appeared personally before the committee and 
filed a brief in favor of this legislation. Any limit above 
$9.53 was opposed by the Boston Finance Commission, 
Boston Real Estate Exchange, the Massachusetts Real 
Kstate Exchange and various individuals. On account 
of the unprecedented surplus in the city treasury the 
opposition argued that there was no occasion for further 
increase in the city appropriating power. ‘The com- 
promise figure of $11 was fixed by the Committee on 
Municipal Finance. 

Chapter 460, relative to interest on unpaid taxes, 
provided for an increase in the interest rate on taxes 
remaining unpaid and was enacted upon the petition of 
the Mayor of Boston. 

Chapter 524, relative to further regulation of appro- 
priations by the School Committee of the City of Boston, 
provided for preparations by the School Committee for 
construction and repair of buildings. 

Chapter 440 was enacted as a compromise measure 
ugreed to by representatives of the Boston Real Estate 
Exchange, the Board of Fire Underwriters and the Build- 
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ing and Law Departments of the City of Boston. The 
basis of the legislation was House Bill 440 and 441 ac- 
companying petitions of Mark Temple Dowling’ and 
Francis R. Bangs, for repeal of so much of the existing 
laws as require the installation of automatic sprinklers 
in existing buildings. These bills were strongly opposed 
before the Committee on Metropolitan Affairs by the 
State Fire Marshal, the Board of Fire Underwriters, the 
Building Commissioner of the City of Boston and the 
legislative counsel. It was agreed, however, that some 
modification of the existing law might properly be made, 
and that the Building Commissioner might be given dis- 
cretion to waive the requirements as to automatic 
sprinklers in certain buildings where no fire hazard 
exists. After repeated conferences between the parties 
interested, substitute House Bills 1618 and 1665 were 
successively offered. The legislation finally ster was 
assented to by all parties. 

Chapter 552 of the Acts of 1920 was enacted upon the 
recommendation of the Tax Commissioner accompany- 
ing House Bill 139 to permit the abatement, by the 
State Tax Commissioner, of the $3 poll tax in certain 
cases where the tax had previously been abated by local 
authorities. Before the Committee on Taxation the bill 
was favored by the Corporation Counsel and the 
Legislative Counsel, as well as the City Collector and 
the principal assessor. Various amendments designed to — 
give further relief to the City of Boston, because of the 
peculiar manner in which the poll tax lists are prepared 
by the police in that city, were drawn and presented by 
the City Law Department. House Bills 1621, 1692 and 
1741 were successfully substituted embodying these 
recommendations. It is believed that the legislation 
finally enacted will enable the city to secure credit on the 
special $3 poll tax for all abatements properly and legally 
made. 

Chapter 443 was enacted upon House Bill 442 ac- 
companying the petition of the chairman of the Metro- 
politan District Commission. At protracted hearings 
before the Committee on Metropolitan Affairs the bill 
was favored by the Metropolitan District Commissioner, 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Lyons, legislative counsel, 
City Solicitors Nelligan of Cambridge, Kaan of Somer- 
ville and Representative Monk of Watertown. It was 
strongly opposed by representatives of Hull, Cohasset, 
Weston, Lynn, Weymouth, Dover and others of the so- 
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called ‘‘fringe towns”’ in the metropolitan district. After 
numerous hearings and conferences Senate Bill 496, 
imposing upon Boston and Cambridge certain additional 
expenses for marginal conduits on the Charles River Basin 
was substituted. The passage of this legislation will 
save an enormous amount of expensive litigation, and 
has secured to the City of Boston as favorable a basis for 
the apportionment of metropolitan expenses as it could 
reasonably expect to obtain from the courts. 

Chapter 613 of the Acts of 1920 was enacted on House 
Bill 1515 accompanying the petition of Representative 
Phinney of Hyde Park, and the successively substituted 
bills including House Bills 1766 and 1780 and Senate 
Bill 584. Legislation affording relief to the Hyde Park 
district was rendered exceptionally difficult by the op- 
position of the Board of Public Trustees of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company and of the Eastern Massa- 
chusetts Street Railway Company. In the light of the 
constitutional objections raised by the trustees it was 
_ found necessary to create a special transportation district 
for Hyde Park, to authorize the City of Boston to make 
up the operating deficit and to allow the Eastern 
Massachusetts an income upon its lines in Hyde Park 
on the basis of a much inflated value for said line. The 
transportation situation in that district was so desperate, 
however, that the proposition was finally assented to by 
the City of Boston. If, upon proper rehabilitation of the 
lines, the service eventually proves more than self- 
sustaining, the city will be reimbursed for the operating 
deficit it has assumed. 

Chapter 126 was enacted upon House Bill 764, ac- 
companying the petition of Harvard College, and merely 
grants the city authority to accept gifts of additional 
park lands. It was favored before the committee by the 
chairman of the Park Department, and by the legisla- 
tive counsel. House Bill 1360, slightly changing the 
_ phraseology of the bill, was substituted in the House 
for the bill originally offered. 

Chapter 314, which provided for the extension of the 
civil service to certain employees of the Public Buildings 
Department, was favored before the Committee on 
Public Service by the petitioner, Thomas F. Mansfield, 
and by the legislative counsel. 

Chapters 312 and 465 provided for the Stuart street 
extension. The original bill accompanied the petition 
of George W. Hart before the committee. The bill was 
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favored by Mr. Bottomley, representing the petitioner, 
the Corporation Counsel and the legislative counsel 
representing the City of Boston. The City Planning 
Board was recorded in favor. The bill was opposed by 
the Finance Commission, Representative Hays and 
others. Representatives of the -Boston City Council 
appeared in opposition to the bill in executive sessions. 
The bill was favorably reported by the committee. 

Attempts to defeat it in the House and Senate were un- — 
successful. 

Chapter 50 provided for the retirement of teachers 
in continuation s¢hools and was enacted upon House 
Bill 145, accompanying the recommendation of the 
Teachers’ Retirement Board.

DISPOSITION OF SUITS. 
Decisions of the Supreme Judicial Court. 


Andrew Dutton Company v. City of Boston. (234 
Mass. 54.) 

This was a petition for damages to a horse of the 
plaintiff caused by a defect in a bridge. The evidence 
tended to show that the horse, after having taken one 
step over a plank, newly laid in the floor of the bridge, 
was found to have a spike in his hoof; that the horse did 
not put his foot down again until the spike was removed; 
that the spike was similar to spikes used in securing 
planks to bridge surfaces and that it bore no marks of a 
hammer or sledge. The Court held that there was 
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nothing to warrant a finding that the defendant was 
negligent or was responsible for a defective highway and 
that it was a matter of conjecture as to how or by whose 
act the spike came upon the bridge surface. 


A petition for the issuance of a writ of prohibition was 
filed in the Supreme Judicial Court by Dr. Charles E. 
Donlan for many years superintendent of the Boston 
Almshouse and Hospital. The Board of Trustees of the 
hospital sought to remove Doctor Donlan as superintend- 
ent, alleging neglect of duty, and the City Council, in 
pursuance of the statute giving it jurisdiction over such 
cases, removed Doctor Donlan. ‘The petition sought to 
restrain the City Council from continuing to hold the 
hearing, and to prohibit them from making any finding 
or decision upon the charges brought by the Board of 
Trustees. The Supreme Court refused to issue the writ 
or prohibition and dismissed the petition on the grounds 
that the writ of prohibition was not the proper remedy. 


The Police Commissioner of the City of Boston filed 
a petition for a writ of mandamus to compel the City 
Council and the Mayor to provide accommodations for 
a new Police Station for Division 2 in the City of Boston. 
The Mayor had made several attempts to secure a 
sufficient appropriation to purchase a new site for the 
new station, but the City Council had failed to provide 
such appropriation. The Supreme Judicial Court issued 
the writ of mandamus ordering the City Council to 
proceed forthwith, to consider the recommendations of 
the Mayor and the Police Commissioner for the quarters 
for the new police station. 


The city brought a bill in equity to recover back 
moneys paid by it in pursuance of legislation to cover 
the deficit of the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 
The city attempted to have certain provisions of the 
Acts of 1918, chapter 159, authorizing said payment 
declared unconstitutional and void as against the City 
of Boston, and to prevent the assessment upon the city 
as required by said act. The defendants filed demurrers 
and the Supreme Judicial Court sustained them. The 
city then asked for a writ of error to the United States 
Supreme Court, where the case is now pending. 
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A bill in equity was brought by Patrick McGovern 
et al. against the city in the United States District 
Court, seeking to rescind the contract made between 
them and the city for the building of Section ‘‘E” of 
the Dorchester Tunnel. The case was submitted to 
a master who found against the city and exceptions 
were taken to his report which were argued before the 
judge of the District Court, and no decision has as yet 
been rendered in this case. 


Suit against the city was brought by Albert 
Yalenezian to recover damages for property stolen and 
destroyed as a result of the police strike riots on Septem- 
ber 9, 1919. - The case was tried in the Boston Munic- 
ipal Court and judgment entered against the city. 
Appeal was taken to the Appellate Division of the Munic- 
ipal Court and again judgment entered against the eity. 
Upon further appeal to the Supreme Judicial Court, 
judgment was entered in favor of the defendant on the 
grounds that the city was not liable under the statute 
for property stolen during the riot. 


One suit was brought for taxes by the city upon 
which a payment of $1,344.85 was made. 
Many bills were collected without suit.

Str, — The Board of Trustees of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston present the following report of its 
condition and affairs for the year ending January 31, 
1921, being their sixty-ninth annual report. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. 


The annual meeting of the Board was held on Friday, 
May 7, 1920, when the Rev. Alexander Mann, D.D., 
was elected President, Mr. Samuel Carr, vice president, 
and Miss Della Jean Deery, clerk. Rev. Alexander 
Mann, D.D., was reappointed a trustee for the term 
ending April 30, 1925. 


RECEIPTS OF THE LIBRARY. 


The receipts of the Library are of two classes: First, 
those which are to be expended by the trustees in the 
maintenance of the library. They consist of the 
annual appropriation by the Mayor and City Council, 
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and the income from trust funds, given to the trustees 
but invested by the City Treasurer. During the past 
year these receipts were as follows:

INCREASE IN CIRCULATION. 


The home use of books from the Central Library 
branches and reading rooms during 1920-21 was 
2,448,776 volumes, an increase of 148,044 over the pre- 
vious year. These figures do not include the ver 
large use of books and periodicals in Bates Hall, the 
Patent Room, the Children’s Room, the Fine Arts and 
other reference departments of the library where the 
open shelves exist. Thousands of books, of which no 
record is kept, are called for in these departments dur- 
ing the year. 

The accessions of the year numbered 59,731 volumes, 
of which 46,809 were acquired by purchase. Because 
of the number of books lost, missing or worn out, the 
net gain of volumes added to the collections numbered 
20,798 at the Central Library and 6,214 at the branches. 
The following comparative table shows the home circu- 
lation for the past five years:

BRANCHES AND READING Rooms. 


At a meeting of the Board of Trustees on April 9, 
1920, a representative committee of citizens of West 
Roxbury, known as the West Roxbury Library Com- 
mittee, appeared before the Board in reference to the 
proposed purchase of a site for a new library building 
in West Roxbury. At a meeting of the Board held on 
April 23 the trustees formally voted to approve the 
recommendations made by the West Roxbury Library 
Committee and so informed his Honor the Mayor. On 
June 7 the City Council voted an appropriation of 
$7,000 for the purchase of the site proposed, and this 
was approved by his Honor the Mayor on July 6. 

In this connection it may be said that the trustees 
receive a number of requests during the year for the 
establishment of branches or reading rooms from various 
parts of the city. The prompt and signal success which 
crowned the efforts of the citizens of West Roxbury is 
largely due-in our opinion not only to the intrinsic 
merit of their request but to the fact that the com- 
mittee which urged it upon the trustees and the City 
Council was one which represented practically every 
religious and secular interest.in West Roxbury. 

The Roxbury Crossing Reading Room was removed 
to new quarters at 208 Ruggles street on April 1, 1920. 
The change was neither an improvement nor an enlarge- 
ment of the old quarters at 1154 Tremont street, but 
was found necessary as it was impossible to renew the 
lease. 

Business BRANCH. 


The report of the Examining Committee of the library 
again emphasizes the need and value of a branch of the 
library in the center of the business section of the city, to 
be known as the Business Branch. If, as has been sug- 

gested, this Business Branch can be placed in the new 
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building of the Boston Chamber of Commerce, the loca- 
tion would in the judgment of the trustees be an ideal one. 
The trustees renew the recommendation which has been 
made for several years past for this much needed library 
extension, and earnestly hope that it may receive the 
early consideration of his honor the Mayor and the City 
Council, as a special appropriation will be necessary in 
order to carry out the undertaking. 


ESTIMATES 1921-22. 


The estimates of the trustees for the maintenance of 
the library for the coming year, forwarded to his honor 
the Mayor in budget form as usual, amount to $786,688 
of which $550,000 is for personal service and $236,688 for 
general maintenance. 

The estimate for salaries includes $30,703 to provide 
for twenty-seven additional assistants to take care of 
increased work throughout the system. By direction of 
his Honor the Mayor no allowance for increases in 
salaries over present rates was included in the estimate. 
On April 1, 1920, a general salary increase was allowed to 
employees in the regular library service, and on July 1, 
1920, to employees in the Printing and Binding Depart- 
ments, amounting in all to approximately $70,000 for 
the year. Of this amount, practically four fifths was 
expended in increasing the compensation of the more 
poorly paid positions. The trustees felt that this should — 
first be done, but they also feel that they would fail in 
their duty if they did not point out the vital importance 
of increasing the salaries of the heads of departments, 
branch librarians, and the better educated and more 
highly trained members of the staff at the earliest possible 
moment. If the efficiency of the whole library system is 
to be not merely maintained but increased we must be 
able to offer salaries that will attract library workers of 
education and experience. 

The estimate for general maintenance includes a sum 
necessary to cover the absolutely essential repairs and 
improvements at the Central Library and branches, 
based on a careful study of conditions made by Messrs. 
Fox and Gale, architects, at the request of the Board. 

The trustees have asked for $100,000 for the purchase 
of books, an increase of $40,000 over the amount allowed 
last year. In this connection the Trustees call the atten- 
tion of his Honor the Mayor and the City Council, and 
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through them the attention of the public, to the reiterated 
statements in the very able report presented this year 
by the Examining Committee to the effect that the press- 
ing need of the library today is more books. This need 
has been emphasized again and again by the trustees in 
their annual reports, and they are grateful for the strong 
reinforcement of their request which is given in the re- 
port of the Examining Committee. The trustees also. 
call attention to the fact that the appropriation of the 
library having been less than 3 per cent of the amount 
available for department expenses from taxes and income 
of the city, the income of the Benton Fund of $100,000 
for the purchase of children’s books was again not 
available for library purposes. 


Bust OF JARED SPARKS. 


The Board of Trustees accepted on December 31,1920, 
a marble bust of Jared Sparks, bequeathed to the library 
by the late Lizzie Sparks Pickering, wife of the late 
Edward C. Pickering. The bust is a copy of the original 
executed by Hiram Powers in Florence in 1857, and now 
occupies a pedestal in Bates Hall. 


EXTENSION OF LIBRARY SERVICE. 


Under the direction of the librarian the three rooms to 
the right of the main stairway have been opened to pro- 
vide accommodation for a general ‘Library Information 
Office, a current Government Documents Service Room, 
and an Open Shelf Room. The Documents Room. 
established during the latter part of 1919, was described 
in the report of the librarian of last year, and also in the 
October-December, 1920, Bulletin of the library. The 
important service daily rendered tothe business men of 
the community well justifies its continuance and develop- 
ment. We believe that it occupies an unique place in 
forward-looking library work. The Information Office 
renders first aid to all who come to the Central Library 
seeking any kind of information, and from the start has 
met with unquestioned success. The Open Shelf Room 
is perhaps the most interesting experiment undertaken 
for some time. In specially designed cases some 2,500 
selected volumes of nonfiction representing over twenty 
classes of literature have been placed for the convenience 
of those persons who wish to find with the least trouble 
something good to read. The service is calling atten- 
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tion to many good books that have either been forgotten 
or have escaped the notice of the general reader. Two 
full sections of the shelving are filled with the new pur- 
chases of nonfiction. The use of this room is growing 
steadily and it is to be regretted that more space at the 
present time cannot be given thus to bring the library 
and many of its resources in so simple a manner to the 
attention of the public. 

The trust funds, that is, property given to the trustees 
in trust for the use of the library, amount to $674,532.63. 
They are by law required to be invested by the City 
Treasurer. 

A detailed statement of these funds, and the income 
therefrom, is contained in the report of the City Auditor, 
but a condensed statement of them is as follows:

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE, 
1920-21. 


To the Trustees of the Pubwc Library of the City of 
Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— The Examining Committee adopts 
and presents as its joint report the reports prepared by 
its various subcommittees substantially in their original 
form, with one exception. The subcommittee on 
branches and reading rooms necessarily covered so much 
ground and offered so many and such various .sugges- 
tions that it has seemed best in the interest of effective- 
ness as well as of brevity to combine its principal obser- 
vations into a more compact statement. Accordingly 
a summary has been made of the reports drawn up by 
the several sections of this subcommittee. The detailed 
reports, however, will be submitted to the librarian 
personally and it is hoped that a number of the practical 
and definite recommendations which they contain will 
meet with his approval. 

We desire to express our unanimous appreciation of 
the courtesies we have received from the chairman of 
the Board of Trustees, the librarian and assistant libra- 
rian, and those members of the staff with whom we have 
come in contact in the course of our investigation. 

Committee on Finance and Administratiom.— As a 
result, perhaps, of searching criticisms made some three 
years ago, the library today shows gratifying signs of 
progress. A large number of the staff have taken and 
are still taking courses in library administration and in 
cultural subjects related to their special duties. A more 
liberal, though still inadequate, scale of salaries has 
been made possible through increased appropriations 
requested by the trustees and voted by his Honor the ~ 
Mayor and the City Council. New departments have 
been created, the Information Bureau, the Government 
Document Room and an Open Shelf Collection, each of 
which appears already to have justified its existence by 
the eager response of the public. The reference col- 
lection in Bates Hall has been carefully sifted and 
rejuvenated. The Catalogue Department has pub- 
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lished an excellent series of reading lists and has added 
valuable editorial matter to the Quarterly Bulletin. <A 
leaflet giving directions for the use of the library may 
now be had for the asking. The limit of the home use 
privilege on ordinary cards has been raised from two 
books to four. Several thousands of cards have been 
issued to children under ten years of age. Throughout 
the established departments one meets evidences of 
quickened zeal and a finer spirit of service. 

It seems to us, however, that there still remain oppor- 
tunities for growth in certain directions which have not 
yet been fully realized, partly, no doubt, because of 
finanacial limits set by the appropriating power and 
partly because of the necessarily gradual and unequal 
development of so many-sided an institution. We 
venture to set down certain observations which we have 
made, accompanied by constructive suggestions. 

The final test of the value of the library as an operating 
system is its use by scholars and by the public. The 
annual reports and other evidence kindly supplied by the 
librarian show three conditions to exist: 


Highty-five per cent of the home circulation is from the branch 
libraries. 

Probably eighty-five per cent of the cardholders are women 
and minors. 

There is a wide variation in the patronage of the branches 
in different parts of the city. 


Or to put the same facts conversely: 


The Central Library, which contains over 900,000 volumes, 
has a relatively small home circulation. 

There is comparatively little use of the library system, taken 
as a whole, by men. 

Certain districts remain comparatively indifferent to the 
advantages of this great institution. 


In illustration of the first condition we may cite the 
following figures of home circulation from the latest 
annual report:

In other words the collection in Copley square, one 
of the important libraries of the world, has a much 
smaller home circulation of its volumes than the seven 
minor collections in Dorchester. Even when all the 
obvious allowances are made and the subsidiary uses of 
the Central Library duly considered, the comparison 
discloses what seem to us rare possibilities of develop- 
ment. 

The percentage of men (over twenty) who hold cards 
is not definitely known but may be estimated from the 
following table of card holders:

As the number of males over sixteen is only 22,596, 
the number of men over twenty cannot greatly exceed 
the number of children under ten. Apparently not 
more than one man in fifteen in Boston holds a library 
card, and this small proportion consists largely of mem- 
bers of the student and professional classes. Mechanics, 
clerks, salesmen and business men do not take books 
out for home reading to any great extent. Though 
boys at school generally hold cards, they gradually drop 
them and depend for their reading on the newspapers 
and other casual sources. 

According to the tables published in the Annual 
Report for 1917-18, the different districts of the city 
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vary widely in the number of card holders. The per- 
centage ranges from 6 per cent of the population in 
Kast Boston to 20 per cent or more in the Back Bay and 
Hyde Park. 

It seems to us that while the library is ably and 
zealously administered according to its present concep- 
tion, the time has come for a broadening of the con- 
ception itself, in a word for a definite abandonment of 
the reserved and expectant attitude, in so far as this 
obtains, and an entrance upon the field of active mis- 
sionary effort. It is certainly desirable that the treas- 
ures of the Central Library should be more widely 
known; that the resources of the whole system for 
adult education should be fully utilized; and that the 
people in certain backward districts should be roused 
to an appreciation of the opportunities offered them. 

For the accomplishment of these ends we suggest a 
continuous campaign of publicity, making use of all 
suitable agencies. Display cards in conspicuous places 
are valuable. Illustrated articles in the Sunday papers 
would be read by hundreds of thousands. Talks might 
be given at large stores and factories, evening schools, 
settlement houses, American Legion posts, labor union 
meetings, Y. M. C. A. buildings, and elsewhere, the 
speaker on each occasion being provided with facilities 
for registration. A mail canvass, conducted through 
the branches, would be of value as an experiment. 
Leaflets setting forth the advantages of the library and 
emphasizing the resources cf the Central Library should 
be widely circulated. Some of the reading lists might 
be published in large editions and distributed where 
they would be likely to make a special appeal. Each 
backward district should receive sympathetic attention 
according to its needs. 

Among the improvements which would appeal par- 
ticularly to men the proposed Business Men’s Branch 
holds a foremost place. This should be projected as 
soon as possible and should be located in the new Cham- 
ber of Commerce Building. Under an able librarian it 
might render notable service to commerce and industry 
in this city. Its plan should be as broad as that of the 
commercial library recently established at Manchester, 
England, of which the London Times for April 4, 1919, 
Says: 


This library will keep up to date with information on cus- 
toms and excise and the commercial side of means of communi- 
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cation by land and sea and air; will know all that can be known 
of harbors and ports; will keep abreast of commercial travel 
and supply geographical data for assistance of commerce, will 
give instruction in botany to textile traders on the character 
of the raw materials which make up their finished goods and in 
chemistry to describe the processes through which they pass; 
will keep in touch with banking and finance, bookkeeping, 
accounting and commercial law; will search the daily press for 
the latest facts and opinions and probe into technical and 
scientific works to extract the kernel that will help to feed the 
commerce of the country; will amass information on business 
organization and management and show its appreciation of the 
importance of advertising in the development of business 
enterprises. 

Trade papers, catalogues, consular reports from every quarter 
of the globe, home and foreign directories, telephonic and tele- 
graphic codes will be daily selected, classified and revised. 
Large scale maps and atlases will be a special feature. 


Turning from problems of circulation to those of 
equipment and service, we observe that the library 
buildings are not all in good condition or provided with 
modern accommodations. ‘The Central Library, by far 
the most beautiful municipal building in Boston, needs 
a cleansing of the exterior. Its lighting system is defec- 
tive in certain respects and there is complaint of poor 
ventilation. 

The principal point of contact between the library 
system and the public is the delivery desk. Prompt 
and accurate service here calls for a trained personnel, 
ramifying through many departments, and an efficient 
mechanism. It is agreed that the mechanism is no 
longer adequate. We recommend that in due course 
an appropriation be requested for repairing and modern- 
izing the existing tube and carriage systems and for the 
installation of a tube system establishing direct com- 
munication between the Bates Hall desk and the stacks. 
The deterrent effect of even slight delays is an important 
factor affecting the use of the library. A separation of. 
the two tube systems would relieve the existing tubes 
of approximately half their burden and sensibly increase ~ 
the despatch of business. With the present mechanism 
the average time consumed in the delivery of a book for 
home use is ten minutes and for hall use in Bates Hall 
fifteen minutes. 

As to the personnel in general we hate noted that 
members of the staff are still underpaid, strikingly so 
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when comparison is made with the wages of artisans 
and watchmen in the library itself. In the interest of 
justice and indirectly of efficiency a pension system has 
been proposed by the trustees. We believe such a 
system is needed to compensate for the deficiencies of 
‘emolument which still oblige a large percentage of the 
employees to work evenings and Sundays in order to 
round out a moderate livelihood. 

Viewed in its primary aspect as a collection of books, 
the library is one of the monuments of which Boston is 
justly proud. It stands as a sort of lay cathedral, 
built up by successive generations, and expressive of 
all that is best in the civic and secular life of New Eng- 
land. It serves the scholar by its ample range and 
its great special collections and the casual reader by its 
abundance of recreative material. Nevertheless the 
‘recent increase in the price of books has caused a cor- 
responding shrinkage in the purchasing value of the 
annual appropriations, and the lbrary now needs 
generous financial support if it is to maintain its own 
high standard. We believe that the city government 
should exercise the utmost liberality consistent with its 
resources and with its other responsibilities in making 
appropriations. We know that it may do so in full 
confidence that the funds appropriated will be carefully 
husbanded. We venture to suggest an advisory com- 
mittee of scholars, selected perhaps by the presidents 
of universities in Greater Boston, to present from time 
to time, lists of works that might profitably be added 
to the library. Such a committee by its authority and 
prestige would bring pressure to bear on public opinion 
in support of the library trustees in their requests for 
larger appropriations for books, and would emphasize 
constantly the highest function of the library, sug- 
gested in the legacies of several of its benefactors, as a 
collection of works ‘‘of permanent value and authority.” 

Our chief recommendations may be summed up as 


follows: 


The library should undertake and maintain a vigorous cam- 
paign of publicity with a view to increasing its use, particularly 
by men. 

oy Business Men’s Branch should be established as soon as 
possible in the New Chamber of Commerce Building. 

Larger appropriations should be granted for the purchase of 


books. 
A rounded development in the collection at the Central 
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Library should be assured by enlisting the advice and support 
of a committee of scholars. 

The underpaid members of the staff, especially the expert 
heads of departments, should be rewarded and encouraged by 
further increases of salary. 

A tube system should be installed, connecting the Bates Hall 
delivery desk directly with the stacks. | 


Committee on Books.—Since one result of the war has 
been a distinct increase in the use of the library, it be- 
comes desirable to meet the greater demand not only by 
the purchase of new books but by the better lighting and 
ventilation of Bates Hall and by making more easily 
available the less obvious portions of the library. 

New books are needed, adapted (1) to children of the 
first three grades; (2) to prospective citizens of foreign 
birth, including books written in their own languages, and 
(3) to studious and inquiring minds, who seek not only 
technical knowledge, but a groundwork in general cul- 
ture, literature and history. 

The library as at present administered represents a 
vast amount of thought and care and devotion. The 
staff-spirit is of the highest order. This spirit of service, 
intelligently guided, has produced in the library a ma- 
chine capable of functioning much better than it does 
at present. It is suggested that, since the great obstacle 
to its perfect usefulness is the popular ignorance of its 
opportunities or indifference to its resources, some 
method of publicity be adopted by which the people of — 
Boston may be made aware of what they have in the 
library and what variety and thoroughness of service it 
offers them. 

A brief, tersely phrased, legibly printed statement, 
published either in the daily press or as a broadside, 
might serve to inform people of the wealth of advantages 
at their disposal. This in turn ought to awaken a more 
general interest and pride in the library, and ought to 
constitute precisely that background of popular demand 
which would justify our city government in being more 
generous. 

This suggestion is made on the assumption that the 
amount of money appropriated for the support of the 
library is a fairly accurate coefficient of the degree of 
popular pride and interest in the library; and that the 
only sound way in which to secure the larger appropria- 
tion needed is to increase the degree of acquaintance 
with the library on the part of the people of Boston. 
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More specifically it is suggested that the stacks should 
be put under the supervision of a responsible head, as 
they were at one time. 

There is great need of more reference books for use in 
Bates Hall; not only more in number, but of more recent 
authorship. 

The problem of the theft and mutilation of books is 
accepted as insoluble. It is suggested that while no 
adequate remedy appears, the fact is of too serious a 
nature to be taken permanently for granted, and should 
be kept well in the forefront of our attention, in the hope 
that some solution may appear. 

Committee on Fine Arts and Music.—The Subcommit- 
tee on Fine Arts and Music has the honor to report as 
follows: 

It does not seem to the committee to be of any use to 
make recommendations that obviously involve con- 
siderable extra expenditures at this time, but the matter 
of the artificial lighting of the Fine Arts Exhibition Room 
calls for action, and it might be materially improved by 
provisional measures which would not be costly. The 
lamps at present are hung in such positions as to bring the 
light directly in the eyes of the visitor. The lamps should 
be placed higher and provided with shades so that the 
light would fall on the walls rather than in the eyes of the 
visitor. This rearrangement would not be expensive and 
would be a much needed improvement. 

The general rearrangement of the exhibition room 
recommended by last year’s Subcommittee on Fine Arts 
is certainly tobe desired, but it would doubtless cost a 
considerable amount, and would better be postponed 
until it can be effected in a permanent manner, without 
interfering with the frequent and valuable temporary 
exhibitions held in this room. 

These exhibitions of pictures, prints, etc., and of 
materials in the special libraries, are highly commended 
and are most timely and useful to the public. Their 
continuance is taken for granted. 

We would respectfully suggest to the thoughtful con- 
sideration of the trustees the possible improvements to 
be made in the beautiful court of the Central Library. 
The fountain ought to be embellished, whenever it shall 
be feasible, by the erection of a suitable bronze figure or 
group; and the grass plats should be more carefully and 
systematically attended to. This matter demands the 
study of experts, but it should be kept in view as a future 
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policy. The severe character of the architecture should 
not, of course, be in any degree diminished by extraneous 
embellishments, but the details above mentioned are, 
in the opinion of your committee, worthy of attention © 
and study. 

In general, we wish to place on record our judgment 
that the service rendered to the Boston public by the 
Fine Arts and Music Departments of the library is of in- 
calculable worth, and too much can hardly be said in 
praise of the unfailing courtesy, consideration and 
devotion to the interests of specialists and students shown 
by the staff. 

Committee on Printing and Binding.—The Printing 
Department is a small department of s'x employees. The 
Binding Department has thirty-nine employees. 

The question of abandoning these two departments 
was presented to the Library Trustees recently by the 
Finance Commission. At that time an expert was sent 
to the Public Library for an investigation into these 
departments. The report of this expert and the com- 
ments of the heads of the two departments on this report 
are on file with the Board of Trustees. - 

Accordingly it would seem as though much of the 
investigation ordinarily expected. from this subcom- 
mittee had already been done. 

‘While, on general principles, the committee feels as 
though the Printing and Binding Departments should 
be kept under the roof of the Library Building, it realizes — 
that this question is being given most serious considera- 
tion by the Finance Commission and the Board of 
Trustees, and that these two bodies are being aided 
in their consideration by the advice of technical experts. 
Apart from this general expression of opinion your com- 
mittee has no specific reeommendation to make. 

Committee on Children’s Department and Work with 
Schools.— The report on the Children’s Department must 
repeat practically what was said last year — that the 
overwhelming need is for more books and more trained 
assistants — in spite of what the trustees have done for 
this department in the past year. j 

As for the work with schools it is evident that the next 
step should be made by the school end. This committee — 
recommends that the School Board should institute a 
course of lectures for teachers on library appreciation, 
or the use of books, and also organize a mass meeting 
for teachers, to present the opportunities of the city in 
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the matter of books and pictures, with addresses by 
library and museum heads. 

In the same connection it would be well to advertise 
such lectures on Boston, especially those relating to its 
history, geography and industries, as the library gives. 

Summary of Reports of Subcommittees on Branch 
Inbraries.— In the brief time allowed since the appoint- 
ment of the Examing Committee all of the thirty branch 
libraries and reading rooms have been visited and con- 
sidered by members of the committee. The results 
emphasize recommendations made in the past and the 
importance of policies outlined in reports of previous 
years by the librarian. ‘There is a strong feeling that the 
continuation of the Examining Committee in active 
service throughout the year would make its work more 
effective, especially as it might be of help to the branches. 

The system of the branches reaches out to serve any 
home in every quarter of the city. To do this there must 
be not only more and more books, as each report urges, 
but books that are adapted to a most varied demand. 
The branches are not libraries for a fairly uniform ser- 
vice to scholars and students but for the citizens and his 
children. In view of this fact it is worth while to call 
attention specifically to some of the ways in which the 
supply of books most urgently needs reinforcement. 

In addition to a considerable increase in the supply of 
juvenile literature to keep pace with the growing attend- 
ance at many stations, the following requirements 
are of great importance: 


The renewal of many of the best standard books which be- 
cause most read are most worn, and an increase in the number 
of copies of each. 

More copies of new books available when the new library lists 
are issued and a more rapid increase in the numbers of those 
found to create a special demand. 

More scientific and technical books particularly in districts 
where they will serve men in the skilled trades. 

A carefully chosen selection to meet the very considerable 
demand of adults of foreign origin who have not enough English 
to read init easily. Such a selection would give these foreigners 
an introduction to a great American institution and could be 
made to promote a better reading knowledge of English among 
them. Some translations of standard American literature 
would offer acquaintance with the best traditions of the country. 

More books of attractive appearance for the recreational read- 
ing of boys and girls who are passing from juvenile interests but 
are not yet ready for the reading of grown-ups. This should 
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include much educational material. It should be possible for 
the librarians to devote a set of shelves to this purpose as is 
done for the required reading of the high schools, keeping in 
mind that some part of the patronage will come from those who 
are no longer students but have left school to go to work. 


Appreciation for the intelligence and devotion of the 
librarians of the branches and reading rooms is expressed 
in the reports of the committees. The handicap of lack 
of books and the often inconvenient arrangement of their 
buildings and equipment has but served to stimulate 
their efforts to make the service as effective as possible 
but means too heavy a burden for continued endurance. 
An increase in the amount of assistance is a matter of 
first importance. 

One half of the quarters occupied are reported as being 
in good condition; a third requires so much done that a 
change seems to be necessary in most cases. In a number 
of cases the lighting arrangements can be readjusted to 
give better results and greater economy. The promise of 
new accommodations in conjunction with new municipal 
buildings to be erected this year in at least two districts 
is a source of satisfaction.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Board of Trustees: 
I respectfully submit my report for the year ending 
January 31, 1921. 


THe NEED FOR BOOKS. 


The need for more books throughout the library system 
is just as pressing as it was last year. If the quantity 
and quality of its collections are to be maintained, if the 
demands of the reading public are to be even reasonably 
met, a decided increase in the book appropriation must be 
made. Although the expenditure of an unusual amount 
of money was made for the purchase of books for children 
during the past year, the children’s rooms in many 
branches show empty shelves. It is estimated that only 
56 per cent of the number of school children under sixteen 
years of age are cardholders. Notwithstanding this low 
percentage there is a natural hesitation to advertise the 
library more fully through school visiting or through the 
story hour since it would be simply impossible to supply 
the call thus created for more books. ‘The children come 
in larger numbers than ever before in the history of the 
institution and their eager appeal for good books em- 
phasizes not only the necessity for providing them but 
the want of a trained force of sufficient size to give the 
proper and necessary attention to the younger children. 

It is a significant fact that more men have made use of 
the library and its branches and reading rooms than in 
previous years. ‘There is an increased call for technical 
and trade books which are now bought in numbers in- 
sufficient to meet the continuing requests. The Central 
Library during the year has been unable to comply with 
the frequent requests for book deposits; it has even been 
found necessary to curtail materially the sending of books 
to other libraries as interlibrary loans because the books 
asked for are in circulation or in use in the reference rooms. 

A much greater measure of satisfaction in the hbrary 
on the part of the residents of Boston can be gained by 
the provision of good books in larger numbers. The 
prestige and usefulness of the institution can be in- 
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definitely increased if means can be found to gratify 
the insistent demand by all classes of citizens for more 
books. 


PUBLICITY. 


The lack of a suitable number of copies of certain 
books has a direct bearing on the matter of library 
publicity. If, in general, the new books, fiction and 
nonfiction, now purchased are insufficient to meet the 
present call for them, the demand resulting from a 
vigorous campaign of deliberate publicity would only 
lead to greater embarrassment on the part of the Central 
and Branch librarians. Such a campaign would lead 
the public to expect a kind and an amount of service 
which the library at present is not equipped to render. — 
The library desires and should seek to obtain such 
publicity as may come from the recognition of service 
rendered. Rather than a multiplication of placards, 
posters, or other general notices of library service, 
greater use should be made of the advertising possibil- 
ities of the present library publications. The weekly 
list of new books can be enlarged so as to contain an- 
“nouncements of general or local interest, including lec- 
tures, exhibitions, and any significant new feature or 
extension of library service. Increased publicity can 
be obtained through the publication of a greater num- 
ber of selected lists of books on topics of current im- 
terest, or of appeal to special classes of persons. Such 
lists in many cases need not contain more than twenty 
or twenty-five titles, but should be dependent in every 
case on the library having a sufficient number of copies 
of each title listed reasonably to satisfy the demand 
likely to be created Practical publicity can also be 
secured in larger measure than at present through the 
agency of the thirty branches and reading rooms. With 
the librarians and their assistants lies the opportunity 
of explaining the resources of the library system as a 
whole, the helpfulness of current publications, and the 
willingness to aid all classes of readers in every part of 
the city. 


INFORMATION OFFICE AND OPEN SHELF ROOM. 


The outstanding event of the year has been the open- 
ing of the Information Office and Open Shelf Room on 
the ground floor adjoining the room devoted to Federal 
and State Document Service established last year. 
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The Information Office, serving as a new instrument of 
prompt service to the public, is under the immediate 
direction of the Supervisor of Circulation, and is a 
first-aid station to all who seek information of any 
kind. If inquiries cannot readily be answered, the 
visitor is directed to the department of the library or 
an outside source of information where he may in all 
likelihood find what he desires. The room contains, in 
addition to the most necesssary works of reference 
selected with the view to answering commonly asked 
questions, time tables and railway guides, maps, guide 
books and road books, bulletins and catalogues of local 
educational institutions, lecture and current events an- 
nouncements and the latest directories of important 
cities. The room also contains a series of filing cases 
in which are placed, properly classified, a great variety 
of circulars, pamphlets, clippings and other material of 
a more or less ephemeral character of current interest. 
This collection is constantly changing in order to meet 
the demands made upon it and that it may be closely 
responsive to ever varying interests. 

A valuable collection of literature on the various vo- 
cations has been assembled in the Information Office 
under the direction of the Association of Collegiate 
Alumnz with the co-operation of the Women’s Munic- 
ipal League, the Young Women’s Christian Association, 
and the Girl’s Trade Educational League. Pamphlets 
and clippings from periodicals and newspapers, supple- 
mented by references to books in the library, give data 
in regard to work, qualifications, duties, conditions, 
opportunities and compensation, as well as information 
where vocational training may be obtained. Miss Ethel 
M. Remele, a representative of the Association of Col- 
legiate Alumnze, spends a good part of each week at 
work on the collection. The service is much appre- 
ciated and represents a fine example of co-operation of 
an interested outside body with the library itself. 

The Open Shelf Room has on its shelves a constantly 
changing, classified collection. of general literature for 
circulation, including many of the newly purchased 
volumes of non-fiction, consisting in all of some 2,500 
volumes which serve as a valuable reminder of the 
library’s great collection of books. For the first time 
since the library was opened, books easily available are 
among the objects first to be seen by a person entering 
the Central Library. 
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Books RECEIVED. 


During the fiscal year 59,731 volumes have been 
added to the library system, or 5,957 more than in the 
year 1919-20. Of these 10,806 were given, 46,809 were 
acquired by purchase, 227 were received through ex- 
change, and 1,889 consisted of bound newspapers and 
periodicals. The purchased books included about 
20,000 volumes of children’s books of which 2,000 were 
placed in the Central Library, 2,941 in the Central 
Deposit Collection, and 15,059 in branches and reading 
rooms. 2,000 volumes on Americanization and 5,076 
volumes of new fiction were distributed throughout the 
system. Of the total number of volumes bought, 35,- 
722, or 73 per cent, were placed in branches, reading 
rooms, and in the Central Deposit, and 11,087 in the 
Central Library. 

The acquisitions at the Central Library include two 
collections of several hundred volumes each, one relating 
to Ireland and one of modern Italian literature; a num- 
ber of devotional and controversial works of English 
and Scotch writers from 15383 to 1612, factors in the 
background of Pilgrim history, obtained chiefly at the 
sale of the Pembroke Library in London; examples of 
early printing, notably a copy of Decor puellarum, 
printed in Venice in 1461 by Nicolas Jensen, and an 
original leaf from John Gower’s Confessio Amantis, 
printed by Caxton at Westminster in 1483. 

Other acquisitions include two long sought volumes of 
King Philip’s War narratives in the original folio edi- 
tions: (1) the present state of New England with 
respect to the Indian War’. . . composed by a 
gentleman of Boston . . . London, 1675, and (2) 
a continuation of the state of New England, London, 
1676. The library already possessed narratives 3 and 4 
in the original editions. 

To the accumulating war and post-war material has 
been added a collection of broadsides, posters, ete., 
issued by the different political parties in Germany in~ 
the Reichstag elections of 1920, and one hundred Hun- 
garian posters said to be a complete series issued during 
the war. 

Among the reference works acquired have been the 
1920 completed edition of the Encyclopaedia Americana 
in thirty volumes; the (Bromley) Atlas of the City of 
Boston, the so-called ‘‘real estate atlas,’ giving the area 
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of each lot, name of its owner and character of the build- 
ings upon it, in six folio volumes comprising Boston 
proper, Brighton, Dorchester, Hyde Park, South Boston 
and Roxbury, each in the latest edition published; 
Hammond’s Railway System map of the United States 
and Canada in two sections; the Mercantile Marine 
atlas of the world, 1920; and two sets of the New-World 
loose leaf atlas, by which the latest information is 
assured. 

The total amount expended for books, periodicals, 
newspapers, photographs and lantern sti aee was $78 - 
954.70, including $17,739.97 from trust funds income. 
The corresponding expenditure for the preceding year 
was $68,627.13, including $18,401.65 from trust funds. 
Of this amount $40,195.94 was expended for branch and 
deposit books and $1,722.79 for branch periodicals (six 
months’ subscription) making the total for branch and 
deposit $41,918.73. 

There was expended for 5,076 volumes of current 
fiction comprising 405 titles, $6, 387.91; for music scores, 
$696.15; for photographs and lantern slides, $400.93.

CATALOGUE AND SHELF DEPARTMENT. 


The number of volumes and parts of volumes cata- 
logued during the year was 76,924, representing 51,035 
titles. ‘The number of cards added to the catalogues was 
242,026, of which number 221,040 were added to the 
catalogues in the Central Library. As is customary, 
temporary author and subject or title cards were filed 
in the Bates Hall Catalogue within a few days after the 
receipt of each new bound volume, to be replaced later 
on by the usual permanent printed cards. 

One ecard for each title printed was sent to the Library 
of Congress, as in the seventeen preceding years, in 
return for which the Boston Public Library has received 
galley proofs of that library’s cards. One card of each 
work catalogued has also been sent to the Harvard 
College Library, for which the Boston Public Library 
has received its printed cards. 

The Italian and Irish lists of books, described in the 
report of last year have been withheld from publication 
in order that the collections on these topics might be 
rounded out through the purchase of several hundred 
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other titles. Both lists are now nearly ready for the 
press and should soon be available for distribution. 

Interesting tables relating to the cataloguing and 
shelving of books for two successive years may be found 
on pages 80-85 of the Appendix. 


WoRK WITH CHILDREN. 


Although there have been no new children’s rooms 
opened during the year in the library system, enlarged 
facilities have been provided in several places for juve- 
nile work. At Roxbury Crossing the new quarters of 
the reading room are better adapted for library work 
and more easily made attractive to the children, who 
form in this section the majority of readers. On the 
expiration of the lease of the room used for the story 
hour in South Boston another room, which accommo- 
dates a larger number amid more attractive surround- 
ings, was secured next door to the branch library. 
While it is by no means an ideal situation it is an improve- 
ment over the former location. The Children’s Room 
at the West End Branch now receives better supervi- 
sion by a rearrangement of desks which allows the 
return of books upstairs, and an additional assistant 
has been appointed who has had some training and 
experience in the Children’s Room of the Central 
Library. 

The training of the staff engaged in work with children 
has continued throughout the year with definite results. 
Eight library assistants completed the course given by 
the Supervisor of Work with Children which ended in 
June, 1920. Four assistants enrolled in the course 
begun at Simmons College by the Supervisor in Septem- 
ber. Monthly conferences on Work with Children are 
attended by the assistants from the Central Children’s 
Room and the branches including usually certain of the 
librarians from the reading rooms. These meetings 
bring about closer relations between the supervisor and 
those doing work with children, strengthening and- 
unifying the work through the discussion of books and 
of aims common to all. 

The circulation of children’s books during the year 
was 1,102,608, representing nearly one half of the total 
circulation. It should be borne in mind that this num- 
ber does not include 43,196 books sent on deposit to the 
schools. 
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The supervisor calls attention to the fact, already 
emphasized, namely, that more books are needed every- 
where, but that together with this need is an equally 
pressing one for additions to the personnel. Books are 
not infrequently held back from circulation even after 
reaching the branch libraries and reading rooms because 
the under-manned staffs cannot hasten the process of 
preparing them for the shelves. One boy in a section 
already short of books describes conditions by saying: 
“There is nothing on the shelves and there is nothing on 
the tables and soon there will. be nothing in our heads.”’ 
Figures in the East Boston Branch indicate an average 
circulation of eighteen times for each juvenile book, 
or 63,998 for the year. The West End Branch with a 
somewhat larger stock of books, had an average circu- 
lation of seventeen times for each juvenile book, or 
74,918 for the year. Such active use means great wear 
and tear on the books and insufficient opportunity to 
repair such of them as might be preserved for further 
use. Many of the branch librarians with commendable 
ingenuity succeed in stretching their inadequate book 
supply to its utmost; some by limiting the children to 
one book at a time, others by setting aside Saturday 
forenoon for those just beginning to use the library. 

During the year special attention was given in several 
districts to teaching the care of books. An excellent 
exhibit, planned by Miss Marion A. McCarthy of the 
Branch Department of the Central Library, to which 
the different assistants contributed, was shown in the 
majority of the branches, and talks on the care of books 
were given in connection with it. Certain schools bor- 
rowed the exhibit and the instructors emphasized its 
teaching in their classes. It is generally felt that the 
effort was well worth while although it is difficult to 
instil the care of books when those at present available 
are, generally speaking, in such poor condition. 

The National Children’s Book Week again afforded 
the opportunity for stimulating the reading interest in 
many neighborhoods and was more widely observed by 
exhibits of attractive books than in many previous 
years. Recent acquisitions were brought together in 
order that parents and teachers might have the oppor- 
tunity of examining and enjoying some of the choice 
additions of new and old favorites. ‘The libraries at 
Codman square, Warren street and Boylston Station 
were especially fortunate in the collections they were 
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able to exhibit. In the Lecture Hall at the Central 
Library, Mr. Henry B. Beston, of the Atlantic Monthly 
Press, gave a talk on ‘‘New Children and Old Books” 
to an appreciative audience of parents and teachers, 
thus contributing unusual interest to the observance of 
the week. 

In East Boston the campaign for Americanization by 
a committee of the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
was effected largely through the children who acted as 
messengers for their parents. This is generally true 
wherever foreign speaking people prevail. Simple 
American histories and biographies used in school are 
often most useful for adults beginning to learn English, 
consequently such books everywhere serve a double 
purpose and have been generously duplicated in order 
that they may be available for the older people. 

The usual good relations with the public schools pre- 
vail throughout the city but library school work is 
capable of far greater development. Visiting classes 
have been received at the Codman Square Branch as 
well as at the Central Library during the year. Sixteen 
groups from the Dorchester High School came to that 
branch with their teachers for instruction in the use of 
reference books. The teachers requested specific illus- 
trations from material applicable to school subjects and 
the instruction was followed up by the assignment of 
problems in which the knowledge acquired was tested. 
The use of encyclopedias in school work was also taught 
at the Roxbury Crossing Reading Room. Whenever 
opportunity, time and strength permit the librarians of 
the branches and reading rooms are encouraged to 
develop relations with the public schools. Many libra- 
ries cannot undertake this work because of insufficient 
staffs. 

The supervisor in her report notes that one entirely 
new aspect in the relation of the library to the city was 
the assistance the Public Library has rendered the chil- 
dren’s wards at the City Hospital. The Children’s 
Department shared in the establishment of the Hospital 
Library under the direction of the Social Welfare Depart- ° 
ment of the hospital. Project lists were prepared, 
general advice given, and during the summer months 
assistants from the Central Library and from one of the 
branches aided in distributing books through the chil- 
dren’s wards and reading and telling stories each week. 
Small though the library’s part has been, it has served 
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to connect the hospital library work with that of the 
Public Library and prepares the way for a larger meas- 
ure of .responsibility for the little children in such 
institutions. 


THE CHILDREN’S Room At CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


The Children’s Room has shown the same general 
increase in circulation that is noticeable elsewhere 
throughout the library system. Direct circulation of 
books from the room was 83,165, with an issue through 
the Branch Department of 4,406. In 1919-20 the 
direct circulation was 76,027 and 3,511 through the 
Branch Department. The supervisor states: 


Since the acquisition of a display case in the fall, the Central 
Children’s Room has shown three exhibits, all of which have 
proven attractive not only to the children but to their elders. 
These have been a selection of the old children’s books owned 
by the library; specimens of plants used as Christmas greens; 
and school projects prepared under the direction of the Super- 
visor of Manual Training in the Boston schools. 

In a year of somewhat taxing changes in the routine work in 
the Children’s Room, the assistants have shown themselves 
ready and cheerful and have mainifested an excellent spirit 
toward the work and taward each other. 

Practical experience in the Central Library and in a few 
branches has been given those students at Simmons College, 
who were enrolled in the course in Work with Children. In 
several instances the students have been of real help in crowded 
hours of the afternoon when the regular force was insufficient 
to meet the demands made upon it. 


No small amount of the time of the supervisor goes 
toward the answering of letters of inquiry that come to 
the department, the preparation of book lists, and to the 
speaking incidental to her position as representative of 
work with children in a great public library. In addition 
to her work of supervisor, she has repeated her course in 
Work with Children at Simmons College and has 
spoken twenty-five times to audiences interested in one 
or another phase of library work. 

The growth of the Children’s Department ‘at the 
Central Library points to the Teachers’ Room as the 
logical direction for expansion and it should be toward 
that end rather than toward giving increased attention 
to the older students and teachers that the Children’s 
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Department should aim. No other space in the build- 
ing forms so natural an outlet for the overflow of children. 


THE CHILDREN’S Story Hour. 


Regular story hours have been held during the year 
at the Central Library, at fifteen of the branches, and 
at two of the reading rooms. The number of weeks 
given to this work is usually decided by the need of 
each district, the suitability of the place of meeting and 
the response of the children. 

A departure from the usual custom was undertaken in 
the story hours held in the schools, notably in the 
Jeffries’ Point district of East Boston where the desire 
for a reading room has been so keen that the introduction 
of story telling by the lbrary in the Samuel Adams 
School serves to bridge the time until the library room 
becomes an actual fact. A most cordial welcome was 
extended and the master of the school feels that. the 
work has been of inestimable value in this extremely 
foreign district. It is a satisfaction to know that the 
story-hour was held in this school before the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce began its admirable campaign for 
Americanization in East Boston and that it was in a 
large measure the success of the experiment which 
induced the Americanization Committee of the Chamber 
to finance three other school story-hours in the same 
district. 

The following extracts from the report of Mrs. Mary 
W. Cronan explain the object and show the results of the 
story-hours held in the schools during school sessions: 


School story hours can never take the place of library story 
hours but they do have a proper function of their own. The . 
library gives an intimate group, maintains a close relation 
with books, provides a social center and strengthens the friend- 
ship between the children and the librarians. Wherever a 
school story hour is established the nearby library story hour 
becomes more effective. While it is never a substitute it in- 
creases the number in the other group and promotes a.more - 
intelligent use of the library. It also provides an hour of re- 
laxation and pleasure for the children and teachers which is 
none the less delightful because it is educational. ‘Monday 
is not Blue Monday now. You put us in tune for the.week’s 
work,” said one teacher. Indeed so many expressions of ap- 
preciation have come from teachers that it is now felt that 
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they understand what the library is trying to do for their 
pupils. The effect of their quickened interest may be seen in 
_ the library attendance. 

One great advantage of the school story hour is that it is 
given a place in school hours and thus indirectly the library is 
able to reach more children than it can during the hours from 
four to five and from seven to eight now given to the library 
story groups. It is estimated that the story tellers meet in the 
library rooms and elsewhere 1,800 children 8 week. With the 
added opportunity afforded by the schools, stories are pre- 
sented to over 4,000 pupils. How the children enjoy the books 
introduced through the story hour may be illustrated by one 
boy’s words ‘‘I read the book first thing in the morning and 
last thing at night. I read the story through and then I read 
it kind of zigzag. I trace the pictures with pencil and tissue 
paper so that Ican keep them. At last my mother said, ‘You 
take that book back to the library and don’t get it out again 
for six months.’ But I guess I know it most by heart.” One 
mother told us that she had purchased for a Christmas gift 
for her boys, a children’s classic they had grown to love through 
the story hour. They read it during Christmas afternoon and 
stayed up an hour later that night in order to finish it. 


While the East Boston section has been the most 
completely covered because the library groups have 
been extended through the enterprise of the Chamber of 
Commerce, the work in other parts of the city is marked 
also by gratifying results. One of the branch librarians 
writes: “‘It is the greatest single force I know for de- 
veloping morale, offering wholesome recreation and 
furnishing progressive literary standards.’’ The same 
opinion expressed by teachers is constantly heard. 

Club work in the North End Library, the only section 
of the city where it is a regular feature of library work, 
has been reorganized on a new basis. The rooms fitted 
up in the basement primarily for club use are now avail- 
~ able at all times for library purposes. The present clubs 
are now intimately connected with the work of the 
branch library. The boys have well-organized debating 
and dramatic clubs and a twelve piece orchestra which 
is making excellent progress. The girls have several clubs 
two of which are studying American history. The 
librarian states: 


During the year one group made a study of the Pilgrims. 
They listened to the reading of ‘‘The Courtship of Miles 
Standish’’ while they dressed clothes pins in Pilgrim and Indian 
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costumes and made an attractive Indian village. They learned 
and danced the minuet, singing a song and imitating Priscilla, 
‘““modest, simple and sweet.” 


The Community Club of Roslindale presented the 
Roslindale branch with a gift of books for the children’s 
section and a bookcase in which to keep them. It is a 
eratifying evidence of community interest and most 
welcome because the books were choice illustrated 
editions of literature used in the story hour and desired 
for immediate use by the children of the district. 


Bates HALtt. 


In the Bates Hall Reference Department no less than 
in other portions of the library system, the year has been 
one of activity and progress. The chief of the depart- 
ment states: 


The work of Bates Hall has developed steadily through the 
year. Never has the number or the variety of its readers been 
so large. A part of the growth is due to the increased enroll- 
ment in the schools and colleges of Boston and its neighbor- 
hood and to the habits of study along practical lines which 
remain as a legacy of the great war. A part is probably also 
to be attributed to the increase in cost of books which sends 
many 2 person to the library for a book, which five years ago 
would have been bought without question. 


The revision of the Bates Hall Reference Collection has 
made progress. The work of revising the main hall is 
now practically complete; the ranges in the enclosures 
in the ends of the hall have not yet been systematically 
overhauled, though very few ranges have failed to receive 
some new books during the year. Current books are 
constantly chosen to replace those out of date or little 
used on every subject represented in the hall. 

The changes in the collection in the hall for the year 
aggregate 1,829 volumes, covered by 1,371 titles. The 
reference collection is now thoroughly alive and is 
steadily approaching a well rounded character. 


Bates HALL CENTER DESK, NEWSPAPER AND PATENT 
Rooms, CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


The use of Bates Hall, the reference center of the 
library, is constantly increasing. The actual count of 
readers shows a constant gain over previous years. A 
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comparative table, prepared by the custodian, giving 
the number of users of books in the hall at 5 p.m. during 
the first five days of each month from December to 
March, inclusive, for the period of five years shows 
an enlarged average attendance of 247 over any of the 
four previous years. The freedom of access to some 
10,000 reference books on open shelves makes it impos- 
sible to give an accurate statement of the number of 
volumes consulted, but it is significant that 224,501 books 
were sent to students and readers at the Bates Hall 
tables from the library stacks. The recording by 
geographical location of the hall slips presented demon- 
strates that a considerable percentage of those making 
use of the reading room in the library are nonresident. 
During a two-week period, as an illustration, there were 
2,223 readers and students from 86 cities and towns of 
the Commonwealth other than Boston, and 69 from 
17 cities and 12 other states and Canada. The resident 
users during the same two-week period were 8,119. 

Newspaper Room.— At present there are 276 papers 
regularly placed on file in the Newspaper Room. Of 
this number 198 are American papers and 78 foreign 
papers. In the course of the year four papers were 
added to the files and seven were either consolidated or 
ceased publication. German and Austrian papers are 
now regularly received. Sixteen newspapers in foreign 
languages and published in the United States are re- 
ceived, their distribution by languages being as follows: 
Armenian 3, Albanian 1, French 1, German 3, Greek 2, 
Spanish 1, Swedish ra Syrian 2; Welsh 1. The foreign 
printed papers represent 32 countries with the total of 
77 titles. 

The library binds, for preservation, 30 papers. The 
list includes all Boston papers and a selection of some 
of the important papers published in this country and 
other parts of the world. ‘The library receives monthly 
a bound volume of the New York Times, index edition. 
During the year 79 volumes were added to the collection, 
making a total of 8,506 volumes. 

Readers applying for newspapers during the year 
numbered 19,184; these readers consulted 32,508 bound 
volumes, a decrease over 1919-20 of 98 readers and an 
increase of 142 volumes consulted. 

Patent Room.— The patent collection has been in- 
creased by the addition of 549 volumes; the total num- 
ber of volumes in this collection is now 15, 315. Readers 
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applying for bound volumes in the patent collection 
during the year numbered 18,243, and consulted 106,891 
volumes, an increase of 1,005 readers and an increase of 
2,734 volumes consulted over 1919-20.

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The figures given above show substantial gain over 
the year 1919-20 in the number of readers and in the 
number of bound and unbound magazines used. The 
figures, however, like those of other departments of the 
library, do not tell of the efficient service of the attend- 
ants, the amount of research work that is constantly 
carried on, or the volume of special information that is 
daily at the service of the readers. 

The convenience of those who have occasion to use 
the bound files of magazines has been materially in- 
creased during the year through the utilization of a 
portion of the basement under the Periodical Room. 
This new room, properly lighted and equipped, together 
with the space in the annex of the Periodical Room, 
contains with the exception of the more specialized 
periodicals, found in the various special departments of 
the library, all the bound periodicals indexed in the 
Reader’s Guide and the magazine subject indexes. By 
bringing together the great mass of the bound and un- 
bound periodicals much time is saved the reader and 
student. 


Tue SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


Dr. Winthrop Holt Chenery, Chief of the Special 
Libraries Department, comprising the divisions of Fine 
Arts, Industrial Arts, Music and the Special Collections, 
assumed the duties of his position on January 3, 1921. 
Mr. Chenery was graduated from the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, B.S. (1896), Harvard A.B. 
(1897), A.M. (1898), Ph.D. (1904). From 1905 to 
1920, Mr. Chenery was on the faculty of Washington 
University, Missouri, as professor of romance languages, 
also 1912-1919 as librarian. During the World War, 
he was in charge of camp libraries, successively, at 
Camp Pike, Camp Greene and Camp Dodge. During 
the year 1920 Mr. Chenery was engaged in advanced 
study at the New York State Library School at Albany; 
in the course of this work he made thorough surveys of 
the library systems of Springfield and Cleveland, the 
latter of which will soon be published by the University 
of the State of New York. Mr. Chenery’s familiarity 
with many languages and his wide travel experiences in 
foreign lands will add materially to the value of his 
services. ‘The library is fortunate in having added to 
its staff a scholar of such equipment and experience. 
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Fine Arts DEPARTMENT. 


The number of volumes issued for ‘‘home use”’ during 
the year was 22,949, as compared with 22,783 for the 
previous year. During a trial period of three months 
the circulation was found to be divided as follows: 
Fine arts books, 44 per cent; technical books, 56 per 
cent. The apparent smaller use of fine arts books is 
explained by the fact that a majority of these books are 
limited to use in the department by their character and 
cost. In the past twelve months 597 lantern slides 
have been added to the collection which now numbers 
8,547. The slides loaned during the same period num- 
bered 3,644. In the Fine Arts Department there are 
now 56,751 pictures, 1,197 of which were added during 
the year. The number of portfolios of pictures sent: 
out on request from schools, clubs and classes was 
2,223, compared with 1,854 the previous year. 


ALLEN A. Brown Music Room. 


The number of volumes and pieces added to the 
music collection during the year was 311. For ‘“‘home 
use’’ 5,486 volumes were issued, compared with 5,048, 
and for ‘‘hall use” 14,024, compared with 14,312 
volumes last year. The gift of 136 bound volumes 
of modern French and Russian music available for cir- 
culation from Mrs. George P. Sanger has been warmly 
welcomed by the public. 


THE STATISTICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The department although still struggling in crowded 
quarters and inconvenient location is continuing its use- 
ful work in reference and home circulation of documents, 
and statistical and collateral books. Certain foreign 
exchanges and other material deposited in the library 
by the American Statistical Association, which were 
formerly received directly, are now to be forwarded 
from the New York headquarters of the association. 
It would seem worth while to make some arrangement’ 
whereby those publications at least of which files have 
been started should be received regularly as issued. 


REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. 


On January 31, 1921, there were outstanding 105,458 
“live” cards, a gain of 3,067 over last year and 10,801 
over the year 1918-19. — 
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The new registration begun on August 1, 1919, de- 
scribed in the report of last year, has been continued. 
The registration of the year amounted to 52,284 cards, 
or an average of over 1,000 a week. Covering a period 
of seventeen months the new registration cards number 
85,163, of which 8,660 are nonresident cards, repre- 
senting for the most part students attending educational 
institutions in Boston. The ‘‘live”’ teachers ecards in 
use number 1,549; the ‘“‘live” special privilege cards 
309. ‘Teachers’ cards are granted by the librarian upon 
written application to persons giving instruction in any — 
recognized institution of learning in the city, while 
special privilege cards are granted only on application 
to the Board of Trustees. 


THE SUPERVISOR OF CIRCULATION. 


During the year, the supervisor has made notes on 
the branch libraries and on severa! of the departments 
of the Central Library. These are serving, with the 
approval of the librarian, as a basis for certain changes 
of method and the introduction of new processes of 
work in line with those which have been adopted by 
other libraries with similar problems. 

The following pieces of constructive work have been 
effected: (1) the development of the Information Service 
and the Open Shelf Room, fully described in the October- 
December Quarterly Bulletin, 1920, and referred to on 
page 24 of this report; (2) the reorganization of the 
printed forms section of the Stock Department of the 
Central Library which necessitated the introduction of 
a perpetuating stock invoice system and a yearly ac- 
counting sheet as a basis for ‘trustworthy estimates; 
(3) the planning and editing of the News Notes on Gov- 
ernment Publications, a monthly bulletin, which, by 
request, 1s now sent to libraries in thirty states. Begin- 
ning with the twelfth issue, January 15, 1921, the last 
page of the bulletin was given over to staff news of the 
library. 

Under the direction of the librarian, the Supervisor 
of Circulation has the task of initiating and forwarding 
such plans of organization and service as will ultimately 
aid in the more convenient and efficient use of books and 
printed material. With the help of department heads 
and specially appointed committees, plans are sub- 
mitted for co-ordinating the work of the various depart- 
ments in order that more harmonious team _ play 
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throughout the library system may be made possible 
and that quick, intelligent and cheerful service to the 
public in the circulation of books and the dispensing of 
information may result. 


BRANCHES AND READING ‘ROOMS. 


The Branch Department consists of 16 branches and 
14 reading rooms, in number the same as a year ago. 
The subsidiary agencies include fire engine houses, 58; 
other institutions, 36; parochial schools, 17; public 
schools, 176. The total number of agencies therefore 
is 317, the same as a year ago. 

The number of volumes issued from the Central 
Library on borrowers’ cards through the Branch De- 
partment was again the largest number ever issued in 
one year, 108,169 as against 96,000 in 1919-20. Of 
these 86,316 volumes were issued from the Branch 
Deposit Collection in the Central Library. The num- 
ber of cards representing unsuccessful calls for books, 
120,286, has unfortunately increased nearly 4 per cent, 
from 55 per cent last year to 58.8 per cent this year. 
Of the total number unsuccessful cards 80,947 repre- 
sented requests for fiction. As stated last year and as 
emphasized earlier in this report, the only remedy is a 
greater number of copies of the volumes most in demand. 

Only 7 of the branches and 7 of the reading rooms 
show an increase in the number of volumes sent in the 
daily issue from the Central Library as compared with 
the totals for last year, but some of them show material 
gains. ‘The North End Branch had an increase of over 
3,000 volumes and City Point Reading Room a gain of 
over 6,000 volumes. 

There have been sent out on deposit from the Central 
library 46,972 volumes, as against 43,012 volumes in 
1919-20. The deposit collection now numbers 56,606 
volumes, a net gain-for the year of 2,061 volumes. 

Unbound, discarded periodicals, in number 37,970 
have been sent to the following places: the Penal Institu- 
tions Department, the Children’s Institutions Depart- 
ment (Suffolk School for Boys), the Infirmary Depart- 
ment, the Charles Street Jail, the State Prison (Charles- 
town), the Prison Camp and Hospital (Rutland), the 
Psychopathic Department of the Boston City Hospital, 
the Catholic Sailors’ Club (Charlestown), the Boston 
Seaman’s Friend Society, and the Consumptive Hospital 
Department (Mattapan). 
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During the year there were sent to libraries in Massa- 
chusetts on interlibrary loan account 1,811 volumes 
compared to 1,236 a year ago; there were lent to libraries 
outside of Massachusetts 278 compared to 260 a year ago. 
Applications were refused for the loan of 395 volumes to 
libraries in Massachusetts compared to 228 volumes 
last year, and applications were refused outside to the 
number of 54 compared to 36 volumes last year. The 
library borrowed on the interlibrary loan account 
during the year 37 volumes from other libraries com- 
pared with 29 volumes a year ago. 

The number of volumes sent to schools during 1920-21 
was 43,196, as against 45,3438 in 1919-20. The number 
of individual teachers supplied with books was 11,018, 
as against 11,046 in 1919-20. 

The total circulation of the branch library system was 
2,129,407 volumes, as against 1,992,987 volumes in 
(1919-20, a gain of 136,420 volumes. All the branches, 
but one, and all the reading rooms, but three, show 
gains. 

The number of volumes of new books bought for the 
branches was 10,688 volumes, as against 7,434 in 1919- 
20, and replacements to the number of 12,686 volumes, 
as against 9,606 the year before. The additions to the 
permanent collections of the reading rooms was 7,731, 
as against 8,388 in 1919-20. Books relating to American- 
ization and books in foreign languages have been added 
liberally. 

In the Appendix to the report may be found an in- 
teresting sketch of the several branches and reading 
rooms with a statement regarding the work and acti- 
vities prepared by their librarians. 


PUBLICATIONS. 


The chief work of the editor’s year was the preparation 
and issuance of the Quarterly Bulletin. On account of the 
illness of Mr. Swift from January through March, the 
first number of this publication was prepared and put 
through the press by Miss Mary H. Rollins, with such 
assistance as the editor could render on the telephone 
and by letters. The total number of the pages of this 
volume (fourth series, Volume II.) was 416. Each 
issue was printed in an edition of 2,000 copies, plus 75 
copies on better paper. 

The editorials in the Bulletin have been continued as 
follows: ‘‘A Brief Sketch of the Public Library, Second 
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Period,’ in the March number; ‘‘Government Informa- 
tion Service of the Library,” in the June number; ‘The 
Public Library and one of its Auxiliaries,”’ in the Septem- 
ber number; and ‘‘ An Extension of the Library Service,” 
in the December number. The aim of these editorials is 
to keep the public informed as to various phases of 
library activity. 

During the year the Bulletin also contained the follow- 
ing illustrations: Ruins of the Winthrop House, burned 
in 1864 (in March number); Hotel Pelham before razing 
in 1869 (in June number); Tremont street looking north 
from Eliot street before widening in 1869 (in September 
number); and Tremont street looking north from Hollis. 
street before widening in 1869 (in December number). 
Reproductions of manuscripts, etc., in this Library 
have been as follows: (In March number) Petition for a 
Bridge between Boston and Charlestown, 1720, with 
names of the petitioners; Letter on Church Attendance, 
1639, from Plymouth to the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
(with facsimile). (In the September number) Harvard 
College in need of help, 1672; Inauguration of a Pastor 
at Duxbury, 1680 (with facsimile). (In December 
number) Two days before Bunker Hill, Resolve of the 
Committee of Safety of the Provincial Congress, June 
15,1775 (with facsimile). The list of New Books, and 
other divisions of fresh accessions are as usual, except- 
ing that in the December number all titles relating to 
music have been placed in a separate list, next to the 
Allen A. Brown Music Room titles. 

Although the editor was directly responsible only for 
the Bulletin, it is proper in this place to mention other 
library publications which appeared during the year, 
and with certain of which he had some connection. The 
publications are as follows: 


Weekly Lists. Fifty-two numbers in editions of 2,500 each; 
now edited by Lucien E. Taylor of the Catalogue Room. 

Brief Reading Lists. Four of these popular and convenient 
lists (Nos. 14 to 17, inclusive) have been issued during the- 
year, and are as follows: 

No. 14. One-act Plays in English, published since 1900. — 
Compiled by Michael J. Conroy, and printed in an edition of 
1,000 copies. 

No. 15. ‘The Pilgrims of Plymouth.” Compiled by Mary 
Alice Tenney, and printed in an edition of 2,000 copies, and a 
second edition of 2,000 copies. 

No. 16. ‘‘New England.’ This list was prepared at the 
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instance of Mr. J. Randolph Coolidge, Jr., at the Public Li- 
brary of Brookline, and revised and enlarged at this library. 
Fifteen hundred copies were printed. 

No. 17. ‘Presidential Elections.” Printed in an edition of 
2,000 copies. 


The most notable single publication of the year was 
the Finding List of Books Common to the Branches, 
containing 283 pages with folded sketch map of 
Boston and the public library system, issued in May, in 
an edition of 1,400 copies, and 100 copies on special 
paper. 

During the year there were also published the Annual 
Report for 1919-20, and, under the direction of the 
Supervisor of Circulation, the monthly News Notes on 
Government Publications, published for the staff of the 
Boston Public Library. 


CouURSES IN LIBRARY SCIENCE. 


The lecture courses in library science for the library 
staff, inaugurated last year, have been continued. ° 
Simmons College has again opened its courses, both in the 
library school and in the college, to library employees 
having the recommendation of the librarian.. Six mem- 
bers of the library staff have registered in library courses, 
two in French, four in history and one in sociology. A 
special course on reference work for the benefit of the 
library employees is being conducted at the library one 
hour each week by Miss June R. Donnolly, the Director 
of the School of Library Science. There are regularly 
registered in this course fifteen ‘members of the staff. 
Miss Alice M. Jordan, Supervisor of Work with Children 
for the Boston Public Library, continues her course in 
children’s work. Last spring two members of the library 
force availed themselves of the privilege of taking a 
course in accounting at the College of Business Adminis- 
tration of Boston University. The officials of the 
university were glad to welcome members of the staff 
as a partial return for courtesies extended by the library. 
It is difficult to measure in specific terms the value of 
the training in library work thus open to the employees of 
the library, but it is believed that it will lead not only 
to a higher average grade of intelligence in library work, 
but that it will tend to strengthen the esprit de corps of 
the staff, and that the public will receive better and 
more intelligent service. 
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LECTURES AND EXPENDITURES. 


As in previous years the account of lectures and exhi- 
bitions does not cover the fiscal year February 1, 1920, 
to January 31, 1921, but gives the events of the lecture 
season from the fall of 1920 through the spring of 1921. 

The lecture hall is utilized to its capacity and fre- 
quently it has been found necessary to refuse its use on 
account of conflicting dates. 

Two new classes in the University Extension Course 
of the Massachusetts Board of Education, namely oral 
English and American citizenship, proved very popular, 
the latter especially so among the new women voters. 
Another new feature in this series was the story telling 
class. Many civic associations, teachers’ clubs, art 
clubs, ete., continue to use the lecture hall for their meet- 
ings and, since they are frequently addressed by eminent 
speakers and since the meetings are always open to the 
public, the service to the community at large is obvious. 

As in former years the Field and Forest Club pro- 
vided valuable lectures, mostly on out-door subjects; 
the Drama League course and the lectures on music 
are adding more and more to the popularity of the Sun- 
day afternoon lectures. ‘The semimonthly Monday 
afternoon meetings of the Boston Ruskin Club have 
also been well attended. 

The tercentenary of the landing of the Pilgrims has | 
been extensively observed in the lecture course and in 
the: exhibitions. Fifteen of the lectures during the 
season were closely related to the history of the Pilgrims 
in England, Holland and America, and especial thanks 
are due to the gentlemen from Harvard University and 
other institutions of learning who have generously given 
their time to these lectures. 

The Pilgrim exhibition was arranged at an early date 
to be ready for the meeting of the Congregational 
Council in Boston in July, 1920. It consists of an 
extensive collection of books and tracts relating to the 
Puritan and Separatists movements before the sailing 
of the Pilgrims for America. To these has been added 
material on the many religious controversies in New 
England, original printed sources of New England his- 
tory, the Indian wars, the evangelization of the Indian, 
early publications in the Indian dialect, the witchcraft 
delusion and the persecution of the Quakers. 

The pictorial portion consists of photostat reproduc- 
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tions of contemporary views in England and Holland, 
also views of Plymouth, Massachusetts, and the Pil- 
grims in art. Two minor sets of the illustrations have 
been sent to the branches and reading rooms for exhi- 
bition in rotation during the winter. The Central 
Library exhibition will remain open during the summer 
of 1921 to cover the closing festivities at Plymouth in 
July and August. | 

Another outstanding event was the loan exhibition 
commemorative of the 100th anniversary of the death 
of the poet, John Keats, held from February 21 to 
March 14, 1921, consisting mainly of the well-known 
collection of Keatsiana belonging to Mr. Fred Holland 
Day of Norwood, and the pictorial collection of Keats- 
iana belonging to Mr. Louis A. Holman of Boston. 
Other Keats collectors of Boston contributed valuable 
first editions, manuscripts and letters. 

The library course of free lectures given during the 
season, the lectures given under the auspices of the 
various civic bodies, and a list of public exhibitions held 
during the year, may be found on pages 86-88 of the 
Appendix. 


REPAIRS AND CHANGES. 


Owing to the severe and continuing storms early in the 
year, extensive repairs were found to be necessary on 
the main roof and gutters of the Central Library. On 
recommendation of the Finance Commission and under 
the authority of his Honor the Mayor, the work was 
executed by John Farquhar’s Sons, Inc. All gutters 
have been relined with new copper, flashings and tiles 
have been replaced wherever necessary and it is believed 
that, with the exception of occasional minor repairs, the 
roof is in good condition for some years to come. 

Following a four years’ retrenchment, a period during 
which only the most pressing repairs and improvements 
have been made, the time has now come when as a 
matter of economy a thorough ‘‘house cleaning’”’ and 
‘putting in order’ should be undertaken throughout 
the library system. Roofs of a number of branches 
must be repaired, and the outside iron and grill work 
wherever existing needs attention. Electric lighting at 
the North End Branch and the Tyler Street Reading 
Room is inadequate and calls for changes. 

At the Central Building there is pressing need of a 
new passenger elevator and a thorough overhauling of 
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the tube system and the book railway which in late 
years have given much dissatisfaction: The lighting 
needs to be improved, especially in Bates Hall, the 
Special Libraries, and the Catalogue Room. Inside 
shades are much to be desired for the large windows in 
Bates Hall. The walls and ceiling of the third floor of 
the Central Library, constituting the Special Libraries 
Department, are badly in need of cleaning and repaint- 
ing. 


CONCLUSION. 


If the year has brought its progress and encourage- 
ments it has also brought its sense of limitation due 
particularly to the need of sufficient money to make 
out larger programs and to the haunting sense of how 
much good might be done were there open opportunity 
to do it. One instance of this sense of restriction is to 
be found in the work of the branches and reading 
rooms. The clientele throughout the entire system is 
increasing and, though it may not be importunate, 
would greatly appreciate much that it cannot now 
have. The chance for improving the situation is limit- 
less, but no real advance can be made unless the num- 
ber of library helpers is increased. Asia matter of fact 
the librarians of some of the branches have borne a 
responsibility, including detail work and long hours, in 
excess of their strength. Unless relief can soon be 
found a number of the branches and reading rooms 
must of necessity be closed. New assistants when 
found, however, must be so well equipped by previous 
training and experience that they will cherish an en- 
thusiasm for their work beyond the mere point of ren- 
dering service for money received, but to obtain this 
sorely needed enthusiasm means that a sufficient salary 
must be paid to secure the right sort of helpers. What 
the library is at present able to pay does not invite the 
desired quality of devotion and attainment. 

In contrast to this grave need in the system at large 
it is a pleasure to speak not only of the faithful and 
intelligent assistance given to the public by the staff 
of the Library during week days, but also by those 
employed in the Sunday and evening forces. The latter 
selected by necessity from the day-time ranks, assisted 
by those in the ‘‘extra”’ service, do their work well and 
zealously. Changes in personnel during the year have 
given an opportunity for some deserved promotions. 
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With the exception of a few hours on Sundays, the 
resources, mental and physical, of the various employees 
are seldom taxed beyond the reasonable limit outside of 
which the best work cannot be done. It is possible 
that this freedom from excessive tension will explain 
the increasing excellence of the service rendered on 
Sundays and during th evenings. 

The librarian not only acknowledges his debt of grati- 
tude to the library workers in the branches and reading 
rooms, to the members of the regular day and evening 
forces at the Central Library, but he is specially be- 
holden to the chiefs of departments and to the assistant 
librarian. ‘To the members of the entire staff, each in 
his or her apportioned share, belongs the credit for the 
effective operation of the Public Library system.

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APPENDIX. 


BRANCHES AND READING Rooms. 


The following reports from the thirty branches and 
reading rooms show the development of the branch 
systems from 1871 to the present time, a period of fifty 
years. ‘They show the different beginnings from which 
the branches arose. Some were originally shop stations 
dependent on neighboring branches, some were reading 
rooms founded because of gifts from local associations, 
and some were branch libraries from the beginning. 
The East Boston Branch was the first branch library of 
any size in the country. Many shop stations and some 
reading rooms were areas pam and lived for some 
years only to be discontinued or replaced by others as 
the city grew and changed. Several of the branches 
came into being because of the annexation of towns to 
Boston. Others which began as shop stations have 
developed into reading rooms and finally into branches. 
Several places owe their beginnings to the gift of free 
quarters by citizens, and some to a similar offer on the 
part of the city through the Public Buildings Depart- 
ment. Only a few of the branches are in buildings 
erected for their exclusive use, with money provided by 
the city, while several branches and many reading 
rooms are still in rented quarters. In order thoroughly. 
to understand each branch, its history must be kept in 
mind. Present conditions are the result of a natural 
development. 

In the growth of the branch system two or three dates 
are especially noteworthy: the enlargement of the func- 
tions and equipment of the branches and reading rooms 
and the organization of the Central Department in 1896 
and 1897, including the daily delivery by the wagons in 
the form in which we have it now, and the development” 
of the work with schools from 1898 onward; the formal 
agreement with the School Committee for united effort 
was made in 1901; and the abolition of the last shop 
station took place in 1907. 

The chief function of a branch is to bring the resources 
of the whole system to the district which the branch 
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serves. But this means far more today than it did 
twenty-five years ago. The branches do many things 
that were not considered necessary or possible then. 
Almost all the systematic work with children, the 
systematic reference work, and the work with schools 
have come into existence in the branches since 1895. 

The Branch Department, Central Library, is the 
center of the branch system, and through automobiles 
and the telephone is able to instruct, advise, and co- 
operate with the branches in a variety of ways. Some 
of the most important functions of this department are 
the supplying new books, sending deposits of books to 
the reading rooms, the schools, and to certain institu- 
tions, and the daily issue of books on borrowers’ cards 
by the wagons. SBesides the great general collections of 
the library, from which the branches draw, there is a 
deposit library of nearly 60,000 volumes, on which the 
sending out of deposits and the daily issue on bor- 
rowers’ cards depend to a great extent. 

These thirty reports are not intended to be uniform, 
either in form or content, except in the most general 
way. The individuality of each writer expresses itself 
freely. 


BRIGHTON BRANCH.

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Under the will of James Holton the sum of $6,000 was left to 
the town of Brighton to be used for a public library. The 
Brighton Library Association made a gift of its collection of 
books. This served as a nucleus for the library, which was 
maintained for a while in the town hall. 

In 1874 the present building, called the Holton Library, was 
dedicated, and the library became a part of the Boston Public 
Library when the town of Brighton was annexed to Boston in 
the same year. . 

The population of Brighton, including the Allston and the 
Faneuil districts, is about 36,000. 

- Brighton is almost wholly a residential district with only a. 
small foreign population in North Brighton made up of Arme- 
nians, Poles, Finns, Swedes and Italians. There are a few 
business places, such as the Brighton Stock Yards, Fuller’s 
Lumber Yard and the New England Warehouse of the Carnegie 
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Steel Corporation. The business department of the New 
England Telephone Company is also located in Brighton. 

But Brighton is best known for the great number of its reli- 
gious and educational institutions. In Brighton proper there 
is the Bennett School, Brighton High School and St. Columb- 
kille’s Parochial School; also Mt. St. Joseph Academy, St. 
John’s Seminary, Cenacle Convent, St. Gabriel’s Monastery 
and Brighton Catholic Institute. There are four churches: 
Congregational, Unitarian and Episcopal and St. Columbkille’s 
Roman Catholic. 

The clubs in the district include the Brighthelmstone, 
Women’s Municipal League and the American Legion of Honor. 

A great deal of work is done in North Brighton by the 
Women’s Municipal League and the Brighton Branch, working 
together to supplement the work that the schools are doing for 
the children, and to help the adults who cannot speak English. 

The branch has sent a deposit of 500 books to the league, 
and they are given out to thechildren two days a week, and to 
the adults on one evening. Books which tell how to become a 
citizen and easy books on learning the English language are in 
ereat demand. 

A collection of 6,000 pictures which the branch now possesses 
is circulated very freely among the schools to supplement the 
work in history and geography. The pictures on industries 
are most in demand. The circulation this year was 8,000. 
Pictures and books relating to the Pilgrims have been asked 
for constantly, and the schools have been supplied with such 
material. 

CHARLESTOWN BRANCH.

The Charlestown Public Library was opened in 1862 with a 
collection of 6,000 books. In 1874, when the district was 
annexed to Boston, the library became a branch of the Boston 
Public Library. 

The present building, erected in 1913 and owned by the city, 
has a separate room for adults, one for children, and a good 
lecture hall. The branch contains about 16,000 volumes, 51 
periodicals, and a collection of 1,800 pictures for circulation. 
There are three funds for special books. 

The community is about evenly divided among laborers, 
clerks and business men, with a few persons of the leisure class. 
The population is 39,600, and the branch serves a district of a 
little over a square mile. There are eight grammar schools, 
one high school, an evening center, eight churches, two women’s 
clubs, two clubs for sailors, a Y. M. C. A. building, and a boys’ 
club. ' 
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The principal occupation is freight handling, because of the” 
docks and railroad terminals in the district. In addition there 
are the shops of the Navy Yard, several factories, two milk 
depots, spice and flour mills, and a sugar refinery. Among the 
adult borrowers we circulate many books on machinery, en- 
gineering, electricity and accounting, and a large percentage of 
fiction. For the children, the library is the natural center for 
school work and reading as well as for the circulation of books. 
The homes are, in most cases, crowded and poorly lighted, so 
that each afternoon and evening the rooms are filled with stu- 
dents and readers ranging from early grade to college age. The 
circulation is distributed between’ 40 per cent adult readers, 
and 60 per cent juvenile. 

The population of 39,600 is 71 per cent native born. Of the 
6,708 foreign born, 2,481 are English speaking, coming from 
Ireland, Great Britain, and Canada. The remaining 2,300 
are made up of Russians, Italians, Poles, and Armenians. The 
Russians number 507, and the Italians 647. This year among 
our books on citizenship, we have several volumes printed in 
two languages, and we circulate them, but the Americanization 
field is, of course, not so wide here as it is in some districts. 

Our few books of fiction in Yiddish are in use all the time 
among the Hebrew parents. 

Collections of supplementary reading are lent by the branch 
to the schools, at the request of the teachers. Last year, we 
lent 2,138 volumes to 58 teachers. In connection with these 
deposits of books, the teachers find the Branch pictures useful. 
There were two hundred requests for these last year and a total 
of 4,128 pictures were circulated. . 

Teachers and children are interested in the Pilgrim tercen- 
tenary this year. Each class had an exercise on the Pilgrims, 
which required a visit to the library for poems, stories, and 
pictures of the Pilgrims. ; 

We have a weekly story hour for the boys, with an average 
attendance of 100. ; 

The special feature of this year’s work is the plan to open a 
library room at the Bunker Hill Evening School Center in the 
form of the usual deposit. This school is at quite a distance 
from the Branch, and those who attend it will get an oppor- 
tunity once a week to take or return library books there. The 
Evening School Department will provide the room, heat, and 
light, and plans are under way to secure furniture and an 


attendant, on the part of the library. 


CopMAN SQUARE BRANCH.

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- In 1905 the Codman Square Branch was opened to the public 

in the Municipal Building which it now occupies. From 1905 
to 1914 it was a reading room, Station J, taking the place of 
two shop stations, one at Ashmont and one at Dorchester 
Station, which were discontinued. On November 1, 1914, 
because of the rapid growth of the reading room it was re- 
graded as a branch. The building is on the site of the old 
Town Hall of Dorchester, a framed picture of which together 
with printed notices of the old town meetings is owned by the 
branch. 

The section of Dorchester which the Codman Square Branch 
serves is residential, including apartment houses, large single 
houses with grounds, and everything between the two extremes. 
In the squares and on the main streets are groups of little shops 
which serve each community and which make frequent shop- 
ping trips to Boston unnecessary. Here we have numerous 
women’s and men’s clubs, for example: the Dorchester Women’s 
Club, the Athena Club, the. Women’s Catholic Guild, the Har- 
vard Improvement Association, the Book Review Club, the 
Colonial Club, the Dorchester Club, and others. 

We have also many churches and schools. The. Dorchester 
High School is just across the square, and often pupils are 
allowed to come to the branch in their study periods to look 
up some reference question. Our nearness to the schools gives 
us an enormous amount of reference work to do all the time. 
We have had classes come over from the Dorchester High 
School for little practical talks about the reference books. 
These classes came to the library with their English teacher 
during the English period. After the talk questions were dis- 
tributed so that the pupils might actually use the reference 
books. Then if there were points to explain further it could 
be done on the spot. This helps the individual to help himself. 
There has been a marked improvement in the way the pupils 
use the books after these reference talks. Thirteen classes 
were taken care of in this way; each class having from 30 to 35 
members. 

We have people here who are interested in teaching the aliens 
of our city, and people who are studying Americanization with 
the idea of teaching. For these people we have a number of 
books which they need to use. The titles of these books were 
given to us by a lady who was taking the Americanization 
course at Harvard. She seemed to be very glad to suggest | 
books to help fill out our collection. 


DorRCHESTER BRANCH.

Circulation. 
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In 1874 the City Council made an appropriation for a branch 
in Dorchester and quarters were found in the city building at 
Field’s Corner. The branch was dedicated January 18,1875, by 
services held in the First Parish Church. On the 25th of Jan- 
uary, the Branch, which contained about 4,000 volumes, was 
opened to the public, and circulated for home use, during its 
first year, 15,675 volumes. In 1875 a delivery station at 
Dorchester Lower Mills was established. Through the inter- 
vention of the Rev. H. G. Spaulding, the proprietors of a cir- 
culating library gave approximately 2,500 volumes to the 
Dorchester Branch, on condition that a delivery station should 
be established at the lower Mills.’ The plan was tried experi- 
mentally, and in the first year the station received 8,504 volumes 
from the Dorchester Branch, and 132 volumes from the Central 
Library. 

In 1881 a delivery station was opened at Mattapan; in 1883 
one at Neponset; in 1890 one at Ashmont; in 1896 one at 
Upham’s Corner; and these were served from the Dorchester 
Branch. 

The population of Dorchester in 1915 was 138,119. 

This branch is in a thickly settled district, the population 
being largely of Irish extraction, mostly working people. There 
are few Jews and Italians. 

The schools assigned to us are the Mather, John Marshall, 
Mary Hemenway, and Minot. We also serve St. Peter’s School, 
the Daly Industrial School and the Industrial School for Girls. 
The churches in this district are three Roman Catholic two 
Unitarian, one Baptist, one Methodist Episcopal and a Jewish 
Synagogue. 

This is a business section, with many provision and grocery 
stores, etc. Here too are the Sturtevant Mill Company, the 
Boston Insulated Wire and Cable Company, the Educational 
Publishing Company, the Dorchester Beacon office, the Dor- 
chester Telephone Exchange, the Dorchester Board of Trade, 
the Dorchester Relief Society, branches of the Red Cross and 
Instructive District Nursing Association, Division 1 of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, a fire engine house, 
Gordon House, and the Dorchester Theater. 

The general library room on the second floor, and a children’s 
room, inadequate for the purpose, on the third floor of the 
building which contains also the Police Station and Dorchester 
Municipal Court, are conveniently placed for the objects they 
seek to serve. 

The books on citizenship and Americanization have been 
collected and conveniently placed, and have had some circu- 
lation through the schools. 

Books on Plymouth and the Pilgrims have been placed to- 
gether. Teachers are using them, and they are circulating well.

The East Boston Branch was the first branch of the Boston 
Public Library, as well as the first branch library in the United 
States. Its earliest home was in the old Lyman School building, 
where the collection of books purchased from library funds, in 
addition to those given by the Surfner Library Association of 
East Boston, was accessible to the public in 1871. 

During the first year of the branch 74,804 books were cir- 
culated for home use. 

In 1912, after having been forty-one years in its first home, 
the branch was moved to the Austin Schoolhouse, and two 
years later, in 1914, the new building on Meridian street was 
occupied. 

Isolated from the city proper until the building of the tunnel, 
East Boston had to be sufficient to itself. Evidences of this are 
seen in the social life of the district, its libraries, its seventeen 
churches and numerous clubs, the most important of which is 
the Home Club. This organization, consisting of women banded 
together to promote the welfare of the community, has always 
supported the branch in every movement. 

Originally a residential suburb with beautiful gardens, Hast 
Boston is now an industrial center. Here are large lumber and 
ship building yards, knitting mills, shoe shops, foundries, and 
boiler works, as well as engineering plants. 

It is the home of the new American also, for many strangers 
from foreign shores settle here near the immigration station. 
The population of 63,023 is cosmopolitan; the Italian and Jewish 
people predominate, but there are many of Portuguese, Irish, 
Scandinavian, and Canadian birth, as well as some of the 
descendants of the old settlers. 

This branch has all of the problems of a city library, but the 
most important phase of its work is that with children, who come 
to us from seventeen schools (public and private) for books and 
for material to help them with their studies. Often 800 or 900 
children under sixteen years of age will visit the branch during a 
single day. i 

This year the Boston Chamber of Commerce has had its East 
Boston headquarters for Americanization work at the East 
Boston Branch. Through its outdoor moving pictures, silent 
talks in foreign languages as well as English, its story hours and 
English classes, the Chamber has advertised the benefits of 
American citizenship and incidentally the library. Lists of 
books in the Yiddish and Italian languages and of books on 
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citizenship to be found at the East Boston Library have been 
printed at the expense of the Chamber of Commerce and 
distributed to the public. 

The result has been most gratifying. Adults of foreign birth 
have visited the branch in greater proportion than ever before, 
and have applied for library cards and books, as well as for 
information in regard to naturalization. The large number of 
books on citizenship added to the branch this year have been of 
great value in this work. 


Hype Park BRANCH.

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At a town meeting held in 1871, three years after the incor- 
poration of the town, a committee was appointed to begin a 
movement in favor of a public library. The library was 
opened in 1874 in small rented rooms, with William E. Foster, 
now of the Providence Public Library, as librarian. In 1883 
-the library Was removed to larger quarters, where it remained 
until 1899 when it was transferred to the new library building, 
a structure of simple interior with dignified exterior propor- 
tions, of which the citizens were justly proud. On January 1, 
1912, by annexation, the library became a branch of the 
Boston Public Library. The branch contains nearly thirty 
thousand volumes. Two daily papers are taken, with forty- 
nine different periodicals. 

The population of Hyde Park is about 20,000. There are 
3,000 pupils in the public schools. There are six grammar 
schools and one high school in the district. Pupils ‘are helped 
with reference work and deposits of books and pictures are 
sent to the schools when they are needed and can be supplied. 
Eight hundred and forty-three pictures were lent last year. 

The branch has assisted the high school library by classifica- 
tion of its books and in the completion to date of the dictionary 
card catalogue. 

A summer review school is held here each year, and also 
evening schools from October to April. Ambitious young and 
older men and women from among our foreign population avail 
themselves of this opportunity to get an elementary education 
or to increase their knowledge of mechanical and industrial arts. 

There are ten churches in the district, with which clubs and 
societies are connected. The Current Events Club, composed 
of a few hundred women, and the Thought Club, organized 
for literary study, constitute the women’s clubs, which the 
branch aids in every way it can. 
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Business of various kinds is here, and there is also a Board 
of Trade. The manufactories are numerous and draw a foreign 
population. Nearly every nationality is represented, Italians — 
and Poles predominating. The books on Americanization are 
used. A history of the United States and a life of George 
Washington have been first among the books called for by 
foreign readers. Children of foreign parentage frequent the 
library and read our best literature. 

The Pilgrim Club connected with one of our churches has 
recently dramatized the early history of Boston. Much of 
the material for this purpose the branch was able to supply. 


JAMAICA PLAIN BRANCH.

Circulation. 
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A delivery station, supplied with books from the Roxbury 
Branch, was opened in one room in Curtis Hall in 1876. In 
December of the next year a regular branch libiary of about 
five thousand volumes was established in rooms occupying 
most of the lower floor in Curtis Hall. The circulation the 
first year was 28,174 volumes. Books were sent twice each 
week to Roslindale and West Roxbury, and these deliveries 
were continued for many years until the permanent collection 
of books at each of these places had so increased that this 
service was no longer necessary. 

The library was in a flourishing condition, the circulation for 
the previous year having been 53,493, when on the night of 
December 15, 1908, a fire which originated i in the hall above, 
caused much injury to our books and obliged us to find a new 
location. The next morning a small hall and adjoining rooms 
were hired, and fitted with rough shelving and tables. The 
books were removed as rapidly as possible, those that were 
water soaked were dried, and all were sorted out and rearranged, 
so that in two weeks we opened again in our new quarters 
where we spent two years and eight months under very trying 
conditions. 

We moved in 1911 to the new building devoted wholly to 
library uses. The spacious sunny rooms are highly appreciated 
by our patrons and the library employees. 

The section of Jamaica Plain served by our library is mostly 
residential. The entire population is estimated at about thirty 
thousand, but this includes many residents who make use of 
the Boylston Station Reading Room, which is much nearer 
their homes. 

Our population is so entirely American-born that we have, 
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as yet, no Americanization problem, and consequently the 
books which we have displayed on Americanization and citizen- 
ship have been but little used. 

Since the library was opened, in 1877, the number of volumes 
has increased from about 5,000 to 16,000 volumes. 

We have always had a large number of readers who desired 
standard books in history, biography, and literature, as well 
as the best fiction. We send to the schools in our district 
books on deposit and many collections of pictures to illustrate 
the subjects studied. 


Nortu ENp BRANCH.

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In October, 1882, a reading room and delivery station was 
opened in the Hancock School building on Parmenter street 
After various changes and removals the branch moved into its 
present quarters in 1913 and is now wholly supported by the 
city. For a time it was unique in having a roof garden which 
was used as a reading room 1n summer. 

The Branch has a special collection of several hundred 
Italian books and has been enriched by many gifts of books, 
a statute of King Humbert, and a fine bas relief. It consists of 
two floors and a basement which has been fitted up for clubs 
and small assemblies. 

We are surrounded by wholesale. houses, factories and 
wharves. Food, furniture, and clothing are manufactured 
and have their markets here. Wherever a brick building can 
rise or space be found for a tenement our people live. 

In the immediate neighborhood are two large public school 
and two parochial districts. All are overcrowded. Every 
denomination has a foothold in the North End. All the 
churches have various organizations for young people. 

The North Bennet Industrial School has many fine cultural 
clubs; the North End Union and other agencies contribute to 
the welfare of the residents. The Michael Angelo School 
Center is the strongest community force. 

From small commercial beginnings the people advance to the 
status of merchants. The women employ their skilful fingers 
in many ways. Printing, engraving, and other arts and pro- 
fessions have their following. 

The majority of the residents are of Italian descent, but 
there are Poles, Greeks and Spaniards. The Italians are sen- | 
sitive, grateful for favors, and mindful of injuries. 

Italians throughout the city use the branch. Our district 
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lies in Ward 5 of which precincts 1 and 2 belong to us. In the 
1915 census the population was 23,383. The natural growth 
of the section must bring our total population up to 24,000. 

The keynote of the year’s work has been an effort toward 
better service, first, by building up a good community feeling, 
second, by increasing the knowledge and love of books, and 
third, by installing methods of work which save time and 
money. 

During the summer close acquaintance with groups of chil- 
dren was gained by holding a children’s hour in the branch. 
Book knowledge comes, also, through the story hour. 

There have been eight library clubs this year ranging from — 
the younger groups up through the Debating Club and the 
City History Club to the Rossi Dramatic Club and the twelve 
piece orchestra. ; 

Various labor-saving methods and rules of procedure which 
allow us to handle crowds and speed up the issue of books 
have been adopted. 

A conspicuous section in the adult room has been filled with 
books on citizenship and learning English. We attempt to 
supply in Italian books that express American ideals, such as 
lives of great Americans or standard delineations of American — 
life. 

Pictures, posters, booklists and a Pilgrim village, made by 
the City History Club, have called attention to the Pilgrim 
celebration. Pilgrim life has been lived again in song and 
story by the children. 

Fairy tale posters and illustrations of the proper care of 
books have been made. We have tried to exhibit in the library 
and supply to the schools only the highest grade of pictures. 

A brief report cannot express the vivid color, the humor, the 
seething life, the struggle with inadequate resources and the 
joy of expressed appreciation that dwells in the North End 
Branch. 


ROSLINDALE BRANCH.

Roslindale is a part of Ward 23 and has a population of - 
about 18,000, a large percentage being either foreign born or 
of foreign parentage. None of the residents are very wealthy, 
but nearly all have comfortable homes. No large business of 
any kind is carried on, but there are many small stores. ‘There 
are seven churches, including a German Lutheran, two large 
public schools, one parochial school, and a moving picture 
theater. The clubs and societies are numerous. 

The first step towards establishing a library in Roslindale 
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was taken in 1878, when a delivery station for books from the 
Jamaica Plain branch was opened on Florence street, at the 
house of the agent. There followed, in 1893, a shop station 
in a dry goods store at 19 Poplar street. This was transferred, 
in 1896, to a variety store at 25 Poplar street. In addition to 
a regular delivery of books from the Central library and the 
Jamaica Plain Branch, a deposit of 300 books was placed here. 
The success of this station soon showed the need of better 
library facilities, and through the efforts of the leading citizens, 
$5,000 was granted by the City Council for the purchase of 
books. In December, 1900, the reading room called the Ros- 
lindale Reading Room was opened to the public in the Wise 
building on Ashland street. In a few years these quarters 
became inadequate, so rapid was the growth of this station. 
In May, 1918, the library wsa removed to its present home in 
the new Municipal Building. This room is spacious, well 
heated and lighted, and the equipment is nearly all new. The 
disadvantages are a gymnasium overhead, and large posts and 
high bookcases which so obstruct the view as to make it im- 
possible with a small force to exercise proper supervision over 
the children. In September, 1919, the station was made a 
branch. 

The improved accommodations have attracted many new 
patrons and the past year has been a very busy one. The 
books on citizenship have been constantly used by the chil- 
dren, some taking them home for their parents to read. Adults, 
with the exception of teachers, seldom apply,in person for these 
books. ‘The books on the Pilgrims have been in great demand. 
Few pictures have been added to our collection this year, yet 
the circulation has increased. Those illustrating industries 
have been most called for by the schools. The reference work 
has been one of continual activity, but it could have been 
made much more helpful with better resources on many 
subjects. 

The Community Club gave twenty-one handsomely illus- 
trated books to the children for hall use, and one of its mem- 
bers, Mrs. Wilkinson, gave a small bookcase in which to keep 
them. 

There are great opportunities for increasing the usefulness of ° 
this library, if only the books so much needed for this purpose 
could be provided. 


RoxBury BRANCH. 
Helen M. Bell, Lnbrarian.

This, the third branch to be established, was the first to 
occupy a building especially erected for a library. It is an 
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interesting fact that this was one of the first library buildings 
in the country in which the books were arranged in a stack. 

Caleb Fellowes of Philadelphia bequeathed money for a 
library in Roxbury, then a separate municipality. When a 
branch library in this district was proposed this money had 
become available. Therefore, an arrangement was made be- 
tween the Trustees of the Public Library and those of the 
Fellowes Athenaeum by which the latter agreed to erect a build- 
ing that the former should rent. The rental money, after the 
payment of taxes, insurance and repairs, was to be spent for 
books and periodicals, and the library was to be managed as a 
branch of the Boston Public Library. As the result of this co- 
operation this branch is the largest in the system and now’ 
contains over 36,000 volumes. 

Roxbury had 50, 000 inhabitants in 1873 when this Branch 
was opened. The population i is about 130,000 at the present 
time. Other library agencies have been established, but the 
character of the neighborhood that this branch chiefly serves 
has entirely changed. There are now few families of native 
Americans and the names of the card holders show representa- 
tion of many nationalities. This section appears to receive 
the foreign born who desire to change their environment after 
they have become somewhat acquainted with American life and 
customs. 

The associations of Roxbury with Governor Dudley, John 
Eliot, Joseph Warren and with events in the early settlement 
of the country and the Revolutionary War are of interest. 

' Although remote from the business section there are in this 
vicinity in addition to churches, schools, both public and 
parochial, homes for the aged and convalescent, a social center, 
a boys’ club, and charitable and social organizations. 

To sixteen school buildings class room libraries are supplied 
from our resources. During the school year over two thousand 
volumes are sent out to about sixty teachers. Our collection of 
30,000 mounted pictures is used by the teachers as aid to their 
pupils in the study of geography and history. 

Scrap books made of pictures collected from various sources 
have been found useful in work with children. 

In our daily service to the public there are ever new problems 
to be solved and help to be given in the selection of books for 
home reading or study, from the child who says he is “struck 
on the birds’”’ to the adults who seek information on many 
different subjects. 


SoutH Boston BRANCH. 
M. Florence Cufflin, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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This was the second branch library to be established by the 
trustees. It was opened in 1872 in the same leased quarters it 
now occupies, on the second floor of the Masonic Building. In 
1872 there were 4,400 volumes in the branch including about 
1,400 volumes contributed by the Mattapan Library Association, 
On January 16, 1921, the collection had increased to 17,085 
volumes. The Branch has received two bequests, amounting to 
$2,600. 

Our community is really a small city in itself, having an ap- 
proximate population of 89,000. Within its confines there are 
23 public and 5 parochial schools and not less than 20 churches 
representing at least 7 denominations, as well as all kinds of 
clubs, social, business and fraternal. The people have their own 
banks, with the co-operative banks in the majority. Scattered 
throughout the district are large manufacturing concerns, some 
of which employ more than 1,000 persons. Many oppor- 
tunities for recreation are provided by the city in the way of 
public baths (5), playgrounds (6), tennis courts (6), ball fields 
(3), parks (3), community center, gymnasium and salt water 
bathing facilities. The “‘residents’’ spread out in all directions 
towards the water’s edge while the tenement population is 
crowded around the business section and it is here that the 
library is located. The people are of the hard working class 
in which only the children have leisure and inclination to read, 
and for this reason our patronage is 73 per cent juvenile. There 
is a large alien population in our neighborhood and there come 
to us children of Polish, Lithuanian, Irish, and Italian extrac- 
tion; we are beginning to have some French-Canadians and 
Hebrews. These different groups come together at the story 
hour and it is a joy to watch their faces, as the stories are told. 
During the year the branch has circulated books through a total 
of 36 agencies. 

We have given assistance to many men taking out naturaliza- 
tion papers, and we have guided and directed the reading of 
others who “‘had no time to go to night school.’”’ Additional 
copies of books on Americanization have been added and these 
reach the parents through the children, who usually take out one 
book for themselves and one for father or mother. Late in 
December, the Boston Chamber of Commerce organized a com- 
mittee to carry out a plan to promote citizenship in this district. 

Special programs were prepared in the schools in honor of the 
Pilgrim Tercentenary and the library was asked to provide 
plays, music for dances, pictures of costumes, ete. One school 
had a pageant in which most of the children took part. 


SOUTH END BRANCH. 
Margaret A. Sheridan, Librarian. 
Circulation. 
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The South End Branch of the Boston Public Library is at 
present occupying its third home at 397 Shawmut avenue, in 
the building formerly known as the ‘‘ Every Day Church.”’ This 
branch library came into existence forty-three years ago, in 1877, 
when the Mercantile Library Association made a gift of its 
library of 18,000 volumes to the City of Boston. One of the 
conditions of this gift was, that part of the collection be used 
as a nucleus for the establishment of a branch library at the 
South End. The gift was accepted and the South End Branch 
was opened that year in the basement of a house owned and 
occupied by the Mercantile Library Association on the corner 
of West Newton and Tremont streets. Two years later, in 1879, 
having outgrown its first home, the branch was moved to 
quarters in the newly erected English High School building on 
Montgomery street, where it remained for twenty-five years. 

In the early days the branch library served a community 
very different from the present one. The South End was a 
residential district, where American merchants, bankers and 
well to do business men and their families lived. But long ago 
the change in the character of the population began, and for 
some years it has been largely a lodging house district. In 
1904 the South End Branch moved into the present home at 
397 Shawmut avenue, a building which it entirely occupies. 
At present a lively hope is entertained that the branch will 
soon find a permanent home in the South End Municipal 
Building about to be erected in the district. 

This branch library, although used by many who live in other 
parts of the city, serves directly the congested section south: 
of Dover street to Northampton street, and from Albany street 
on the east to Tremont street on the west. Washington and 
Tremont streets are chiefly devoted to business while some 
factories and wharves are located on Albany street. East of 
Washington street to Albany street is a tenement district. 
Here are found all the racial elements that go to make up our 
population: Russian Jews, Armenians, Syrians, Italians, 
Chinese, some native Americans and a rather large percentage of 
Irish. Just south of the branch on Shawmut avenue is a rapidly 
growing negro colony. West of Washington street is largely a 
lodging house section with a floating and constantly changing 
population. A clergyman at one of the churches here described 
rather clearly the restless character of this section by stating 
he always felt that he was preaching to a procession. 

The religious needs of the people are served by four Roman ~ 
Catholic churches, a Jewish synagogue, a Baptist church for 
colored people, several Protestant churches of different denom- 
inations, the Morgan Memorial and the Salvation Army. In 
the district are five grammar schools, two parochial schools, 
three high schools and a Latin school. 

This year a more definite effort has been made to help the 
foreign population by adding to our collection more books in 
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Russian, Yiddish, Italian and other languages. Much of the 
Americanization work here is carried on in clubs, and there 
have been special courses for the foreign women. The library 
co-operates by sending books to the clubs, and by helping the 
individual at the library. 

Besides the schools, to all of which the branch library sends 
deposits of books and collections of pictures, there are several 
institutions which are supplied, St. Vincent’s Orphanage, 
Home for Aged Men, South Bay Union, the Ladies’ Catholic 
Club, and the Jewish Welfare Center. 

The social settlement work here is well organized and very 
successful. 

It is interesting to note here that the library story hour, now 
so important a factor in the work with children at the branches, 
really originated at the South End Branch several years ago 
as volunteer work before the library system adopted it. 

With all the educational and social activities around us the 
branch library has a very important and sympathetic part. It 
not only provides books and information, but is a center to 
which all the different elements and types come with an equal 
right and receive an equal welcome. 


UpHams CoRNER BRANCH. 
Mary F.. Kelley, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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.The Uphams Corner Branch was opened in the Municipal 
Building, Columbia road, in 1904, after the discontinuance of 
a shop station on Dudley street. The first annual report 
showed a circulation of 24,660. When this is compared with 
the circulation of 1920 the growth of the branch is apparent. 
The library was opened with the status of a reading room but 
so rapid was its growth that in 1907 it took on the dignity of a 
branch, and up to date has achieved and far surpassed its 
earliest hopes and aspirations. 

At first it occupied only one large room, which served as a 
general reading room for children as well as adults, but later 
it was given the use of one half of the ward room in the building, 
and the worst half at that, for a children’s room. Although 
the circulation has mounted the quarters are still archaic and 
the children’s room is quite inadequate as to space, light and 
ventilation. 

Originally the library was considered to be in the midst of a 
typical American neighborhood, but the finger of time has 
pushed forward business enterprises rapidly in the Uphams 
Corner section, and with the advance many of the older Amer- 
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ican families have departed and newer American families, of 
many strange tongues, are coming into our district and we are 
anticipating and preparing for more changes. So far the Jews 
and the Italians seem to be the principal newcomers. 

Recently from the Phillips Brooks night school there were 
obtained 69 adult registrations, all among the foreign born, 
few of whom speak anything but the simplest of English. As 
a result our citizenship books are in constant demand and this 
part of our work is becoming an important factor. 

Having a large school population to deal with, the work 
among children is of vital importance. Our deposit work is 
heavy and our picture circulation runs up into the thousands 
each month. The story hour group, one of the largest in the 
city, averages 200 weekly. 

Our library, situated as it is in a Municipal Building where 
there are many other activities, naturally has a large percent- 
age of adult readers. For instance on class day in the gymna- 
slum many women make it a point to return and take out 
books. Likewise on Saturday night many men who come to 
the shower baths feel the need of a little mental relaxation and 
at such a psychological time O. Henry and his like are in 
demand. The Uphams Corner Branch has the largest circu- 
lation of any of the out of town branches. 


WARREN STREET BRANCH. 
Beatrice C. Maguire, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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Some years ago a wise librarian of Boston planted library 
seeds in sections of the city where book collections were few. 
They were called ‘shop stations,” and in them people learned 
to cultivate the love for books, although the meager accom- 
modations did not permit the luxury of “‘browsing.’”’ These 
plants, as might be expected, did not all attain the same growth. 
Some few ‘‘fell upon stony places.’”’? _The majority, however, 
throve amazingly and “brought forth fruit an hundred fold,” 
completely outgrowing the first sowings long before their 
most ardent supporters had dared to predict the results. 
Such was the beginning of the Warren Street Branch. It © 
must not be supposed that it reached the latter status quite 
untouched by interfering weeds. 

In 1905 the library opened in its present location as the 
Warren Street Reading Room, with a collection of 933 volumes, 
which included 400 on deposit from the Central Library, 300 
from the Roxbury Branch, and 233 volumes of its own. The 
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growth was rapid. In nine years the increased circulation 
warranted leasing the adjacent store. This arrangement gave 
space for a children’s room, a larger reading room for the 
adults, and a work room. It is not surprising, therefore, with 
this continued upward and onward movement that in Sep- 
tember, 1919, the trustees decided to confer upon the reading 
room the dignity of a branch. This remarkable expansion of 
service may be attributed in large part to the changing char- 
acter of the neighborhood. Beginning with a small community 
of American families only, it has today a population of approxi- 
mately 25,000, largely Jewish, with a fair representation of 
Irish, Italian, Swedish, and English. ' In recent years there has 
been some use by the colored people. 

The schools in the district include the Roxbury High School 
(for girls), Latin School (for boys), several large grammar and 
primary buildings, besides two parochial and Hebrew schools. 

Work in Americanization is one of the most important fea- 
tures of the branch, on account of the large percentage of foreign 
born people. In this vicinity are two schools which conduct 
classes in English for foreigners, and where many people take 
advantage of the opportunities afforded them. Our growing 
collection of books on this subject is divided into two classes, 
adult and juvenile. From them the library is enabled to 
supply much of the pupils’ reading matter, and every facility 
is offered to this particular class of borrowers. Appropriate 
posters and leaflets further assist in placing Americanization 
matter before the public. 

The picture collection, numbering more then 2,000 plates, is 
used extensively in the schools. At the beginning of each 
term it is the custom for a majority of the teachers to furnish 
lists of subjects in order that we may supply pictures on the 
dates requested. Pictures are also lent to high school pupils 
for use in oral composition and to Normal School students, who 
are frequently required to illustrate their talks. 


West Enp BRANCH. 


Florence M. Bethune, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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At the corner of Cambridge and Lynde streets stands the 
West Church, long a landmark of the West End. In 1894 the 
property was purchased under an appropriation made by the 
City Council, was placed under the control of the trustees, 
remodeled internally in a style which carefully preserved its 
original architectural character, and reopened in 1896, as the 
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West End Branch of the Boston Public Library. It provided 
accommodations for 250 readers, and contained at that time 
8,600 volumes. . 

Today this building, described as ‘‘an open-hearted church,” 
stands in the midst of a crowded business and residential dis- 
trict, with an approximate population of 100,000, in which it 
is said twenty-two different nationalities are represented. 

The seating capacity has been increased by converting the 
balcony into a children’s room, where hundreds of children 
come daily, where they have free access to the shelves, where 
attendants give special attention to the wants of the young 
visitors and as far as possible guide them in the selection and 
use of books. 

The Adults’ Reading Room is always well filled, and at cer- 
tain times it is crowded to its capacity with people from all 
walks of life. 

On account of its location, and because of the historic in- 
terest in the building, strangers and visitors from all parts of 
the city use this branch. ,We therefore have a large and cos- 
mopolitan constituency whose demands are varied. It may 
well be said that this is a smaller central library. 

The district has many settlement and community houses, 
churches, clubs, with welfare workers representing various 
organizations, but the library, because of its neutral attitude, 
is the one place where all the people meet on common ground, 
where they can get material to assist them in their work, and 
where they can come for recreation. 

' Always, since its beginning, this branch has been doing 
Americanization work, but this year a special emphasis has 
been placed upon it. A collection of books on citizenship has — 
been built up and a prominent place assigned it. Books in 
Yiddish, Russian and Italian have been added for the adult 
foreigners who cannot read English. 

An effort to meet the demand for books on business adminis- 
tration has been made by the addition of several up-to-date 
books, by well-known authorities, on accounting, salesman- 
ship, office management, practical psychology, and of the 
periodicals ‘‘System”’ and ‘Industrial Management.’’ 

There are four large school districts, including ten buildings, 
with a registration of 6,400 children in the West End. The 
relation between the schools and the library is very close. 
Books and pictures are sent regularly, and both teachers and 
pupils come to the branch. ; 

The story hour for children has grown this year from a small 
group of twenty-four at the beginning to 150 at the present 
time. 

What this library means to the community is shown by the 
immense use that is made of all its privileges. There are no 
dull times at the West End Branch. 
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West Roxspury BRANCH. 
Carrie L. Morse, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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The first library in West Roxbury for general use was started 
by the Rey. Jolan Flagg, a minister of the First Parish Church. 
It was known as “The Spring Street Social Library.” Any 
person became a proprietor by paying $3 and an annual assess- 
ment. The first catalogue was printed in Boston in 1841 and 
represented about four hundred and seventy-five volumes. 

The library was first placed in Mrs. Benjamin Corey’s 
house and was afterwards removed to Miss Betsy Draper’s 
store. After the store was given up the collection was removed 
to Westerly Hall, where it remained under changed conditions 
until the present time. 

In 1863 an association was formed under the name of the West 
Roxbury Free Library, which finally owned 3,000 volumes. In 
1876 the books were taken over by the Boston Public Library, 
which established a delivery station, and in 1896 this became a 
branch At the present time it has over 11,000 volumes, with a 
yearly circulation of over 57,000. 

The population of this residential district at present is about 
8,000, with four schools, six churches, the Citizens’ Association, 
the Highland Club, the Woman’s Club and many other clubs, 
literary, etc. West Roxbury is known as a club district. 

The extreme southerly end of the territory, which is called 
Germantown, has quite an alien population, and gives us work in 
Americanization and a chance to use the new books recently 
added for that purpose. 

The Pilgrim tercentenary has awakened interest in books on 
the history of the Pilgrims. Pictures are in great demand. 
Books of plays and pageants are in constant use, and a number 
of plays which have been given at the schools were taken from 
the books at the library. 

The picture circulation is a large feature, for over seven 
thousand pictures circulate each year, not only in West Roxbury 
but in all parts of the city. 

A business directory was started by the branch this summer. 
It contains cards of all the various occupations in the district, 
and also the names of the prominent people residing here. This 
is found to be of great use, and we have cards sent to us with 
requests that the senders’ names may be inserted in the index. 

The work with the schools and the story hour in the school 
hall each week, with an attendance of over three hundred show 
the co-operation of the library with the master and teachers.

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DoRCHESTER LowER Mitus READING Room. 
M. Addie Hill, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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This Library was first opened in 1875 as a delivery station of 
the Dorchester Branch. Mr. J.C. Talbot gave the use of a room 
in his store for one year. The room, which had been used many 
years before for a reading room, was now open three hours daily, 
to register borrowers, receive applications for books, and deliver 
books when received. An express box passed daily to and from 
the Dorchester Branch, and communication was established 
through the branch with the Central Library. At the end of the 
year the library had proved successful, and the room was hired. 
We remained there till 1883, when we moved into the building 
where we are now. 

In 1884 the delivery station was made a deposit station and 
reading room. We then received books from the Central Library 
twice a week, and later every day. In 1895 we began to have a 
permanent collection of books, first reference books, and then 
books of fiction and children’s books. The collection at the 
present time comprises 1,280 volumes. 

The district has two schools, the Gilbert Stuart and Stoughton 
Baptist, Catholic, Methodist, Orthodox, Unitarian, and Congre- 
gational churches, and the Dorchester Woman’s Club. The 
principal business firm is the Walter Baker Company, chocolate 
makers. The alien population consists of Greeks, Italians and 
Jews. The majority of the foreigners are now American 
citizens. 

Reference work is an important function of this reading room. 
The schools send to the Central Library for deposits of books 
and pictures through this reading room. 


MatTraPpAN READING Room. 
Emma G. Capewell, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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A delivery station of the Dorchester Branch was opened in Mat- 
tapan in 1881. It occupied one corner of a store in the Oakland 
Hall Building, Mattapan square. This was the beginning of 
the branch system of the library for the citizens of that quite 
remote district, which is situated on the banks of the Neponset 
river, the dividing line between Boston and Milton. For a 
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number of years this was the only library service, books being 
sent from the Dorchester Branch three times a week. Eventually, 
a number of the leading citizens of Mattapan and Milton came 
together with the purpose of providing a reading room, with the 
result that the Mattapan Library Association was formed. A 
room was secured in the same building, magazines and papers 
furnished, and the library desk was also moved in. This was in 
1889. A few years after, I entered the service, and soon the city 
took over the whole. In 1896 the delivery station became a 
reading room and a good number of reference books were sup- 
plied and also a small deposit of books for circulation, while 
other books were received from Central every day by express, 
although I cannot say with precise regularity. Meantime it was 
found to be advisable to move to a more central part of the 
community, and in 1907 a somewhat larger place was found 
nearer the residential section. So from serving a small country 
town of one school, one church, and only a few stores, we are 
now near four primary and three large grammar schools, four 
churches, and many stores. 

The population has increased largely. There are many Jewish 
families, and some Italian and Swedish. There is not yet any 
special Americanization work, though there is some call for 
Pilgrim books and pictures, and always a demand for books and 
pictures for schools. 

Mattapan has been said to be ‘‘off the map,”’ but it has found 
a place, and we hope for still better things in the near future. 


NEPONSET READING Room. 
Beatrice M. Flanagan, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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In answer-to the public demand for a better library than the 
shop station which had existed since 1883, the Neponset Read- 
ing Room was opened in 1907 in a one-room, one-story structure, 
equipped with four large oblong tables, and with a seating 
capacity of forty. About two hundred and fifty volumes, com- 
prising a fine collection of reference books, were placed on the 
Shelves. The original building is still-in use, but the number of 
books now at the disposal of the public has increased to 1,939. 
The importance of the library is shown by the constant use of the 
reference books and magazines, and by the increase in the yearly 
circulation from 6,068 in 1907 to 23,682 in 1920. 

The Minot School and St. Anne’s Parochial School are in 
the district. The librarian has visited both from time to 
time, books have been sent to them on deposit, pictures lent, 
and the spirit of co-operation between the library and the 
schools maintained.

The churches include the Episcopal, Methodist, Congrega- 
tional, and Roman Catholic. It is not unusual for a clergyman 
to call for some reference book which will furnish him with 
material for his sermon. 

Lumber dealing, ship building and piano making are the 
chief industries. Because of the two latter, many Poles, 
Greeks and Italians are coming into what formerly was an 
entirely American community. 

Books on Americanization have been placed on plainly 
labeled, accessible shelves. These books are constantly used 
by men qualifying for citizenship and occasionally by teachers. 

The picture collection, although rather a small one, has 
proved of great value. We have been able to supply some. 
requests, while others have been referred to the Central Library. 

Special work with the younger children has been attempted, 
and an occasional story read to the youngest children on a 
Saturday afternoon. The high school pupils have been aided 
in their selection of books for supplementary reading by the 
arrangement in one particular section of books entered in the 
supplementary list. : 


Mount BowpoIn READING Room. 
Isabel E. Wetherald, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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This reading room was founded in 1886, in the present loca- 
tion, through the efforts of Gen. Hazard Stevens and other 
public spirited members of the Mt. Bowdoin Library Asso- 
ciation. In the appeal to the public it was said, ‘‘The library 
is situated upon the natural, the strategic, the fittest and best 
point for an institution of such far reaching influence for good. 
It is at the junction of two great lines of travel . . . The 
whole region will be densely built up, and there is no reason ~ 
why Mt. Bowdoin should not have the best, the model branch 
library in the city, if all will help with the foundation.” The 
opinion as to probable use has been confirmed. From a cir- 
culation of 14,000 a year to the approximate 75,000 books 
circulated in the current year seems a far cry. However, the — 
Board of Trustees, the association, and the first librarian, Mrs. 
Elizabeth G. Fairbrother, whose personality, wise administra- 
tion of the reading room, and intense love for the service are 
worthy of remembrance, together built a firm and permanent 
foundation which permitted the growth during the service of 
the present librarian. The section which it serves has grown, 
is cosmopolitan in character, and has a good proportion of 
discriminating readers. 
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The library is in close co-operation with the schools of the 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, the Christopher Gibson and the Sarah 
Greenwood districts. Members of the Baker Memorial Church, 
the St. Mark’s Episcopal and Harvard Congregational Churches 
and the Grove. Hall Universalist Church are in the vicinity and 
use the library as individuals to some extent and for material 
for church activities. In common with the other branches it 
has an excellent reference library and a good general collection 
of books. It contains much material suitable for members of 
clubs and debating societies, and many take advantage of it. 
The business interests of the vicinity consist mainly of stores 
supplying every day needs, but these stores are numerous. 
Contact between the library and local interests comes about 
through trade, the use of the library by families, and in various 
other ways. 

Picture exhibits representing the fine arts, travel and history 
are given monthly. Pictures are lent from the Fine Arts 
Department through the reading room to schools, to lecturers, 
club members and others to illustrate their work. This is one 
of the great privileges which the Central Library affords. 

The Pilgrim tercentenary has brought a demand for material 
* concerning the Pilgrims and the new list on Pilgrim literature 
is gladly supplied upon request. 

Since we all desire to be good citizens, and the question of 
Americanization is just now a live topic, the library is fast 
becoming equipped with special books on the subject of citizen- 
ship, civics, and books easy and interesting for the study of 
English, and of American institutions and patriotism. Books 
in foreign languages may be drawn on library cards as well. 

The work with the children is important at this reading 
room, and many new children’s books are constantly added. 


ALLSTON READING Room. 
Katharine F. Muldoon, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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Succeeding a shop station opened in 1889, the Allston Read- 
ing Room was established at 354 Cambridge street in 1905. 
In 1908 it moved to 6 Harvard avenue, having outgrown its 
former quarters. This location we were forced to vacate in 
October, 1919, and moved to our present quarters, 138 Brighton 
avenue. We are now in the centre of the district, in three 
rooms on the second floor; they are entirely too small, but were 
the only ones available. 

We have two grammar schools to be supplied with books 
and pictures. The pupils come for books for home use, and 
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also to study. They also come for pictures to illustrate their 
lessons. JI mounted some, and allowed these pupils to take 
them to school. One student’s mother came in later and 
thanked me for doing this, telling me it assisted her daughter 
in obtaining a better mark. Pictures from the Central Library 
and our own collection are also lent to the teachers. 

From several of the churches in the district we have had calls 
for books on pageants, plays and other means of entertainment. 
Teachers also have called for material when writing up special 
subjects. We have a woman’s club, many of whose members 
are our patrons; also several men’s clubs. There is a commu- 
nity house here, and a branch of the Red Cross. 

The district is a residential one, full of single and two-family 
houses and apartments, but car shops, box factory, the auto- 
mobile industry and steel works are to be found here. We 
have a theater, several branch banks, shops and markets suit- 
able to a small community, and a local paper. 

Sixty per cent of our readers are adults, two thirds of them 
being women. A number of our patrons are Jews, with a few 
Swedish, French, Italians, Lithuanians, Polish and Germans, 
but most of them are Americans. A collection of books on 
Americanization was placed in a conspicuous place and has 
been used by teachers. 

To meet a demand for material on the Pilgrims, pamphlets 
have been collected, books placed on a certain shelf, and picture 
bulletins made. 


Mount PLEASANT READING Room. 
Margaret H. Reid, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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Books are keys to wisdom’s treasure, 
Books are gates to lands of pleasure, 
Books are paths that upward lead, 
Books are friends — Come, let us read: 


In a small room at the corner of Magazine and Dudley 
streets, in 1900, the Mt. Pleasant Reading Room was first 
opened. It succeeded a shop station on Blue Hill avenue. 
For thirteen years our work was carried on in this building, 
although for some time the reading room had outgrown its 
quarters. In 1915, the new Municipal Building on the corner 
of Dudley and Vine streets was opened. The reading room 
moved to large, well heated and adequately lighted quarters in 
this building, with a special entrance on Vine street. The 
room is the center of attraction in this district. The children

find it a good place in which to do their home lessons, and the 
older people enjoy a quiet evening among the books. 

A small case in the room is used for ‘‘Clean Hands Books.” 
The case is marked with one of Gaylord’s posters reading: 


A sunbonnet baby and an overall boy 
Went to live in a book one day, 

The book was too dirty for them to enjoy 
So they quickly ran out and away. 


Do you enjoy a clean book? Do try to keep books clean. 


The charging plates of these books bear the heading, ‘‘Clean 
Hands Books.’’ Children using this case apply at the desk 
for the privilege of joining the Library Clean Hands Club. 
A label is put on the side of the library cards with the letters 
L. C. H. C. and entitles the children to the use of this special 
case. Soap and water have been very freely used since the 
club was started. Some of the boys who were never known 
to come to the library with clean hands have hands now that 
really shine. All of the teachers in the district are very much 
interested in this club. One teacher is urging the pupils in 
her room to have 100 per cent clean hands. Students from 
the Roxbury High and the Practical Arts Schools and Boston 
College are making use of the library. All of our reference 
books are in constant use, and from these books almost any 
subject can be looked up as fully as needed by the students. 
The teachers tell me that excellent results have been obtained. 

Many of the younger children have taken advantage of the 
new rule, allowing all in the third grade to have library cards. 
All enjoy the privilege, and the wear and tear on the books is 
no greater than before. This privilege creates in a child a 
desire for good books, as well as a feeling of pride in having 
a library card that belongs solely to himself. He feels the 
responsibility of keeping the books clean and of returning them 
on time, and he also knows that the assistant at the desk is his 
friend, ever ready to help him select the books most suited to 
him. In fact, the possession of a card stimulates confidence, 
which seems lacking in some of the older children. Printed 
signs reading, “If you cannot find what you want the librarian 
will be glad to help you,” are conspicuously displayed. Weare | 
willing to help those who ask for assistance and to offer help to 
the more reticent. 

During the summer months, when out of door life calls, and 
the library in a measure is forgotten, we put typewritten lists 
on the bulletin boards: ‘“‘What are you doing this vacation?’’ 
“Work a little,” ‘‘ Play a little,” and, of course, ‘‘ Read a little.” 
Then below a list of inviting books. Invariably these lists 
attract attention, and, if the reading room does not possess 
the particular book wanted a demand is made on the Central 
Library. 
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TYLER STREET READING Room. 
Fanny Goldstein, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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The Tyler Street Reading Room is a development from a 
small delivery station originally opened on Harrison avenue 
twenty-five years ago. This reading room has been a pioneer 
in a section of the city that is always foreign, with a shifting 
and heterogeneous population, and is now situated in the 
Municipal Building on the corner of Tyler and Oak streets. 

As an example of the ingredients of our Tyler street melting 
pot, the different nationalities using the library are cited as 
follows: American, Armenian, Chinese, French, Greek, He- 
brew, Irish, Italian and Syrian. The district is particularly 
rich in social, political and educational activities. There are 
enough churches to suit all creeds, for the foreigner who retains 
his best spiritual endowment, ‘‘Faith,”’ seldom neglects his 
God here. 

The work with the schools has been greatly improved. We 
have had a most successful library day in the school hall, and 
are now working along special reading lines for the English 
classes, and using the school boys as library volunteers. Our 
picture collection is a very good one and is now in constant 
use. 

Although the Tyler street district is a particularly fertile 
field for Americanization, we are doing much less work than 
we should like, because the library is hampered in all extension 
work by the reading room hours. 

With so many different races to deal with, we feel that this 
library is fortunate in its helpful relationship with the various 
peoples, for we have aimed at a broad and sympathetic pro- 
gram without prejudice, a square deal and a warm welcome to 
all. 

The year has been a most successful one, and we are con- 
fident that the Tyler Street Reading Room has contributed 
its full share of constructive service, for the neighborhood re- . 
sponse to our spirit of library hospitality has been most encour- 
aging and gratifying. | 


RoxBuRY CROSSING READING Room. 
Katrina M. Sather, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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The Roxbury Crossing Reading Room was established as a 
delivery station in 1897 in co-operation with the People’s 
Institute of Roxbury. The reading room was moved in 1899 to 
rented quarters in the building occupied by the Boys’ Institute 
of Industry at 1154 Tremont street. In 1920 new quarters were 
leased at 208 Ruggles street. 

The district served by this reading room is an overcrowded 
tenement district, where large families and small incomes pre- 
vail. There are a number of churches in the district, both 
American and foreign, and these are of several denominations. 
The Ruggles street Neighborhood House, Robert Gould Shaw 
House, Ford Memorial (connected with the Ruggles street 
Baptist Church) have many clubs, both for adults and juveniles. 
Our district is a manufacturing center. Here carpets, boots and 
shoes, cigars, boxes, machinery, and drug supplies are made. 
Many small grocery and fruit stores, meat markets, pawn shops, 
and dry goods stores are scattered throughout the district. 

Three fourths of our patrons are children, whose parents are 
mostly foreigners, and for whom they borrow books in easy 
English. An Armenian woman, whose mother and brother came 
from Armenia last spring, has been a steady patron of our 
Americanization books. Many Jewish men are card holders and 
borrow books on citizenship and naturalization. 

For the Pilgrim tercentenary a number of pictures have been 
mounted and exhibited in the reading room. These pictures 
will be lent to the schools. Our books on the Pilgrims were 
placed on a special shelf, and some of them were made ‘Hall 
Use”’ because of the demand. 


BOYLSTON STATION READING Room. 
Edith R. Nickerson, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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The Boylston Station Reading Room was opened in 1905 in its 
present quarters. Formerly it was a shop station in the drug 
store across the way. The permanent collection of books came 
here from the Parker Memorial Reading Room which was dis- 
continued; it began with 168 volumes but has grown to about 
2,700 volumes. Twenty-seven periodicals are regularly taken. 

This reading room is situated half way between Centre and 
Washington streets, and serves the following schools: George 
Putnam, Ellis Mendell, Lowell, Lucretia Crocker, Wyman, 
Cheverus and Our Lady of Lourdes. It also serves pupils 
attending the various high schools of the city. Near the reading 
room are three German protestant churches, four protestant and 
two Catholic churches, also one neighborhood house. 
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This is a strong German community. The Jewish people are 
now coming into the district, and also a few French and Scotch 
families. We are using the books on Americanization with the 
classes held in the neighboring grammar school and the Neigh- 
borhood House. 

The business interests of the district are two shoe factories, an 
electrical plant and a machine shop. 

The circulation has grown from 9,974 in 1905-06 to 47,523 in 
1920-21. 


ANDREW SQUARE READING Room. 
Edith F. Pendleton, Librarian. 
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This reading room was opened at the request, in 1914, of the 
people of the district, which is both residential and business. 
In the vicinity are three Protestant and two Catholic churches, 
and also four schools. One, the John A. Andrew School, is next 
door to the reading room, and when school is out the children 
rush from the school into the library. The teachers come to us 
for books for teaching their special subjects, as well as for 
deposits and pictures for class room use. 

The population of foreign origin is Polish and Irish, and in the 
district are a Polish church (Catholic), and a Polish school. 

Books on Americanization have been placed by themselves 
and these circulate freely among the Polish people. 

The only organization in the neighborhood resembling a club 
is the American Legion, which occupies the rooms over the 
library. 


OrteNT Heicuts Reapine Room. 
Catherine E. Flannery, Acting Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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The addition of $2,000 to the general library appropriation 
in 1901 made possible the opening of the Orient Heights Read-_ 
ing Room in that year. Although the population of Orient 
Heights was small at that time, a reading room was considered 
necessary because of the remoteness of the district. The 
building in which the library has quarters was at one time the 
Blackinton School. At first the library occupied one small 
room in the front of the building, but later a back room was 
added and an arch was cut between the two. When the read- 
ing room was opened there were 1,000 books on the shelves, of 
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which 700 were bought for a permanent collection. Now 
there are more than 3,000 books. The circulation for the 
first full year from January 15, 1902, to January 15, 1903, 
was 11,574. At present the population of the Heights has 
greatly increased and the circulation of the reading room has 
more than doubled. 

There are five churches in Orient Heights. The schools in 
the district are the Blackinton, John Cheverus, Paul Jones and 
St. Mary’s Parochial School. Although the East Boston High 
School and the Fitton High School are not in the district many 
children who attend them come to the library. 

The chief associations of the district are the American 
Legion, the Orient Heights Yacht Club and the Orient Heights 
Improvement Association. The Americanization Branch of the ” 
Chamber of Commerce has done some work in Orient Heights 
as well as in East Boston. Last summer a children’s story 
hour was held in the Legion Hall once a week for several weeks. 
The sisters at the Franciscan Convent do some club work with 
the younger children on Saturday afternoons. 

The district is residential rather than business. Several 
‘stores and garages are near the library and four large factories 
are in the district. 

Quite a few Irish and Italian families live in Orient Heights 
as well as a sprinkling of Canadian French, Portuguese, Swedish 
and Polish. 

We have a collection of Americanization books on a shelf by 
themselves. Our Italian and English books in this collection 
are used a great deal. 


City Pornt REeapInG Room. 
Alice L. Murphy, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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The City Point Reading Room was opened in 1906 on the 
ground floor of the building at 615 Broadway. It was an active 
reading room from the start. The congested quarters were 
soon outgrown and in 1914 we moved to the present quarters 
in the Municipal Building. Here there is an ideal opportunity 
for unified community service. The reading room is near such 
organizations as the local branch of the Red Cross, the District 
Nursing Association, the Michael Perkins Post of the American 
Legion, and the Mattapanock Women’s Club. In local war 
“‘drives’’ made by the library encouraging help was received 
through the co-operation of these organizations. 

The schools on our library list include the Gaston, Thomas N. 
Hart, Frederick W. Lincoln, Oliver Hazard Perry, St. Agnes 
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and Nazareth parochial schools, and the Capen, Benjamin 
Dean and Pope primary schools. The churches comprise, St. 
Kulalia’s, Gate of Heaven, Wesley Methodist Episcopal, South 
Baptist and Hawes Unitarian. 

The registration records here show the local industries. We 
have listed a long file of firemen, engineers, chemists, draughts- 
men, skilled artisans, clerks and stenographers from such 
neighboring plants as. Walworth’s, Edison’s, Smith Brothers, 
silversmiths, New England Felt Roofing Company, ete. A 
community house for the blind sends us frequent requests for 
reading adapted to its needs. 

A brief community survey brings before us the foreign prob- 
_lem, for here at City Point we are in the midst of a large Italian 
colony. At an Americanization meeting held recently at the 
Municipal Building, under the auspices of the Chamber of 
Commerce, representatives of local organizations who were 
present, including several from the Library, were given oppor- 
tunity for further service in this field. The goal aimed at is 
“to English.”’ This is a step towards unification of the Ameri- 
canization work which is already being done in the section, 
and should result in bringing the library home to all foreign- 
born adults in the district, which includes in its alien popula- 
tion, not only Italians, but Lithuanians, Poles, Armenians and 
Czecho-Slovaks. 


PARKER Hitt READING Room. 
Mary M. Sullivan, Librarian. 


Circulation. 
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In compliance with a demand from the community the 
Parker Hill Reading Room was opened in 1907. To describe 
this district would be to give an account of a thickly-populated, 
hard-working American people, mostly of moderate circum- — 
stances, people who value a library as a source of pleasure 
and inspiration. 

Parker Hill is quite an educational center, having within its 
boundaries the following schools: Latin, Normal, High School 
of Commerce, Our Lady of Perpetual Help, Farragut and 
Martin. An annual visit is made to these schools to create 
or stimulate, as the case may require, a hearty co-operation ~ 
between the teachers and the library; and to solicit new patrons 
among the pupils. 

The churches are the Mission Church and the Highland Con- 
gregational Church. 

Perhaps our most successful work is done among the children. 
In many instances the mothers as well as the fathers go to 
daily work, and so, after school, instead of going to their 
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homes the children come to the ihiary and from four to seven 
it serves as a juvenile social center. Here much time and 
attention are given to the reading of these little ones. Often 
by placing a book in a child’s hands a line of reading is fol- 
lowed which only the suggestion made possible. For instance: 
One boy came in with a cheap but thrilling Nick Carter, and 
was absorbing its contents. I asked him if he enjoyed it. 
He said “‘Gee, it’s great! Sixteen murders and I’m not half 
through.” I told him that I had a book in mind, and that I’d 
like to see what he thought of it. He read the book, and since 
then comes with ‘‘Say, teacher, that’s great! Please gimme 
another.’”’? And I do. 


FANEUIL READING Room. 
Gertrude L. Connell, Librarian. 


Circulation.

When the doors of the Faneuil Reading Room were first 
opened to the public in 1914 many people looked dubiously 
upon the location selected as being too far from the main 
thoroughfare. The figures of circulation show, however, that 
these pedple were mistaken. 

The building now used for the Fanueil Reading Room was 
originally the Faneuil Congregational Church. The City of 
Boston held the building under lease for a year, and then pur- 
chased it. 

For the first four years the patrons were chiefly adults, but 
for the past two years children are in the majority. This is 
perhaps due in large part to the issuing of cards to children 
under ten years of age. 

Unlike most districts containing a library we have no large 
school near by. There are, however, a few higher grades now 
in the elementary schools, and these we supply with deposits 
of books. 

Except for the teachers and students who daily use our pic- 
ture collection for their reference work, few people realize that 
we do not deal entirely in books Our picture collection is 
good but the demand still exceeds our supply. 

The past few years have brought to us more desultory readers 
though we have many real and appreciative students. 

It is safe to say that there are fewer foreigners in our com- 
munity than in other districts of the city. 

Both the Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts meet nearby zs have 
deposits of books sent here from the Central Library for their 
use. 

These few successful pioneer years of the Faneuil Reading 
Room seem but a step to a more useful future.

The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
3,605, a decrease of 151 families from the previous year. 
Of these 154 families resided in other cities and towns, 
but had retained their settlement in this city, and we 
received payment for aid rendered to 116 families resid- 
ing in Boston whose legal settlement was elsewhere. 

The number of new cases aided during the year was - 
684. The total number of cases dealt with since 1864 
is 51,380.

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the 
Pemberton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears 
Charity, the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. 
Stevens, the Stoughton, Goodnow and Jeffries Funds is 
219, a decrease of 62 from. the number aided on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1920. During the year 25 have died, 14 have 
been discontinued, 4 have gone to homes and 7 now 
have sufficient income, 1 moved out of city, 1 was with- 
drawn, 51 were transferred to city aid. 

Forty-one new names have been added. A _ total 
amount of $22,825 was distributed to these pensioners 
during the year. 

During the year we have paid $6,822.70 from the 
income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there are 
now 33 children on this fund. 

We have also made 27 grants of money to 22 persons 
in sums of $25 or less from the income of the Lucy 
Bullman Charity, amounting in the aggregate to $476. 
Many of the recipients of these grants were applicants 
for the other trust pensions, the grants being often 
made from this fund in order to meet the immediate 
needs of the applicants till the regular pensions from 
the other funds were available. 

The interest accruing from the Mason Fund was 
divided between three chaplains, Hebrew, Protestant 
and Catholic at the House of Correction at Deer Island. 


WAYFARERS LODGE. 


The total number of lodgers for the year ending 
January 31, 1921, was 4,666, which number was 6,632 
less than for the corresponding period in the previous 
year. The number of ‘‘order men’ was 347, or 283 
more than the previous year. 

By way of explanation, it might be said that an 
“order man”’ is one of the many applicants for relief 
who is out of employment and seeks aid. By reporting 
to, the wood yard and working, he receives an order 
for food for his family, and at the same time shows that 
he is willing to work. It might be termed a work test, 
and has proved to be of value. This increase in num- 
ber of ‘‘order men’’ would rather lead us to expect a 
period of unemployment.

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The Lodge has undergone some minor repairs during 
the past year, but is far from being in the condition 
that might be expected of a municipal lodging house in 
a city of the size and wealth of ours. 

It is hoped that the coming year will show many 
radical changes in the physical condition of this activity 
of the Overseers of the Poor. 

Some sort of medical inspection of the night patrons 
of the Lodge would seem advisable, as it can readily 
be seen that one or more cases of some communicable 
disease might pass through undetected, and serve as the 
starting point of an epidemic. It is hoped that the 
next budget will make allowance for this.

City TEmMPpoRARY HOME FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


The Home was instituted as a refuge for women and 
children in need of temporary shelter and food. The 
Committee has made every effort to make it a place 
where homeless and respectable women may find 
shelter without injury to their self-respect. 

Clean beds and good food are furnished for the in- 
mates and special attention is paid to the quality of 
milk for infants and young children. Children are 
segregated from the adults, when not with their parents, 
and privacy for every inmate is obtained when possible. 

There were less women admitted in 1920 than in the 
year previous, but there was a considerable increase in 
the number of children admitted. The present efficient 
matrons are giving good service; work is procured for 
the women when possible, communication with friends 
and transportation are provided when necessary.

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Boston Ciry Hospirau. 


We investigate and determine settlements for the 
Trustees of the Boston City Hospital and the Board of 
Health of sick poor aided at the City Hospital. The 
amount collected by means of our investigation during 
the past year was $81,428.12. In the case of sick poor 
admitted to our City Hospital who have no settlement 
in Boston, we notify the place of settlement, and if they 
have no settlement, the State Board of Charity is noti- 
fied, and we collect the sums due the City Hospital for 
the care of such cases. The amount thus collected by 
us from the Commonwealth and from cities and towns 
outside of Boston and turned over to the City Hospital 
during the past year was $48,707.96. 

The sum of $15,091.07 was also received at the City 
Collector’s office on account of contagious diseases 
eared for at the City Hospital on bills furnished by our 
department after investigation made at our expense. 
If we add the amount collected at our main office, part 
of which is reimbursement under the Mothers’ Aid Law 
_and for the relief by us of persons settled otherwise than 
in Boston and from other sources and paid over directly 
to the City Collector, we have an aggregate of $317,- 
481.30 collected by this department.

During the year Room 5, formerly occupied by the 
Jewish Welfare Society, has been fitted for a rest room, 
which meets a long felt want for the female clerks of the 
department.

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TRUST FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE 
OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


Pemberton Fund.—This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the 
present time from ‘A. B.,”’ Daniel Oliver, Margaret 
Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ire- 
land, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. 
Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin 
Jones, Mary Belknap, “‘A Citizen of Boston,’”’? Anony- 
mous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, 
Walter E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. 
Goddard, Matilda Goddard and Richard C. Humphreys. 
The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25,1782, and for that reason his name has been 


given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be - . 


expended, at the discretion of the overseers, in semi- 
annual payments to the poor of the city. 

The following extracts from the records of the Over- 
seers of the Poor, while showing the sources from which 
the moneys were obtained also furnish a striking and 
interesting illustration of the mutations of life. A copy 
of a letter directed to John Phillips, Esq., Chairman of 
the Board of Overseers of the Poor in Boston to be 
communicated was received at the meeting of the Over- 
seers on June 4, 1760, and then communicated. 


Boston 6 May, 1760. 


Sir :— As the Case of such Persons who, by the Providence 
of God, are reduced ‘from a State of Affluence to a State of 
Poverty, must be very uncomfortable, and what may be satis- 
factory to those of the poorer Sort, who have always been but 
in low condition, may be very uncomfortable to such Persons. 

Therefore it is the Desire and Will of the Donor that the 
enclosed sum of sixty-six Pounds, thirteen Shillings, and 4% 
be an established Fund; neither the Principal, nor any Part of _ 
it ever to be taken from or diminished on any Pretence what- 
ever; the Principal and Interest to be under the Care, Improve- 
ment and Direction of the Overseers of the Poor of the Town 
of Boston and their Successors forever — Only the Interest 
arising thereon to be by them given to such Person or Persons 
of good Character who, by the Providence of God, have been 
reduced from affluent or good Circumstances to Penury and 
Want. 
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It is not meant that this shall be a means of lessening their 
Share of the Town’s Bounty to the Poor, but that it be given 
over and above for their Comfort,— it is left to the Discretion 
of the Overseers of the Poor and their successors forever to 
secure it in the best and safest Manner for the Purposes above. 

And it is left with them either to take the Interest as it arises 
annually and apply it as above or to add the Interest to the 
Principal untill the Interest arising therefrom may be more, 
or considerably more, and then apply it as above directed.

This money was accepted and twenty-five years 
afterwards the following letter was received: 


On the 6th of May, 1760, I wrote a letter to John Phillip, 
Esq., one of the then Board of Overseers for the Poor,— With 
it I put into his hands £50. Stg. I think that was the Sum, 
This money I desir’d might be dispos’d of as set forth in the 
above letter, the Interest arising from it to be gven to Objects 
of Charity who might be reduced from Affluent to depress’d 
situation. My circumstances at present, through the opera- 
tions of the times and other events, answer the above de- 
scription, which Obliges me now to solicit those aids, that I 
once assign’d to others,— God in his all-wise Providence and 
unerring Wisdom has order’d my Lot amidst various scenes of 
distress, which leads me to petition your aid, and being inform’d 
that the Hon” Board have lately had large Sums of Money 
put into their hands for purposes similar to the above, I do 
therefore Humbly apply to them for relief under my’ Difficul- 
ties. They, I know will feel for a friend reduced as I am. 

Perhaps the Gentlemen when they take up the Matter may 
think that as I stand in need of what I so long since appro- 
priated to the aforesaid purpose, that it would be right to give 
back to me the principal sum,— This I can’t think of, I 
had rather suffer anything than the donation should be 
destroy’d. I would by all means have it operate as Originally 
intended, but if the Gentlemen should judge st proper to allow 
that or any other sum and consider it as part of the back 
Interest given to me or as a free Donation it would make me 
happy and I hope thankfull. Iff anything should be done it may 
be put into Mr. Prentiss’s hands. I hope the Gentlemen will 
excuse this Solicitation, which arises from the Misfortunes of 
one that has seen better Days. Iam

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A vote of the Board of Overseers dated January 7, 
1786: 


Granted; Forty pounds to A. B. known by the Board to be 
the person who under that Signature gave £66. .13..4, into 
the hands of the Overseers, as will appear by his letter on 
Record, dated May 6, 1760, he being now Redue’d and is a 
real Object of that Charity which his benevolence first Insti- 
tuted, as will more fully appear by his two letters to the Board 
dated Dec. 16th, and 26th, 1785. 

Also June 12, 1786, $100. 

April 1, 1789, Thirty pounds. Lawfull money. 


One source from which a part of the funds was received 
is probably little known to the general public. The 
following record appears May 29, 1813: 


Ree’d of Justice Gorham half the amount of three fines 
assessed on persons smoaking cigars in the Streets, Three dollars. 

September 26, 1810. Received of 8. Gorham, Esq. one half 
the amount of a fine incurred by W the Baker for light 
Bread, $5.00. 





Boylston Relief and Education Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in 
London, England, His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ poor 
and decayed householders of the town of Boston, not 
under fifty years of age, persons of good character, and 
reduced by the acts of Providence, not by indolence, 
extravagance, or other vice.”’ The other portion to be 
applied to the ‘‘nurture and instruction of poor orphans 
and deserted children of the town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age.” 

Mason Fund.—A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually ‘“‘to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, 
or by whatever other name called”; interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now paid semi- 
annually towards the salaries of the chaplains of the. 
House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by 
will dated May 7, 1811, ‘‘for supplying with firewood 
or coal such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not 
supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved 
by the Overseers of the Poor.”’ 

Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
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Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: ‘‘Income 
to be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, 
and sugar for the refreshment of those persons, who in 
the providence of God, are, or shall be, reduced and 
obliged to take shelter in the almshouse, after having 
lived reputably; the Overseers of the Poor to be judges 
as to the persons, but always giving the preference to— 
the pious poor.”’ 

In 1908 the Supreme Court decreed that in addition 
to the above provisions of the will the income of this 
fund could be used by the Overseers of the Poor in their 
discretion for the benefit of Boston poor outside of the 
almshouse. 

Lucy Bullman Charity.— Consists of an estate on 
Cambridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into 
the possession of the City of Boston in accordance with 
the will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided 
that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, 
said estate is given to the City of Boston upon the con- 
dition that the estate should never be sold, but the in- 
come used for the benefit of the poor. By a vote of 
the City Council, approved by the Mayor January 4, 
1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers 
of the Poor. : 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the 
income only to be expended ‘“‘in aid and for the support. 
of citizens or families who may have seen better days, 
and for charity in all its forms in such a manner as may 
best tend to alleviate the sufferings of human life and 
render the condition of the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of 
that city May, 1861: ‘‘Income to be expended in the 
purchase of fuel to be distributed to those indigent 
widows whose husbands, before their decease, had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year, and the said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown at the 
time of receiving said bounty.”’ 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘Income to be annually expended forever in purchasing 
and distributing provisions among poor and indigent 
Protestant families in said town of Brighton on Thanks- 
giving or other holidays, or just previous to such holi- 
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days, to the end that such poor Protestant families may 
have the means, in some degree, of enjoying such holi- 
days in common with their fellow-citizens; and I espe- 
cially direct that in such periodical distributions un- 
married Protestant females who are poor and needy 
shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other 
articles of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness 
of that lone class of citizens.”’ 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘Income to be annually expended, in whole or in part, 
as necessity or circumstances may require, by the 
selectmen of said town, in providing good and plentiful 
meals on Thanksgiving Day, or other holidays, to the 
Protestant paupers of said Brighton. If the whole of 
said income shall not be required to be so expended, 
then the surplus shall be added to the principal, and if 
such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
_ three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing 
said festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by 
said selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers 
of said Brighton in such a manner as said selectmen 
shall judge best and most conducive to the comfort and 
happiness of such paupers.”’ | 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut. Gov. 
William Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will 
he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be 
improved by the care of the selectmen, the income to 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow. Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to 
be paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of 
Boston and its assigns, ‘‘to be invested and the income 
applied forever to and for the relief, assistance and sup- 
port of the poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not 
supported by the said city in its almshouse, in such 
manner as the said city, or the government or officers 
thereof, may deem most judicious, but without reference. 
to the religious faith or belief of those who may apply 
for or need the assistance of this fund.”’ Five thousand 
dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of 
a person named in the will) ‘‘for the support and main- 
tenance of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of 
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Boston, who have arrived at the age of 50 years (not 
including widows), paying to each of such women during 
her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semiannual 
payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under 
this will no further payment of money s to be made 
to her, nor is any further payment of income to be made 
to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help 
under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute — A legacy from 
the late Moses Hunt: ‘‘The income to be devoted to 
the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents 
of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 
Ten thousand dollars, received March 7, 1889, has been 
invested in a City of Boston note. 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund.— A bequest of 
Caroline ©. Thayer (who died about 1891), to be paid 
over to the city after the death of two sisters, the last 
of whom died in September, 1899. The fund was 
received in May, 1900. ‘‘Income to be annually 
appropriated for the benefit and use of Protestant 
widows and single women, without distinction of color, 
preference always to be given to those who have seen 
better days.” 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the 
will of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in 
accordance with the wish of the donor. 

Thorndike Fund.— Extract from will of George L. 
Thorndike, proved June 11, 1901: ‘‘I give, devise, and 
bequeath to the City of Boston ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) in trust forever; the income from the same is 
to purchase coal to be distributed to deserving widowed 
women of East Boston.’’ By a vote of the City Council, 
approved by the Mayor December 19, 1907, the income 
of the fund is paid to this Board.

Dar Srr,— The Park Commission herewith submits 
its annual report for the year ending January 31, 1921. 

The main idea which actuated the commission during 
the year was to develop, as far as possible with the funds 
at its command, the unfinished playgrounds throughout 
the city. The Board is of the opinion that money thus 
expended will be of much greater benefit to the city than 
the same amount of money used for the purchase of new 
areas without the funds to properly equip them for the 
use of the public. 

Following this same line of thought, it may be pointed 
out that along the line of waterfront at Dorchester Bay 
there is a large area of undeveloped beach property 
which is one of the most valuable assets within the 
limits of any large city in the country. This beach 
front is within fifteen minutes ride from the heart of 
the city and greater accommodations should be made 
immediately for public bathing. 

The upkeep of the department has been improving 
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in character during the last two years, but there is still 
room for further improvement. Large areas of wood- 
land at Franklin Park, and trees, shrubs and grass areas 
in other portions of the city need special care on account 
of former neglect. It is believed, however, that the 
more efficient work of the present park force will soon 
make itself felt in the elimination of any existing defects.

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REPORT OF DEPUTY COMMISSIONER. 


Boston, February 1, 1921. 
To the Board of Park Commissioners, City of Boston: 


Dear Strs,— I have the honor to submit herewith a 
report of the work performed under the direction of your 
Board for the year 1920. I am pleased to report that 
the department is in good condition, better than it has 
been for a number of years. It has a corps of able and 
disciplined men who work faithfully and intelligently 
and therefore to the best advantage. 


Boston CoMMON. 


A contract was let in the early spring for the restora- 
tion of Boston Common after the war activities. The 
buildings used by war service communities were not 
vacated until after the Ist of May, but the work of 
restoration was completed by the Ist of June. 

Additional concrete walks were laid across the parade 
ground. : 

A. contract was let for the development of the area 
surrounding the Parkman Memorial, providing addi- 
tional seats for 3,000 people; shade trees were planted 
and brick walks arranged for according to a new and 
revised plan prepared by this Board. 

Another contract was awarded for the sum of $55,660 
for leveling the ball field and providing fences and back- 
stops for same, and for permanent walks on Monument 
Hill, Charles street mall and the main walk on the 
Common from West street to Charles street, and extend- 
ing through the Public Garden to Arlington street; this 
work is about two thirds completed. 

A French war tank, presented to the City of Boston 
by the French Government, was placed in a permanent 
position on Monument Hill. 


PuBLiIc GARDEN. 


The policy of successive floral displays was continued 
this year and was enjoyed by thousands of people, 
particularly the tulip show, which was very radiant in 
the spring and early summer. A great deal of favorable 
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comment was made on the design of “‘carpet bedding ”’ 
which was enjoyed by every visitor to the Garden. I 
desire at this time to say a word about the pond in the 
Public Garden. Its condition has never been satis- 
factory, although it is thoroughly cleaned at least twice 
a year. Provisions should be made to have the bottom 
concreted permanently, thus making it possible to main- 
tain clear water. A new flagstaff was erected on the 
Boylston street side of the Public Garden. 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


The lawns from Massachusetts avenue to Charlesgate 
West were renovated and some of the English elms 
replaced. ‘The avenue as a whole is in better condition 
than it has been for a number of years. On the exten- 
sion, due to the extensive building of automobile sales- 
rooms, the avenue has developed into a business section, 
requiring a number of entrances, thus necessitating the 
removal of a few of the line trees; arrangements were 
made to replant where space allows. 


FENS. 


A contract for bitulithic pavement was let for $30,000, 
and all that portion of Boylston street from Richardson 
Bridge to Peterborough street was resurfaced with a 
permanent pavement, an improvement which should 
have been done years ago if funds were available. 

A great public improvement was made by the rear- 
rangement of the Westland avenue entrance, made 
necessary by the large amount of auto traffic and conse- 
quent danger existing at this point. ‘This improvement 
is one for which the department has received much praise 
from the public and at the same time is a distinct advan- 
tage to the Fens from the landscape and artistic point of 
view. The total cost of this was about $20,000. 

The Robert Burns statue was dedicated early in the 
year and the walks and planting spaces around it were 
arranged in conformity. 

Considerable thinning out of the shrubbery borders 
has been done and all the roads were sanded and oiled. 


J AMAICAWAY. 


This portion of the road from the Riverway to Willow 
Pond road has been resurfaced with bitulithic at an 
expense of $30,000. 


PARK DEPARTMENT. 5 


The Arnold Arboretum roads were all repaired, tarred 
and sanded, the walks recut, covered with stone dust 
and rolled. 

The thinning out of all undesirable shrubs started 
last year was continued during the winter. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


The Refectory Building was renovated and improve- 
ments made for golfers at a total expense of about 
$15,000. 

The golf links were reseeded, being used for the first 
time this year since the ground was broken up for war 
gardens. It was impossible to permit of golfing until 
the turf on the greens became firm enough for play. In 
the Children’s Playstead, used for the same purpose, 
the ground has been regraded and seeded. 

A contract for the lion house was let at an expense of, 
$60,000 and the animals were removed and the building 
opened to the public on the Ist of January. 

Other improvements have been made in the Zoo, 
including the extension of deer ranges and the continua- 
tion of the walks through the Greeting. 

A new water and sewer system to the lion house was 
installed at an expense of about $8,000. 


ROSLINDALE. 


A contract was made for the development of the 
Irving W. Adams Park, at an estimated cost of $20,000. 
This work is practically completed with the exception 
of the planting and the laying of granolithic walks, 
which must be deferred until spring. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


The old locker building at the Charlestown Play- 
ground, furnishing only toilet facilities for those using 
the playground, was enlarged, giving ample facilities - 
for showers and lockers for those using the grounds. 
The ball fields were regarded and improved, the fence 
rebuilt and bleachers put in at the baseball diamond. 
The total cost of these improvements amounted to 
$20,000. 

The Charlestown Heights shelter building for the 
children, out of repair for a number of years, has been 
thoroughly renovated and repaired and a new metal 
roof added, at a cost of $4,000. 
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At Dewey Beach Bath House the old metal lockers 
complained of were replaced with wood and a boys’ 
department added; the ventilating and lighting systems 
were improved at a total cost of $3,500. 

The improvements on the Mystic Playground, ar- 
ranged for some: time ago, were completed; the ball 
field was enlarged and fences placed around the children’s 
playground to protect: them from the older boys. 

At Winthrop Square the entire area, which was 
remodeled last year, has been seeded and planted with 
trees. 

NortH Enp Park. 


The playgrouud area was entirely resurfaced and new 
fences were erected to separate the men’s and women’s 
bathing beaches; extensive repairs were made at the 
men’s pier. 
; East Boston. 

At Wood Island Park the bathing facilities were 
extended by the addition of lockers for men and women; 
the surface of the ball filed was regraded; about 600 feet 
of permanent seats were placed around the ball field. 
The gymnasium was improved, the old apparatus being 
‘removed; the tennis courts were inclosed with anew 
fence; three new wire backstops were erected on the ball 
diamonds. | 

The Saratoga Street Playground was completed, 
the surface being leveled; the children’s shelter building 
was opened for use with suitable playground apparatus; 
tree pits were put in for the new trees. 

At Eagle Hill the old reservoir has been filled in and 
the surrounding grounds leveled off for the new play- 
ground surface; the field house is nearly completed and 
will be ready for the coming season. ‘The cost of these 
improvements was $77,000. 


SoutH Boston. 


The baths at the Headhouse, destroyed by fire the 
preceding year, were temporarily repaired and the. 
bathing facilities were for the first time in charge of the 
employees of this department, to the better satisfaction 
of the bathers. A contract was let in September for the 
new bath house and for the renovation of the Headhouse 
itself, to make it more suitable for refreshment purposes. 
The cost of the above improvements will amount to 
approximately $140,000. 
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New permanent seats were added along the entire 
waterfront. 

A temporary shelter for women bathers was erected 
at the Dorchester end of the Strandway Beach. 

At Thomas Park a new iron fence was erected. 

The L Street baths were repainted and the handball 
court was rebuilt; extensive repairs were made on the 
fences around the bathing beaches partially destroyed 
by the winter storms. 

The lawns bordering the beach and the loam spaces 
between the traffic road and the parkway were remodeled, 
old shrubs removed and the ground regraded and seeded. 


DORCHESTER. 


McConnell Park was improved by planting trees, 
loaming the slopes about the ball field and regrading 
the surface of the ball field and providing additional 
drainage. 

Gibson Street Playground — new backstops were 
erected on the ball field; 200 feet of permanent seats 
were added for the spectators, and the triangular plot 
of ground between Geneva avenue, Park street and 
Dorchester avenue was regraded. The department 
obtained over 10,000 cubic yards of good, clean material 
without any expense to the city. 

Tenean Beach — the slope of the beach was regraded 
and sanded, and a new approach to the bath house 
from the street was provided. 

Ronan Park — a new wire fence was built dividing 
the property lines and to prevent the crossing through 
private estates. 

Edward Everett and Richardson squares were re- 
modeled according to plans designed years ago at the 
urgent request of autoists and other interested parties, 
in order to provide greater safety for auto, team and 
pedestrian traffic, at an expense of $3,000. 

The Blake House was repaired and a wire fence 
erected around it. 


JAMAICA PLAIN. 


A contract was let for the enlargement of the play- 
ground on Carolina avenue; an additional area of 1,45 
acres has been purchased and the ground leveled off for a 
baseball field; the amount appropriated for the purchase 
of land and construction was $56,000. As the land 
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damages have not yet been settled by the Law Depart- 
ment, it is impossible to say at the present time how 
much more work can be carried on, but there is evi- 
dently sufficient funds to erect the needed fences and 
backstops. 

The shelter and retaining wall at the Mozart Street 
Playground have been completed and the ground leveled 
off for a children’s playground; tree pits have been 
arranged and trees planted during the fall. This 
development was made at a cost of $25,000. 


ROXBURY. 


At the John Winthrop Playground a new 18-foot 
wire fence was erected at the end of the ball field to 
protect the owners of adjoining property from damage 
by baseball playing. 

At Mission Hill Playground the ball field was enlarged, 
and wire fences were erected around the ball field and 
the playground to protect adjoining property owners, 
at an expense of $6,200. 


BRIGHTON. 


At Portsmouth Street Playground the new locker 
building was completed and opened to the public, the 
expense of this building being about $18,000. 

At the Allston Playground the improvements included 
the building of a fence about the recently graded ball 
field and a contract was let for the erection of a locker 
building for the use of the children. The total cost for 
this improvement.was $26,000. The building has not yet 
been completed. 


RANDOLPH STREET PLAYGROUND. 


Improvements were made on the buildings, fences and 
erounds, at an expense of $6,000. 


Permanent concrete benches were erected at the fol- 
lowing parks and playgrounds: Orchard Park, Marcella- 
Street Playground, Strandway, Randolph Street Play- 
ground, Roslindale Playground and Boston Common. 


CEMETERY DIVISION. 


The fence contracted for at Mount Hope Cemetery, 
to inclose a large portion of the cemetery bordering on 
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Paine street from private property, is very nearly com- 
pleted, at an expense of $20,040. 


I respectfully recommend to the Board the following 
improvements during the coming year: 


Boston COMMON. 


The concreting of the Frog Pond and the laying of 
permanent walks in the neighborhood; the relaying of 
granolithic walks on Tremont street and Boylston street, 
on account of the recent widening made by the Street 
Commissioners; the rearrangement of the lighting system 
on the Common, including a new cable for the use of 
public celebrations at the Frog Pond. 


FENS. 


The Fens, now in an unfinished state, should be graded, 
loamed and planted, and the future plans of the com- 
mission for the Fens development carried out. 

A permanent road surface should be Jaid on the park- 
way from Willow Pond road to Franklin Park and on 
the Strandway from Edward Everett square to Old 
Colony avenue. 

New greenhouses are to be built at Franklin Park; 
$60,000 has been provided from the income of the Park- 
man Fund. 

The area along the Strandway in South Boston known 
as Columbus Park should be developed and a suitable 
bath house erected. This would make an ideal place 
for driving and bathing. 

The new playground located on Adams street in 
Dorchester should be graded and arranged for ball 
playing and a children’s playground provided. 

A new sanitary building should be erected at Marine 
Park, as the public sanitaries have been removed from 
the Headhouse building now being remodeled. The 
department has at the present time a sum of money 
appropriated which is insufficient to complete this 
improvement. 

The ball field at Christopher Gibson Playground 
should be leveled and fences erected, both around the 
ball field and the children’s playground. <A new shelter 
and locker building should be erected on the triangle 
kndéwn as John A. Doherty Playground. 
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The Neponset Playground has been in possession of 
the department for a long number of years, but has 
never proved satisfactory; the playground should be 
filled with light material, such as ashes from house 
collections. I respectfully recommend that this be 
carried out during the ensuing winter. 

Smith’s Pond, the only playground in Hyde Park, 
needs a shelter and locker building, also playground 
apparatus. I respectfully recommend that $25,000 be 
requested for this purpose. 

The year 1920 has been a very successful one for the 
Zoo and Aquarium. Over two million people visited the 
Zoo during the year. There has been a substantial 
increase in the number of exhibits and the losses have 
been very small. 


Motu Aanp TREE DIvISsIoNn. 


During the year 195 trees were removed from the 
streets of the city, and 457 trees were trimmed on 
account of growing too near or overhanging residences, 
or due to the ravages of the leopard borer. Pruning 
was done in the various sections of the city, and a 
systematic planting in certain areas has been carried on 
as in previous years. Special attention was given to the 
trees on Boston Common and the Public Garden. 

Over 42,000 private estates were inspected, of which 
20,224 were reported infested with gypsy moth nests, 
and 17,313 of these places, as well as all trees belonging to 
the city, were cleaned or sprayed by the moth force 
during the year. | 

A very small colony of brown tail nests was found in 
Brighton and destroyed. 

The satin moth was found in a few places for the first 
time; a careful investigation was made and the places 
sprayed during the summer months. 

The oriental moth has again made its appearance in 
the Dorchester, Roxbury, and South Boston districts, 
and will be cared for during the ensuing year. 


GYMNASIA. 


The attendance at our gymnasia and baths during 
the year 1920 was very gratifying, the grade of the work 
undertaken having been on a higher plane and more far

reaching than ever before, despite the fact that the 
occupancy of the buildings by the State Guard inter- 
fered with the classes in five different places, due to the 
police strike. It was necessary to completely renovate 
the buildings at an approximate cost of $10,000. Even 
with these adverse conditions the attendance shows a 
gain and an assured tendency to come back to original 
conditions. 

The Cabot Street Pool ranks among the highest, a 
test of the water being taken weekly by the Board of 
Health, and the report shows that at the present time 
Cabot Street is one of the most sanitary pools in the 
country. 

This division of the department at the present time 
has one of the best corps of physical instructors in the 
country. 


Batus AND BEACHES. 


During the year 1920 a temporary wooden structure 
containing lockers and showers was built on Carson 
Beach, part of the Strandway, for the use of women and 
children. 

L Street was completely renovated, the outside of 
the building being painted, additional lockers provided 
and the beach regraded. 

The Headhouse Bath House, destroyed by fire, was 
rebuilt and opened to the public on June 15. 

Wood Island Beach was sanded and additional lockers 
provided in the bath house, which will accommodate 
400 additional bathers. 

North End Beach — additional lockers were provided 
for women and children; a new division fence was 
erected, dividing the men and women; concrete steps 
built on the women’s side. 

Dewey Beach — the old lockers in the boys’ depart- 
ment were taken out and new ones erected; the boys 
were separated from the men, a much needed improve- 
ment. 

Freeport Street Beach was sanded and rafts provided. 

Tenean Beach was regraded and sanded and is now 
one of the most popular bathing resorts in the depart- 
ment. — 

The floating houses located in the Charles River 
Basin, Meridian Street Bridge, etc., were very popular 
during the bathing season. 
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The Dover Street Bath House, the first indoor bath 
house built in Boston, still continues to be the most 
popular in the city. 

The work of the lifesavers this year merits special 
approbation, not a single life being lost on any of the 
beaches.

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REPORT OF THE CURATOR OF THE ZOOLOGI- 
CAL GARDEN AND AQUARIUM. 


Boston, January 31, 1921. 
To Wi.u1amM P. Lone, : 
Deputy Commassioner: 


Dear Sir,— I herewith submit the following report 
of the Zoological Garden and Aquarium for the year 
ending January 31, 1921. 


ZOOLOGICAL GARDEN. 


The year of 1920 in the Zoological Garden has been 
a very successful one, due to the confidence you have 
placed in me, and your ever ready help is greatly respon- 
sible for the successful maintenance and _ progress 
accomplished during the year. 


Attendance. 


It is safe to estimate that fully two million people 
visited the Zoological Garden during the past year. 

On fair Sundays and holidays, through the spring, 
summer and fall, the capacities of our buildings were 
taxed to the utmost, and we were often hard put to keep 
the crowds moving in order that none should be denied 
the opportunity of viewing the exhibits. 


Kexhibits. 


Although but approximately $1,300 was spent for 
exhibits during 1920, yet it is with considerable satis- 
faction that I am able to report that there has been a 
substantial increase in the number of species and 
specimens of both mammals and birds. This is accounted 
for largely by the record-breaking number of donations 
and. by the capture of thirty-five birds comprising 
fifteen different species, by myself, in the park. 

The most important acquisitions were a beautiful 
pair of leopards, one male wallaroo, one Diana monkey, 
one pair of Bower birds, one pair of scarlet ibis and a 
couviers toucon. 

The birth of three deer has added to the number of 
hoofed exhibits. 
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Our losses have been comparatively small, the most 
felt ones being the camel which died last spring of acute 
gastro enteritis, the cub lion one and one half years old, 
which had to be killed on account of its being in the 
last stages of tuberculosis, and one eagle as the result 
of an ulcer on the head. Three’raccoons and one deer 
were killed at night time by vandals and dogs. This 
sort of thing we will always have to put up with until a 
man and dogproof fence entirely surrounds our grounds. 


New Lion House. 


The most important development during the year was 
the building of a new lion house which was erected 
beside the Greeting, to the eastward of the elephant 
house. 

This building has seven large, light and well ventilated 
cages, the fronts of which are made of heavy wire mesh 
instead of the customary bars, thus eliminating the 
prison effect. The sanitation is of the best and many 
innovations made to facilitate the handling and care of 
the animals. 

It was great satisfaction to get the animals from their 
old, dark and poorly ventilated quarters at the round 
house to this modern building. 

Work has been started on the building of outside cages, 
where on good days the animals will be able to get 
plenty of fresh air and exercise. 

The present house only cares for the members of the 
cat family which we had in hand, but is it hoped that 
some time soon an addition of five more cages will be 
made, in order that we may exhibit tigers, jaguars and 
other members of this interesting family. 


Protection. 


I cannot impress too deeply the great need of a dog 
and man proof fence in order to give us proper protection. 

Until the ‘‘Police Strike” there were two Zoo em- 
ployees and one policeman to patrol and guard the vast- 
area of our Garden at night. 

Franklin Park is a favorite gathering ground in the 
evening, for ‘‘gangs’’ of youths on mischief bent. Often 
their pranks take the form of cruelty and vandalism. 

Although prohibited by city ordinance, dogs of all 
kinds continually make the park their hunting ground. 

During the past year one deer, two raccoons, one 
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' kangaroo and several birds have been beaten to death 
with sticks and stones, or stolen, by vandals. ‘Two deer, 
one raccoon and several birds have been killed and many 
exhibits severely injured by dogs. 

In naming some of the chief requirements in the estab- 
lishment of a zoological garden, that noted authority, 
Dr. William T. Hornaday of New York, mentions ‘‘a 
dog and man proof fence.” 


Future Needs. 


It is obvious that in an institution of this kind, which — 
may justly be termed to be in its infancy, the needs to 
make it complete are manifold, and under the present 
conditions cannot be accomplished in one or even 
several years. Still, by gradually adding the most 
necessary installations each year as we can afford them, 
we may reach that greater state of perfection with 
perhaps a firmer grip, in the way of more successful 
management induced by our being able to grow gradually 
with the Garden. I 

The most necessary installations for the coming year 
are a pheasant aviary and cages for hawks, vultures and 
eagles. If properly housed the pheasants make a 
beautiful and comparatively inexpensive exhibit. At 
present they are in entirely inadequate quarters in the 
flying cage. 

The need of proper cages for raptores is very great, 
if we are to exhibit them at all. The mortality among 
those we have has been very large and due to their 
improper quarters. 

One of the first questions asked by a stranger in a 
zoological garden is, ‘‘Where is the reptile house?”’ 
Without question such a building would be a very 
valuable acquisition. 

I think there is no question but that the round house 
is not a proper place to keep animals for exhibition and 
that when a house is provided for the primates it may 
very well be closed. 


AQUARIUM. 


Nineteen hundred and twenty completed the ninth 
year in the history of the Aquarium. Although many 
plans and needs, which would have greatly heightened 
the standard of our institution, had to be foregone, yet 
it cannot be denied that the past year was a remarkably 
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good one, especially in regard to labor, the upkeep of the 
plant and the educational value of a largely increased 
number of exhibits. 


Exhibits. 


During the year we have shown at the Aquarium 125 
different varieties of mammals, fishes, reptiles and 
invertebrates. Of these, 39 varieties were on exhibition 
at the beginning of the year, and 89 varieties are being 
shown at the present time. We started the year with 
300 specimens of fishes, representing 28 varieties. At 
the present time there are 477 specimens on exhibition, 
representing 48 varieties. 


Water. 

Considerable trouble was experienced this year with 
gas disease among the marine fishes. Chemical analysis 
and experiments showed the trouble to be due to excess 
air in the water caused by leaks in the worn-out piping. 
In August the salt water in the big storage tank was 
replenished by 160,000 gallons brought from down the 
harbor by water boat. This quantity was needed to 
replace the losses by leakage and evaporation. 


Piping. 

The salt water piping system is built of lead-lined 
iron pipe. The action of the water has worn through 
the lead in many places and is eating the iron. This 
fact is evidenced by the ever-increasing quantity of 
rust in the water. It is impossible to properly repair 
it, as the pipe crumbles when gripped with a wrench. 
Hard rubber or solid lead pipe, although the first cost 
is high, would more than pay in the end as they last four 
times as long and will keep the water pure. 

sd 


Collections. 

Early in October, in conjunction with staff members 
of the New York and Philadelphia Aquariums, a collect- 
ing trip was made to Key West, Florida. While the 
fish were being held in Key West Harbor, an accident 
to an oil tank on the shore killed over half of them and 
greatly weakened the others. Some were lost on the 
way up north when the steamboat encountered severe 
storms, so that our receipts from this venture were not 
as large as we hoped for. However, the trip added to 
some extent to our exhibit of tropical marine fishes. 
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New Addition. 


Although the Boston Aquarium is situated in the 
“Queen Fishing City” of the country, it has none of the 
famous food fishes in its tanks. Owing to the fact that 
our salt water is heated it is impossible to keep cod, 
haddock and other equally well known food fishes. 
These fishes require refrigerated salt water and such a 
system can only be taken care of by building an addition 
to the Aquarium. Until such addition is provided the 
the Boston Aquarium cannot hope to compare with other 
Aquariums in this respect. 


Hatchery. 

Essentially an educational institution, the Boston 
Aquarium still lacks one of the most interesting and 
instructive of all piscatorial exhibits, a fish hatchery. 
The installation of a battery of McDonald hatching jars 
would prove both instructive to the visitors and helpful 
in increasing the number of fishes in the tanks. 


Harbor Water. 


More or less trouble has been experienced recently 
with fungus on the fresh water fishes. An attempt has 
been made to treat this disease with both salt and 
permanganate. Good results, however, will not be 
obtained until arrangements are made whereby a steady 
flow of natural salt water can be introduced into the 
tanks. This necessitates a pipe line direct to the harbor 
and a pump large enough to deliver a good, steady supply 
at all times. Owing to the fact that the State of Massa- 
chusetts recently filled in the channel between Marine 
Park and Castle Island, the water in Pleasure Bay is 
no longer fit to use in the Aquarium. In order to secure 
a proper supply of water, it will have to be brought by 
pipe line from the easterly end of Castle Island. It 
seems proper, under the circumstances, that the state 
authorities should be asked to assume part of the 
expense of such a pipe line.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BAND 
CONCERTS. 





Boston, November 23, 1920. 


Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of Boston: 


Dear S1r,— In behalf of the committee appointed 
by your Honor to make recommendations to the Park 
Department regarding summer band concerts, I beg 
herewith to tender a report of the past season. 

The generous increase in the appropriation over that 
of last year, placed at our committee’s disposal by your 
Honor, made possible the extension of its policy of sup- 
plementing the Sunday afternoon concerts in certain 
largely attended public parks by a season of six weeks 
on Boston Common, during which two concerts daily 
(except Mondays) were given. ‘This season could have 
been still further prolonged had it not been for the 
increase in the scale of the musicians’ prices over that 
of last year; amounting to 20 per cent for the Sunday 
concerts, and nearly 10 per cent for the more numerous 
concerts on Boston Common. 

With regard to the concerts other than those on Boston 
Common, the committee, after due deliberation, unan- | 
imously decided to adhere to the policy adopted two 
years ago. This policy provided for the centralization 
of these concerts in certain localities, and for giving . 
them only on Sunday afternoons, in preference to a 
wider distribution at divers places and times with the 
resulting loss in their merit and musical and recreative 
value. The committee was thus unable to recommend 
favorable action upon requests occasionally referred to 
it, to provide concerts or groups of concerts in various 
districts. The committee believes that if such con- 
certs were to be impartially and generally assigned, 
there would inevitably result a marked decrease in the 
musical standard now assured by the policy of central- 
ization. This belief is amply confirmed by past expe- 
rience. 
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A schedule of the concerts is appended herewith, 
together with a statement of expenditures under the 
appropriation. 

For the Sunday afternoon concerts on Boston Com- 
mon the band again numbered forty men, including the 
conductor; for those at Marine and Wood Island Parks 
and at Jamaica Pond, thirty men; for all other concerts, 
excepting that of September 12 on Boston Common, 
twenty-six men, always including the conductor. The 
concert on Sunday evening, September 12, on Boston 
Common, above referred to, was not originally included 
in the schedule, but was made possible by the unex- 
pended balance of a portion of the appropriation which 
the committee set aside at the beginning of the season 
for possible special contingencies, and through the 
further co-operation of the chairman of the Park De- 
partment. For this concert the band numbered fifty-five 
men. This number afforded an opportunity to choose a 
program of special merit and to employ an instrumenta- 
tion comparable to that of the best concert bands of the 
country, and to the standard recently adopted by the 
United States War Department for the more important 
army bands. | 

For all concerts the committee endeavored, generally 
with gratifying results, to maintain the high standard | 
of repertoire to which it believes the public is entitled, 
and of which the public has constantly shown its hearty 
appreciation. Experience, however, has demonstrated 
more and more that the most artistic results are depend- 
ent not alone upon excellence of personnel, and still 
more upon quality of leadership, but upon opportunity 
for regular and frequent performances under that same 
leadership. Although but for a comparatively limited 
period, this opportunity is afforded by the daily con- 
certs on Boston Common, although the number of men 
engaged is smaller than that for most of the Sunday 
concerts. Up to the present time, however, here as 
well as elsewhere, results have been affected by two 
factors; one, the character of the instrumentation of 
much of the published repertoire, unless especially 
rearranged for the particular combination of instru- 
ments available; and secondly, but of still more impor- 
tance as regards the performance of new works of inter- 
est, or of older ones of material difficulty, the fact that 
the rules governing the musicians’ services provide 
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for no rehearsals unless they are paid for in addition to 
the price paid for the concerts. This condition attaches 
even to such a season as the one extending six weeks 
on Boston Common, when any rehearsal whatever, if. 
held and unless paid for in addition to the concerts, 
must be by voluntary action of the musicians them- 
selves. If this action is not unanimous, the benefit of 
such voluntary rehearsals is obviously lessened. ‘The 
committee urges consideration of this question as one 
of the most vital matters to be taken up with regard to 
future seasons. 

The public has again given evidence of its interest 
in the music provided by the large attendance at prac- 
tically all the concerts, and by its attentive attitude 
and discriminating applause. Particularly gratifying 
in these respects were the week-day evening concerts 
on Boston Common, which drew large numbers of 
auditors from outlying districts, as well as from the 
more congested sections of the North and West Ends. 

Since the close of the season the Park Department has 
arranged for the eventual improvement of the shade con- 
ditions and for a large increase in the seating accommoda- 
tions ‘around the Parkman Bandstand, in accordance 
with Mr. Shurtleff’s plans, which were carefully con- 
sidered and heartily endorsed by the committee. The 
committee recommends that the matter of a permanent 
and efficient lighting system for -this bandstand be 
given consideration at as early a date as possible. 

While the generosity of the appropriation placed at 
the disposal of the committee this year is fully appre- 
ciated, it urges the desirability of still further extending 
the season of daily concerts on Boston Common next 
year to the total of not less than eight weeks, without 
reducing the number of concerts given elsewhere. 

At the beginning of the season Mr. Charles K. North, 
whose services upon the committee had been most val- 
uable and helpful, was obliged to tender his resignation 
on account of taking up his residence out of the state. 
Mr. William C. Mackinlay accepted the invitation 
extended by your Honor to take Mr. North’s place on 
the committee. 

The committee desires to place upon record its deep 
appreciation of the courtesy with which the chairman 
of the Park Department and his assistant received its 
recommendations, and assured their realization. It 
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desires also to express its recognition of the public- 
spirited co-operation of the daily Press in making an- 
nouncement of the various concerts and programs.

In keeping with last year’s method of ascertaining the 
physical and financial condition of the department the 
accountant firm of George Lyall & Co. was requested to 
undertake the work. Their findings are set forth in the 
following pages. 

It will be noticed that the Lyall Company make mention 
of bills uncollectable from 1910-11. It is my intention to 
have such bills looked up and all that are uncollectable 
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charged to loss. There has been a decided increase in th 
department business, with every prospect of hi Ss yea’ 
business exceeding the business of the past year.

Dear Sir,— Acting under your instructions we have 
examined the submitted books, records and vouchers of the 
Printing Department of the City of Boston for the fiscal year 
which ended January 31, 1921, and herewith submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

The result of the year ’s operation (Exhibit B) shows a net 
profit of $71,210.14. In comparison with last year an 
increase of profit amounting to $40,357.07 is shown. 

The assets and liabilities are set forth in Exhibit A. 


During the examination the cash account, which is used 
entirely for the purchase of stamps, stamped envelopes and 
postal cards, was proven, and the amount on deposit with 
ne Exchange Trust Company verified.

The cash receipts for the fiscal year, including the balance 
brought forward from 1920, amounted to $439,816.67. The 
payments foot up $312,519.30, leaving a balance to the credit 
of the department of $127,297.37 at the close of the fiscal 
year, as against $58,212.71 at the beginning of the period, 
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an increase of $69,084.66. The accounts receivable stand 
at $36,402.31 as against $50,032.29 the previous year. A 
summarized detail from whom this is owing is shown upon 
the balance sheet. 

We wish to point out that the amount owing to the depart- 
ment under the head of accounts receivable on the balance 
sheet is not in conformity with the City Collector’s figures, 
for the reason that not until last year was any attempt made 
to have the outstanding accounts as shown by the depart- 
ment’s records agree with the City Collector’s figures. In 
prior years, under the old bookkeeping system, all accounts 
unpaid at the end of two years were not given any further 
attention and a new set of books was opened. In conse- 
quence of this the City Collector’s records show uncollected 
sums going back to 1910-11 that would be difficult to trace 
upon the department’s books. Some attempt should be made 
to adjust this difference and to bring the two sets of figures 
into conformity. ‘Those sums shown uncollectable should be 
abated.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In compliance with Revised Ordinances the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the 
Public Works Department for the year ending January 
31, 1921, is respectfully submitted. The Public Works 
Department, created by Ordinances 1910, chapter 9, 
now chapter 28 of the Revised Ordinances of 1914, was 
formed by consolidating the Engineering, Water and 


Street Departments. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The department is composed of five main divisions, 
Viz." 

Central Office.— The Central Office is composed of the 
accounting force of the entire department under the 
charge of the secretary and chief clerk. 

Bridge and Ferry Division.— This division, under a 
division engineer, has the charge and care of all bridges 
used as highways which are in whole, or in part, under 
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the control of the city; the care and management of the 
ferries owned by the city, including boats, slips, drops 
and buildings. 

Notrt.— The Boston and Cambridge Division, so 
called, is not strictly speaking a division of the Public 
Works Department, as this work is in charge of a com- 
mission of two, one member appointed by the Mayor of 
Boston and the other by the Mayor of Cambridge, 
under the provision of chapter 412 of the Acts of 1904; 
but because of the fact that the present Commissioner 
of Public Works is the Boston member of this commis- 
sion and also because one half of the expense of this 
commission is defrayed by the Bridge Service, it is in 
this report treated as a division of this department. 


Highway Division.— This division, under a division — 


engineer, has the care of the construction, reconstruc- 
tion and maintenance of roadways and sidewalks; the 
care of lamps and the lighting of streets, parks and 
alleys. 

Sewer and Sanitary Diviston.— This division, under a 
division engineer, has charge of the construction of 
sewers, catch-basins and waterways; the collection of 
and removal of ashes, garbage, refuse, street cleaning 
and the oiling and w atering of streets. 

Water Division.— This division, under a division en- 
gineer, has the care of water pipes, installation of meters, 
water service, laying and relaying of water mains and 
the high pressure fire service. 


REVIEW. 
A brief summary of the principal activities of fe 
Public Works Department during the year ending 
January 31, 1921, follows: 


Bridge Service. 

Clarendon Street Bridge, from Stuart street to Colum- 
bus avenue. The building of this bridge was started 
during the year and the work will be completed early 
in the spring. 

Ashland Street Bridge.— The rebuilding of the bridge 
over the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
tracks has begun and will be finished in about six 
months more. 


Warren Bridge.— 'The work started in 1919 is now 


practically completed. The rebuilding of this bridge 
will permit the operation of the heaviest type trolley 
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cars to and from Charlestown and Chelsea in the event 
of any delay on Charlestown Bridge. 

Roxbury Canal Sea Wall.— The sea wall in front of 
the city yards on Albany street has been rebuilt and the 
dredging of the canal is now in progress. This will 
allow steamers of greater depth than formerly to dock 
at the City Hospital coal plant at a saving of about $1 a 
ton in the price of coal. 


Ferry Service. 


“John H. Sullivan.’”’— The superstructure of this steel 
ferryboat was altered to provide four teaming roadways 
with an increased capacity of about 75 per cent. 

‘““Noddle Island.’’— Contract has been made for re- 
building this ferryboat to provide four teaming road- 
ways and the work will be completed early in the year. 

“Governor Russell’? and ‘‘General Sumner.’’— The 
main engines on both these ferryboats have been over- 
hauled,and repaired during the year. 

New Boats.—'Two new ferryboats, each with four 
teaming roadways, are being constructed under contract. 
These boats are to be equipped with special fire pumps 
so as to be available for use in an emergency to assist 
the fire boats. 

Piers.— The south pier on the East Boston side 


North Ferry was rebuilt during the year. 


Paving Service. 

Smooth pavements, artificial stone sidewalks and 
granite block pavement have been laid on a number of 
streets during the year in accordance with the policy 
adopted two years ago of laying permanent pavement 
in the heavy traffic streets and radial highways. About 
125,000 square yards of sheet asphalt, 70,000 square 
yards of artificial stone, 100,000 square yards of granite 
block and 22,000 square yards of wood block were laid 
during the year. 

Sewer Service. 

Stony Brook.— The extension of the covered channel 
of the brook, south of Forest Hills, for a distance of 
about 900 feet, is now in progress under contract. 

Brookline Avenue.— Contract has been made for rein- 
forced concrete conduit in this avenue, from Beacon 
street to Audubon road, a portion of the existing wooden 
conduit having collapsed during the year. 
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Farragut Road.— A reinforced concrete overflow sewer, 
400 feet in length, is being built in that part of the road 
formerly under water, but which later is to be filled in. 

Kk and N Streets.— Contract was made during the 
year and work is now in progress on the extension of 
these overflow sewers. This will remove cause of pollu- 
tion of the beach at the Strandway. 

Sanitary sewers to the length of about 20,000 feet and 
surface drains amounting to about 19,500 feet were 
constructed during the year. 


Street Cleaning Service. 


An Elgin motor-driven sweeper, with gutter attach- 
ment, was bought during the year and is giving splendid 
service. There are now two of these machines in the 
department. 

Four tractors to be used in the removal of snow have 
been bought during the year. 


Sanitary Service. 


Payment for the collection and removal of ashes and 
garbage in the contract districts on a cubie yard basis 
has been continued with satisfactory results. 


Water Division. 


Leases for space and agreements for power have been 
made with the Boston Elevated Railway Company and 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company for the 
establishment of high pressure fire pumping stations on 
Commercial street, Atlantic avenue and Stuart street. 
Contract has been made for the furnishing and erection 
of the pumping plants at the Lincoln Power Station of 
the Elevated and the Atlantic Avenue Station of the 
Edison Company. 

Waste water surveys have been made in the Charles- 
town, Brighton and South Boston districts with gratify- 
ing results. 

Approximately seven miles of main pipes have been 
laid and relaid and about 36,000 feet of water pipe have 
been cleaned during the year. 


Work CONTEMPLATED FOR 1921. é 
The construction of a new bridge between Charles- 
town and Chelsea is planned for the coming year. 
The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad at 
Cambridge street, Allston, will be rebuilt during 1921. 
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Entrances and exits at the ferry piers to allow two 
lines of traffic to enter and leave the boats will be recon- 
structed during the year. 

The laying of smooth and granite block pavements in 
the main thoroughfares of the city proper and suburban 
districts will be continued as in the past three years. 

Extraordinary repairs are to be made to one of the 
main engines at the Calf Pasture pumping station. 

A new turbine water wheel, controlling gates, gene- 
rator and storage battery and electric light system at 
Moon Island is planned for the coming year. 

An additional motor-driven sweeper will be bought 
during the year for the Street Cleaning Service. 

It is proposed to continue the waste water survey 
which was begun last year and also the cleaning of 
water pipes in various sections. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for the work of the Public Works 
Department during the year February 1, 1920, to Jan- 
uary 31, 1921, was made available from the following 
sources: 

First.— Maintenance appropriation, derived from the 
income of the city raised by taxation. In December, 
1919, the department estimates of the money necessary 
for the proper maintenance and conduct of affairs of 
the different services were submitted to the Mayor. 
The estimates were made in segregated form to the 
Mayor, who made such allowance for each item in the 
budget as he considered necessary and submitted them 
to the City Council. The total maintenance appropria- 
tions as passed by the City Council and approved by 
the Mayor are shown below. On another page will be 
found the total expenditures by each service for each 
item in the segregated budget:

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
BRIDGE AND FERRY DIVISION. 


Boston, February 1, 1921. 
Mr. THomas F. SULLIVAN, 
Commissioner of Public Works: 


Dear Srr,—I respectfully submit the following re- 
port of the income, expenditures and operation of the 
Bridge and Ferry Division for the year ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1921. The expenditures of the division in 
the regular maintenance appropriations of the depart- 
ment were $1,011,754.44. Under a number of special 
appropriations $590,303.03 was expended, making the 
total expenditure for the year $1,602,057. 52. 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 


Apportionment of Cost of Bridges between Boston and 
Chelsea.— The city of Chelsea paid $136,165.18 as its 
share toward construction costs on Chelsea Bridge over 
the north channel of the Mystic river, Chelsea Bridge 
over the south channel of the Mystic river, and Merid- 
ian Street Bridge, but has to date paid nothing toward 
maintenance. 

Prison Point Bridge.— The Boston & Maine Railroad 
finished repairs to the corroded steelwork. 

Winthrop Bridge.— The town of Winthrop paid in 
June, 1920, $21,823.03 in final settlement with the City 
of Boston, toward the cost of the bridge.

Allston Bridge. 


This bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad is a 
four truss span, 144 feet long, carrying three roadways, 
two sidewalks and gas and water mains. The floor 
system had been so badly deteriorated that after a 
thorough inspection it was decided to close the bridge 
to elevated car trayel and limit the load on vehicles. 
One roadway was then closed to all travel and such 
repairs made as would enable street traffic to be con- 
tinued until such time as a new structure could be 
planned. The water and gas pipes were temporarily 
relocated. The floor system of the middle roadway 
was entirely removed. Work on this bridge was done 
by the Transit Department and the Bridge Service day 
labor force. 

Ashland Street Bridge. 


A contract for rebuilding Ashland Street Bridge was 
awarded’ to the Boston Bridge Works, Inc., and ap- 
proved by the Mayor July 6, 1920. Owing to delays 
in the delivery of the steel the work has not been 
started in the field at the date of this report, but prac- 
tically all the shop work has been done. The work will 
be completed in the spring. 


Beacon Street Bridge. 


Repairs were made on the southerly roadway of this 
bridge during August and September. These consisted 
of strengthening the floor beams by adding new flange 
plates, replacing stringer seats and cutting out old and 
redriving several hundred new rivets. New yellow 
pine stringers were put in and the deck and sheathing 
entirely renewed. The steelwork was done by the 
Transit Department day labor force and the timber 
work by the Bridge Service crew. 


Berkeley Street Bridge. 
This bridge which is a through girder span carrying 
two roadways, two sidewalks and water and gas pipes, 
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has been thoroughly overhauled and repaired. The 
girders were battened and strengthened where badly 
deteriorated. New floor beams were put in under the 
water and gas pipes. The Edison conduit under the 
sidewalk was removed and new floor beams put in. 
Flange plates on the outside girders were cut off and 
replaced by new ones. Many rivets which were badly 
corroded were cut out and redriven. The bottom part 
of the bridge was thoroughly painted. The yellow pine 
stringers were nearly all replaced by new ones and the - 
deck and sheathing were relaid with new lumber. The 
steelwork was done by the Transit Department force 
and woodwork by the Bridge Service force, all day 
labor. 


Brookline Street Bridge (over Charles River at Cottage 
Farm). 


A contract with W. 8S. Rendle .was approved on 
September 10, 1920, for placing some piles in order to 
make the bridge safe temporarily. The work was com- 
pleted November 10, 1920. 

On this same bridge a contract was awarded to John 
B. Dolan, approved November 5, 1920, for repairs to 
the flooring of the bridge. Some yellow pine under 
plank was placed over the tracks of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad in place of the rotted plank and a wood block 
flooring was laid on top. Patching was done on various 
other parts of the bridge in order to make the bridge 
safe for travel. This work was completed on December 
16, 1920. | 


Chelsea Bridge South. 


The flooring of this bridge has been rebuilt under a 
contract with Lawler Brothers, approved May 24, 1920. 
Work was begun May 27 and was completed July 23, 
1920, and was so conducted that only one half the road- 
way was closed to travel except at short lengths of the 
approaches at the draw span, where all car and vehicle 
traffic was taken off just after midnight until noon of 
three Sundays. ‘The entire wearing surface of the road- 
ways and sidewalks of both approaches to the draw and 
the lower planking of the roadway were removed; new 
4-inch yellow pine lower plank and new 4-inch spruce 
upper plank laid on roadways and new 2-inch spruce 
plank laid on the sidewalk. 
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New yellow pine stringers were laid under the car 
tracks; two 8-inch by 12-inch sticks under each rail, 
and such of the roadway stringers as were found to be 
poor were replaced with 6-inch by 12-inch timbers. 

Some sidewalk stringers and wheelguard timbers 
were replaced with new yellow pine timber. The floor- 
ing of both ends of the draw span was rebuilt with new 
materials of the same dimensions as the old. The total 
amount paid under this contract was $29,511. 25. 


Clarendon Street Bridge. 


The Massachusetts Public Utilities Commission, after 
a public hearing, required a clear headroom of 17 feet 
over the tracks of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad and the Boston & Albany Railroad. 

A contract was made with Coleman Brothers, 
approved on February 9, 1920, for the removal of the 
structure over the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, consisting of brick arches and concrete slabs 
resting on steel I[-beams and girders which formed orig- 
inally the foundation for the Back Bay Hotel, the hotel 
itself being removed by the railroad company prior to 
the contract. This contract was completed on May 4, 
1920. 

A contract was awarded to the John McCourt Com- 
pany, approved May 24, 1920, for building a bridge 
over the two railroads and constructing a reinforced 
concrete abutment on the northerly end of the bridge. 
The bridge utilized the existing piers and abutments 
‘which formed the foundations of the Back Bay Hotel. 

Owing to delay in the delivery of the steelwork the 
bridge has not been completed, but at the date of the 
report the northerly abutment has been constructed, 
the beams for the spans over the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad put in place and encased in con- 
crete and the steelwork of the plate girder span over the 
Boston & Albany Railroad put in place. The work will 
be completed in the spring. 


Columbus Avenue Pipe Bridge. 


The pipe bridge at Columbus avenue, over the Boston 
& Albany Railroad, has during the year been repaired, 
cleaned and painted. The bottom flange plates on the 
girders were replaced by new ones and bracing and 
struts were replaced where found to be badly dete- 
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riorated. The steelwork was done by the Transit 
Department force, and the cleaning and painting by 
Maurice M. Devine, under contract, for the sum 
of $775. 


Commonwealth Avenue Bridge (over the Boston & Albany 
| Railroad at Cottage Farm). 


As stated in the report of last year a contract was 
made with W. Klingberg & Son, Inc., of New York, 
approved September 9, 1919, for covering the exposed 
surfaces of the arches and steelwork with gunite. Work 
was begun November 5, 1919; was suspended on account 
of weather conditions on January 6, 1920, and was 
resumed on June 2, 1920. Work was completed on 
July 27, 1920, the total amount paid under the contract 
being $10, 252.61, 

All the surfaces of the I- beams, girders and arches 
exposed to fumes from the locomotives were thoroughly 
cleaned by the sand-blast method of all rust, unsound 
paint and other foreign materials. 

Portions of the floor and outer surfaces of the girders 
on street lines were covered with a coating of gunite 
about # inch thick, composed of one part Portland 
cement and three parts sand. Before the gunite was 
applied, reinforcing rods were placed on the bottom 
flanges of the I-beams and Clinton electrically welded 
wire cloth 3-inch by 3-inch mesh placed on the outside 
faces of the outer girders. The inside surfaces of the 
girders, not covered with gunite, and the railings on 
these girders were cleaned, patch painted with red lead - 
and then painted with two coats of graphite paint. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (Over Fort Point Channel). 

A contract was made with W. H. Ellis& Son Company, . 
approved May 12, 1920, for repairing the face of the 
channelway. 

New 4-inch yellow pine vertical planking and new 
8-inch by 12-inch yellow pine wheel timbers were put 
on where necessary. The amount paid under the con- 
tract was $1,561.61 and the work was completed June 
7, 1920. 

Warren Bridge. 

During the year the upstream half of Warren Bridge 
draw has been strengthened by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company to carry 50-ton electric cars. The 


— 
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strengthening consisted of renewing and adding new 


flange plates to the floor beams and girder plates and 
stiffeners under the track stringers and placing larger 
stringers under the rails. 

The deck plank which was in good condition was 
replaced. A new wearing surface was placed by the 
day labor force of the Bridge Service. 

On this same bridge a contract with V. Grande was 
made, approved March 25, 1920, for repairing and 
strengthening. ‘This contract provided for driving addi- 
tional piles under the street car tracks to enable the 
bridge to carry 50-ton cars, and replacing and driving 
additional piles where old ones were found to be badly 
decayed. 

An entire new layer of 6-inch yellow pine under plank 
was provided and on top of this was placed granite 
block pavement consisting of blocks recut on the work, 
laid with an asphalt mastic filler. 

Work was about three quarters completed when 
weather conditions compelled the shutting down of 
the job. 

The cost of the work required to strengthen the 
bridge for 50-ton cars is being paid back to the city by 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 

Granolithic sidewalks are being built in place of the 
existing tar concrete walks. 

The entire contract will probably be completed in the 
spring. 

Navigation Lights. 


Navigation lights were installed on Warren Bridge, 
and on the bridges at Congress street, Summer street 
and Dorchester avenue, over Fort Point channel, 
under two contracts, one with Smith & Lovett Com- 
pany, approved June 4, 1920, for furnishing and instal- 
ling mechanical equipment, and one with Stearns, 
Perry & Smith, approved June 25, 1920, for furnishing 
and installing electrical equipment. 

The contract with Smith & Lovett Company was 
completed on September 1, 1920, and the one with 
Stearns, Perry & Smith Company was completed on 
December 15, 1920. 

On Congress Street and Warren Bridges where the 
draws are operated by steam, oil lanterns were installed. 
Those on Warren Bridge, which is a rectractile draw, 
are 15 feet above the roadway and are changed from 
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red to green through the movement of the draw by 
means of a mechanical device. 

On Congress Street Bridge the change in lights is 
accomplished by the turning of the draw, which is a 
swing draw. 

On Summer Street and Dorchester Avenue Bridges, 
where both have retractile draws and are electrically 
operated, electric lights were installed, those on the 
pier being connected by submarine cables and the 
draws being connected by means of cables and trolley 
wires. The lights which are 15 feet above the deck 
are changed by means of a double circuit and twin 
lights. 


West Fourth Street Bridge. 


The New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
employed the Boston Bridge Works, Inc., to repair the 
corroded steelwork on the bridge over its tracks. 

The Bridge Service day labor force in conjunction 
with this work laid a new wooden flooring on the 
southerly half of the bridge. 
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FERRY SERVICE. 





 Ferryboat ‘“‘John H. Sullivan.” 


A contract with the Boston Shipbuilding Company for 
rebuilding the superstructure of the boat and making 
four driveways for vehicular traffic, instead of two, 
was approved September 2, 1919. 

Owing to a strike of ship carpenters work was con- 
siderably delayed and was finally completed April 10, 
1920. This work increased the teaming capacity of 
the boat about 70 per cent. 

A contract with the Boston Marine Works for repair- 
ing the machinery of the boat was approved on March 
18, 1920. ‘The engines were taken down, brasses planed, 
water courses cleaned, bearings, cylinders and valves 
cleaned. 

The thrust bearings were rebabbitted and stern bear- 
ings rewooded. The dynamos, pumps and one of the 
steering engines were overhauled and the hull painted. 
The contract was completed May 25, 1920. 

While this contract was being carried on the boat 
was placed on the railway of the Atlantic Works, where 
it was found that repairs were necessary to tail 
shaft, sleeves, rudder and pintle bearings and that 
defective rivets in the hull should be replaced. This 
work was done by the Atlantic Works. 

On October 16, 1920, a propeller was lost from the 
Boston end of the boat and considerable damage was 
done to the tail shaft, rudder, etc. The boat was 
placed on the railway at the yard of the Richard T. 
Green. Company, where repairs were made, including 
the putting in of a new tail shaft. 


Ferryboat ‘‘ Noddle Island.’’ 


The ferryboat ‘‘ Noddle Island”? was put out of com- 
mission on account of the rotten condition of the hull. 
A contract was approved October 5, 1920, with the 
Richard T. Green Company, for the reconstruction of 
the boat. Under this contract a new hull, longer and 
wider than the existing hull, is being built and a new 
superstructure is being built. The boat will have four 
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driveways instead of two, thereby greatly increasing the 
teaming capacity. The old engines are being over- 
hauled and are to be placed in the new hull. Boilers 
are to be retubed. Work should be completed in the 
spring of 1921. 


Ferryboat ‘‘Governor Russell. ”’ 

A contract with the Simpson Patent Dry Dock Com- 
pany was approved April 28, 1920, for repairing the main 
engines and auxiliaries. 

Under this contract the boilers were retubed, cylinders 
of the engines rebored and main bearings babbitted. The 
stern bearings were rewooded and the shaft lined up. 

A contract with the Simpson Patent Dry Dock 
Company was made for furnishing a new smoke stack 
and repairing the water tanks. 


Ferryboat ‘‘ General Sumner. ”’ 


A contract with the Simpson Patent Dry Dock 
Company was approved for repairing the main engines 
and steering engines of the ‘‘General Sumner.” The 
most important part of this work was in raising the crank 
shaft which was down considerable and pounding the 
bottom of the boat. 


Ferryboat ‘‘D. D. Kelly.”’ 

A contract was approved with the Boston Shipbuilding 
Company, under which extensive repairs were made to 
the paddle wheels, including work on the rims, arms and 
paddles. 

A contract was approved on August 25, 1920, with the 
Winnisimet Ship Yard, Ine., for the construction of one 
new steel ferryboat and another contract was approved 
August 14, 1920, with the Groton Iron Works, for one 
new steel ferryboat. 

These contracts are the first steps that have been 
taken for some years toward rehabilitating the Ferry 
-Service and replacing old antiquated boats. 

These boats will have four driveways and this will 
give them 75 per cent increase in teaming capacity Over 
the existing type of boat of two driveways. 

Up to the date of this report the keels of the boats 
have been laid, framing done, and considerable plate and 
deck work finished. It is expected that the vessels will 
be completed in the summer. 
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With the completion of these vessels and the ‘‘ Noddle 
Island”’ there will be in service five boats with four 
driveways, whereas up to 1918 there was not a single 
boat so constructed. 

A contract was made with W. H. Ellis & Son Company 
for repairing the piers at the South Ferry, Boston side, 
approved April 28, 1920. Under this contract some new 
piles and girders were furnished and placed. Planking 
was refastened and where necessary new planking was 
placed. The amount paid under this contract was 
$2,157.02. 

A contract with W. 8. Rendle for rebuilding part of the 
south pier, North Ferry, East Boston, was approved 
April 12, 1920. A stretch of pier about 160 feet long was 
entirely rebuilt. 

A contract with W. 8. Rendle was approved on May 
22, 1920, for rebuilding the roadways at the south drop, 
North Ferry, East Boston; the south drop, South Ferry, 
East Boston; the north drop, South Ferry, Boston, and 
for repairing the foundation of the south drop, South 
Ferry, East Boston. A large number of new floor beams 
were placed, new 4-inch planks fastened on top of these 
timbers and slab pavements laid for wearing surface. 
The drop foundation was raised and moved into its 
proper position after building up the.foundation and 
making repairs to the rocker irons and timbers. 

A contract was made with W. H. Ellis & Son Com- 
pany for repairs to the south drop, North Ferry, East 
Boston, which when stripped was found to be in a dan- 
gerous condition. ‘Trusses were repaired and the bulk- 
head at the outer end of the drop rebuilt and the roadway 
supplementary drop repaired. The amount paid under 
this contract was $9,616.19. 

The Simpson Patent Dry Dock Company repaired, 
under a contract, nine bronze propeller blades.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
HIGHWAY DIVISION: 


Boston, February 1, 1921.

DeEaAR Sir,— I submit herewith a statement of the 
activities, operations and expenditures of the Paving 
and Lighting Services for the year ending January 31, 
1921.

PAVING SERVICE. 


The department forces were employed in the mainte- 
nance of the streets, nine city steam road rollers and two 
hired rollers being employed i in resurfacing and repairing 
the macadam streets throughout the city. 


GENERAL PLANT. 


Two asphalt mixing plants, one in Dorchester and one 
in Brighton, operated by the department forces have 
been producing both Topeka mixture and patching ma- 
terials for the several districts. The nine steam road 
rollers received the usual overhauling and repairing 
during the winter months. All the boilers were inspected 
and passed by the state inspectors, but owing to the age 
of most of the machines it is expected that several will 
be rejected after this season. Tools and equipment have 
been kept in good condition by renewals and replace- 
ments, except some carts which are beyond repair. 
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There are 102 horses in fair condition. Many of these 
horses have grown old in the service and others that 
have been taken over from other divisions were old 
when transferred. It will be necessary to purchase some 
new stock to replace some of the present lame and halt. 

The past year was probably the hardest, as regards 
road construction, ever known to this city. Abnormal 
construction conditions, due to transportation difficulties, 
high cost and scarcity of materials, delayed the proposed 
program and increased the cost of pavements so that the 
record of other years was not attained. The depart- 
ment was called upon to remove an unprecedented 
amount of snow and was engaged in this kind of work 
until late in March. Early in April construction was 
resumed on the thirteen (13) streets under contract and 
uncompleted from 1919. Contracts were awarded in 
1920 to construct or repave sixty-seven (67) streets and 
forty-two (42) of them were completed, leaving twenty- 
four (24) to finish in 1921. About one hundred and 
fifty (150) streets were resurfaced by the department 
force with bituminous macadam or bituminous concrete. 

About 76,000 square yards of granite block pavement 
was laid on the following streets: Albany street, from 
Broadway to Troy streets; Blackstone street, from 
Clinton street to Haymarket square; Dorchester avenue, 
from Dorchester Avenue Bridge to West second street; 
Dudley street, from Alexander street to Stoughton 
street; Federal street, from Franklin street to Dewey 
square; Friend street, from Union street to Merrimac 
street; Franklin street, from Devonshire street to Pearl 
street; Rutherford avenue, from Cambridge street to ~ 
Chapman street; Grosvenor place, from Cliff street; 
Main street, from City square across Alford street; 
Public Alleys No. 710 and No. 818; Washington street, 
from Archdale road to beyond Corinth street. New 
granite blocks were laid on Albany street and Washing- 
ton street and on the other streets the blocks were 
either relaid or recut. 

About 56,000 square yards of sheet asphalt and binder 
was laid on the following streets, both on macadam base 
und on concrete base: Centre street, from Allandale 
street to South street; Cushman road, Brighton; 
Easton street, Brighton; Glenville avenue, Brighton; 
South street at Centre street; ‘Tremont street, Dover 
street to Northampton street and William Jackson 
avenue, Brighton. 
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About 12,300 square yards of bitulithic pavement was 
laid in the following streets: Huntington avenue, at 
Jamaicaway; Stuart street, from Clarendon street to 
Trinity place, and Washington street, Brighton. 

About 58,000 square yards of Topeka pavement was 
laid in the following streets on both macadam base and 
concrete base: Babcock street; Beech street, from Park-~ 
way to Belgrade avenue; Belgrade avenue, from Ana- 
wan avenue to Centre street; Centre street, from South 
street to Spring street; Centre street, from Forbes 
street to Boylston street; Elder street; Falkland ter- 
race; Farquhar street; Hamlin street; Harvard street, 
from Fabyan street to beyond Brookview street; Have- 
lock street; Hyde Park avenue, from Metropolitan 
avenue to River street; McCraw street; Pleasant street, 
from East Cottage street to Stoughton street; Pleasant 
street, from Stoughton street to Savin Hill avenue; 
Wilcock street; Wilbur street; Wollaston terrace and 
York street. 

About 17,000 square yards of wood block pavement 
was laid on the following streets, all on a concrete base: 
Beacon street, from Massachusetts avenue to Raleigh 
street; Boylston street (northerly side), from Tremont 
street to Charles street; Charles street, from Fruit 
street to Allen street; Devonshire street, from Water 
street to Franklin street; East Fourth street, from K 
street to P street; Tremont street (westerly side), 
from Park street to Boylston street, and Washington 
street, from Beech street to Kneeland street. 

About 4,300 square yards of macadam was laid on Mt. 
Vernon street, from Joy street to West Cedar street. 


LIGHTING SERVICE. 


There are in operation 5,354 ares, 4;667 tungsten in- 
candescents, 9,725 single mantle gas lamps and 148 fire 
alarm gas lamps, an increase of 71 over the preceding 
year. Part of this increase was the extension of the 
“white way” lighting in Tremont and Boylston streets 
to Park square, an installation of 23 new boulevard 
lamps. The Lighting Service is lighting 605 miles of 
public ways and about three hundred miles of private 
ways.

The following is a statement of the work done during 
the year under the supervision of the Division Engineer, 
Highway Division: 

Are lamps have been provided for skating and tobog- 
ganing during the season at Franklin Field, Franklin 
Park and Wood Island Park the same as in years past. 

The ‘‘white way” on Tremont street was extended 
from Park street to Boylston, and Boylston, from 
Tremont to Park square, by the installation of 23 new 
boulevard lamps. ‘Tenean beach, 4 new magnetite are 
lamps were installed. In addition to these, throughout 
the city the lighting system was increased by the in- 
stallation of 27 new magnetite ares and 57 incandescent 
and 22 gas lamps at various locations The usual 
amount of regulation and relocation of lamps and 
services made necessary by street construction, the 
building of sewers and other works, has been conducted 
throughout the year. 

Petitions and requests for new lamps received peor 
citizens and from officials, also complaints in relation to 
the Lighting Service, have been investigated and at- 
tended to. All streets in the underground district pre- 
scribed for the year have been inspected and necessary 
changes and additions have been made.

Gas LIGHTING. 


There are 9,725 single mantle gas lamps and 143 
open flame fire alarm signal lamps. 

The city furnishes the lamp-posts, the gas company 
set the lamp-posts and provides service pipes laid from 
the gas mains to the top of the posts; maintain all such 
pipes and posts in good condition and repair; furnish 
gas, lanterns, burners and all other necessary equipment, 
including labor for lighting and care. 

The Lighting Service provides for the gas, lighting 
and care of the fire alarm signal lamps, and the Fire 
Department for the lanterns, posts, setting and repair- 
ing of same. 
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ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 


There are in use 5,354 magnetite are lamps, 3,323 
40 candle power, 1,306 60 candle power, 17 100 candle 
power, 10 200 candle power and 11 500 candle power 
tungsten lamps. 

The electric companies provide and set the lamp- 
posts, except the lamp-posts for incandescent lamps 
supplied from underground circuits, furnish lamps, 
overhead wires, underground conduits, cables and con- 
nections and all other necessary equipment and main- 
tain them in good condition and repair. 

The lighting rates for electric lamps are in accordance 
with the following table:

A discount of 10 per cent is made on the above rates 
for lamps in all sections of the city. A deduction at 
the rate of 1 cent per hour for lamps of 100 candle 
power or less and 5 cents per hour for all other lamps is 
made for outages.

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PAVING SERVICE. 


The following is a description of the most important 
work done during the year: 


GRANITE BLock PAVEMENT. 


Albany street, from Broadway to about 75 feet south of 
Troy street. (See ‘“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Blackstone street, from Clinton street to Hayiiecee 
square, is about 1,115 ‘feet in length. A contract for relaying 
the granite block pavement in this street was awarded to 
Coleman Brothers, Inc., on August 3, 1920. Considerable 
repaving was done outside the prescribed limits of the contract 
on Blackstone street, North street and Creek square. A new 
6-inch concrete base was laid between Clinton street and 7 feet 
west of the east tangent of Creek square. From this point to 
Hanover street, the old concrete base was practically cut to 
pieces; in some places the width of the old concrete base being 
only 13 feet of the original 40 feet. From Hanover street to 
Haymarket square the old concrete base was in fair condition. 
The granite blocks were laid upon the concrete base with a sand 
bed and grouted joints. The edgestone was reset and the old 
brick sidewalks were replaced with artificial stone sidewalks. 
The sidewalks and roadway were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Dorchester avenue, from Dorchester Avenue Bridge to 
West Second street, is about 749 feet in length. A contract 
for paving this street with second-hand granite blocks with 
grout joints on a concrete base was awarded to John Kelly 
Company August 29, 1920. The street is from 60 to 75 feet 
in width with a roadway of 40 to 55 feet in width and sidewalks 
9 to 11 feet in width. The contractor reset the edgestone, 
barred out, cleaned, culled and piled the existing granite blocks 
and excavated the roadway. The roadway was paved with 
second-hand granite blocks with grout joints on a 6-inch 
concrete base, under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The. 
existing brick sidewalks were relaid. The straight edgestone, 
corners and circular edgestone were furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. Second-hand granite blocks for renewals 
were furnished by the city at the Dorchester avenue pile and 
hauled by the contractor. Second-hand sidewalk bricks were 
furnished by the city at the Chestnut Hill avenue paving yard 
and hauled by the contractor. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The car tracks were set to grade by 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company and the area between 
the rails paved with recut granite blocks with grout joints on 


* 
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a 6-inch concrete base. The former surface of the street was 
granite block, gravel base and joints, with brick sidewalks. 

Dudley street, from Alexander street to Stoughton street, 
is about 1,400 feet in length. A contract for repaving this 
street was awarded to De Stephano Brothers August 18, 1920. 
It is a 60-foot street with 10-foot artificial stone sidewalks, 
granite edgestone and a 40-foot roadway with a double car 
track in the center. The roadway is paved with granite blocks, 
grout joints, on a 6-inch cement concrete base. The best of 
the old blocks in the roadway were selected and used in the new 
work. The rejected granite blocks and other surplus paving 
materials were hauled to the city lot by the contractor. The 
new edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of work. 
The paving blocks required to complete the work were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone side- 
walks and granite block pavement were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. The street car tracks were set to 
grade and paved by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 
Only a small part of the work remained unfinished when the 
work was suspended on account of cold weather. Work will 
be resumed in the spring. 

Fargo street, from B street to C street. (See ‘‘ Assessment 
Streets.’’) 

Federal street, from Milk street to Dewey square, is about 
1,293 feet in length. A contract for paving this street with 
recut granite blocks and wood blocks was awarded to James 
Doherty October 19, 1919. Work was commenced October 23, 
1919; suspended December 30, 1919; resumed April 1, 1920, 
and completed May 4, 1920. The roadway is 40 feet in width 
with sidewalks 10 feet in width. The contractor did the 
excavating and recut the edgestone where directed. The old 
eéncrete base was cleaned and brought up to grade with new 
concrete. From Milk street, across Franklin street, the road- 
way was paved with wood blocks on a cement mortar bed 
with sand joints, under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
From Franklin street, to Dewey square, the roadway was paved 
with recut granite blocks on a sand bed with grout joints, 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. All materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The car tracks were set to grade 
by the Boston Elevated Railway Company, and the area 
between the rails paved to conform with the work done by the 
contractor, except where granite blocks were laid, they were 
not recut. The former surface of the street was granite block 
with pitch joints on a concrete base. In connection with this 
contract, work was done in Purchase street and High street 
where the existing granite blocks were relaid with grout joints. 
Channing street, from Federal street to Congress street, was 
paved with second-hand granite blocks with grout joints on a 
gravel base. All the above work was done under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty.

Friend street, from Union street to Causeway street, is 
about 1,860 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with second-hand granite blocks with grout joints on a concrete 
base was awarded to B. E. Grant Company October 11, 1920. 
The street is about 35 feet in width with a roadway 25 feet in 
width and sidewalks 5 feet in width. Work was commenced 
October 22, 1920 and suspended November 15, 1920. The con- 
tractor reset the edgestone, barred out, culled and piled the 
old granite blocks and excavated the roadway. ‘The roadway 
was paved with second-hand granite blocks with grout joints 
on a 6-inch concrete base, under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The brick sidewalks were replaced with artificial 
stone on existing foundation under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The straight edgestone, circles and corners were 
furnished by the city on the line of work. Granite blocks, 
for renewals, were furnished by the city at the Massachusetts 
avenue lot and hauled by the contractor. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. Work will be resumed in the 
spring. 

Franklin street, from Devonshire street to Broad street, 
is about 820 feet in length. A contract to repave this street 
was awarded to James Doherty June 25, 1920. The contractor 
removed the existing granite block, repaired the old concrete 
base and relaid the old granite blocks with grout joints: The 
work was done from 60 feet west of Devonshire street to Pearl 
street and was suspended on account of new building construc- 
tion which was going on beyond this point. The city furnished 
all additional granite blocks that were required and all other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The pavement was 
relaid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 


Grosvenor place, from Cliff street. (See “Assessment — 


Streets.’’) 

Main street, from City square across Alford street, is about 
5,690 feet in length. A contract for repaving this street with 
recut granite blocks, with grout-joints, on a 6-inch concrete 
base was awarded to William J. Barry June 10, 1919. Work 
was commenced July 14, 1919; suspended January 8, 1920; 
resumed April 5, 1920 and completed June 12, 1920. The 
roadway is from 33 to 65 feet in width with sidewalks 7 to 15 
feet in width. The contractor excavated the roadway, set the 
edgestone and paved the roadway with recut granite blocks 
with grout joints on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base. 
The brick sidewalks were replaced with artificial stone on the 
existing foundation. The straight edgestone and corners were 
furnished .by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was delivered at the line of work. ‘The 
granite blocks used were recut by the contractor on the street 
and at the Massachusetts avenue lot, Dorchester avenue lot 
and East Fifth street lot. The recut granite block pavement 
and the artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year 
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maintenance guaranty. The car tracks were set to grade by 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, and the area between 
the rails paved with recut granite blocks with grout joints on a 
6-inch concrete base. The old granite blocks in the part of the 
street between Mead street and Alford street were bought by 
the contractor. The former surface of the street was granite 
block with gravel joints and gravel bed. 

Public Alley No. 710, from East Brookline street to East 
Newton street. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Public Alley No. 909, from Massachusetts avenue to Hemen- 
way street. (See ‘“ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Public Alley No. 818, from St. Stephens street. (See 
*‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Portland street, from Hanover street to Causeway street. 
A contract to repave this street with granite block pavement 
was awarded to the B. E. Grant Company on October 11, 1920. 
Owing to the lateness of the season, the work was not started. 
The street will be completed in the spring. 

Richmond street, from Hanover street to Atlantic avenue. 
A contract to repave this street with granite block pavement 
was awarded to B. E. Grant Company. Owing to the lateness 
of the season, work was not started. The contract was awarded 
October 11, 1920. The street will be completed in the spring. 

Rutherford avenue, from Cambridge street to Chapman 
street, is about 3,800 feet in length. A contract to repave the 
surface of this street was awarded to Coleman Brothers, Inc., 
November 24,1919. The contractor reset the edgestone, relaid 
the bricks sidewalks and repaved the roadway with recut 
granite blocks on a 6-inch concrete base with cement grout 
pani The existing granite blocks were barred up and recut 

y the contractor and additional granite blocks received were 
recut and hauled from the Medford street yard and from the 
Massachusetts avenue lot. The city furnished the new edge- 
stone, the sidewalk bricks and paving blocks. All other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor who also bought the 
old flagging and rejected paving blocks used in the old pavement. 
The new pavement was laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Washington street, from Archdale road to 75 feet south of 
Corinth street, is about 3,387 feet in length. A contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to William 
J. Barry June 25, 1920. It is a 60-foot street with granite 
edgestone, 8-foot sidewalks, principally of gravel and the road- 
way is paved with 5-inch granite blocks on 6-inch concrete base 
with grout joints, on each side of car tracks location. The pave- 
ment was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. With 
the exception of a comparatively small amount of artificial 
stone sidewalks, the work was completed this year. The side- 
walk will be laid in the spring, as soon as weather conditions 
permit. 
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ASPHALT PAVEMENT. 


Centre street, from Allandale street to South street is about 
6,502 feet in length. A contract to surface this street with a 
sheet asphalt pavement, laid upon the existing macadam, was 
awarded to The Bermudez Company September 7, 1920. A 
retaining wall 170 feet in length was constructed at the corner 
of South street. Considerable pavement was laid outside 
original limits for approaches to business plants. With the 
exception of a small area, the roadway is practically completed. 

Cushman road, from Dustin street to Glencoe street. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Easton street, from North Harvard street to Mansfield 
street. (See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Glenville avenue, from Greylock road to Allston street. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

South street, from Centre street about 270 feet easterly. 
(See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Tremont street, from Dover street to Northampton street 
is about 3,854 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with an asphalt pavement was awarded to B. E. Grant Company 
November 18, 1919. This street is about 100 feet in width 
with a roadway 70 feet in width and sidewalks 15 feet in width. 
Work was commenced December 12, 1919; suspended Decem- 
ber 31, 1919; resumed April 5, 1920 and completed September 
20, 1920. ‘The contractor reset the edgestone and excavated 
the roadway. The roadway was paved with 13-inch asphalt 
wearing surface on 13-inch bituminous concrete binder on a 
6-inch Portland cement concrete base. The brows, dummy, 
edgeings and driveways were paved with recut granite blocks 
with grout joints on a 6-inch concrete base. The brick side- 
walks were replaced with artificial stone on the existing founda- 
tion. The asphalt pavement, granite blocks and artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a_ five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The straight edgestone, circles and corners were 
furnished by the city on the line of work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The granite blocks were 
recut on the line of work and at the Massachusetts avenue lot. 
The car tracks were set to grade by the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company and the area between the rails paved with recut 
granite blocks with grout joints on a 6-inch concrete base. In 
connection with this contract, Montgomery street, from 
Clarendon street to Dartmouth street, and Union Park street, 
from Tremont street to Montgomery street were paved with an 
asphalt pavement on a macadam foundation, under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. The edgestone was reset and the 
brick sidewalks replaced with artificial stone where directed, 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The former surface 
of Tremont street was granite block, gravel base and joints with 
brick sidewalks and on Montgomery street and Union Park 
street the surfaces were macadam with brick sidewalks. 
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William Jackson avenue, from Chestnut Hill avenue to 
Audubon road. (See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 


BiruuirHic PAVEMENT. 


Huntington avenue, at Jamaicaway. A contract for re- 
surfacing the southerly roadway of Huntington avenue for 
about 150 feet, to conform with the pavement then being laid 
by the Park and Recreation Department on Jamaicaway, was 
awarded to Warren Brothers Company September 22, 1920. 
About 485 square yards of 2-inch bitulithic wearing surface on 
the existing macadam base was laid under this contract. The 
contractor furnished all the new materials and guaranteed the 
bitulithic pavement for a period of five years. The former 
surface of the street was bituminous macadam. 

Stuart street, from Clarendon street to Trinity place. (See 
‘“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Washington street, Brighton, from Market street to Tre- 
mont street, is about 4,120 feet in length. A contract to pave 
the surface of this street with bitulithic pavement was awarded 
to Warren Brothers Company October 8, 1919. The contrac- 
tor hauled and set the new straight edgestone, set the circular 
edgestone and reset the old edgestone and furnished and laid 
aitificial stone sidewalks. The old gutters were removed and 
the bitulithic pavement was laid on the old macadam as a 
foundation. The Boston Elevated Railway Company car 
tracks were set to grade and paved with recut granite blocks on 
a concrete base with grout joints. The south side of the street, 
from Oakland street to Lake street, was paved with recut 
granite blocks on a concrete base with grout joints, on account 
of the heavy teaming on the steep grade. The city furnished 
the paving blocks and _edgestone. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The pavement and sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. Most of the 
work was done in 1919.

Arbutus street, from Blue Hill avenue to Irma street. (See 
““ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Archdale road, from Washington street to South street. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Babcock street, from Commonwealth avenue to Boston & 
Albany Railroad. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Beech street, from West Roxbury Parkway to Belgrade 
avenue. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Belgrade avenue, from Anawan avenue to Centre street. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Centre street, from South street to Spring street. (See 
“ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Centre street, Jamaica Plain, from Forbes street to Boylston 
street, is about 1,386 feet in length. A contract to pave the 
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surface of this street with Topeka pavement was awarded to 
the Central Construction Company November 23, 1920. The 
contractor set the new edgestone and reset the old stone, re- 
moved the old gutters and paved the roadway with Topeka on a 
macadam foundation. ‘The brows of car tracks were repaved 
with grout joints. Some of the brick sidewalk has been relaid 
and the balance of the brick sidewalk and some artificial stone 
are to be laid in the spring. The city furnished the edgestone, 
paving blocks and sidewalk materials. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The Topeka pavement and 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Cummington street, from Commonwealth avenue to Bos- 
ton & Albany Railroad. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Elder street, from Columbia road to Humphreys street. 
(See “Assessment Streets. hy 

Falkland terrace, from Hobart street to Brooksdale road. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Farquhar street, from Selwyn street to Centre street. (See 
“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Green street, Jamaica Plain, from Call street to Centre 
street, is about 1,992 feet in length. A contract to pave the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company November 23, 1920. Due to the lateness of the 
season, nothing was done on this street. The work to be done 
is to reset the edgestone, furnish and lay artificial stone side- 
walks and pave the roadway with Topeka pavement on the old 
macadam as a foundation. 

Green street, from Washington street across Call street, is 


about 888 feet in length. A contract for constructing this street © 


was awarded to the Central Construction Company October 22, 
1919. Work was begun October 20, 1919; suspended December 
15, 1919: resumed September 16, 1920, and completed October 
2, 1920. The sidewalks were completed and a Topeka pave- 
ment on a 6-inch concrete base laid in driveways this year. The 
contractor furnished all materials. The artificial stone side- 
walks and Topeka pavement were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Hamlin street, from East Eighth street to Columbia road. 
(See ‘“‘ Assessment: Streets. ’’) 

Harvard street, from Fabyan street to beyond Brookview 
street. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Havelock street, from Blue Hill avenue to Morton street. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Hyde Park avenue, from Metropolitan avenue to River 
street. (See ‘Assessment Streets. ’’) 

McCraw street, from Belgrade avenue to West Roxbury 
Branch Railroad. (See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Pleasant street, from East Cottage street to Stoughton 
street, is about 1,418 feet in length. A contract for repaving 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
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August 16,1920. ‘This street is from 70 to 73 feet in width with 
sidewalks from 10 to 18 feet in width, having a 10-foot artificial 
, stone walk and a loam space, granite edgestone and a 2-inch 
Topeka roadway laid on the existing macadam base. The new 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of work. 
The contractor furnished all other new materials and hauled the 
surplus paving materials to the city lot on Massachusetts 
avenue. ‘The artificial stone sidewalks and Topeka roadway 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The former 
surface of this street was bituminous macadam. 

Pleasant street, from Stoughton street to Savin Hill avenue, 
is about 830 feet in length. A contract for repaving the surface 
of this street was awarded to Francis J. Burke October 15, 1920. 
It is a 60-foot street with 10-foot artificial stone sidewalks, 
granite edgestone and a 40-foot roadway, paved with a 2-inch 
Topeka wearing surface on a 6-inch cement concrete base. A 
double track runs through the center of the street which was 
regulated by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The 
space between the tracks was paved by the contractor with 
granite blocks and grout joints on a 6-inch cement concrete 
base. The new edgestone was furnished by the city on the 
line of work. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor who hauled the surplus paving materials to the city 
yard. The artificial stone sidewalks and Topeka roadway were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The former 
surface of the street was asphalt macadam. 

River street, from bridge over the Providence Division 
Railroad across Everett square, is about 1,269 feet in length. 
A contract to pave this street with Topeka was awarded to the 
Central Construction Company on November 2, 1920. Owing 
to the lateness of the season, work was not started. 

Wilcock street, from Blue Hill avenue to Morton street. 
(See “Assessment Streets. ’”’) 

Wilbur street, from Cushing avenue to Upham avenue. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 
~ Wollaston terrace, from Woodrow avenue to Jones avenue. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) | 

York street, from Glenway street to Greenwood street. 
(See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 


Woop Biock PAVEMENT. 


Beacon street, from Massachusetts avenue to Raleigh street, 
is about 1,455 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with wood block with a sand joint on a concrete base was 
awarded to James Doherty October 22, 1919. This street is 
60 feet in width with a roadway 40 feet in width and sidewalks 
10 feet in width. The contractor did the excavating and set 
the edgestone. The old concrete base was renoved where 
necessary and replaced with a new 6-inch concrete base. ‘The 
remainder was cleaned and brought up to grade with new 
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concrete. A wood block pavement was laid on the concrete 
base on a l-inch cement mortar bed with sand joints. The 
work was done under a five-year maintenance guaranty. In 
parts of the dummy, the existing wood block was relaid. The 
brick sidewalks were replaced with artificial stone on existing 
foundation and provided with tree pits under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. The straight edgestone, circles and corners 
were furnished by the city on the line cf work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. Between Charles- 
gate East and Raleigh street, the car tracks were set to grade 
by the Boston Elevated Railway Company, and the area 
between the rails paved to conform to the work done by the 
contractor. The former surface of the street was wood block 
on a concrete base with brick sidewalks. . 

Boylston street (northerly side), from Tremont street to 
Charles street. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Charles street, from Fruit street to Allen street, is about 
670 feet in length. A contract for paving this street with wood 
block with sand-joints on a concrete base was awarded to John 
McCourt Company July 2, 1920. This street is 60 feet in 
width with a roadway 40 feet in width and sidewalks from 11 to 
14 feet wide. The contractor removed the old asphalt pave- 
ment, reset the edgestone, chipped and removedthe old concrete 
base, where directed, and brought it up to the proper grade with 
new concrete. A wood block pavement was laid on the concrete 
base with cement mortar bed and sand joints, under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. On the east sidewalk, the brick side- 
walk was replaced with artificial stone, laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. On the west side, the brick sidewalk 


was relaid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The | 


straight edgestone corners and circular edgestone were furnished 
by the city on the line of work. AIl other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The car tracks were set to grade 
by the Boston Elevated Railway Company and the area between 
the rails paved to conform with the work done by the contractor. 
The former surface of the street was asphalt on a concrete base 
with brick sidewalks. 

Devonshire street, from Franklin street to Water street, is 
about 730 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface of this 
street with wood block was awarded to James Doherty May 12, 
1920. The contractor removed the existing asphalt pavement, 
repaired the old concrete base and furnished and laid the wood 
block pavement on a cement mortar bed with sand joints, under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. Considerable granite block 
paving was relaid with grout joints at the Milk street inter- 
section. All materials were furnished by the contractor. 

East Fourth street, from K street across P street, is about 
2,813 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface 
for this street was awarded to John E. Quinn May 7, 1919. 
Work was begun May 28, 1919 and suspended January 8, 1920. 
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Work was resumed April 12, 1920 and completed May 29, 1920. 
It is a 50-foot street with artificial stone sidewalks about 8 feet 
in width, granite edgestone and a roadway about 34 feet in 
width, paved with 3}-inch wood block on a 6-inch concrete 
base, except that the intersection of M street, N street and P 
street and a part of the dummy between the car tracks are 
paved with granite blocks with grout joints on a concrete base. 
A single car track which runs through the center of the street 
from K street to L street and a double track from L street to 
P street was regulated by the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. The granite block paving in the dummy, between the 
car tracks, from N street to P street and the wood block paving 
in the widening at the northeast corner of the street were laid 
by the city forces. The former surface of the street was granite 
block with gravel joints on a gravel bed. 

Tremont street (northerly side), from Park street to 
Boylston street. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Washington street, city proper, Beach street across Knee- 
land street, is about 290 feet in length. A contract to pave 
the surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty May 12, 
1920. The contractor reset the edgestone, repaired the old 
concrete base and furnished and laid a wood block pavement on 
a mortar bed with sand joints. Considerable granite block 
paving was relaid at the intersection of Beach street and Knee- 
land street. The work at Kneeland street is yet to be done and 
will be completed when the street car tracks are set to grade. 
The walks and pavement are laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. ‘The contractor furnished all materials necessary to 
do the work excepting a small amount of edgestone. Work will 
be resumed in the spring.

SimAsco PAVEMENT. 


Arlington street, Brighton, from Market street across 
Leicester street, is about 475 feet inlength. A contract to pave 
the surface of this street with Simasco pavement was awarded 
to Simpson Brothers Corporation November 2, 1920. The 
contractor set the new edgestone, furnished and laid the arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks on a cinder foundation. Owing to the 
lateness of the season the pavement has not been laid but will 
be completed in the spring. The block gutters are to be re- 
moved and the pavement laid on a macadam foundgstion. 

Market street, from Washington street. across Western 
avenue, is about 5,015 feet in length. A contract to pave the 
surface of this street with a Simasco pavement was awarded to 
Simpson Brothers Corporation November 2, 1920. Owing to 
the lateness of the season, little work has been done on this 
contract. It consisted of setting the edgestone and furnishing 
and laying the artificial stone sidewalks in front of the church 
near Arlington street. The work to be done is to set and reset 
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edgestone, furnished and lay artificial stone sidewalks and pave 
the roadway with Simasco pavement on the old macadam 
foundation and to pave the dummy and brows of car tracks 
with recut granite blocks with grout joints. 


BrtuMiInous MAcADAM PAVEMENT. 


Mt. Vernon street, from Joy street to West Cedar street, 
is about 1,200 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with brick blocks with grout joints on a 6-inch concrete base, 
was awarded to John W. O’Connell.October 3, 1920. A change — 
was made in the contract and the brick block pavement was 
omitted and bituminous macadam substituted. This street 
has a roadway from 26 to 34 feet in width and sidewalks 8 to 12 
feet in width. The contractor reset the edgestone, removed 
the cobble gutters and graded the roadway. On the founda- 
tion thus prepared the contractor spread and rolled the crushed 
stone. The straight edgestone, circles and corners were fur- 
nished by the city on the line of work. The crushed stone for 
the roadway was furnished by the city and spread by the con- 
tractor. The tar binder was furnished and applied by the city. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
existing brick sidewalks were relaid. ‘The former surface of 
this street was macadam with cobble gutters and brick side- 
walks. 

ARTIFICIAL STONE SIDEWALKS. 


Ashmont street, from Neponset avenue to Train street, is 
about 1,035 feet in length. A contract for constructing the — 
artificial stone sidewalks on the north side of this street was 
awarded to Joseph A. Singarella May 24, 1920. Work was 
begun June 2, 1920 and completed July 10, 1920. It is a 45- 
foot street with artificial stone sidewalks on the north side, 
from 8 to 10 feet in width, granite edgestone, granite block 
gutters and macadam roadway. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city and all other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. The sidewalk was laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Ashfield street, from Walter street to Fairview street, is 
about 791 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to John Kelly Company 
July 2, 1920. Work was begun August 2, 1920 and completed 
September 29, 1920. The edgestone was set and reset, part of 
which was set on crushed stone and concrete foundation. 
Granite block gutters were laid and artificial stone sidewalks 
constructed 7 feet in width. The edgestone was furnished on 
the line of work by the city. The granite blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. . 

Brooks street, Brighton, from Hobart street to Faneuil — 
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street, is about 1,132 feet in length. A contract for construct- 
ing artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Piazuolo and 
Alfieri, July 2, 1920. Work was begun June 29, 1920 and 
completed September 4, 1920. The contractor did the exca- 
vating and hauled the surplus material to Cushman road, set 
the edgestone, furnished and placed the cinder foundation and 
laid the artificial stone sidewalks. The walks on the east side 
of the street are full width, 8 feet wide, while on the west side 
of the street, from Faneuil street to Bigelow street the walks 
are 11 feet wide with 5-foot artificial stone sidewalks and a 
loam space. From Bigelow street to Gerrish street is full 
width of 9 feet, consisting of 5-foot artificial stone sidewalks 
-and a loam space. The city furnished all the new edgestone. 
The contractor furnished, graded and seeded the loam space. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
walks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Broadway (south side), from Washington street to Shaw- 
mut avenue, is about 408 feet in length. A contract to furnish 
and lay artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to the Pignat 
Vineenzi Mosaic Company, November 25, 1919. Work was 
started November 25, 1919; suspended December 2, 1919; 
resumed May 18, 1920 and. completed May 26, 1920. The 
contractor furnished all the materials necessary to do the work. 

Congreve street, from South street to Centre street, is 
about 1,422 feet in length. A contract: for constructing arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks was awarded to the John Kelly Company 
July 2, 1920. Work was begun July 8, 1920 and completed 
September 23, 1290. The edgestone was reset, part of which 
was set on the crushed stone and concrete foundation. Granite 
block gutters were relaid and artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet 
in width, were constructed. Small corners were furnished by 
the city on the line of work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The artificial sidewalks were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Hastings street, from Centre street to Montview street, is 
about 1,127 feet in length. A contract for constructing arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks was awarded to the John Kelly Company 
July 2, 1920. Work was begun September 7, 1920 and com- 
pleted October 26, 1920. The edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of work and set by the contractor, a part of 
which was set on crushed stone and concrete foundation. 
Granite block gutters were laid and artificial stone sidewalks 
constructed, 7 feet in width. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty: 

Linden street, Brighton, from Brighton avenue towards 
Commonwealth avenue, is about 491 feet in length. <A con- 
tract to construct artificial stone sidewalks in this street was: 
awarded to Piazuolo and Alfieri July 2, 1920. The contractors 
reset the edgestone, relaid the granite block gutters and fur- 
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nished and laid artificial stone sidewalks under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. Work was begun August 20, 1920 and 
completed September 22, 1920. The city furnished the new 
edgestone and all the other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

La Grange street, (north side), from Centre street to 
Landseer street, is about 1,005 feet in length. A contract for 
constructing the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to 
Joseph Todesca November 26, 1920. Work was begun Novem- 
ber 15, 1920 and suspended December 9, 1920. ‘The edgestone 
was set, a 2-foot granite block gutter laid and the foundation 
for artificial stone sidewalks laid this year. The work will be 
resumed in the spring as early as weather conditions permit. 
The edgestone was furnished -by the city on the line of work, 
and the granite blocks were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Neponset avenue, from King square to Victory road, is 
about 651 feet in length. A contract for constructing an 
artificial stone sidewalk on the west side of the street was 
awarded to Joseph A. Singarella May 24, 1920. Work was 
begun May 24, 1920, and completed June 15, 1920. It is a 
60-foot street with a 10-foot artificial stone sidewalk on the 
west side, granite edgestone and granite block gutters and 
Topeka roadway. All the new materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The sidewalks were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Olney street, at Nos. 7 and 9. A contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks at this location was awarded to Joseph 
A. Singarella May 24, 1920. Work was begun July 7, 1920, 
and completed July 10, 1920. The artificial stone sidewalk is 
8 feet in width with granite edgestone and granite block gutters. 
The new corners were furnished by the city on the line of work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
sidewalk was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Providence street, (north side); from Columbus avenue 
to Church street, is about 296 feet in length. A contract for 
constructing artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Joseph 
A. Singarella September 22, 1920. The sidewalk on this street 
is 7 feet in width. The contractor reset the edgestone, removed 
the old artificial stone sidewalks and constructed a new artificial 
stone sidewalk on existing foundation. The contractor fur- 
nished all materials and hauled the surplus materials to the 
Massachusetts avenue lot. The sidewalks were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

St Albans road, from Francis street to Huntington avenue, 
is about 681 feet in length. A contract for repairing the arti- 
ficial stone sidewalk on this street was awarded to Joseph A. 
Singarella October 18, 1920. Work was begun October 14, 
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1920, and completed October 22, 1920. It is a 40-foot street 
with 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks, granite edgestone, granite 
block gutters and a macadam roadway. All materials used 
were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalk was laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Walk Hill street (easterly side),’from Hyde Park avenue 
to Wenham street, is about 244 feet in length. A contract 
for constructing artificial stone sidewalks in this street was 
awarded to John Kelly Company July 2, 1920. Work was 
begun July 6, 1920 and completed September 1, 1920. The 
edgestone was reset, gutters relaid and artificial stone side- 
walks constructed about 8 feet in width. All materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Union Park street (north side), from Washington street to 
Harrison avenue, is about 446 feet in length. A contract to 
repair the artificial stone sidewalks on this street was awarded 
to Joseph A. Singarella August 11, 1920. Work was begun 
August 12, 1920 and completed August 21, 1920. The con- 
tractor furnished and laid the sidewalk under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. He furnished all the materials necessary to 
do the work. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Ralston street (north side), from Boston street about 85 
feet easterly. A contract to construct a concrete retaining 
wall and fence was awarded to the Andrews Construction Com- 
pany November 5, 1920. This wall replaced an old wooden 
‘ bulkhead. The contractor furnished all material and labor.

ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


Albany street, from Broadway to about 75 feet north of 
Troy street, is about 821 feet in length. A contract for pav- 
ing this street with granite blocks and grout joints on a con- 
crete base, was awarded to James Doherty September 29, 1920. 
Work was commenced September 15, 1920 and suspended 
December 17, 1920. This street is about 80 feet in width} 
with a roadway 54 feet in width and sidewalks 13 feet in width. 
The contractor did the excavating and filling and reset the 
edgestone. ‘The roadway was paved with granjte blocks with 
grout joints on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. Owing to the fact that 
the roadway was widened about 20 feet, the contractor fur- 
nished about 2,000 square yards of new granite blocks which 
were laid between Oneida street and Genesee street. The 
straight edgestone, circles and corners were furnished by the 
city on the line of work. Second-hand sidewalk bricks were 
furnished by the city at the Massachusetts avenue lot and 
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hauled by the contractor. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The former surface of the street was granite 
blocks with pitch joints on a concrete base. Work will be 
resumed in the spring. 

Arbutus street, from Blue Hill avenue to Irma street, is 
about 727 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street with a Topeka pavement was awarded to 
Martino DeMatteo October 11, 1920. Work was begun 
November 24, 1920 and suspended December 20, 1920. A 
part of the edgestone had been set and some of the filling had 
been furnished by the contractor when the work was suspended 
on account of cold weather. Work will be resumed in the 
spring 

chdate road, from Washington street to South street, is 
about 446 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
street with a Topeka pavement was awarded to Martino 
DeMatteo July 16,1920. On account of the paving going on in 
Washington street, it was impossible to construct this street 
this year. Work will be started in the spring. 

Babcock street, from Commonwealth avenue to Boston & 
Albany Railroad, is about 953 feet in length. A contract to 
construct this street was awarded to the Rowe Contracting 
Company May 27, 1920. Work was begun September 15, 
1920 and suspended December 23, 1920. This is a 60-foot 
street with 10-foot artificial stone sidewalks and a 40-foot road- 
way. The street was subgraded, new edgestone was set and 
the roadway was paved with a. Topeka pavement on a 4-inch 
Portland cement conerete base. The artificial stone sidewalks 


and driveways will be laid in the spring. The pavement and ' 


sidewalks are to be laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The city furnished the granite blocks for paving the brows to 
the car tracks, and the edgestone. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Beech street, from West. Roxbury parkway to Anawan 
avenue, is about 158 feet in length.. A contract for construct- 
ing this street was awarded to the Rowe Contracting Company 
J uly 6, 1920." Work was begun August 30, 1920 and suspended 
“December 24, 1920. It is a 60-foot street with granite edge- 
stone and a Tope ka pavement, laid on a 6-inch concrete base 
and is to have artificial stone sidewalks 10 feet in width. ‘The 
work is completed with the exception of laying the artificial 
stone sidewalks. The edgestone was furnished by the city on 
the line of work and all other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. ‘The Topeka pavement was laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. The work will be completed as early in 
the spring as weather conditions permit. 

Belgrade avenue, from Anawan avenue to Centre street, is 
about 1,303 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to the Rowe Contracting Company July 6, 
1920. Work was begun July 6, 1920 and suspended December 
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24, 1920. It is a 70-foot street with granite edgestone and 
sidewalks 10 feet in width and a Topeka pavement, laid on 
a 6-inch concrete base with grout joints. The edgestone was 
set; about 90 per cent of the artificial stone sidewalks laid 
and Topeka pavement laid from railroad bridge to Anawan 
avenue. The concrete base for the Topeka was laid from the 
railroad bridge to Centre street this season. A part of the 
edgestone was reset, block gutters relaid and Topeka pavement 
laid on a macadam foundation from about 100 feet east of Bel- 
grade street to Anawan avenue, a distance of about 600 feet. 
The street car location was paved by the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company with recut granite blocks on a 6-inch concrete 
base with grout joints, from about 100 feet east of Belgrade 
street to Centre street. The edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of work. All other materials were furmshed 
by the contractor. The Topeka pavement and artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The work will be completed as early in the spring as weather 
conditions permit. 

Boylston street (north side), from Tremont street to Charles 
street, is about 728 feet in length. A contract to widen this 
street was awarded to James Doherty June 16, 1920. Work 
was begun September 7, 1920 and completed October 16, 1920. 
The contractor excavated the old edgestone and reset it on 
the new line and where the bottom of the edgestone came close 
to the top of the subway, it was laid in a mortar bed. The 
widened portion of the roadway was subgraded and paved 
with wood blocks on a 6-inch concrete base and matched to fit 
the old pavement. A considerable area of the old roadway 
had to be repaved to cOnform to the grade of the widened 
portion. The city furnished all the new edgestone required 
and all other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
wood blocks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Centre street, from South street to Spring street, is about 
6,331 feet in length: A contract for rough grading of this 
street was awarded to Antony Cefalo November 5,1919. Work 
was begun November 7, 1919; suspended November 8, 1919; 
resumed April 8, 1920, and completed August 16, 1920. The 
work this year consisted in rough grading. A contract was 
awarded for constructing this street to the Rowe Contracting 
Company July 6, 1920. Work was begun July 9, 1920, and 
suspended December 24, 1920.. It is an 80-foot street and is 
to have a granite edgestone and 10-foot artificial stone’side- 
walks. A Topeka pavement, laid on a 6-inch concrete base 
is to be constructed for the entire width of the roadway from 
Church street to Belgrade avenue and on each side of the street 
car location from Belgrade avenue to Spring street, with brows 
of granite blocks laid on a 6-inch concrete base with grout 
joints at car rails. The work this year has consisted of com- 
pleting the street from South street to Belgrade avenue. Edge- 
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stones were set, artificial stone sidewalks constructed and 
street car tracks rebuilt and the location paved with recut 
blocks on a 6-inch concrete base with grout joints from Bel- 
grade avenue to Willow street. The edgestones were set and 
artificial stone sidewalks constructed from Willow street to 
about 180 feet east of Corey street. The edgestones were set 
and the artificial stone sidewalk foundation placed on north 
side from 180 feet north of Corey street to Corey street. ‘The 
edgestones were set and artificial stone sidewalks constructed 
from Corey street to 250 feet north of the railroad bridge. 
Filling has been placed and the street car tracks rebuilt and 
the location paved from railroad bridge to La Grange street. 
The edgestone was set and the artificial sidewalks placed on 
south side trom entrance to Billings Field to Cottage avenue, 
and en the north side from La Grange street to Temple street. 
The straight edgestone was furnished by the city, a part on the 
line of work and a part hauled by the contractor. The circular 
edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. ‘The Topeka 
pavement and the artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. The work will be resumed 
in the spring as early as weather conditions permit. 

Centre street, at South street. (See “Asphalt Pavement.) 

Cummington street, from Commonwealth avenue to 
Boston & Albany Railroad, is about 268 feet in length. A 
contract to construct this street was awarded to the Rowe 
Contracting Company May 27, 1920. Work was begun 
August 19, 1920, and suspended September 15, 1920. Prac- 
tically no work has been done on this street but it will be built 
in the early spring. This street, when constructed, will vary 
in width from 40 feet to 45 feet with 7-foot artificial stone 
sidewalks and a roadway 31 feet wide. A fence is to be built 
across the end of the street. The roadway is to be paved with 
Topeka pavement on a 6-inch concrete base. 

Cushman road, Brighton, from Dustin street to Glencoe 
street, is about 945 feet in length. A contract to construct 
this street was awarded to John J. Lane September 7, 1920. 
Work was begun August 19 1920, and suspended September 
29, 1920, on account of sewer operations. ‘This street as con- 
structed is 40 feet wide with -7-foot artificial stone sidewalks 


and a 26-foot roadway. The contractor did the excavating, - 


set the edgestone, furnished and laid the artificial stone side- 
walks on a cinder foundation, and paved the roadway with 
sheet asphalt on a 4-inch concrete base. One block of the 
street has not been finished but will be finished in the spring. 
The city furnished the edgestone and all the other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The pavement and side- 
walks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
Easton street, Brighton, from North Harvard street to 
Mansfield street, is about 974 feet in length. A contract to 


/ 
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construct this street was awarded to John J. Lane September 
7, 1920. Work was begun September 22, 1920, and completed 
November 9, 1920. This street as constructed is 40 feet wide 
with 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks and a 26-foot roadway. 
The contractor did the excavating, set the edgestone, furnished 
and laid the artificial stone sidewalks on a cinder foundation 
and paved the roadway with sheet asphalt on a 4-inch concrete 
base. On the approaches to the street, asphalt was laid on the 
old macadam as a foundation. The city furnished the edge- 
stone and all the other materials necessary to do the work were 
furnished by the contractor. The pavement and artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Elder street, from Columbia road to Humphreys street, is 
about 847 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to the Central Construction Company July 
13, 1920. Work was begun July 22, 1920, and completed 
October 20, 1920. It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot artificial 
stone sidewalks, granite edgestone and a 2-inch Topeka road- 
way on a 4-inch cement concrete base. The edgestones were 
furnished by the city on the line of work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone side- 
walks and the Topeka roadway were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Falkland terrace, Brighton, from Hobart street to Brooks- 
dale road, is about 662 feet in length. A contract to construct 
this street was awarded to John J. Lane August 11, 1920. Work 
was begun August 19, 1920, and completed September 25, 1920. 
This street as constructed was 40 feet wide with a 7-foot side- 
walk and 26-foot roadway. The contractor did the excavating, 
set the edgestone, furnished and laid the artificial stone side- 
walks on a cinder foundation and furnished and laid the Topeka 
pavement on a 4-inch concrete base. The city furnished the 
edgestone and granite blocks for headers. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor, who laid the pavement under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Fargo street, South Roston from B street to C street, is 
about 533 feet in length. A contract to repave the surface of 
this street was awarded to the B. E. Grant Company Novem- 
ber 15, 1920. ‘The work to be done was to reset the old granite 
block and bar them out, relay them on a 6-inch concrete base 
with grout joints, reset the edgestone and to lay brick side- 
walks: also to relay the existing granite blocks in the C street 
intersection on a gravel base. Owing to the lateness of the 
season little work was done. 

Farquhar street, from Selwyn street to Centre street, is 
about 938 feet in length. A contract to construct the street 
was awarded Martino De Matteo July 16, 1920. Work com- 
menced August 16, 1920 and completed November 11, 1920. 
It is a 40-foot street with granite edgestone, artificial stone side- 
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walks 7 feet wide and has a Topeka pavement laid on a 4-inch 
concrete base. ‘Tree spaces were left in sidewalks and the — 
intersection of Selwyn street was laid with Topeka pavement 
on a macadam foundation. The straight edgestone and cor- 
ners were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The Topeka pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Glenville avenue, Brighton, from Greylock road to Allston 
street, is about 1,009 feet in length. A contract to construct 
this street was awarded to John J. Lane September 7, 1920. 
Work was begun September 8, 1920 and suspended Novem- 
ber 5, 1920. This street as constructed is 40 feet wide with 
7-foot artificial stone sidewalks and a 26-foot roadway. The ~ 
contractor did the excavating, set the edgestone, furnished and 
laid the artificial stone sidewalks on a cinder foundation and 
paved the roadway with sheet asphalt on a 4-inch concrete 
base. The city furnished the edgestone and all other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 'The pavement and artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Grosvenor place, from Cliff street southwesterly, south- 
easterly and southwesterly, is about 281 feet in length. A 
contract for constructing this street was awarded to Joseph A. 
Singarella July 20, 1920 and completed December 6, 1920. 
The street is from 10 to 20 feet in width with artificial stone 
sidewalks from 1 foot to 3 feet in width, granite edgestone 
and a roadway paved with granite blocks, grout joints on a 
gravel base. A rubble retaining wall about 82 feet in length, 
with artificial stone cap and wooden fence was built on the 
southwesterly portion of the street. ‘The edgestone and corners 
were furnished by the city on the line of work. The granite 
paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. 

Hamlin street, from East Eighth street to Columbia road, 
is about 266 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to John T. Shea, Jr. August 20, 
1920. Work was begun August 19, 1920 and completed Sep- 
tember 29, 1920. It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot artificial. 
stone sidewalks, grenite edgestone and a 2-inch Topeka road- 
way on a 4inch cement concrete base. The edgestone and 
corners were furnished by the city on the line of work. All 
other new materials were furnished by the contractor on the 
line of work. The artificial stone sidewalks and Topeka road- ' 
way were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Havelock street, from Blue Hill avenue to Morton street 
is about 662 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
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surface of this street was awarded to the Rowe Contracting 
Company May 12, 1920. Work was begun June 10, 1920, and 
completed July 28, 1920. It is a 40-foot street with , 7-foot 
artificial stone sidewalks, granite edgestone and 2-inch Topeka 
roadway on a 4-inch cement concrete base. ‘The edgestone and 
corners were furnished by the city on the line of work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractcr. The arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks and the Topeka roadway were laid under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Harvard street, from Fabyan street to beyond Brookview 
street, is about 652 feet in length. A contract for construct- 
ing this street was awarded to the Rowe Contracting Company 
September 29, 1919; suspended December 23, 1919; resumed 
April 18, 1920, and completed July 19, 1920. It is a 50-foot 
street and has a granite edgestone, 8-foot brick sidewalk on 
the west side and 8-foot artificial stone sidewalk on the east 
side and Topeka pavement laid on a 4-inch concrete base. 
The work this year consisted in completing the edgestone and 
_ constructing the sidewalks and roadway. The straight edge- 
stone, corners and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. All other materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks and 
Topeka pavement were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Hyde Park avenue, from Metropolitan avenue to River 
street, is about 5,454 feet in length. A contract for construct- 
ing this street was awarded to Martino De Matteo November 6, 
1919. Work was begun November 10, 1919, and suspended 
January 8, 1920. Resumed March 29, 1920 and suspended 
December ‘20, 1920. It is a 70-foot street with granite edge- 
stone, 10-foot artificial stohe sidewalks, Topeka pavement on 
a 6-inch concrete base each side of street car location with recut 
granite block brows on a 6-inch concrete base, grout joints at 
rails. The edgestone was set and reset, artificial stone side- 
walks constructed and a Topeka pavement laid on a 6-inch 
concrete base on west side from River street to West street. 
The 6-inch concrete base was also laid on the west side from 
West street, across Metropolitan avenue and on the east side 
from River street to beyond Thacher street. Work will be 
resumed as early in the spring as weather conditions permit. 
The corners and recut granite blocks were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The straight edgestone and 
circular edgestone were furnished by the city on the line of 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The street car tracks were relocated and a double car track 
constructed by the Eastern Massachusetts Street Railway Com- 
pany. A contract for paving the street car location was 
awarded to John McCourt Company: October 8, 1920. Work 
was begun October 11, 1920, and completed November 19, 1920. 
This pavement is recut granite blocks on a 6-inch concrete 
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base with grout joints. The old granite blocks were furnished 
by the city and recut by the contractor. The contractor fur- 
nished all other materials. The Topeka pavement and artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

McCraw street, from Belgrade avenue to West Roxbury 
Branch Railroad, is about 1381 feet in length. A contract for 
constructing this street was awarded to Martino De Matteo 
July 16, 1920. Work was begun July 28, 1920, and completed 
November 2, 1920. It is a 40-foot street with granite edge- 
stone, artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet wide and has a Topeka 
pavement laid on a 4-inch macadam foundation. The existing 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks on the easterly side 
were found in good condition-and allowed to remain. The re- 
mainder of the street was constructed under this contract. 
The edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
Topeka and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. 

Public alley No. 710, from East Brookline street to East 
Newton street, is about 372 feet in length.. A contract to 
construct this alley was awarded to John Landis August 11, 
1920. Work was begun August 5, 1920, and completed Novem- 
ber 16, 1920. The contractor did the subgrading, set the edge- 
stone and laid a 6-inch concrete base, hauled and laid the recut 
granite blocks with grout joints and sand bed. He furnished 
and laid an artificial stone sidewalk. Concrete retaining walls 
were constructed where the sidewalks were above the grade of 
the house yards. The city furnished the edgestone and paving 
blocks. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The roadway and sidewalks were laid under a five-year mainte- 
nance guaranty. 

Public alley No. 818, from St. Stephen street about 690 
feet westerly. A contract for constructing the completion of 
this alley was awarded to John Landis August 11, 1920. Work 
on this alley was suspended previously on account of sewer 
construction. The contractor did the subgrading, set the edge- 
stone and laid a 6-inch concrete base, hauled and laid the recut 
granite blocks with grout joints and sand bed and furnished and 
laid artificial stone sidewalks and where there was no sidewalk, 
backed the edgestone with concrete to the street line. The city 
furnished the edgestone and paving blocks. The contractor ™ 
furnished all other materials required. The sidewalks and road- 
way were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

South street, from Centre stret about 270 feet easterly. 
A eontract to construct this street with a sheet asphalt pave- 
ment was awarded to the Bermudez Company September 7, 
1920. Work was begun September 20, 1920, and suspended. 
December 29, 1920. The pavement consists of a binder and 
wearing surface upon a broken stone base. Most of the old 
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macadam was found at too low a grade and was brought up to 
the proper subgrade with new material. The roadway is com- 
pleted. The artificial stone sidewalks remain to be done. 

Stuart street, from Clarendon street to Trinity place, is 
about 268 feet in length. A contract to construct the surface 
of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company August 
3, 1920. Work was begun July 30, 1920, and completed October 
30, 1920. This street as built, is 80 feet wide with 20-foot 
sidewalks and a 40-foot roadway. The contractor did the ex- 
cavating, set the edgestone, paved the roadway with bitulithic 
on a 6-inch concrete base and constructed artificial stone side- 
walks on the outside and 10 feet of gravel walk on the inside. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid on a cinder foundation 
and these and the bitulithic pavement were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. ‘The city furnished the edgestone 
and the paving blocks for paving the Clarendon street ap- 
proaches. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Tremont street (westerly side), from Park street to Boyl- 
ston street, is about 1,671 feet in length. A contract for widen- 
ing this street was awarded to James Doherty June 16, 1920. 
Work was begun August 19, 1920, and completed October 11, 
1920. The contractor excavated the old edgestone and reset 
it on the new line, making a roadway 43 feet wide. When the 
bottom of the edgestone came close to the top of the subway it 
was laid ona mortar bed. The widened portion of the roadway 
was ite with wood blocks on a 6-inch concrete base and 
matched to the old paving. A considerable portion of the old 
paving had to be repaved to conform to the grade of the newly 
widened portion. The wood block pavement was laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the edge- 
stone and all other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Wilbur street, from Cushing avenue to Upham avenue, js 
about 335 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company July 13, 1920. Work commenced August 4, 1920, 
and completed October 25, 1920. It is a 30-foot street with 
6-foot artificial stone sidewalks, granite edgestone and a 2-inch 
Topeka roadway on a 4-inch cement concrete base. The edge- 
stone and corners were furnished by the city on the line of work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
artificial stone sidewalks and Topeka roadway were laid under 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Wilcock street, from Blue Hill avenue to Morton street, is 
about 779 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to the Rowe Contracting Company May 12, 
1920. Work commenced May 19, 1920 and completed July 7, 
1920. Itisa40-foot street with 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks, 
granite edgestone and a 2-inch Topeka roadway on a 4-inch 
cement concrete base. The edgestone and corners were fur- 
nished by the city on the line of work. All other materials were 
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furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks and 
Topeka roadway were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Wollaston terrace, from Woodrow avenue to Jones avenue, 
is about 313 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to the Rowe Contracting Company May 12, 
1920. Work commenced July 1, 1920 and completed July 29, 
1920. It is a 25-foot street with 4-foot artificial stone side- 
walks, granite edgestone and 2-inch Topeka roadway on a 
4-inch cement concrete base. ‘The edgestone and corners were 


furnished by the city on the line of work. All other materials’ 


were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

William Jackson avenue, Brighton, from Chestnut Hill 
avenue to Acadamy Hill road, is about 500 feet in length. A 
contract to construct this street was awarded to John J. Lane 
September 7, 1920. ‘This street as constructed is 25 feet wide 
with 4-foot sidewalks and a 17-foot roadway. Work started 
September 7, 1920, and was completed October 30, 1920. ‘The 
contractor did the ‘excavating, set the edgestone, furnished and 
laid the artificial stone sidewalks and paved the roadway with 
sheet asphalt on a 4-inch concrete base. The city furnished the 
edgestone. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

York street, from Glenway street to Greenwood street, is 
about 440 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 


street was awarded to the Rowe Contracting Company Octo- 


ber 1, 1919. Work started October 31, 1919; suspended De- 
cember 11, 1919, and resumed April 20, 1920, and completed 
April 24, 1920. It i is a 40-foot street with 7-foot artificial stone 
sidew alks, granite edgestone and a 26-foot roadway paved with 
Topeka, having a 2-inch wearing surface on a 4-inch concrete 
base. ‘The Topeka roadway and part of the artificial stone 
sidewalks were built in 1919. The rest of the work was com- 
pleted this year. The Topeka roadway and artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty.

SEWER SERVICE. 


_During the year 1920-21 there were built throughout 

the city 8.06 miles of sanitary sewers and surface 
drains. 
- In city proper the work consisted principally of 
rebuilding old broken down sewers unfit for further use, 
such as North Anderson street, Bridge court, Oswego 
street.and Unity court. 

In Roxbury, a start was eae on the rebuilding of the 
old wooden drain known as Muddy river conduit in 
Brookline avenue. This old wooden conduit had been 
reported upon many times as being structurally unsafe 
and.in fact collapsed for a length of about 100 feet, 
thereby hastening the work of rebuilding. 

In the West Roxbury district, a section of main 
Stony brook channel was started and sewerage works 
in anticipation of permanent pavements were built in 
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Hinsdale road, Centre street, Castleton street, Zamora 
street and Washington street. 

In Brighton, the building of a sanitary sewer in private 
land off Lake street to provide drainage for a large 
territory in Newton, which formerly drained on the 
surface of the ground, will abate a long standing nuisance. 

In the Charlestown district, a sanitary sewer was built 
in Chelsea street, between Foss and Wapping streets. 

In East Boston, the extension of the Lubec street 
outlet to tide water was completed. 

In South Boston, Farragut road overflow was extended 
to deep water. 

In the Hyde Park section, sewerage works were built 
in Bradlee street, Thatcher street, Huntington avenue 
and in Kennebec street. 

In Dorchester, sewers were built in Tenean street, 
Wilcock street, Havelock street, Itasca street, Wilbur 
street and Wollaston terrace. 

There were 6,824 catch-basins cleaned throughout 
the city and 27,010 cubic yards of material removed 
from same. 

On October 31, 1920, our No. 5 engine at Calf Pasture 
station broke down and repairs are now being made 
under contract with the Simpson’s Patent Dry Dock 
Company. New condensers and pumps have been 
installed on No. 3 and No. 4 engines. 


Principal Works Recommended for Coming Year. 


- West Roxbury.— Roslindale branch of Stony brook, 
from Forest Hills Playground to Lindall street; Grove 
street, from Washington street to Centre street; Wash- 
ington street (Germantown outlet), between the Metro- 
politan sewer in Dedham street and Rockland street; 
Washington street, from Corinth street to Metropolitan 
parkway near LaGrange street. 

Brighton.— Cleveland circle, from Beacon street to 
the Brookline line; Salt creek outlet, under Boston & 
Albany Railroad tracks, near Ashford street; Western 
avenue and Everett street, between Telford street and 
Adams street. 

City Proper.— Clinton street, between Commercial 
street and Atlantic avenue; Mt. Vernon street, from 
Charles street to Charles River Esplanade; Chatham 
street, from Commercial street to Merchants row. 
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Dorchester.— Whitten street, easterly, from Dorchester 
avenue about 1,000 feet; Dorchester brook, in Norfolk 
avenue to Wendover street; Davenport brook extension, 
about 500 feet easterly; Auckland street, from Freeport 
street brook to Savin Hill avenue, to remove flooding 
on Dorchester avenue. 

Calf Pasture Pumping Station.— The question of a new 
boiler plant and new pumping units should be carefully 
investigated during the coming year, as the present 
equipment is fast becoming obsolete. 


SANITARY SERVICE. 


Owing to the unprecedented fall of snow during the 
first two months of the year, the collections of ashes, 
rubbish and garbage throughout the city were almost 
entirely suspended for that period, as all available 
equipment was employed on the removal of snow to 
allow the moving of food and coal. This situation 
although unusual in Boston was taken care of as soon 
as traffic conditions became normal. Ninety-seven new 
horses were bought to replace old ones and those that 
had died, and 112 teamsters-laborers were appointed 
from the civil service list, thereby placing the Sanitary 
Service in a position to give far better results as to the 
number of collections in the day labor districts. 

In the Dorchester, East Boston, Hyde Park, Brighton 
and West Roxbury districts, known as the contract 
districts, a decided improvement was noticed as to 
collections in these districts, but I am still of the opinion 
that this contract system should be replaced gradually 
with day labor forces, as in the majority of cities through- 
out the United States the ¢ollection of waste is performed 
by the municipality. 


STREET CLEANING AND OILING SERVICE. 


The question of municipal cleanliness is fast becoming 
an important factor in the minds of all good citizens 
and with clean streets comes a certain civic pride and 
improved health conditions that will amply repay the 
people for any money expended in this direction. 

The work performed by the forces of the Street 
Cleaning Service during the unusual snow fall period 
was of great importance in cleaning the streets for 
business. 
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The use of a heavy asphaltic road oil during the past 
year as a dust layer has again proven its great value 
in preserving the surface of our macadam streets. The 
flushing and sprinkling of streets with motor and 
electric car flushers has in a great measure reduced the 
number of complaints relative to the dust nuisance from 
our old granite streets.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER 
OF THE WATER DIVISION. 





February 1, 1921. 
T’o the Commissioner of Public Works: 


I respectfully submit the following report of the 
operations, income and expenditure of the Water Division 
for the past year. 

For the third successive year there has been practically 
no development of new territory and but little building 
construction; consequently the work of this division has 
been principally confined to the maintenance and im- 
provement of the existing system with a comparatively 
small amount of extension of mains, largely to afford 
sprinkler and fire pipe service. 

Relaying to improve fire protection and relaying in 
advance of permanent street construction account for 
most of the pipe laid during the year. These two classes | 
of work are of vital importance and will be a continued 
cause for expenditure in the future. 

Some of the more important work done was as follows: 

On account of the development of the state property 
on the South Boston Flats, 892 linear feet of 30-inch pipe, 
laid in Danby and D streets in 1897, were abandoned and 
relaid in Claflin and C streets; in the same connection, 
2,178 linear feet of 12-inch pipe were laid in D, Claflin and 
. Bullock streets. 

Twenty-six hundred linear feet of 16-inch pipe were 
laid in Poplar, Florence and Ashland streets, West 
Roxbury. This line, when completed, will connect 
the distribution systems of Dorchester and West Roxbury 
and will form a valuable crosstown supply. 

Relaying for improvement of fire protection was car- 
ried out in the city proper, Brighton, West Roxbury, 
Dorchester and Hyde Park districts, the new mains laid 
replacing pipes thirty to sixty years old. 

Waste surveys of Charlestown and the Brighton high 
service area were completed by the Pitometer Company 
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of New York, and a similar survey is now in progress in 
South Boston and the South End. The contract cost of 
the Charlestown survey was $3,800 and resulted in a 
permanent annual reduction in Boston’s share of the 
metroplitan water assessment of $3,436. The contract 
cost of the Brighton survey was $2,500 and resulted in a 
yearly saving of $733. 

The following contracts for cleaning mains were 
carried out by the National Water Main Cleaning Com- 
pany of New York: 

Nine thousand five hundred thirty-two linear feet of 
12-inch and 16-inch mains were cleaned in South Boston 
and in Pearl street, City Proper. 

Fourteen thousand five hundred linear feet of 6-inch 
and 8-inch mains were cleaned in Jamaica Plain. 

A large amount of regulating work was done in differ- 
ent streets in advance of permanent paving, notably in 
Centre and Washington streets, West Roxbury; in the 
first-named street, 500 linear feet of 24-inch main were 
raised in place, 1,600 linear feet of 12-inch main were 
relaid, replacing old pipe, and a large number of hydrants 
and services were regulated. This class of work con- 
stitutes one of the severe demands upon the resources of 
the maintenance force of the Water Division. 

The regular work of the Distribution Branch, con- 
sisting of repairing leaks, establishing fire and service 
pipes, freeing stoppages, shutting off and letting on 
water, repaving, etc., taxed the resources of the branch 
to the utmost. 

The standpipe at Orient Heights was cleaned and 
painted and the wooden house inclosing it was also 
painted and repaired. 

The pipe bridge over the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad was repaired, cleaned and painted. 

The pipe bridge on Berkeley street was repaired. 

During the reconstruction of Warren Bridge the 30- 
inch, 20-inch and 16-inch mains located on it are being 
regulated. These pipes of late years have given a great 
deal of trouble, owing to the unsafe condition of the 
timbers supporting them. 

A notable advance has been made in the substitution of 
a post hydrant of compression type for our regulat type, 
which has always opened with the pressure. The parti- 
cular advantage of the new type is that when broken off 
the possibility of free flow through the hydrant is 
practically eliminated, as the foot valve which opens 
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against the pressure will usually either entirely stop, or 
at the worst, partially stop the flow of water. 

The work of the Meter Branch is rapidly increasing 
as the number. of meters in the service multiplies. 
Approximately 3, 300 new meters have been set, 8,300 
have been changed and reset and 6,900 have been repaired 
during the year. 

Further detailed information regarding operations of 
the different branches of this division will be found in the 
tables published herewith.

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HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


Five thousand nine hundred linear feet of 12-inch, 
16-inch and 20-inch mains were laid during the year 
in extension of the existing system. 

The necessary leases for space and agreements for 
power have been entered into with the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company and the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company for the establishment of two pumping sta- 
tions, one at Lincoln Power Station of the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company, corner Battery and Com- 
merical streets and one at the Third Station Property 
‘of the Edison Electric Lluminating Company on 
Atlantic avenue opposite Pearl street. 

A contract has been made with the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Company for furnishing 
and installing the following equipment: 

At Lincoln Power Station.— Two steam  turbine- 
driven, 3-stage centrifugal pumps with a capacity of 
3,000 gallons per minute each at 300 pounds pressure, 
and a capacity of 4,550 gallons per minute at 200 
pounds pressure. 

At Edison Station, Atlantic Avenue.—'Two motor- 
driven, 4-stage centrifugal pumps with a capacity of 
3,000 gallons per minute at 300 pounds pressure and a 
capacity of 4,350 gallons per minute at 200 Poe 
pressure. 

Work is now in progress on this contract whieh in- 
cludes complete pumping units with the necessary suc- 
tion and discharge pipes for each station. 

The suction and discharge mains from the Distribu- 
tion System in Atlantic avenue and Commercial street 
to the two pumping stations are now being laid.

Bosron, February 1, 1921: 


To the Honorable the Mayor: 

Srr,— As commissioner for the City of Boston I 
respectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commission for the year 
ending January 31, 1921. 

This commission is composed of two members, one 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston and the 
other by the Mayor of the City of Cambridge, under 
provisions of chapter 467, Acts of 1898. 

The commission has charge of the maintenance af the 
following-named bridges connecting Boston and Cam- 
bridge: Anderson, Brookline Street, Cambridge, Har- 
vard, Prison Point, River Street and Western Avenue to 
Cambridge. 

As there is no separate appropriation made for the 
City of Boston’s portion of the expenses of this com- 
mission, the same is taken from the appropriation for 
the Bridge and Ferry Division, Bridge Service. The 
amount expended during the fiscal year ending January 
31, 1921, was $26,783.42. 


BROOKLINE STREET BRIDGE (OvER CHARLES RIVER AT 
CoTTaGE Farm). 


A contract with W. 8. Rendle was approved on 
September 10, 1920, for placing some piles in order to 
make the bridge safe temporarily. The work was com- 
pleted November 10, 1920. 

On this same bridge a contract was awarded to John 
B. Dolan, approved November 5, 1920, for repairs to 
the flooring of the bridge. 

Some yellow pine underplank was placed over the 
tracks of the Boston & Albany Railroad in place of the 
rotted plank and a wood block flooring was laid on top.

Patching was done on various other parts of the bridge 
in order to make the bridge safe for travel. This work 
was completed on December 16, 1920. 


HARVARD BRIDGE. 


The draw span of this bridge was sheathed twice and 
considerable repairs made to the underplanking. Exten- 
sive sidewalk repairs have been made to this bridge. 


Prison Pornt BRIDGE. 


This bridge was sheathed once and repairs made to 
the underplanking and stringers. 


RIvER STREET BRIDGE AND WESTERN AVENUE BRIDGE 
OvER CHARLES RIVER. 


These bridges were each sheathed once and some rotten 
underplank in each bridge was replaced.

Str—In accordance with the requirements contained 
in chapter 3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances, I 
have the honor to submit the annual report of the Soldiers’ 
Relief Department for the year ending January 31, 1921. 


DUTIES. 


The duties of this department consist primarily of the 
reception of applications for state aid, military aid and 
soldiers’ relief under the various statutes to which 
reference is hereinafter made in the financial statement, 
the investigation of each case and the allotment of such 
sum as may seem to be necessary. Prior to April, 1917, 
the payments wer. confined to the soldiers who served 
in the Civil, Spanish and Philippine Wars and their 
dependent families. In that month and year was 
enacted chapter 179, giving state aid to the limit of $40 
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to the families of soldiers serving in the World War. 
This law was subsequently amended by the passage of 
chapter 108 of the Acts of 1918, increasing state aid to 
$50 to each family.: Under these laws an Immense 
amount was expended, the limit being reached in August, 
1918, when the pay roll for the World War reached the 
sum of $69,067.63. . 
The discharge from the service of so many men who 
were in the World War, and their inability to obtain 
employment, prompted the Legislature to enact chapter 
151 of the Acts of 1919, under which these soldiers and 
their dependent families are entitled to military aid and 
soldiers’ relief such as has been paid to the Civil and 
Spanish War soldiers and their families. Under this law 
the increase in expenditures by this department has been 
marked, and especially since November of 1920, due to 
the period of industrial depression. 


VISITATIONS. 


During the year visits have been made by investiga- 
tors from the department to the homes of the applicants 
for the purpose of investigating the merits of the cases. 
These visits have numbered 5,105. 

In addition to the above, the recipients of aid have 
been called to the office from time to time to make sworn 
statements, and these statements thus taken have 
numbered 2,520. 


APPLICATIONS. 


During the year, 2,011 applications were allowed 
and 422 were rejected, making a total of applicants passed 
upon of 2,433.

Srr,— The undersigned, the Trustees of the Statistics 
Department, have the honor to submit the following 
report of the work of the department for the year ending 
January 31, 1921: 

_ The appointment of Mr. Frederic W. Rugg, as Trustee 
for a second term, was confirmed in August, 1920. 

At a meeting of the Board held on June 8, 1920, Mr. 
John Koren was unanimously elected Chairman and 
Dr. Edward M. Hartwell Secretary for the ensuing 
year, or until the choice of their successors. 


PUBLICATIONS DISCONTINUED. 


On account of a reduction of the usual allowance for 
printing in the annual appropriation for this depart- 
ment, for the last seven years, the two serial publica- 
tions, viz., ‘‘ Monthly Bulletin’ and ‘‘Receipts and 
Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue,’ were not published 
during the period 1914-20. They had been published 
regularly since 1898 and distributed widely among 
municipal officials and public and college libraries in the 
United States and Europe, ranking among the leading 
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statistical publications. Much of the same kind of 
information contained in those publications has latterly 
been given in abbreviated form in the annual ‘‘ Boston 
Statistics.” 


COLLECTION AND COMPILATION OF STATISTICS. 


The financial tables for 1920 in the annual series of 
“Receipts and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue’’ were 
prepared as usual, and exist in manuscript in the office 
of this department. They contain information not 
collected by any other municipal department and will 
be kept intact for ready reference by City officials and 
other inquirers. 

The actual receipts of the City (viz., the ordinary 
and extraordinary receipts) in the fiscal year 1920-21 
amounted to $59,446,307, an increase of $2,446,997 
over the total for 1919-20. This increase was due to 
additional revenue, the loans issued being $365,500 
less than in 1919. Balance unexpended from previous year, 
$10,771,914; total available for expenditure, $70,218,221. 

The actual expenditures (ordinary and extraordinary) 
in 1920-21 amounted to $57,477,910, or $5,288,419 more 
than in the year preceding. 

Taking the ordinary receipts alone (7. e., exclusive of 
loans, rapid transit revenue, ete.), the total in 1920-21 
was $55,276,762, or $3,591,070 more than in 1919-20. 

The ordinary expenditures alone in 1920-21 amounted 
to $51,754,056, or $4,146,904 more than in 1919-20, of 
which $2,616,719 was for special appropriations, 2. @., 
for street improvements, new schoolhouses, ete. 

The three principal objects of expenditures, to the 
payment of which the ordinary receipts are applied, are 
shown in the following summary:

In the five-year period 1916-20, ordinary receipts 
amounted to $227,051,037, an increase of $55,882,732, 
or 32.65 per cent. over similar receipts in the preceding 
five years (2. e., 1911-15), while extraordinary receipts 
(1. e., loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.) in the five-year 
period 1916-20 amounted to $25,961,368, or $11,860,246 
less than in the five years preceding (2. e., 1911-15), a 
decrease of 31.36 per cent. due to curtailment of the loan 
account and borrowing power. ‘This resulted from the 
heavy reduction in personalty valuations when intangible 
property was exempted in 1917 and the income tax went 
into effect. 

Taking the loans alone for these two five-year periods, 
their total 1916-20 was $18,372,950, or $13,256,967 less 
than in the earlier period, a decrease of 41.91 per cent. 

Comparing the,ordinary expenditures in the same 
five-year periods, their total 1916-20 was $217,041,759, 
an increase of $44,793,698, or 26 per cent. over the 
corresponding expenditures in the period 1911-15, while 
extraordinary expenditures decreased from $37,171,025 
in the five years 1911-15 to $29,073,676 in the five years.

City and County department expenditures for 
maintenance in the fiscal year 1919-20 amounted to 
$27,933,459, not including Debt Requirements, nor 
Water Service and Printing Dept., covered by revenue 
from same. In the following year, 1920-21, the cor- 
responding total was $33,910,233, an increase of 
$5,976,774, or 21.4 per cent., more than double the 
largest annual increase previously on record (7. e., 8.99 
per cent. in the year preceding.) 

Of the department increases in 1920 over the expen- 
ditures for 1919, the two School Departments showed 
the largest, viz., $2,485,296, then follow these depart- 
ments, ranked according to amount: Public Works, 
$1,295,958; Police, $495,770; Fire, $359,093; City Hos- 
pital, $235,071; Park, $210,759; Library, $125,019; 
County of Suffolk, $119,697; Overseers of Poor, $73,583;

SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS FROM TAx LEvy, ETC., 
SEGREGATED. 


It has been the practice of this department to show 
separately, in its financial publications, that class of 
receipts and expenditures covered by the annual tax 
levy and the annual budget and called Ordinary, as 
distinguished from the class covered by loans and the 
revenue applying to payment of same, and called 
Extraordinary. The fact is little known that in the 
last five years 1916-20, the Ordinary expenditures for 
permanent public improvements such as were formerly 
(prior to 1909) paid from loans amounted to $10,012,613, 
of which total $369,360 was transferred from the Park- 
man Fund income. That information has resulted 
from the segregation by this department of the new 
class of Special Appropriations from Tax Levy and 
General Income. The effect of this use of current 
revenue to pay for such permanent additions to the 
City’s active assets as the City Hall Annex, new school- 
houses, new playgrounds, etc., has been noted in a 
serious curtailment of needed department appropria- 
tions. But it has resulted in a reduction of the loan 
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account, the total of loans for other than rapid transit 
purposes in the five-year period 1916-20 being 
$13,254,950, or $9,072,850 less than in the period 
1904-08. Such expenditures for public improvements, 
1. e., from Ordinary receipts instead of Extraordinary 
are here shown by years.

SOURCES OF ORDINARY INCOME SEGREGATED. 


The consideration of new ways of increasing the 
miscellaneous revenue of the City can but include a 
detailed account of those at present producing such 
revenue, showing by comparison of different years 
where the increases and decreases of the different kinds 
are affecting the total yield. By this department alone 
has such necessary information concerning the sources 
of revenue been furnished from year to year. By 
reference to our Revenue tables (not yet published) it 
appears that in 1915 the total miscellaneous revenue of 
all the departments (7. e., exclusive of all taxes but in- 
cluding liquor license revenue) was $6,204,516, and in 
1920 it had increased to $6,705,650, a gain of only 8.08 
per cent. (because of the stoppage of over $1,000,000 of 
income from liquor licenses) while the net receipts from 
all City and State taxes increased in the same period 
from $30,477,017 to $47,927,449, or 57.26 per cent. 
The income of the Water Service alone increased from 
$2,903,186 in 1915 to $3,413,536 in 1920, or 17.58 per 
cent. Other sources of income showing increases are: 
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Printing Dept., (for printing) from $176,373 in 1915 to 
$306,560 in 1920, a gain of 73.82 per cent.; Soldiers’ Re- 
lief Dept. (State reimbursements) from $98,141 in 1915 to 
$286,602 in 1920, an increase of 192 per cent.; Market and 
Other Rents, from $155,078 in 1915 to $205,713 in 1920, a 
gain of 32.65 per cent. ; Miscellaneous Licenses, from $159,- 
133 in 1915 to $207,395 in 1920, a gain of 30.33 per cent.; 
Interest, from $353,158 in 1915 to $556,725 in 1920, a gain 
of 57.64 per cent.; Schools, from $143,901 in 1915 to 
* $288,606 in 1920, a gain of 100 per cent.; Institutions, 
Etc. (for board, care and relief), from $351,847 in 1915 
to $526,832 in 1920, a gain of 49.94 per cent.; Public 
Works Dept. Collection of Commercial Waste, from $57,393 
in 1915 to $83,164 in 1920, a gain of 44.9 per cent.; Public 
Works Dept., Paving Service, Permit Fees, from $24,258 
in 1915 to $29,050 in 1920, a gain of $19.76 per cent.; Fees, 
Wire Division of Fire Dept., from $15,845 in 1915 to 
34,276 in 1920, a gain of 116. 39 per cent.; Fees, Registry 
of Deeds, from $48, 541 in 1915 to $74, 357 in 1920, a gain 
of 53.18 per cent.; The City Record, from $9,182 in 1915 
to $18,814 in 1920, a gain of 105 per cent.; Institutrons 
Industries, from $19, 467 in 1915 to $22, 238 in 1920, a 
gain of 14.23 per cent. 

The noteworthy decreases of income arn 1915 to 
1920 are:— Liquor Licenses, from $1,054,267 in 1915 
to $7,768 in 1920, a loss of 99.26 per cent; Ferry Tolls, 
from $104,330 in 1915 to $90,086 in 1920, a loss of 13.65 
per cent.; Permit Fees, Building Dept., from $58,270 
in 1915 to $26,390 in 1920, a loss of 54.71 per cent. 


TRANSFERS FROM RESERVE FUND SEGREGATED. 


During the years 1911-20 the annual Reserve Fund 
played an unusually prominent part in supplementing 
both regular and special appropriations by means of 
Transfers, most of which are made at or near the close 
of the fiscal year. It is, of course, desirable to note 
what portions of the Reserve Fund respectively have 
been used to square up the department deficits and 
piece out, or provide for new, special appropriations, 
those from loans (Extraordinary) and those from the 
tax levy, etc. (Ordinary), being kept strictly separate. 
The total of the Reserve Funds in the last ten years 
was $4,482,881, of which $3,278,717, or 73.14 per cent. 
was transferred. In the preceding ten years, 1901-10, 
their total was only $2,301,679, of which $1,448,109 
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or 62.91 per cent., was transferred. The following 
table shows the disposition of the Transfers, 1911-20.

BULLETIN STATISTICS FOR 1920 CoMPILED. 


Although not published as in former years, the regular 
monthly tables belonging to the Bulletin were con- 
tinued in manuscript during the year 1920. In sum- 
marizing the record the following facts appear, viz. : 

The total number of applications filed with the 
Building Department in 1920 was 17,671, or 1,610 
more than in 1919; for new brick buildings 190; con- 
crete, etc., 210; stone, 2; steel frame, 12; terra cotta, 13; 
other fire-resisting, 92; total 1st and 2nd class, 519; new 
wooden buildings (7. e. 8rd class) 526; alterations, 5,392; 
plumbing and gasfitting operations, 9,816; installa- 
tion of engines, boilers, etc., 583; elevators, 315; erection 
of signs, 37; fire-escapes, 65. 
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The number of cremations at Forest Hills in the year 
1920 was 470 and at Mount Auburn 369, a total of 839 
or 89 more than in 1919. Of interments in City-owned 
cemeteries, the total was 1,782, or 122 less than in 1919. 

The total number of ‘‘Immigrant Aliens” arrived in 
Boston from trans-Atlantic ports during the year 1920 
was 21,974 (2. e., 18,606 males and 8,868 females), or 
16,402, 2. e., 294 per cent., more than in 1919. Those re- 
porting their destination to be Massachusetts numbered 
7,081, or 32 per cent. Immigrants from South Italy made 
up the largest part of the total, viz., 16,214, Portuguese 
were next in number, 7. e., 3,417, and English third, or 
880. In 1913, the year before the European war, the 
total number landed in Boston was 70,264. 

The total number of individual cases of aid by munici- 
pal institutions in 1920 was 49,244 (7. e., 10,178 less than 
in 1919), or 19,616 in City Hospital and its branches, 
2,528 in Consumptives’ Hospital (1,678 in Out-Patient 
Dept.); 1,804 children; 1,294 in Infirmary; 3,908 by 
Soldiers’ Relief Dept.; 20,094 by Overseers of Poor, 
including 3,844 in Wayfarers’ Lodge, also 3,605 fami- 
lies, of which 1,476 were of widows with dependent 
children, receiving regular allowances under Mothers’ 
Aid Law; persons confined in House of Correction, 
936 or 868 less than in 1919; in County Jail, 5,158, 
or 2,019 less than in 1919. 

According to the records of the Fire Department 
there were 4,485 alarms in the year 1920 (938 less than 
in 1919), of which 530 were needless and 110 were false 
alarms. Total fires, 3,728 (7. e., 625 less than in 1919), 
of which 2,373 were in buildings, 1,327 outside buildings 
and 28 out of City limits. Losses, $1,045,050 on build- 
ings and $1,952,766 on contents, a total of $2,997,816, 
which is $562,532 more than in 1919 and $175,707 more 
than in 1918. 

The Public Library issued to borrowers in 1920 a 

total of 2,415,120 volumes, or 124,129 more than in 1919; 
total volumes added during the year, 15,142, or 14,963 
less; total volumes belonging to library, January 1, 
1921, 1,217,541, or 913,948 in Central Library and 
303,593 in 16 branch libraries. 
_ The real estate transfers in 1920 numbered 9,026 
(230 more than in 1919), while the mortgages on real 
estate numbered 9,268 (576 more than in 1919), with 
aggregate value of $79,945,480, or $1,693,387 less than 
in 1919. 
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The records of the Police Department show a total of 
61,014 arrests in the calendar year 1920, or 3,356 less 
than in 1919; drunkenness the cause of 22,174 arrests 
or 36.34 per cent. of total number; 31.85 per cent. of all 
persons arrested were non-residents. Foreign-born per- 
sons arrested, 21,633; boys under 15 years of age, 
1,825; women and girls, all ages, 4,406. Arrests for 
homicide, 86, or 22 less than in 1919. Sick and injured 
persons assisted, 5,102; insane persons taken in charge, 
424;, lost children restored to their homes, 1,939. 

The total of bank clearings or exchanges in 1920, as 
recorded by the Boston Clearing House, was $18,816,- 
978,696, an increase of $914,295,934 or 5.11 per cent. 
over 1919 and 21.39 per cent. over 1918. Highest 
single day’s clearings on record, $112,803,738, on Decem- 
ber 16, 1919. Highest on record for a single month, 
$1,927 ,686,674, viz., December, 1919. 

According to the figures furnished by the Boston Cus- 
tom House the total value of imports for the Mass. 
Customs District in calendar year 1920 was $392,752 ,807 
or $93,387,808 (2. e. 31.20 per cent.) more than in 1919; 
of exports $192,866,178, or $141,687,853 (7. e. 42.35 per 
cent.) less than in 1919; total foreign commerce in 1920, 
$585,618,985, a decrease of $48,300,045 or 7.62 per cent. 
from 1919. | 

Receipts of fresh fish in Boston, 118,301,802 pounds, 
the value of same being $6,114,468 (wholesale) or $1,413,- 
082 more than the total value of 103,338,725 pounds 
received in 1919. Of the total receipts, there were 
64,751,888 pounds of haddock, 31,280,506 pounds of 
cod, 6,008,920 pounds of fresh mackerel, about 2,200,- 
000 pounds of swordfish, 2,500,532 pounds of fresh 
halibut and 6,832,105 pounds of hake, pollock and cusk. 

The figures compiled by the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce show total receipts of coal in Boston in calendar 
year 1920 were 4,784,183 tons, or 3,172,768 bituminous 
and 1,611,415 anthracite, an increase over 1919 receipts 
of 440,855 tons bituminous and 335,011 tons anthra- 
cite. 

Receipts of flour, 1,125,719 barrels (7. e., 1,000,507 
less than in 1919), of which 275,659 barrels were exported 
and 850,060 barrels were retained for local consumption. 
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ANNUAL PARAGRAPH STATISTICS, 1920, witH BRIEF - 
REVIEW OF MounicipaAL AFFAIRS IN 1919. 


In the annual handbook entitled ‘Organization of 
the City Government,’’ issued by the City Council, 
has appeared since 1910 a collection of the latest avail- 
able statistics of Boston, so edited and arranged in 
concise paragraphs as to furnish the maximum of infor- 
mation in the minimum of print. In this compilation 
there have been brought together for the first time a 
very large number of facts concerning the finances of 
the City, the population, elections, yearly review of 
departments, public improvements, industrial activities, 
etc., also information regarding ‘‘Greater Boston’”’ and 
important lines of public business other than municipal. 

In 1910 a beginning was made, and owing to the short 
time allowed for preparation of material, the collection 
was limited to 37 paragraphs occupying 64 pages. In 
1912 there were 52 paragraphs occupying 12 pages. 
By 1920 the required space in the City Council’s docu- 
ment had increased to 61 pages with 118 paragraphs or 
summaries, some of them one-half page to more than a 
page in length, also an index of three pages. The histori- 
cal items include these, viz.: Settlement in 1630 — 
Incorporation as a city in 1822 — Annexations, from 
Kast Boston to Hyde Park, with areas of districts and 
years when annexed. Population items: Census of 
1915, by wards, by geographical districts, by nativity, 
etc.; population of the counties of Mass., persons in 
occupations, also families, dwelling, etc., population of 
various cities, 1915 also of United States, New England 
and Mass. in 1919 (estimated). Census of 1910, by 
districts, with per cent. of inhabitants in each, also 
various social statistics — Men listed by Police in 1920, 
by wards — Election items: City and State elections 
in 1919, State primary in 1919, vote for President in 
1916. Taxation, etc.: Assessed valuation in 1919, same 
in other cities per capita, ranking from Boston as highest 
— Tax rate in 1919 and same for other large cities — 
Tax levy in 1919, with per capita receipts from taxes in 
various cities, ranking from Boston as highest — Income 
tax (State) on tangible property, also State’s distri- 
bution of same in Boston and other cities — Real estate 
exempt from taxation. City Finances: Expenditures 
and receipts in fiscal year 1919-20 — Treasury transac- 
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tions, 1919-20 — Loans and objects of same, 1919-20 — 
Public Debt, with brief analysis of same — How the 
City Dollar was spent in year 1919-20 — Financing of 
some public improvements from general revenue instead 
of loans, thus decreasing debt — Net Debt per capita 
in nine leading cities, 1918, by rank — Assets of leading 
cities, by rank, and Boston’s separately in ~ detail, 
1918 — Maintenance expenditures per capita in ten 
leading cities, 1917 by rank — Total revenue receipts 
per capita in ten leading cities, 1917, by rank — Expen- 
ditures for public improvements per capita in leading 
cities, 1917, by rank — same for education per capita — 
Segregated Budget for 1919-20 — Budget increases, 
1906 to 1916 — Boston’s share of Metropolitan debt, 
1919 — Public Debt of U. 8. before and after participa- 
tion in the World War — Public streets, one-way streets 
— Department equipment and activities: Fire, Police, 
Park and Recreation, Public Works, Library, Public 
Institutions, Public Schools, County Courts, etc., also 
statistics of City and County officials, with amount of 
pay roll and pension payments in 1919. Vital statistics 
for 1919 —Trust funds and bequests — Public improve- 
ments, 1913-19, with cost of each and whether from 
loans or revenue — Real estate and building statistics 
for 1919— Amusement buildings, halls, ete., 1919 — 
Manufactures of Boston in 1918, with leading products 
and values — Underground rapid transit, with cost of 
each tunnel and subway, date of opening, etc. — Port 
of Boston, advantages and latest improvements, with 
costs, etc. — Exports and Imports, Mass. Customs 
District, 1919, also principal commodities of foreign 
trade, with values and countries to and from — Foreign 
trade of United States in 1919, with ten leading ports 
and per cent. of total for each — Receipts of fish, milk, 
flour and coal in Boston, 1919 — Boston Banks, 1919, 
clearings, resources, etc. — Local Labor Unions, 1920 — 
Aid to the unemployed in 1919 — Places licensed to sell 
intoxicating liquors in 1919, with number of saloons by 
districts, etc. — Metropolitan District or ‘Greater 
Boston,” with location of its 14 cities and 26 towns, also 
population, valuation, debt, tax rates, manufactures, 
area, etc. — Automobile statistics, 1919 — Telephone 
statistics — Travel and transportation statistics — Im- 
migration in 1919 — American crop statistics, 1919 — 
Weather in Boston in 1919 — Special Acts of 1920 
relating to Boston — Mayors of Boston during its 
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98 years as a city, with years of service, etc. — 
Charter changes since 1909 — Boston’s rank among 
American cities in fourteen branches of municipal and 
business development — Notes relating to municipal 
year, school year, office hours of departments, legal 
holidays and flag days. 

This department issued in 1920 a small book of 83 
pages containing these statistics, and including 20 pages 
of historical items concerning memorable sites and 
buildings in Boston, also public memorials. About 
2,000 copies were distributed in the public schools, civic 
and business organizations, to libraries and public offi- 
clals. So far as known, no American city has provided 
for its public such a comprehensive and concise showing 
of up-to-date municipal and business facts as is con- 
tained in this pocket booklet. 


THe ANNUAL MuNnNIcIPAL REGISTER FOR 1920. 


This department by vote of the City Council on 
February 2, 1920, was authorized to prepare and have 
printed, under the direction of the Committee on Rules, 
the Municipal Register for 1920. As usual, a document 
edition bound in heavy cardboard supplemented the 
regular cloth-bound edition, the total number issued 
being 2,500 copies. 

It contained besides the customary official matter, a 
survey of the departments, commissions, etc., 12 pages 
of population tables, 16 pages of' valuation, tax, appro- 
priation, expenditure and debt tables, 43 pages of elec- 

tion tables, the full text of the City Ordinances enacted 
- in the five years 1918-19, and to June 16, 1920, the 
ward boundaries, occupying 11 pages, also 18 pages of 
Additions and Corrections and a copious index of 11 
pages, the whole book containing 330 pages or 12 more 
than in 1919. The lengthy chapter on precinct boun- 
daries (44 pages) was dropped in 1919. All the tables 
except those concerning population and several others, 
were compiled from City documents, but many of 
them were augmented and made more informative by 
this department. For instance, various election tables 
included beside the vote for each candidate, by wards, 
the plurality in each ward and the percentages of the 
actual to the possible vote, the per cent of the majority 
vote in referenda, etc. In the financial chapter are 
two double-page tables, one showing the annual ap- 
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propriations, by departments, from 1915 to 1920, inel., 
also the special appropriations (from tax levy, etc.) and 
the State tax and metropolitan assessments. The per 
cent. of each department’s allowance to the whole budget 
is shown, also the per cent. of increase or decrease of 
appropriation during the period covered. The other 
table shows the gross funded debt, by objects, each 
year from 1915 to 1920, with per cent. of each object to 
total debt, also the increase or decrease in the period. 

Persistent effort has been made to improve the 
Municipal Register from year to year, especially by 
including more and more of the latest obtainable infor- 
mation regarding the City’s business, current affairs, 
etc. This improvement is especially noticeable in the 
final chapter of the 1920 book, viz., Additions and Cor- 
rections, containing these articles prepared just before 
completion of the printing: Segregated Budget, or 
Appropriations, ete., for 1920-21, with changes from 
preceding year —Tax Limit Raised for Years 1920 and 
1921 — Funded Debt, 1920, with Increase and De- 
crease during Past Year— Loans, by Objects, in 
1919-20 — City’s Right to Borrow within Debt Limit 
Diminished — City Treasurer’s Transactions for Year 
1919-20 — Mayor’s Committee on New Sources of 
Revenue — Mayor’s Committee on Rent and Housing, 
also Boston Committee for Americanism — Legislative 
Acts of 1920 Relating to Boston — Men Listed by 
Police in 1920, by wards — Recent Department Changes 
— City Officials and Ex-Officials Deceased in the past 
year. 


Ciry RrEcorp BUSINESS. 


Since this department took charge of the mailing list, 
and payments and renewals of subscriptions to the City 
Record the business has had more attention than before. 
During the calendar year 1916 the amount received for 
subscriptions was $1,167, or 54 per cent. more than in 
the year 1915, when the business was in other hands. 

In the year 1917 the receipts for subscriptions 
amounted to $714, about 225 old subscribers not caring 
to renew, many of them complaining of delay in mail 
delivery of the paper. 

In 1918, as a result of the persistent solicitation of 
renewal subscriptions, the total receipts from subscribers 
increased to $942. 
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In 1919 the subscription receipts amounted to $881, 
including $62 from the City departments collected by 
the Collecting Dept. 

In 1920 the total receipts for subscriptions was $886 
and from sales, $104.50, or a total of $990.50. The 
advertising business, attended to by the Editor, brought 
in a revenue of $17,823.30 in 1920. On account of the 
increasingly high prices demanded by the Printing Dept. 
for composition, etc., the total revenue of the City 
Record in 1920 fell short of meeting the total expenses 
by $4,907, said amount being transferred from Reserve 
Fund to square the account. 


INFORMATION AND INVESTIGATION WORK, ETC. 


During the past year the department furnished con- 
siderable statistical material to the Mayor, to depart- 
ment officials, the special committee on New Sources 
of Revenue and other investigating committees, also 
public officials in other cities, answered a large number 
of letters of inquiry on various subjects referred to it 
by the Mayor’s Office and many that came direct to its 
own office, much time being required for the investiga- 
tions, tabular work, etc., involved. 

When the population of Boston, enumerated as of 
January 1, 1920, by a supervisor appointed by the U.S. 
Director of the Census, was first announced, on June 6, 
as 747,923 (corrected later to 748,060) this department 
was unable to credit the figures as correct or approxi- 
mately correct. An investigation of the census was 
undertaken, the State Census of 1915, with a total 
enumeration of 745,439, furnishing a more reliable basis 
of comparison than the corresponding total of the 1910 
U. S. Census (2. e. 670,585) because five years nearer 
and without the complication of annexed territory. 
The findings of this department were laid before your 
Honor and by you transmitted in full to the Director 
of the Census at Washington in two letters dated Oct. 
25 and Nov. 17, the latter in reply to the Assistant 
Director’s letter of Nov. 1 (see City Record of Oct. 30 
and Nov. 20, 1920). 

These letters were followed up by your official visit 
at the Census Bureau, but the weighty evidence of a 
large shortage in the count, maintained there without 
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effective refutation, only called forth an offer to re- 
enumerate Boston’s people—at Boston’s expense! 
Your Honor’s non-acceptance of this offer caused no 
surprise.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of Boston: 


Sir,— The Board of Street Commissioners presents 
the following report of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1921. 

Under orders for laying out, widening and extending 
streets, passed by the Board during the year, land to 
the amount of 34,276 square feet was taken for street 
purposes. Streets having a total length of one mile 
were made public ways. 

Under authority of the Acts of the Legislature for the 
assessment on property of the benefits derived from the 
laying out and construction of highways there has been 
assessed on streets $105,712.57. For benefits from 
sewerage works construction, assessments to the amount 
of $36,951.40 have been made. The total of benefits 
assessed for streets, public alleys and sewerage works 
during the year was $142,663.97. 

The Board issued forty orders of notice to lay out, 
widen, relocate, extend and discontinue streets or parts 
of streets, calling for public hearings. In the settlement 
of damages for the taking of land, ete., for various 
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changes in the city’s streets, forty-nine cases were acted 
on, including claims for damages for sewers and surface 
drains ordered. 

Under the provisions of the Act of the Legislature 
giving the Street Commissioners authority to take land 
for and order the construction of sewerage works, sixty- 
two orders were passed.

ENGINEERING DIVISION. 


The work of the Engineering Division for the past 
year has consisted of the making of such surveys and 
plans as have been required by the several city depart- 
ments, and giving lines and grades of public streets for 
abutters intending to build. 

Nine hundred one orders were attended to for the 
Public Works Department; these consisted of staking 
out of new streets for construction, giving lines and 
grades for repairs and reconstruction of old streets, 
testing lines .and grades after completion of work, 
measuring the amount of work performed and making 
plans showing quantities to be assessed upon the abut- 
ting owners. Among these orders were: 

Kighty-seven plans of streets showing proposed loca- 
tions for future catch-basins were furnished Sewer 
Service. 

Two hundred twenty-six catch-basins were staked 
out on request of the Sewer Service and duplicate 
sketches were furnished showing the locations of spikes, 
ties, etc. 

Measurements have been obtained for the Sewer 
Service for the purpose of making sewer assessments 
on thirty-eight streets. 

Two hundred fifty-two plans of proposed under- 
ground conduits, pipes, etc., were examined for the 
Sewer Service, and when necessary, locations for pro- 
posed future catch-basins were marked on plans. 

Ninety-four notices of contracts to lay artificial 
stone sidewalks on one hundred ten streets were received, 
line and grades marked, the work measured when com- 
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pleted and reported upon to the Paving Service. In 
fifty-five cases the Paving Service was notified that the 
existing edgesone should be reset to line and grade 
preparatory to the laying of artificial stone, and on 
completion of the work, edgestone was tested and 
reported upon. 

Six notices of the completion of repairs to artificial 
stone sidewalks were received, the work measured and 
reported upon to the Central Office, Public Works 
Department. 

Twenty-two requests for edgestone were received, 
line and grade marked and measurement of the amount 
of edgestone required was reported to the Paving 
Service. 

Twenty-two notices requesting that lines and grades 
be given were received from the Park and Recreation 
Department, acted upon and when necessary sketches 
showing lines and grades were furnished. 

Plans were made for the Paving Service showing the 
estates, owners’ names and the quantities to be assessed 
upon twenty-four streets. Hight miscellaneous reports 
were made in relation to sidewalk assessments. 

Sidewalk grades were furnished to engineers and 
architects for plans of new buildings on thirty-six streets. 

Estimates for grade, land and building damages and 
cost of construction on nine streets were furnished the 
Street Commissioners. 

Twenty-six estimates of the amounts of damage 
-caused by grade changes made during the construction 
of streets were furnished the Street Commissioners.

an elementary school; on Walnut avenue and Elmore 
street, Roxbury, in the Lewis School District, for an 
elementary school; on Harrishof street and Haley 
street, in the Lewis School District, for an elementary 
school ; on Dearborn street and Dearborn place, in 
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the Dearborn School District, for an addition to the 
yard of the Dearborn School; on Dunreath street and 
Copeland street, in the Lewis School District, for an 
annex to the Roxbury High School; on Oakland street, 
Hebron street and Kennebec street, Dorchester, for 
an elementary school in the Edmund P. Tileston School 
District; on Canterbury street, for an elementary 
school in the William E. Endicott School District; on 
Lawrence avenue, Mascoma street and Fernboro street, 
for an elementary school in the Phillips Brooks School 
District; on Selden street and Maxwell street, for an

Forty-two plans of streets, to be laid out, widened or 
altered and fifteen estimated benefit plans have been 
made for the Board of Street Gommissioners. 

Petitions for the registration of land in the Land 
Court are referred to the Mayor whenever the City of 
Boston is an interested party. These cases are examined 
by the Law Department and the Engineering Division 
of the Street Laying-Out Department for the purpose 
of protecting the city’s interests. During the year 
ninety-five such cases have been investigated. 

There were one hundred seventy-one accident and 
other plans made for the Law Department. 

In connection with the Engineering Division there 
have been 2,896 titles examined, 2,611 deeds and 499 
plans copied from the Registry of Deeds. 

Seven thousand two hundred eighty blueprints have 
been made during the year. 

Sixteen plans of easement to be taken for sewerage 
works have been made during the year.

Plan 38. 


(Dorchester Centre.) 


On August 13, 1920, a hearing was given on territory 
shown on section numbered X-19 and was in relation to 
the elimination of the proposed line of widening on 
Dakota road (formerly Bowdoin square), designed to 
make it a 40-foot street; the change leaves it at its 
original width, 33 feet. 

The plan showing these changes has not yet been filed. 


Plan 8. 


(Brighton District.) 
On June 11, 1920, a hearing was given on territory 
shown on section numbered 0-29, and was in relation 
to a proposed widening at the corner of Tremont 


A 
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and Washington streets. Washington street is shown 
widened on the southerly side at the corner of 
Tremont street by the introduction of a curve of’ 
a radius of 104.03 feet, which is tangent to the south- 
easterly line of Tremont street; also the introduction 
of a new curve of 10 feet radius to fit the north- 
westerly Ine of Nonantum street and the aforesaid 
curve of 104.03, feet. 

Changes were shown in green on 0-29 which was refiled 
August 11, 1920. 


On January 23, 1920, a hearing was given on territory 
shown on sections numbered 0-20 and 0-21 and was in 
relation to the proposed line of widening for Webster 
street, now Imrie road, it being proposed to eliminate it, 
leaving the street as originally, practically 28 feet wide. 

Changes were shown in green on 0—20 and 0—21 which 
were refiled October 6, 1920. 


Plan 10. 


(West Roxbury District.) 


On September 5, 1919, a hearing was given on section 
numbered Cc—55 and was in relation to a discontinuance 
on Grove street at the northwesterly corner of Wash- 
ington street, by a reduction of the radius of the curve 
at that corner from 154.06 feet to one of 50 feet radius; 
also in relation to a widening of Grove street at the 
northeasterly corner of Washington street, by the substi- 
tution of a curve of 15 feet radius for the existing one 
of 8 feet radius for the line of the street. 

Changes were shown in green on Cc—55 in relation to 
the widening at the northwest and the northeast corners 
of Grove and Washington streets and was refiled April 8, 
1920. ,

Sir,—Complying with the Revised Ordinances of 1914, 
chapter 35, I herewith submit to you the report of the 
Supply Department for the year ending January 31, 1921. 
. This department was created by ordinance in Febru- 
ary, 1906, for the purpose of purchasing supplies for the 
following departments: Bridge, Sanitary, Sewer, Street, 
Street Cleaning and Watering and the Ferry Division. 
In June, 1913, his Honor the Mayor ordered the Park and 
Recreation Department to purchase its materials through 
the Supply Department. 


ORDINANCES OF 1914, CHapTrerR 35, ESTABLISHING A SUPPLY. 
DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
Section 1. The Supply Department shall be under the 
charge of the Superintendent of Supplies, who shall upon 
requisition in writing, signed by the head of any department, 
supply materials, apparatus and other supplies required by 
such department, except furniture and those supplied by the 
Superintendent of Printing. Said superintendent shall on the 
fifteenth of each month send to the City Auditor a detailed 
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statement of the purchases made for each department during 
the preceding month, which statement shall be approved by | 
the official in charge of the department. 

Sect. 2. Every officer in charge of a department requiring 
materials, apparatus and other supplies, except furniture and 
those supplied by the Superintendent of Printing, shall obtain 
the same of the Superintendent of Supplies by means of a 
requisition therefor on blanks to be prepared by said superin- 
tendent. | 

Srct. 3. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of ac- 
count, and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition shall 
at once comply with it and make entries on his book. He 
shall require suitable evidence that the materials and supplies 
furnished are accepted by the officer issuing the requisition. 

Sect. 4. Said superintendent shall in his annual report in- 
clude a statement of the cost of all supplies furnished each 
department or officer. 

Sect. 5. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section one by 
inserting after the words “the Superintendent of Streets,” the 
words “the Superintendent of Supplies.” 

Sect. 6. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in sec- 
tion five by inserting after the words “the Superintendent of 
Streets, seventy-five hundred dollars,” the words “the Superin- 
tendent of Supplies, three thousand dollars.” 


ORDINANCES OF 1919-1920, CHapTER 6, CONCERNING THE 
SALARY OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SUPPLIES. 


Be it enacted by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 1914 is hereby 
amended in section five in the clause establishing the salary of 
the superintendent of supplies by striking out the word 
“three” and inserting in place thereof the word “six.” 


The undersigned was appointed Superintendent of 
Supplies on March 4, 1920, and took the oath of office on 
March 18, 1920. 

This office had been inspected by Stone & Webster. 
Under date of December 29, 1919, that firm made a re- 
port to your Honor relative to certain changes which 
should be made in order to bring the office up to a stand- 
ard which would make it a real purchasing office. I have 
been guided in my work of reorganization by that report, 
by conferences with the heads of the various departments 
and by a close study of the details of the office itself. 

I have received very much assistance from your Honor 
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who allowed an additional appropriation in order that I 
might obtain additional clerical service and increase the 
expenditures for inspection service. ‘The office force has 
been divided into sections, viz.: 


Chief Clerk’s section. 
Requisition section. 
Order section. 
Record section. 
Contract section. 
Inspection section. 


An additional inspector was appointed whose duty it 
is primarily to inspect all foodstuffs supplied to various 
city institutions. He performs other duties of an inspec- 
tional character as required from time to time and his 
work has been of great benefit to the City. 

I made full use of the additional appropriation for in- 
spection services. The contractors now realize that speci- 
_ fications mean what they read. Penalties amounting to 

$933.07 have been imposed upon an oil contractor for 
delivering oil not in strict accordance with the city’s 
specifications. In one month alone this office has col- 
lected $150.15 as penalties from hay and grain con- 
tractors. 

The bidders’ list was thoroughly gone over and all firms 
known to me not to be in a position to handle our require- 
ments were removed therefrom, and there has been 
added to the lists, those firms which I feel are able to bid 
successfully. 

The requirements of various city departments for such 
material as they use in common have been combined. 
This method has resulted in great savings to the city. 

Considerable work has been accomplished in putting 
materials, which are called for in any quantity, on a speci- 
fication basis. This allows the contractor to understand 
thoroughly what is required and only by this method is 
the city assured of obtaining exactly that for which it 
pays. 

Early in April, 1920, the Supply Department moved to 
Room 811, City Hall Annex. This gave the department 
considerable more space than in the old office. It allowed 
us to take care of the additional clerks and it aided very 
much in simplifying the routine of the office. 

All departments now receive copies of all orders placed 
by this office. This enables the different departments to 
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keep informed as to the progress of their requisitions and 


it assists the departments in obtaining prompt delivery. — 
The filing system of the department has been changed. 


The various departments receive copies of all contracts 
which have to do with their department thereby knowing 
at all times just how their contracts read and under what 
conditions they were made. 

The above changes, while apparently trivial, have been 
of great benefit to the various city departments in that 
their requisitions are acted upon promptly. ‘The orders 
are placed at once upon receipt of same at this office, and 
under circumstances where quotations are necessary, 
they are placed within three or four days from the date 
the requisition is received. Work in the departments, 
therefore, has not been held up because of lack of 
material. | 

The year covered by this report has been remarkable in 
that the peak of high prices for materials was reached. 
In September, 1920, it was apparent to all professional 
buyers that the market had turned radically and that 
from then on it was a buyer’s market. Soft coal, for 
which this dffice could not obtain a contract when it went 
into the market in April, 1920, went as high as $15 per 
ton alongside our plants. In October and November the 
prices broke and from then on this office had no difficulty 
in obtaining all the soft coal it required at a fairly reason- 
able price. Anthracite coal, due to the great shortage 
and the large demand, remained stiff in price and at no 
time during the period of this report was this office able 


to obtain a greater concession than 25 cents under the ~ 


retail price. 

Foodstuffs, cotton goods, and all other material which 
is purchased by the City, with the exception of material 
under contract, show a sharp decline in price toward the 
end of the period covered by this report. 

The following tabulation showing some of the prices 
received during the year 1920 and 1921 gives a fair idea 
of the trend of the price market: 
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Complying with directions given by your Honor, the 
Superintendent of Supplies advised the various depart- 
ment heads in regard to prices that would probably pre- 
vail during the fiscal year 1921. This office tried to make 
the information of great value and did obtain a greater 
knowledge of the needs and requirements of the depart- 
ments in this way. 

This is the third annual report prepared in this office 
since the undersigned was appointed in March, 1920. 
The annual reports are now up to date and it will be pos- 
sible to submit the annual report this year me earlier 
than has heretofore been the practise. 

I would be lacking in gratitude if I did not at ane time 
pay tribute to the employees of this department who 
have given me, during the year, their very efficient and 
loyal service.

Sir,— In accordance with the requirements of the existing 
ordinance the Transit Department respectfully submits the 
following report: 


SUMMARY OF STUDIES AND OTHER WORK. 


During the year the department has been called upon to 
make detailed studies of the rapid transit problem. Its first 
study was devoted to the relocation of the Arlington Station in 
substantial conformity with the original plans of the depart- 
ment after conferences with your Honor and with the Board of 
Trustees of the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 

Other studies include the extension of the East Boston Tunnel 
in Maverick square, under the provisions of section 11, chap- 
ter 373, Special Acts of 1917, the location of two additional 
stairways at Park Street Under, the extension of platforms 
at the Washington Station at Summer street and of the stations 
at Atlantic avenue, Devonshire street, Scollay Under and Bow- 
doin square, the extension of the Boylston Street Subway by 
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way of South Station to Post Office square, the extension of 
rapid transit in Dorchester and the construction of a tunnel 
for vehicles between Boston and East Boston. The last two 
studies were made jointly with departments of the Common- 
wealth. ; 

Other work of the department includes an addition to the 
shelter over the Broadway Surface Station of the Dorchester 
Tunnel in South Boston, repairs of fire pipes at the Broadway 
and Andrew Stations and the repair of leaks at Park Street 
and Boylston Street Stations of the Tremont Street Subway, 
co-operation with the Public Works Department on the widen- 
ing of Tremont and Boylston streets, repairs at Massachusetts 
Station, and grouting in the East Boston Tunnel. 

The department is to an increasing extent required to pass 
upon plans for changes and new construction along rapid 
transit routes. The service was not contemplated when the 
transit routes were built, yet it is a necessary service requiring 
considerable time from the engineering division and probably 
should be paid for by a special appropriation. 

The department has been greatly assisted by the wise and 
far-sighted counsel of your Honor in its consideration of the 
many problems pressing for solution in the near future. 


ARLINGTON STATION. 


The original filing plan, showing the location of this station 
as centering in Arlington street, was changed with your appro- 
val after a formal request duly made by the Board of Trustees 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, lessee of the prem- 
ises, and a new plan filed showing the location as extending 
from Arlington street to Berkeley street with an additional 
entrance and exit on each of the easterly corners of Berkeley 
and Boylston streets. The construction work under the 
original plan was being carried out under a contract with the 
Hugh Nawn Contracting Company. 

The following communication sets forth in detail the changes 
requested, the methods of effecting them and the recommenda- 


tion of the department. 
Boston, May 7, 1920. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of Boston: 
Dear Sir,— In accordance with the request of the Board of Trustees 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, dated April 23, 1920, and 
signed by James F. Jackson, Chairman, the Transit Department made 
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a new plan, numbered 13825, altering the location of the Arlington 
Station of the Boylston Street Subway, said station now being constructed 
by this department under the provisions of chapter 342 of the Special 
Acts of 1916 and as shown on plan numbered 13738 filed with the City 
Clerk of Boston on July 17, 1919. 

This new plan conforms to a study known as plan K, which Mr. Jackson’s 
letter stated carried out in a satisfactory manner the changes which had 
been decided upon by said Board of Trustees, and after submission to and 
approval by said Board of Trustees was filed with the City Clerk on May 7, 
1920, as required by the provisions of section 3 of said chapter and para- 
graph 22 of the lease for the use of said station between the City of Boston 
and the Boston Elevated Railway Company dated July 16, 1919. 

The changes contemplated by the new plan require the discontinuance 
of certain work on the easterly end of said station for a distance of about 
one hundred seventy-five feet and an extension for a similar distance on 
the westerly end. At the westerly end of the station shown on the new 
plan stairways are to connect with an underground passageway running to 
the corner of Berkeley and Boylston streets, where a lobby, with entrance 
and exit stairways, will be built. 

The construction work on the station as at present designed is being 
carried out by the Hugh Nawn Contracting Company under contract 687 
and the approximate additional cost of the work to be done under the new 
plan instead of the work to be done under the present plan is estimated by 
this contractor in a communication to this department under date of 
April 29, 1920, to be $150,000. 

The new plan involves three different elements: 


1. The refilling and replacing of the work discontinued on the 
easterly end of the station. 

2. An extension at the westerly end up to the more difficult part of 
the work at the high arch section, so called. 

3. A continuance of the work from that point through the high 
arch section and the construction of the passageway alluded to above, 
to Berkeley street. 


The first and third section of this construction should, in the opinion 
of this department, be awarded on a percentage basis. The second section, 
which involves merely the extension of the present station for a distance 
of about eighty-five feet, should be awarded at the same unit prices which 
prevail under the contract now in force. | 

If the contractor should be allowed to complete only that part of his 
contract now required by the new station his total contract would be 
reduced considerably over 25 per cent., which under the terms of the con- 
tract is not permissible without a change in unit prices. 

The contractor, in our opinion, could not be required to abandon part 
of his present work, and undertake new work of a different character 
part of which is more difficult, at the present unit prices nor could he be 
asked to abandon his entire contract now about one-fourth completed 
without imposing liability upon the city. 

His proposal stated to the department is that he will abandon that part 
of his contract no longer to be required and will extend the station on the 

westerly end at the present unit prices up to the high arch section above 
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referred to. He will restore the section where work is to be discontinued 
and will also carry on the more difficult work from the high arch section to 
the passageway and construct this passageway to Berkeley street, for 
actual cost plus 10 per cent. 

The department has considered four methods of carrying out the work 
required by these changes. 


1. Inviting proposals therefor by advertising. This was con- 
sidered both with respect to terminating the contract with the Nawn 
Company at its present stage and inviting proposals for completing 
the construction required by the new location, and with respect to 
permitting the contractor to proceed with so much of his contract as 
would be required by the new location and inviting proposals for the 
balance of the work. A termination of the present contract at this 
time would, of course, lead either to compensation or to liability 
for heavy damages on the part of the city, and would create con- 
siderable uncertainty and delay at a critical point in the work. A 
continuance of the present contract to include only so much of the work 
as would be required by the new location would result in a reduction of 
the sum of all the items by more than 25 per cent., which is not per- 
missible at present unit prices and would create such a serious change 
in the contract as to raise a question as to how far the city might be 
involved in litigation. 

2. The work to be done by the Transit Department by day labor. 
The same objections prevail here as in the first method. 

3. Awarding difficult new work to the same contractor at new 
unit prices. This the contractor states he cannot consider owing to 
the uncertainties involved. 

4. The work to be carried out by the present contractor at old 
unit prices for new work of the same character and percentage prices 
for other new or more difficult work. 


A consideration of all the facts herein set forth has brought this depart- 
ment to the conclusion that it is for the best interests of the city to adopt 
the fourth method above referred to, namely, to have the present con- 
tractor carry out the work required by these changes at old unit prices 
for work of the same character and percentage prices for new or more diffi- 
cult work. The work thus prosecuted will, in our opinion, result in a saving 
of time and money. . 

Your permission, therefore, is requested to make such changes in said 
contract .687 following the fourth method as above outlined as may be 
necessary to complete the construction of the Arlington Station as shown 
on said new plan, copy of which is herewith submitted.

Following the receipt of your permission to make the changes 
recommended in the foregoing communication the contract 
with the Hugh Nawn Contracting Company was altered and 
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extended. This contract is now about 80 per cent completed. 
A detailed account of the work will be found in the report of the 
Chief Engineer. 

A description of this station prior to the above change, and 
an account of the work up to February 1, 1920, may be found 
in the annual report of this department for the year ending 
January 31, 1920. The work was continued during the first 
months of the year by practically the same methods described 
in the above report, and at a rate of progress that would have 
‘insured its completion within contract time. The first study 
prepared by the department extended the station toward 
Berkeley street. This failed of adoption by reason of lack of 
concurrent action. The department believed, nevertheless, 
that this first study was more desirable than the plan adopted, 
and when, by the request of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company Trustees, it became possible to adopt a plan on the 
lines of such study the department acted with promptness. 
The new plan, like the study, extends the station westerly to 
meet the needs of growing traffic and is provided with entrances 
and exits at Berkeley street. 


WASHINGTON STATION EXTENSION. 


Considerable study has been given to a solution of the 
problem of congestion in the Park Street, Park Street Under 
and the Washington Stations. These stations are located 
in what is regarded as the heart of the street railway trans- 
portation system of Boston. Radial roads from all directions 
except due east lead to this center, making the transit prob- 
lem here a complicated one and unlike that of any other great 
city. The transit problem may be divided into two parts. 
The first deals with the collecting and transporting of passen- 
gers in the outlying districts. This part of the problem can 
be more easily solved by the use of fairly high speed trolley 
cars in the streets. The second deals with transportation in 
and through the congested center, the point where all radial 
roads meet, and this part of the problem presents intricate 
and rapidly growing complications. It might be well here to 
recall the progress of development from the days when motor- 
driven cars superseded horse cars. In 1890 the street cars of 
the West End Street Railway Company carried 114,853,081 
passengers largely in horse cars, electric cars being operated 
on a few lines. In 1894 the first subway was authorized and 
the traffic was 136,029,449 passengers moved mostly by elec- 
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tricity. Congestion was so great that the cars would fre- 
quently take more than twenty minutes to go from the Granary 
Burying Ground to Park square, the cars standing in solid lines 
from Scollay square to Boylston street. 

In 1920 the total number of revenue passengers carried by 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company was 335,526,561. 

The first step in rapid transit was the construction of the 
original Tremont Street Subway which took many of the cars 
off the streets but did not solve the problem of rapid transit. 
Then came the elevated structure and this was followed by the 
East Boston Tunnel. Then the Washington Street Tunnel 
running north and south was built, and the Cambridge-Dor- 
chester Tunnel running east and west. The main feature of 
these two tunnels has been the development of train service, 
that is, the frequent running of long trains both north and 
south and east and west carrying millions of passengers each 
year. The facilities offered by the Park Street, Park Street 
Under, and the Washington Stations are heavily taxed to 
meet the present tremendous demands of traffic. 

The department has prepared studies providing for an island 
platform at Washington Station and for such changes at Park 
street as will provide for quick routing of trains if improved 
facilities are afforded for Dorchester. These changes are of 
first hand importance, not only to relieve the present condi- 
tions but to provide for future demands, as for instance the 
development of rapid transit in Dorchester. 


SHELTER AT BROADWAY STATION. 


The department.and the trustees of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company determined upon the desirability of con- 
structing an addition to the shelter over the Broadway surface 
station of the Dorchester Tunnel. Public convenience re- 
quired that the work be begun immediately and completed 
as quickly as possible. It was necessary to do the work with- 
out interruption to the traffic using this station. The Ele- 
vated proposed that it do the work for the department at actual 
cost, and as it appeared that the company had an adequate 
labor force and would proceed immediately and finish within 
the time specified permission was granted to award the contract 
to the company. The contract was signed February 18, 1920, 
and completed May 6, 1920. The cost was $14,307.27.

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Two ADDITIONAL STAIRWAYS AT PARK STREET UNDER. 


Steps have been taken to reduce as far as possible the con- 
gestion of traffic conditions existing in the stairway leading 
from the platform for northbound cars at Park Street Station 
to the center platform of Park Street Under Station. 

The plans provide for two new stairways. As it is necessary 
to do this work without interruption to the traffic in the station, 
and in co-operation with the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany, as conditions warrant, this work is being done by labor 
employed directly by the department. 


REPAIR OF LEAKS AT TREMONT STREET SUBWAY. 


By agreement with the trustees of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company this department is repairing leaks in the 
roof of the Park Street Station and the Boylston Street Station 
of the Tremont Street Subway. This work is also being done 
by labor employed by the Transit Department and the expense 
is being borne by the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
according to the stipulation of the lease. About twenty per 
cent remains to be done. 


LEGISLATION. 


COMPREHENSIVE SYSTEM OF Rapip TRANSIT IN 
DorcHESTER DISTRICT. 

Chapter 36 of the Resolves of 1920 provided that the Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities and the Transit Department investi- 
gate further a comprehensive system or systems of rapid transit 
in the Dorchester district of the City of Boston, with feeders 
from the Hyde Park district of the city and other places, and 
report their conclusions and recommendations, with drafts of 
such legislation as they might deem expedient, to the general 
court not later than January 10, 1921. 

This department conducted the above authorized study with 
the Department of Public Utilities. The time for filing the 
report has been extended to February 15, 1921. (See Appen- 
dix A.) 


EXTENSION OF SUBWAY IN City oF Boston To Post OFFICE 
SQUARE. 

Chapter 45 of the Resolves of 1920 provided that the Transit 

Department investigate the matter of extending the subway 
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or tunnel in the City of Boston to Post Office square, consider 
and determine whether the whole or any part, and if so, what 
part of the cost of making the extension should justly be paid by 
the owners of the estates especially benefited thereby, and 
report to the General Court on or before the second Wednesday 
of January, 1921, a plan for said extension and an estimate of the 
cost, with such recommendations for legislation as it might deem 
expedient. 

The investigation is not yet complete and the time for filing 
the report has been extended to February 15, 1921. (See 
Appendix B.) 


TRAFFIC TUNNEL CONNECTING Boston AND East Boston. 


Chapter 73 of the Resolves of 1920 provided that the Divi- 
sion of Waterways and Public Lands of the Department of 
Public Works and the Transit Department continue the investi- 
gation authorized by Chapter 51 of the Resolves of 1919 relating 
to a traffic tunnel to connect Boston and East Boston, consider 
the advantages and disadvantages of a double-barrel traffic 
tunnel, prepare final plans for such a tunnel as might be 
approved and final estimates of the cost of construction and 
maintenance thereof and a comprehensive financial plan appli- 
cable thereto, and report to the General Court not later than 
January 15, 1921. 

Investigations and studies have been made but it was found 
impossible to submit the report on the date named and the time 
has been extended to March 8, 1921. (See Appendix C.) 


RESIGNATION OF EDMUND &. DAVIS. 


Edmund 8. Davis, Chief Engineer, tendered his resignation 
to take effect June 30th. The Board in accepting his resigna- 
tion ordered the following to be spread upon the records of the 
department and 


Voted, that the resignation of Edmund 8. Davis to take effect June 30 
be accepted, and that the department place upon its records an expres- 
sion of its deep and strong regret at his retirement and of its admiration 
of his worth as a man and of its respect for his talent as an engineer. Mr 
Davis entered ‘the service of the Boston Transit Commission, the pred- 
ecessor of this department in the planning and construction of the sub- 
ways and tunnels of Boston, as an assistant engineer in 1894. Upon the 
resignation of Mr. Howard A. Carson as chief engineer Mr. Davis was 
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appointed acting chief engineer in 1909, and chief engineer in 1911. Under 
his supervision as assistant engineer the Tremont Street Subway, the 
East Boston Tunnel and the Washington Street Tunnel were built; and 


under his immediate control as chief engineer the Cambridge Connection, 


the Boylston Street Subway, the East Boston Tunnel Extension and the 
Dorchester Tunnel were built. For twenty-six years he has given to the 
public a service rich in activity, capability and devotion; a service of 
accomplishment which has earned for him a place with his distinguished 
predecessor in the forefront of his profession. Thoughtful of the rights 
of others, liberal in his regard for the welfare of his staff, exacting in the 
performance of his own duties he has established a record well worth the 
study of those who would gain success. It is the further purpose of this 
vote_to record the wishes of the members of the Board that his profes- 
sional success may continue and that his portion of happiness may be 
generous. 


The vacancy thus created was filled by the promotion of 
Ernest R. Springer. 

Mr. Davis was invited by the Board to act as consulting 
engineer and accepted. 


BOYLSTON STREET. 


Negotiations are pending for the sale of a certain parcel of 
land on the northerly side of Boylston street just westerly from 
Police Station 16 containing about 22,686 square feet and 
known as the City Yard property, being part of the property 
taken by the Boston Transit Commission for the purposes of 
the Boylston Street Bey and no longer needed for such 
purposes. 


DECEASE OF B. LEIGHTON BEAL. 


B. Leighton Beal, Secretary of this department and its 
predecessor,the Boston Transit Commission, died on November 
23, 1920, and the following was ordered spread upon the records 
of the department: 


B. Leighton Beal served as Secretary of the Boston Transit Commission 
and its successor, the Transit Department, continuously from October 1, 
1894, and throughout that long period gave the as a service conspicuous 
for its faithfulness. 

In the effectiveness of the administration of his office are reflected the 
qualities of mind and heart with which he was endowed. His soundness 
of judgment and wisdom of counsel, and his fine conception and dignified 
discharge of the duties of a public servant have been potent aids in the 
planning and construction of the Boston subway system, 
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Courteous at all times in his dealings with the public and mindful of the 
feelings of those with whom he was associated, his death deprived the city 
of a valuable and devoted servant and this department of a loyal officer. 


Edward F. Condon was appointed to fill the vacancy.

GENTLEMEN,— I herewith submit a report for the year 
ending January 31, 1921. 


BOYLSTON STREET SUBWAY. 


ARLINGTON STATION. 


Construction Data. 


Date of original contract: October 8, 1919. 

Amount of Bid: $474,550. 

Time of completion, original contract: December 31, 1920. 

Date of alteration and extension of contract: June 2, 1920. 

Total amount of work done to date under the principal items of the contract: 
Excavation, about 22,000 cubic yards; old masonry removed, about 
625 cubic yards; subway concrete removed, about 2,350 cubic yards; 
standard concrete placed, about 4,500 cubic yards; structural steel 
placed, about 650 tons; steel rods used for reinforcing concrete, about 
270 tons. 

Assistant engineer in charge of construction, Robert B. Farwell. 


Plans for the alteration and extension of the station provided 
for a somewhat smaller lobby at Arlington street than called 
for in the original plan. Platforms were to be extended from 
the lobby in a westerly direction only, but of the same length as 
before, namely, 350 feet. 

At the west end of the new station stairways were to be pro- 
vided which would connect with an underground passageway 
running on top of the present subway to the intersection of 
Berkeley and Boylston streets, where a lobby with entrance 
and exit passageways and stairways was to be constructed. 

The extension of the platforms to the west, as described 
above, carried the station into a portion of the subway which 
had been built in the form of a high arch spanning both tracks 
to permit of a cross-over at this point. As the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company wished to maintain permanently this cross- 
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over, it was necessary to preserve the arch, and this involved a 
new and much more difficult type of construction. It was 
necessary to support the roof by an entirely different method 
from the one used in the rest of the station, and it also involved 
using a method that would keep the subway open for traffic. 

The plans for altering the station also provided for the 
abandoning of the easterly half of the station, part of which 
was in process of construction. The contractor was accordingly 
asked to stop work on this portion of the construction and to 
open up work on the opposite side of the street, at a section 
where no change was contemplated. The work that had been 
done at this point consisted largely of excavation together with 
a section of sidewall and the underpinning of the adjacent 
building. This work was accordingly stopped except for the 
necessary pumping, etc., and provision was made for restoring 
the street under the new contract as altered and extended. 

New designs and detail plans were made and a number of 
different methods of supporting the high arch were studied. 
A method was finally adopted under which the work at this 
point is now progressing. It has given very satisfactory results, 
especially as no settlement or cracking of the concrete structure 
has taken place. 

The high-arch section of the subway at this point was origi- 
nally built of greater width than elsewhere, to allow for the 
overhang of cars using the cross-over. The alignment of the 
new platform columns, which in the rest of the station had been 
just back of the old sidewalls, consequently came in about the 
centre of the sidewalls of the high-arch section, but owing to the 
thickness of the walls there was still left space enough for a 
series of temporary steel supports. 

The method used at this point may be briefly described as 
follows: 

First, additional tie-rods were placed to care for the thrust of 
the arch when the earth at the sides was excavated. Next, the 
excavation on the sides was carried down from the street, using 
tongue and groove sheet piling, as in the other parts of the 
station. The new sidewalls for the station were then built, 
after which short stretches of the old subway wall were removed 
and the temporary steel supports mentioned above were placed 
about four feet apart on centres and securely wedged up along 
the inside face of the walls supporting the arch at the intrados. 
Additional support was also provided in the form of wooden 
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posts set up between the tracks and wedged to the roof at the 
centre of the arch. When enough of the old wall had been taken 
down to allow for placing one of the longitudinal girders of the 
permanent column footings, slots were cut into the old invert 
for the transverse footing beams. Footing beams and girder 
were then set in place and concretedin. The permanent column 
was then erected and a double girder placed on top and carried 
back to the column behind. After this, the roof was wedged 
up on the double girder with steel plates and wedges. The 
roof beams extending to the new sidewalls were then placed, 
and the concreting of the roof followed. The work of cutting 
away the opposite sidewall at this point was then started and the 
above process repeated. This method is being used in the 
entire arch section except at certain places where the whole arch 
has to be cut away to provide for side passages through it to 
the stairways. 

The passageway to Berkeley street will be connected to the 
westerly end of the station by double stairways leading from 
each platform. It will be 10 feet wide and 8 feet high from the 
station to Berkeley street where it will widen out into a lobby 
from which stairways lead to the surface on either side. The 
first 60 feet from the station, where the high-arch type of sub- 
way exists, the passageway will be hung from the roof by steel 
rods with expansion bolts set in the arch of the subway. The 
remainder of the way where the flat-roof form of structure 
exists, the passageway will be built on top of the roof of the 
subway until the Berkeley-street lobby is reached, at which 
place the character of the ground is such that pile foundations 
will be required on both sides of the subway. 

The construction of the passageway has been carried on under 
somewhat difficult conditions, as it is located beneath the 
surface car tracks in a very limited space. It was also deemed 
inadvisable to remove the tracks on account of the great incon- 
venience to street car traffic. It became necessary, therefore, 
to support the tracks by timber bridging, and much of this 
work has had to be done at night time. About one third of the 
excavation has already been done and the concreting has been 
recently started. 

The lobby at Arlington street is completed with the excep- 
tion of the concrete stairways, upon which work has been 
started. This part of the work is located at the flat-roof 
section of the subway, which is a double-tube section with the 
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roof supported at the center by steel beams and columns 
encased in concrete. Owing to the scant head-room under 
the street it was necessary to cut away the entire roof of the 
old subway and build a thin floor in its place. This was done 
at night time, after the subway cars had stopped running 
and the power was shut off. The street at this point was 
bridged and the surface car tracks, as well as the roadway, 
were carried on a series of long steel beams span: ing the entire 
subway and allowing uninterrupted operation of the work 
below. 

The passageways to the four corners of the street at this 
point have also been built and provision made for the entrance 
and exit stairway structures. 

The contract for the station as now altered and extended is 
about 80 per cent. complete, and it is planned to let contracts 
for the station finish in the near future. 

Plates 1 and 2 show some of the work in progress. 


REPAIRS TO WALL FINISH AT MASSACHUSETTS STATION. 


In the Massachusetts Station of the Boylston Street Subway 
some of the hollow ribbed tiling on the main sidewalls became 
loosened, causing bulging and cracking of the plaster and 
terrazzo finish. To prevent the possibility of the tile falling, 
with possible injury to passengers, the loose portions of the 
wall finish were removed. 

The wall furring of ribbed tile, 12 feet high, together with 
the terrazzo wainscot and plaster attached to the furring, has 
been taken off in two places, all together about 150 feet in length. 
New ribbed tile has been placed and anchored to the main wall 
by short hooked rods drilled into the concrete. This work has 
been done by men in the employ of the department. 

Specifications have been prepared for replacing the terrazzo 
and plaster finish on the tile, all to match the wall finish now 
in place in the station. 


DORCHESTER TUNNEL. 
ADDITIONS TO SHELTER OVER BROADWAY SURFACE STATION. 
Additions to the shelter over Broadway surface station were 
constructed early in the spring. 
The additions to the shelter are built with a steel frame, 
with wood roof purlins and roof planking covered with a tar 
and gravel roof. Skylights are built in the roof of the existing 
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shelter. Windows run the entire length on both sides of the 
shelter, and the spaces above the windows are covered in with 
wood sheathing which is protected with asbestos shingles. The 
sides are built upon the concrete fence, to which they are 
securely anchored. 

The work of construction was carried on without delaying or 
inconveniencing the traffic at the station.

REPAIR TO FIRE PirpE at BROADWAY SUBWAY STATION. 


On March 10, 1920, a break occurred in the 4-inch fire 
Service pipe in the surface car level of the Broadway subway 
station, Dorchester Tunnel. The water ran through the track 
and wall drains and found its way to the pump well, but the 
pressure of the water was so) great in the hollow tile drains in 
the walls of the lower station that the tile was loosened in 
four different locations. It was necessary to remove and 
replace this loosened tile together with the wall finish of ter- 
razzo, glazed tile and cement plaster finish thereon. The 
work of placing the new hollow tile and plaster backing for the 
finish was done by men in the employ of the department. The 
replacing of the terrazzo, glazed tile and plaster finish was done 
by the Galassi Mosaic and Tile Company. 

It was supposed that the break had been caused by freezing 
of water in the pipe, and in the repair work special precautions 
were taken against freezing. 

The old fire pipe which ran vertically in the concrete wall 
from the roof of the upper level to the platform of the lower 
level, a length of about 24 feet, was cut out of the concrete, new 
4-inch pipe installed, wound with two layers of heavy hair 
felt, a heavy canvas jacket sewed on over the felt, and the 
canvas painted with asphaltum. A _ hollow reinforced con- 
crete casing was then put around the pipe, and the space 
between the pipe and the concrete filled with ground cork. 
The wall finish was then replaced. The repairs were completed 
on May 14, 1920, and cost $969.31. | 


REPAIR TO BREAK IN FrrReE Pipe at ANDREW STATION. 


On April 31, 1920, a break occurred in a 4-inch service pipe 
carrying water from the main in Dexter street to the Andrew 
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Station of the Dorchester Tunnel. This break was probably 
due to settlement as it was below the freezing line. The 
repair work necessitated excavating a hole 6 feet by 5 feet by 
15 feet deep in the sidewalk of Dexter street, partly below a 
sewer manhole, removing the old pipe in the wall and installing 
a new pipe with fittings. The work was done by men in the 
employ of the department and was completed on April 27, 1920. 
The cost was $406.13. 


TREMONT STREET SUBWAY. 


ADDITIONAL STAIRWAY AT PARK STREET STATION. 


An additional stairway is being built at ParkStreet Station 
between the upper and lower platforms. The plan provides 
for cutting out an existing concrete stairway and substituting 
two new stairways, one above the other. The work is in 
progress at this date. It embraces the erection of four new 
steel columns with footings and one new girder, removing two 
steel columns and three steel beams requiring cutting by the 
acetylene flame. The reinforced concrete of the old stairway 
is being cut out and holes cut for the footings of the new columns 
in the concrete platform. After the new reinforced concrete 
stairways have been built, the finish, such as treads, handrails, 
tile and plaster to match that now in place in the station, will 
be installed, and new parapets built around the openings. 
It will be necessary to relocate the pipes for the wires for per- 
manent lighting, also the main switch board for the lights of 
the station and the water connection for the fire hose, as the 
work progresses.

LEAKS AT PARK STREET AND BOYLSTON STREET STATIONS OF 
THE TREMONT STREET SUBWAY. 


The work of repairing leaks in the roof of the Tremont Street 
Subway at Park and Boylston streets was of such a nature 
that it could not well be let by contract, as it required careful 
research to ascertain the cause and origin of each leak. The 
method of repair, either by grouting, waterproofing, drainage, 
etc., depended upon the character of the leaks. ‘The roof of 
the subway is very near the surface of the ground at the loca- 
tion of these leaks and either under or adjacent to grass or 
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loam spaces of the Common through which the rainwater 
readily percolates to the roof. At the time of construction of 
the Tremont Street Subway there were placed in the roof on 
the Common many sidewalk lights. These lights were event- 
ually abandoned, the spaces filled in with concrete, and the 
area covered with loam. Many of the leaks came through the 
joints in the concrete between this old and new work. To 
repair these leaks it was necessary to excavate and bare the 
roof at these places. The joints and top areas were thor- 
oughly cleaned and waterproofed with asphalt and saturated. 
fabric. The waterproofing was then covered with cement 
plaster. 

Other leaks around the entrance structures were caused by 
the disintegration of the unprotected waterproofing, especially 
on vertical surfaces, also by disintegration of the mortar in the 
joints of the brickwork surrounding the steel beams on which 
the structure rests below the surface of the ground. Much of 
this disintegration was caused by the fact that the work has 
been in place for about twenty-five years. 

To date thirty-one leaks have been repaired. The work at 
present is interrupted on account of the inadvisability of placing 
concrete in freezing weather and the impracticability of water- 
proofing on damp or frosty concrete surfaces. The work is 
about eighty per cent. completed. Plate 4 shows portions of 
subway roof at the pipe crossing opposite Temple place ae 
it had been rewaterproofed.

WIDENING oF TREMONT AND BOYLSTON STREETS. 


Tremont street from Park street to Boylston street, and 
Boylston street from Tremont street to Charles street, were 
widened on the Boston Common side by the Paving Division of 
the City of Boston. The entire area of widening was over the 
roof of the subway. The fact that the subway roof is very near 
the surface at these places somewhat limited the grades to be 
established for the widened part of the street. The Paving 
Division co-operated with this department is so far as the line 
and grade of the subway affected the new grades of the street, 
and also in so far as the location of some-surface drains on the 
roof of the subway were concerned. Inspection by this depart- 
ment was carried on to see that the waterproofing on the sub- 
way roof was not injured by the contractors’ paving operations, 
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EAST BOSTON TUNNEL. 


GROUTING. 


The work of stopping small leaks in the construction joints 
and elsewhere in the East Boston Tunnel continued from the 
beginning of the fiscal year to September 1, when the work was 
temporarily discontinued as part of the labor force was needed 
in the work of stopping leaks in the Tremont Street Subway 
stations on Boston Common, a description of which work was 
noted in a foregoing paragraph of this report. 

The average number of men employed in the East Boston 
Tunnel during the above period was fourteen, and the work 
was necessarily done between the hours of 12 and 5 a. m., when 
one track only was used for cars running through the tunnel. 

About 450 bags of cement low in alumina were used in mak- 
ing grout which was forced into the joints and into the con- 
crete through about 1,000 nipples made of ¢-inch iron pipe 
set in holes drilled into the concrete walls and roof of the tunnel. 


STUDIES FOR AN East Boston TUNNEL EXTENSION IN EAST 
Boston. 


Studies and estimates of cost for extending the East Boston 
Tunnel have been made. These plans provide for doing away 
with the incline at Maverick square and building and extend- 
ing the tunnel to Central square in East Boston. Stations are 
provided for at Maverick square and Central square. 

In connection with this proposed extension studies have also 
been made for lengthening the platforms of the stations on the 
Boston side, namely, Atlantic avenue, Devonshire street, 
Scollay Under and Bowdoin square. 


NEW BUILDINGS OVER THE SUBWAY. 


The Engineering Division has received a great many requests 
from architects and engineers to check and approve plans for 
new buildings or alterations to old buildings along the lines of 
the subways and tunnels.. Some of the structures are very 
complicated, and considerable time is required to check the 
plans, as it is often necessary to spend much time and research 
among old plans on file to secure the necessary data. 
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STOCKYARD AT C AND CYPHER STREETS, 
SOUTH BOSTON. 


The stockyard at 14 Cypher street, South Boston, in which 
are located the structural steel shop, testing laboratory, cement 
storehouse and rod sheds, has been described in previous reports. 

During the year the entire yard was put under the supervision 
of Samuel C. Lyman, Assistant Engineer. 

The total force at the yard at present is composed as follows: 


1 foreman of ironworkers. 

12 skilled ironworkers. 
1 crane operator and mechanic. 
1 yard foreman. 

32 laborers. 


All the cement, waterproofing, reinforcing rods, structural 
steel and miscellaneous materials used in the subway and tunnel 
construction have been handled and stored in this yard. 

A large part of the cement received has been tested by Mr. 
C. N. Ryan, City Cement Tester, at City Hall, who is also 
conducting long-time tests at the Cypher-street yard laboratory. 

All reinforcing rods used in the Arlington Station of the 
Boylston Street Subway were cut and bent to shape in the rod 
shop, by the laboring force. Hanger rods for the passageway to 
Berkeley-street lobby of the Arlington Station were forged and 
threaded in the rod shop and tested in the laboratory, for 
supporting value. 

Men from the Cypher-street yard laboring force have, as 
occasion required, worked on Park-street Station leak repairs; 
Massachusetts Station tile repairs; Cambridge Connection, 
Section 2, stair changes; East Boston Tunnel grouting and 
removing Massachusetts surface station field office, and other 
miscellaneous work. 

A new shed, 30 feet by 80 feet by 16 feet, for the storage of 
cement, has been erected in the yard, which shed will acecommo- 
date twenty-four cars of 1,200 bags to the car. The foundation 
for the new shed was put in place by the yard labor force, and 
the building was erected with the help of six carpenters hired 
from a contractor. : 

All steelwork used during the year in the Arlington Station 
was fabricated in the steel shop and was erected by the con- 
tractor for the station. 


oe City DocumMENT No. 30. 


Steelwork used for the Cambridge Connection, Section 2, 
stair changes, and on City Bridge repairs where requested by 
the Public Works Department, was fabricated in the shop and 
erected by ironworkers from the shop. 

The work performed for the Bridge Division and Highway 
Division of the Public Works Department consisted of the 
following: Dorchester Avenue Bridge, repairs to diagonal 
braces; Broadway Bridge, over the Boston & Albany Railroad 
track, new fence section; Northern Avenue Bridge, repairs to 
fascia and eyebars and float; Beacon Street Bridge, repairs to 
floor beams, etc.; Columbus Avenue Bridge, repairs to pipe 
girders, trusses and floor beams; Charlestown Bridge, gate 
repairs; Allston Bridge, new floor beam connections, etc.; 
Roxbury Canal at Massachusetts avenue, new fence; Cottage 
Farm Bridge, fence repairs; also miscellaneous work on several 
other bridges. 

The expense of doing this work is charged to the Public 
Works Department, and for the past year was about 20 per 
cent. of the total expense of the shop. 

There have been received at the stockyard during the year: © 

50 tons of asphalt for waterproofing. 
173 tons of steel reinforcing rods. 

143 tons of structural steel and iron. 

16,040 square yards of waterproofing fabric. 
9,102 barrels of cement. 

There have been shipped from the stockyard during the 
year: 

51.5 tons of asphalt for waterproofing. 

225.5 tons of steel reinforcing rods. 

491.5 tons of structural steel and iron, 
18,260 square yards of waterproofing fabric. 

7,000 barrels of cement for tunnel work. 

3,045 barrels of cement either loaned or sold to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, during the scarcity of cement and 
shipping facilities. 


REPORTS. 


SuBway TO Post OFFICE SCUARE. 


Plans and estimates were prepared by the Engineering Division 
under Chapter 45 of the Resolves of 1920 for an extension of 
the subway to Post Office square. They were submitted for 
your consideration in a report dated December 17, 1920. 
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DORCHESTER Rapip TRANSIT SYSTEM. 


Chapter 36 of the Resolves of 1920 provided for a Joint 
Board, comprising the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Utilities and the Transit Department of the City of Boston, 
for further investigation of a comprehensive system of rapid 
transit for the Dorchester district, including Hyde Park and 
other places. 

The Engineering Division of the Transit Department, acting 
in conjunction with the Engineer of the Public Utilities Depart- 
ment, made surveys, prepared plans and estimates and reported 
to the Joint Board under date of December 31, 1920.

The Engineering Division of the Transit Department, acting 
in conjunction with the Engineer of the Division of Water- 
ways and Public Lands, made surveys, borings, studies of 
traffic, prepared plans and estimates and reported to the Joint 
Board under date of December 30, 1920.

[CHAPTER 36.] 


RESOLVE PROVIDING ‘FOR FURTHER INVESTIGATION OF A COMPREHENSIVE 
Rapip TRANSIT SYSTEM FOR THE DORCHESTER DISTRICT OF THE 
City oF Boston. 


Resolved, That the department of public utilities and the transit de- 
partment of the city of Boston be constituted a joint board to investigate 
further a comprehensive system or systems of rapid transit in the Dor- 
chester district of the city of Boston, with feeders from the Hyde Park 
district of the city and other places, and to report its conclusions and recom- 
mendations, with drafts of such legislation as it may deem expedient, to 
the general court not later than the tenth day of January, nineteen hun- 
dred and twenty-one. The said joint board may expend for the purpose 
aforesaid, such sums, not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, as it may 
deem necessary. ‘The sums so expended shall be paid in the first instance 
from the treasury of the commonwealth, and shall be assessed upon the 
cities and towns required to contribute to the last preceding deficit cer- 
tified by the public trustees of the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
under the provisions of chapter one hundred and fifty-nine of the Special 
Acts of nineteen hundred and eighteen, and in the same manner and pro- 
portion. If and when the comprehensive system or systems of rapid 
transit mentioned above are constructed, the sums, the expenditure of 
which is authorized by this resolve, shall be treated as part of the cost 
of the construction thereof and shall be repaid to the commonwealth by 
the persons and corporations constructing the same and redistributed to 
the cities and towns aforesaid. [Approved May 6, 1920.

[CHap. 45.] 


RESOLVE RELATIVE TO THE EXTENSION OF THE SUBWAY IN THE CITY OF 
BOSTON TO POST OFFICE SQUARE. 


Resolved, That the transit department of the city of Boston shall investi- 
gate the matter of extending the subway or tunnel in the city of Boston to 
Post Office square. The said department shall also consider and determine 
whether the whole or any part, and if so, what part, of the cost of making 
the extension should justly be paid by the owners of the estates especially 
benefited thereby. The department shall report to the next general court 
on or before the second Wednesday in January, a plan for the said extension 
and an estimate of the cost, with such recommendations for legislation as 
it may deem expedient. [Approved May 12, 1920. |

RESOLVE TO PROVIDE FOR CONTINUING THE INVESTIGATION RELATIVE TO

Resolved, That the division of waterways and public lands of the depart- 
ment of public works and the transit department of the city of Boston are 
hereby created a joint board for the purpose of continuing the investiga- 
tion authorized by chapter fifty-one of the resolves of nineteen hundred 
and nineteen relating to a traffic tunnel to connect Boston and East Boston. 
The board shall consider the advantages and disadvantages of a double- 
barrel traffic tunnel substantially as recommended in the preliminary re- 
port made under said chapter fifty-one; shall prepare final plans for such 
a tunnel as may be approved and final estimates of the cost of construction 
and maintenance thereof, and a comprehensive financial plan applicable 
thereto; and shall report to the next general court not later than the fif- 
teenth day of January. The expenses incurred by the board hereby created 
shall be divided in the manner provided in said chapter fifty-one and paid 
from the fund established thereunder, and any unexpended balance of the 
appropriation made therefor by the city of Boston shall be refunded to the 
city.

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1920-21. 


Boston 9, February 1, 1921. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


S1r,— The annual report of the activities and results 
accomplished for this department for the year ending 
January 31, 1921, is respectfully submitted. 

The routine work of inspecting all measuring devices, 
testing, adjusting and sealing, has been carefully carried 
out, with the result that the city is practically free of 
any device that according to law should not be in use. 
Persistent effort on the part of the officials from year 
to year has eliminated the fraudulent types of weigh- 
ing devices that in the past have been a source of 
continual trouble to the public. The law calls for 
the annual sealing of all devices, and we have been 
very careful during the past year to seal all devices 
found to be correct and to placard those incorrect 
or not in use with the red labels calling the attention 
of the public that the device is illegal and not to be 
used in business. Our work is one of assurance — 
assuring the citizens that the device bearing the seal of 
correctness has been inspected and that with the right 
manipulation they are insured against fraudulent weight 
or measure. But the field of our activities has broad- 
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ened out tremendously since the department was estab- 
lished for sealing of weights and measures. Year by 
year the laws have been changed and multiplied in 
order to meet the requirements of a steadily increasing 
cosmopolitan population.. New devices, new methods, 
new classes of vendors have increased the necessity for 
new laws, and today we have become more than sealers 
of devices and adjusters of mechanical appliances. We 
find that half of our time is devoted to assuring the 
public that the device is being handled correctly after 
the seal is applied to the measuring device. The work 
of inspection of food commodities, coal, ice and other 
materials weighed out to be delivered takes up about 
half of the time of our inspectors. We detect, expose 
and reprimand the dealers who use accurate measures 
in an inaccurate way. Innumerable complaints have 
been investigated and matters corrected in a manner 
that meant mutual satisfaction to the parties concerned 
and future protection to the public from those particular 
dealers involved. Once a defrauding dealer is detected 
and dealt with according to the seriousness of the case, 
we have found that he travels along the path of honesty 
and gives us no future trouble. It is the ever-increasing 
number of merchants that keeps the wheels of inspec- 
tions going, and new methods of fraud and deceit are 
constantly being created by the few that casts the sus- 
picion on the hundreds of dealers doing business in the 
city. The cases that were considered of a serious 
nature were brought to court and the prosecution, 
publicity and time consumed made it evident to the 
dealer who offended that honesty in business was the 
only method that he could pursue under the super- 
vision of our department. We have through publicity 
taught the public to bring to our attention any infrac- 
tion of the laws, and while many shun the opportunity 
to complain there are nevertheless those people who do 
take the initiative and protect their more conservative 
neighbor by bringing to our attention the misdeeds 
of the careless storekeeper or tradesman. We invite 
complaints from the public and have done our utmost 
with much success to end all kinds of unjust business 
methods. We have the co-operation of the upright 
merchant or consumer and we aim to make all upright 
in their dealings with one another or drive them out 
of business in our city. Economic conditions have 
made the past year a fruitful one. The reconstruction 
period has had its effect on our duties. The high prices 
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have forced the purchaser to demand exact weight and 
measure. The prices of coal, ice and food commodi- 
ties have been so inflated during the past few years 
that we have found it necessary to enforce strictly the 
law making it mandatory that food sold at retail must 
be weighed on scales graduated in ounce graduations 
and coal and ice on scales of two-ounce graduations. 
We have found that as in the past the fraud committed 
on the sale of coal has been carried on mostly by vendors 
who dealt in the 100-pound bag quantity. Nineteen 
of these vendors were brought to court and fined for 
short weight. The drug stores have been inspected 
and the condition of the scales, weights and graduates 
are in a most satisfactory condition. Taxicab meters 
have had a great deal of attention, with the result that 
the traveling public can feel safe that the meters are 
registering in a true manner. New types of meters 
have been installed on all cars belonging to one of the 
larger companies and these have been found to be an 
improvement on the old style meter and have given 
satisfaction and been sealed. Every branch of business 
has had our attention and we have sealed devices rang- 
ing from scales of 150 tons capacity to a grain weight. 
Leather measuring machines, platform scales of all 
capacities, computing scales, torsion balances, measure- 
graphs, taxicab meters, ice cream cans and cartons, 
milk bottles and numberless other measuring contri- 
vances have all been inspected by us, and the effect 
of our work is being felt by all who are doing business 
of any sort in our city. Gasolene prices have been high 
and the users of this now important liquid have had 
much cause for complaint in the past. We are happy 
to say that the condition of measuring pumps today is 
on a par with other devices, and although our attentions 
are always in demand by owners of the pumps we find 
little difficulty now in sealing them. During the year 
we have sealed 508 pumps used by garage keepers. 
The results of the year are exceedingly satisfactory 
and we feel that our city is as free from any form of 
fraudulent scales and manipulators as any cosmopolitan 
community could wish to be. 


PERSONNEL OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The department is in charge of a Sealer of Weights 
and Measures, who is assisted in his duties by twelve 
deputy sealers. A clerk and a mechanician make up a 
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total of fifteen employees. Ffor many years we have 
had but ten deputy sealers, but owing to the increased 
amount of work two more deputy sealers were added 
to the force. We have in the past year mapped out the 
various districts according to the amount of sealing 
necessary in each community and have placed each dis- 
trict under the supervision of a deputy sealer. These 
deputies are wholly responsible for the condition of the 
district and keep the sealer continually informed as to 
the progress made in their daily work. Owing to sick- 
ness we have been undermanned during the year, and 
although we have had two added to the force we have 
been without the services of three of our regular deputies 
for practically the whole year. Inspection of coal 
weighings, taxi¢ab meters and drug stores makes up the 
work of one deputy. Another is kept in the office doing 
general sealing; another is detailed to do the heavier 
types of scales in the entire city; another does all the 
personal weighing machines together with general seal- 
ing in one of the districts, while the others have their 
work in their various districts among the stores, fac- 
tories and workshops. The headquarters of the depart- 
ment is at City Hall Annex, Rooms 105, 106 and 107, 

where the standards are kept.

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NEw EQUIPMENT. 


During the early part of the year we replaced our old 
fleet of automobile trucks with new ones. We put into 
service one Kelley-Springfield one and one-half ton 
cruck, five Ford half-ton trucks, a new Ford touring 
car, and kept two of the Ford trucks which had done but 
two years’ service. This gives us a practically new 
fleet of trucks and will add to the general efficiency of 
the department. We have also started to equip the 
deputy sealers with new working standards as re- 
quested by the State Department of Standards last 
year. Up to date seven of the deputies have been pro- 
vided with entirely new standards and together with 
their new trucks are up to date on their working equip- 
ment. We expect that during the coming year we will 
be able to complete our work of replenishing the other 
old equipment with new, which will put the equipment 
on a perfect basis. 


INCOME FOR THE YEAR. 


Chapter 128 of the Statutes of 1919 provides that 
sealers of weights and measures are to charge the fol- 
lowing fees: 


For all scales with a capacity of more than 5,000 pounds it LOO 
For all scales with a capacity of 100 to 5, 000 pounds. 50 
For all other scales, balances and measures on Beers , 10 


All weights and other measures 03 
And a reasonable charge for all adjustments. 


For the first thirty days of the fiscal year all devices 
brought to the office are sealed free of charge, as pro- 
vided by statute. After the expiration of these thirty 
days the fees are charged both in the office and on the 
outside. The fee system is the only source of income 
that we have and on this basis we have collected and 
turned over to the City Collector the total sum of $9,- 
993.37. The amount collected for work done in the 
office amounted to $767.58. The total receipts are as 
follows:

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The total amount of work done for the year amounted 
to $10,167.82 — $9,400.24 was done on the outside and 
$767.58, which was all cash, was done at the office. 
We served 11,595 individual merchants and others 
who use measuring devices, in their daily business.

Of these devices, 5,844 pieces were sealed at the office 
and 67,072 were sealed in the places of business where 
they were being used. The appendix at the end of 
this report will give in detail the various types of appli- 
ances used in the business world and the number of each 
sealed by us during the year. 


GENERAL INSPECTION OF COMMODITIES. 


During the year we kept up our constant inspection 
of sales made in .stores, on teams and orders being 
delivered by merchants. The high prices for food and 
fuel have kept the public in a suspicious condition and 
many complaints have been made which have resulted 
in many of the inspections made. The list following 
shows the varied articles that have come under our 
inspection. The coal situation with coal retailing at $16 
per ton has kept ‘us busy reweighing coal being delivered 
and many citizens have had their coal reweighed before 
’ it was delivered to them, without their knowledge. 
We have taken 172 large coal orders, in transit, and 
have rewelghed them. Of these, 56 were found over- 
weight, 29 light and 87 correct. Of the 29 which were 
found to be light in weight but two were of such a 
character that we believed intent to defraud was evi- 
dent and in these two cases we allowed the court to 
deal with the fraudulent dealer. In one case the 
dealer was short 900 pounds in 4,000 and in the second 
case 1,390 pounds short in 14,870. It is evident, 
therefore, that the dealers have the desire to do right 
by the public and in all cases do all they can to co- 
operate with us for the benefit of the consumer. In the 


es 
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ease of dealers in small lots of coal the 100-pound bag 
dealer— we find the conditions much different from 
the case of the larger dealers. The 100-pound coal ven- 
dor deals with the poorer class, who are forced to buy 
in small quantities but who pay a high rate for the 
amount of coal used. These unsuspecting customers 
need our continual protection and it is among these 
dealers that most of our cases of short weight are found. 
During the year we have reweighed 165 of these orders 
and have brought into court 19 cases, all of which were 
found guilty and dealt with accordingly. Peddlers 
selling fruit and produce have had their commodities 
reweighed «while the customer awaited its delivery; 
946 stores were visited to see that scales were being 
manipulated in the right manner and that orders 
awaiting delivery weighed what the customer was being 
charged for on the bill. Junk peddlers were held up 
on the street and their scales inspected and loads re- 
weighed after their trade with a customer. Inspections 
were made to see that the “net weight package law”’ 
was being complied with. ‘T’'wenty-one packages of 
candy were opened and reweighed and in four cases the 
manufacturers were ordered to pack their confections 
according to the law. The total number of inspections 
was 2,784 and contained the following commodities: 
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These investigations were conducted by the various 
deputies in connection with their sealing duties. The 
88 complaints investigated led to other investigations 
of the same articles in other parts of the city, in order 
that people in all parts of the city might be protected 
from a particular fraudulent scheme that was detected 
in some certain locality. These investigations in many 
cases were found to contain nothing detrimental to the 
merchants, while in many others the merchant com- 
plained of was found to be conducting himself in a man- 
ner which needed our careful watching and future action. 
Resulting from our investigations we had 52 cases in 
court for various offences. The fines amounted to $657, 
and 5 cases were filed with a warning that a repetition 
would mean a more severe judgment. ‘The complaints 
made were based on transactions on a varied class of 
merchandise. False scales being used in open-air mar- 
kets conducted presumably for the benefit of the people 
were found, and these despicable individuals who were 
supposed to be giving the people the benefit of low 
prices because of low overhead expenses were cheating 
the public through means of false scales. These itiner- 
ants were brought into court, fined heavily and driven 
out of business. While the open-air market is one of 
benefit to the public, when conducted right, it is detri- 
mental to both the public and the honest storekeeper, 
who is a competitive bidder for the trade, if these 
fraudulent individuals are allowed to do _ business. 
Short weight complaints on ice, fish, sugar, candy 
bread and numerous other articles were attended to by 
our investigators. <A large milk contractor complained 
that car loads of milk bottles sent from the glass factory 
were incorrect. After making a severe test we found 
evidence of the bottles being blown large and same were 
returned. During the preserving season, when the. 
housewife practises her full knowledge of economy 
in buying for the future household needs, we were 
informed by a very efficient ‘‘neighborhood store” 
buyer that the merchants in her immediate vicinity 
were selling green tomatoes, peppers and other produce 
that go to make up preserves at the rate of 12 pounds 
to the peck when the law demands that the customer 
shall receive 14 pounds to the peck of tomatoes. This 
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particular case brought our inspectors into the field and 
the greater number of merchants were found to be 
short-weighting the customers on these articles. Thou- 
sands of pounds of commodities are sold at this time 
of the year, and we found in other parts of the city 
that the same practice was being carried out on the 
unuspecting public. After thorough investigations and 
severe reprimands we righted the matter and found in 
our later investigations on these same dealers that the 
alert complainant through this department had done 
a most worthy and meritorious act in complaining to us 
on this matter and had saved her neighbors many dol- 
lars from the hands of their dishonest local dealers. 
A complaint against a local drug store charging short 
measure on prescriptions was found to be of merit. 
The particular druggist had been giving but 17% liquid 
ounces on a prescription that called for 24 ounces. The 
mixture cost the consumer a high price and as it was 
being ordered frequently the druggist was doing a 
great injustice to the consumer. We have kept this 
particular place under our supervision as well as others 
so that the sick may get our protection as well as the 
healthy. Much trouble and the incidental raising 
of prices on certain produce has been caused by the use 
of the ‘‘standard bushel box’’ as approved by the 
United States Bureau of Standards, by wholesale 
dealers. In the past these dealers have used a box 
that would hold a full bushel of the certain produce 
that they contained. In the past year, however, the 
wholesaler has taken advantage of the United States 
standard bushel box that contains 2,150.42 cubic 
inches. ‘These boxes will hold but approximately three 
quarters of a bushel of potatoes, apples, etc., and the 
retail merchant is therefore being cheated on the num- 
ber of pounds of vegetables that he pays for. The 
retailer, on the other hand, must give a certain number 
of pounds to the peck, under statute law, and because 
of the conflict on laws the public has been forced to 
pay the extra price that this situation has déveloped. 
It is hoped that in the near future the matter will be 
righted so that all vegetables must be sold by weight 
whether at wholesale or by retail. Cider kegs running 
26 ounces less than the marked contents, which meant

a great loss to the retail merchant buying from the 
manufacturer, was detected and the kegs in use were 
discarded and the proper size kegs substituted, to the 


satisfaction of hundreds of storekeepers selling this — 


beverage at certain seasons of the year. A large retail 
candy dealer with branch stores in the various parts 
of the downtown district was detected selling ‘‘ pound 
boxes” of candy containing 145 ounces. Net weight 
marks were not on other packages put up for the trade 
in the store of this same concern. The matter was cor- 
rected and the dealer threatened with publicity and 
prosecution if the matter was again detected. Thou- 
sands of customers deal in these stores every day in the 
year, so that it is evident that although a large profit was 
being made on the candy when sold correctly the extra 
profit accruing from the short weight detected made this 
merchant able to sell his confections a cent or two more 
reasonable than his honest competitor and attract hun- 
dreds of consumers who were unsuspectedly being 
defrauded. ‘Turpentine, clothes lines, clams, oysters, 
ice cream, bread and other articles have been investi- 
gated and thousands of dollars saved the buying public 
from the hands of ‘‘the few”’ unscrupulous dealers who 
have tried to make an extra profit through their illegiti- 
mate actions. 


Court CASEs. 


Following our personal interviews with the parties 
detected in cases which were violations against the laws, 
we decide whether the case at hand was serious enough 
for more than a reprimand or whether further publicity, 
financial expense and court judgment should be meted 
out to the defendant. Fifty-two cases were summonsed 
to court and out of this number 47 were found guilty, 
4 not guilty, and 1 defaulted. Of the 52 cases, 21 were 
for short weight on the sale of coal, 8 for short weight 
in the sale of ice, 10 for having in their possession with 
intent to defraud a false or unsealed scale, 1 for inter- 
fering with a deputy sealer while he was performing 
his duties, and the others for similar violations of the 
weights and measures laws. The fines imposed 
amounted to $657; 5 cases were filed; 4 were discharged, 
and 4 were put on probation. The complete court 
record follows:

New LEGISLATION. 


During the year there has been enacted several 
pieces of legislation that were found necessary for the 
further protection of the public. Chapter 325 of the 
Acts of 1902 and chapter 369 are acts relative to the types 
of slot machines that may be used in the cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth, and determining the 
accuracy of any mechanical or automatic devices in use 
in any commercial manner. Neither of these acts 
applies to the local sealers at the present time but 
undoubtedly their influence will be felt in the near 
future through the State Director of Standards. The 
legislation affecting the types of money automatic 
devices is a long needed law, as continual complaints 
have been made regarding the manner in which the 
public has lost money through these machines without 
getting any form of consideration. The licensing of 
these machines has been considered by our local officials 
and if legislation is effected whereby slot machines of 
all calibers are taxed, a great amount of money can be 
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added to the annual income. At the present time only 
personal weighing machines are sealed for accuracy 
on weight but the tax for the use of this and similar 
devices has never been put in force. Legislation rela- 
tive to the weight of bread — standardizing unwrapped 
loaves to one pound or multiples thereof with tolerances 
for same — and regarding the stamping of wrapped 
loaves is contained in chapter 418. Chapter 591 
changes the law regarding ‘net weight’’ packages and 
states that only wrapped commodities containing one 
half ounce avoirdupois or one half ounce fluid or less 
of food shall be exempt from marking the net weight 
contents. Chapter 45 amends the law relating to the 
sealing by manufacturers of milk bottles. Chapter 
259 relates to the sealing of ice cream cans and cartons, 
and allows the manufacturer of these containers to seal 
in the manufacture and have them semiannually in- 
spected by the local sealers to verify the capacity after 
six months of usage. All this legislation is of a benefit 
to the public and the officials conducting the weights 
and measures duties throughout this state. We con- 
sider the necessity of new laws regulating the licensing 
of coal dealers so that they may be penalized for infring- 
ing on the laws. Recently the bill calling for this 
measure was defeated in the present Senate, but it is 
advisable that the City Council take up the matter 
and license dealers in coal and ice in the same manner 
that dealers in produce are licensed. 


‘CONCLUSION. 


In concluding this report I want to extend thanks 
to all those who in any way brought to our attention 
any infraction of the laws or who in any way co-operated 
with us. I want especially to thank your Honor for 
the exceptionally great amount of interest shown in our 
endeavors and for the great assistance given us in 
adding two additional deputy sealers to our staff and 
making the working conditions of the department staff 
more agreeable. Your approval of our recommenda- 
tions for new equipment, new automobile trucks and 
other additional improvements has reflected nobly on 
the work accomplished during the present year. To
